Honorable  Fred  M.  Warner,  Governor  of  Michigan: 

Sir — In  compliance  with  Section  two  (2)  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirteen 
(113)  of  the  compiled  laws  of  1897,  I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  you  the 
twenty-fifth  annual  report  of  the  Bureau  of  Labor  and  Industrial  Statistics, 
which  includes  the  fifteenth  annual  report  of  the  inspection  of  factories  and 
workshops  in  the  state,  together  with  the  annual  report  of  the  inspector  of 
coal  mines,  and  the  rej>ort  of  the  superintendent  of  the  free  employment 
bureaus,  established  at  Detroit,  Grand  Rapids,  Kalamazoo  and  Saginaw. 

In  the  introductory  remarks,  which  immediately  follow,  I  have  noted 
some  general  conditions,  regarding  industry  and  labor  in  the  state  which  I 
deem  worthy  of  especial  mention,  as  being  made  more  prominent  in  the 
conduct  of  my  official  duties,  trusting  the  recommendations  will  meet  with 
your  approval. 

In  conducting  the  work  of  the  Department,  I  have  received  cheerful 
assistance  from  Deputy  Commissioner  R.  H.  Fletcher,  and  from  my  chief 
clerk,  Mr.  L.  S.  Russell,  who  has  had  full  charge  of  arranging  the  matter  con- 
tained in  the  report  and-  with  compiling  the  statistics  herewith  presented. 
I  would  also  mention  the  active  co-operation  of  the  several  deputy  inspectors 
and  the  office  clerks  in  the  performance  of  their  duties.

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INTRODUCTORY  REMARKS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS. 

No  one  can  over-estimate  the  value  of  accurate  labor  and  industrial  sta- 
tistics. They  are  not  only  valuable  for  present  information,  but  form  the 
basis  of  future  comparisons.  There  is  even  now  a  frequent  demand  for  the 
firet  report  issued  by  the  department,  and  for  all  the  annual  reports  which 
have  preceded  this.  In  the  natural  course  of  events  each  report  shows 
(or  should  show)  an  advancement  over  its  predecessor,  for  the  industries  of 
the  state  are  constantly  increasing  and  advancing. 

GROWTH   OF   MANUFACTURING    INDUSTRIES. 

The  wonderful  growth  of  the  manufacturing  institutions  in  Michigan  sur- 
prise even  the  most  sanguine.  Since  this  department  was  established  in 
1883,  the  factories  and  worlcshops  of  the  state  have  increased  thousands  in 
number,  furnishing  employment  to  nearly  300,000  well  paid,  contented 
working  men  and  women,  a  great  majority  who  owti  their  homes,  while 
to  the  fullest  extent  their  children  have  the  advantage  of  the  state's  mag- 
nificent school  system.  Right  here  it  is  worthy  of  commendation  that  the 
statistics  contained  in  the  reports  of  the  department  have  been  introduced 
into  many  of  the  schools,  as  furnishing  interesting  and  valuable  study  for 
students  in  the  higher  grades.  Last  year  over  1,000  copies  of  the  24th 
report  were  sent  to  the  high  schools  and  libraries  of  the  state. 

SCOPE   OF  THE   W'ORK. 

The  organization  of  the  Bureau  has  not  been  changed  since  its  inception 
in  1883.  Its  officials  are  the  Commissioner  of  Labor,  the  Deputy  Commis- 
sioner of  Labor  and  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  latter  being  an  ex  officio 
member.  The  duties  of  the  Bureau  is  to  collect,  assort,  systemize  and  pub- 
lish the  statistics  of  labor  and  industry  of  the  state.  The  Commissioner  of 
Labor  must  also  cause  an  annual  inspection  of  the  factories,  workshops, 
stores,  hotels,  schoolhouses,  halls,  theatres,  apartment  houses  and  other 
public  buildings,  looking  to  the  safety  of  employes  and  inmates  and  to  the 
general  sanitary  conditions.  His  jurisdiction  also  extends  to  the  inspection 
of  the  coal  mines  of  the  state,  and  under  the  provisions  of  the  law  to  the 
establishment  of  free  employment  bureaus  in  several  of  the  largest  cities,  or 
labor  centers.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  conditions  which  obtained  when  the 
Department  was  established,  twenty-five  years  ago,  have  vastly  increased  in 
importance  and  responsibility. 

THE  QUESTION  OF   CHILD   LABOR. 

During  all  these  years  defects  and  deficiencies  have  presented  them- 
selves and  the  original  law  has  received  needed  and  important  amendments, 
all  tending  to  benefit  labor,  and  to  enhance  the  industries  of  the  state.  Among 
the  most  important  and  far-reaching  amendments  are  those  sections  of  the 
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factory  inspection  laws  pertaining  to  child  labor.  The  labor  of  children  will 
always  be  a  vital  one,  not  only  of  its  effect  on  the  labor  and  industries  of 
today,  but  on  the  advanced  citizenship  of  the  state  in  the  years  to  come.  It 
is  pleasant  to  note  that  in  a  great  majority  of  cases  parents  recognize  the 
future  good  of  their  children  by  what  a  well-developed  body,  mind  and 
education  means,  and  are  anxious  that  all  these  advantages  be  extended  to 
their  offsprings.  It  requires  no  prophetic  eye  to  forsee  what  this  means,  in 
the  good  results  which  will  make  for  the  generations  which  are  to  follow. 

But  there  are  parents  to  whom  the  allurements  of  a  slightly  increased 
family  income  is  so  great  that  they  cannot  withstand  the  desire  fhat  their 
children  even  at  a  tender  age  must  work  at  some  gainful  employment,  often 
at  the  expense  of  health,  mental  attainment  and  future  good.  At  times  of 
industrial  prosperity  there  will  always  be  a  demand  for  all  kinds  of  labor, 
and  thousands  of  employers  care  little  for  the  moral  question,  and  are  'vvilling 
to  hire  the  child,  even  to  the  exclusion  of  mature  labor,  can  they  but  retain  a 
few  cents  per  day  of  the  per  diem  paid.  This  is  where  the  state  wisely  put 
forth  its  strong  arm,  protecting  the  child  from  the  greed  of  unnatural  parents 
and  the  avarice  of  mercenary  employers.  Michigan's  laws  governing  this 
class  of  labor  are  among  the  best,  and  should  be  more  thoroughly  studied 
by  all  classes,  especially  should  public  teachers  dilate  on  the  object  &*ought 
and  the  good  which  will  obtain. 

TENEMENT  HOUSE  VS.  SWEAT  SHOPS. 

There  is  one  other  feature  of  the  factory  inspection  law  to  which  I  wish  to 
call  attention — the  so-called  tenement  house  work.  This  class  of  work  bor- 
ders dangerously  near  to  what  is  so  well  known  in  many  of  the  large  eastern 
cities  as  "sweat  shop"  work,  and  it  has  been  the  effort  of  this  Department 
to  conduct  the  inspection  of  tenement  house  work  so  that  none  of  it  can 
obtain  to  the  evils  which  surrounds  sweAt  shops.  Most  of  this  work  is  con- 
fined to  the  city  of  Detroit,  and  a  thorough  inspection  of  all  the  surroundings 
has  been  made  for  several  years,  to  the  end  that  the  condition  of  the  shops 
and  homes  where  such  work  is  done,  are  in  good  sanitary  condition,  well 
•supplied  with  light,  ventilation  and  heat,  insuring  the  safety  of  those  em- 
ployed, and  cleanly,  sanitary  conditions  to  the  goods  manufactured  in  these 
shops.     See  Chapter  VII,  page  279  in  this  report. 

INSPECTION   OF   FACTORIES,  WORKSHOPS,  ETC. 

During  the  year  1907,  the  several  deputy  factory  inspectors  visited  and 
inspected  8,335  factories  and  workshops.  At  the  date  of  inspection  there 
were  employed  283,834  persons,  to  whom  was  paid  an  average  of  $1.93  daily. 
This  means  nearly  $150,000,000  paid  out  annually  for  wages  in  the  factories 
And  workshops  in  the  state.  An  increase  of  more  than  $10,000,000  over 
that  of  1906.  The  demand  for  labor  and  good  wages  was  most  insistent 
{exceeding  that  of  any  other  year).  Until  about  November  15,  when  the 
.effects  of  the  eastern  money  panic  were  distinctly  felt,  especially  in  the  decrease 
of  the  demand  for  labor.  In  the  larger  cities  and  labor  centers  very  few  of 
the  large  manufacturing  concenis  closed  their  establishments,  but  thousands 
.curtailed  their  employment,  anxiously  awaiting  the  results  of  the  near  future. 

In  most  of  the  manufacturing  centers  in  the  state,  the  acute  depression 
was  of  short  duration,  and  it  was  within  a  very  short  time  the  larger  manu- 
factories were  operating  full  time,  but  generally  with  a  decrease  in  wages. 
After  interviewing  the  managers  of  many  of  these  most  extensive  estab- 
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lishments,  I  am  led  to  believe  that  the  consensus  of  opinion  is  that  the  year 
1908  will  witness  the  industries  of  Michigan  in  full  force,  but  with  fewer 
employes  and  a  slightly  reduced  daily  wage. 

WOMEN   INSPECTORS. 

When  the  law  of  1901  provided  that  there  should  be  at  least  one  female 
factory  inspector  in  the  state,, it  builded  far  letter  than  it  knew.  The 
greatly  increased  employment  of  women  and  girls  at  gainful  occupations, 
outside  of  domestic  work,  has  shown  the  wisdom  of  having  factory  inspectors 
of  their  own  sex,  who  can,  so  to  speak,  get  in  closer  touch  with  women  and 
girl  employes.  In  the  inspection  for  the  year  1907,  39,317  women  of  mature 
years  and  2,526  girls  between  the  age  of  14  and  16  were  found  employed  at 
all  kinds  of  work  connected  with  modem  factories. 

The  two  women  inspectors  engaged  in  active  canvass  interviewed  a  great 
majority  of  these  female  wage  earners,  and  it  is  pleasant  to  record  that  in 
hundreds  of  instances  their  condition  has  been  greatly  benefited.  There  is 
a  general  tendency  on  the  part  of  most  enterprising  institutions  to  provide 
rest  and  reading  rooms,  and  also  places  where  a  substantial  noon  day  lunch 
can  be  obtained  for  the  female  employes.  These  female  inspectors  have 
also  visited  hundreds  of  the  larger  hotels  and  stores  throughout  the  state, 
insisting  on  better  conditions  for  the  women  employes,  no  matter  whether 
it  was  in  a  so-called  higher  class  of  labor  or  with  the  most  ordinary  work, 
which  is  so  often  assigned  to  women.  It  was  through  the  observation  and 
effort  of  the  female  inspectors  that  the  inspection  law  was  amended  shorten- 
ing the  hours  of  women  employes,  and  making  it  obligatory  that  hotel  pro- 
prietors should  furnish  suitable  rooms,  well  heated,  lighted  and  ventilated 
to  this  class  of  employes.  Nor  is  this  all  of  the  benefits  accruing  from  the 
work  of  these  female  inspectors.  As  she  goes  from  factory  to  workshop  and 
from  hotel  to  store  in  the  discharge  of  her  daily  duties,  each  year  she  finds 
the  condition  of  her  sex,  who  toil  in  these  busy  marts  of  industry,  to  be  im- 
proving. She  finds  that  her  influence  has  often  held  in  check  wrong  doing. 
She  finds  that  many  women  and  girls  have  cause  to  be  thankful  for  her 
kindly  offices  and  efficient  aid.  She  finds,  in  fact,  that  as  an  agent  of  the 
state,  she  is  doing  a  work  which  could  not  be  done  through  any  other  source. 
In  the  increased  employment  of  female  labor  in  all  sections  of  the  state  it  is 
to  be  regretted  that  the  present  funds  allowed  for  this  part  of  the  work 
cannot  be  made  to  double  a  force  of  female  factory  inspectors. 

FREE  EMPLOYMENT  BUREAUS. 

Act  No.  281,  Public  Acts  of  1907,  authorized  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  to 
organize  and  establish  free  employment  bureaus  in  the  state.  Under  the 
provision  of  this  act,  the  Commissioner  established  such  bureaus  in  the  cities 
of  Detroit,  Grand  Rapids,  Kalamazoo  and  Saginaw.  These  offices  have  been 
the  means  of  providing  thousands  of  people  with  labor  without  the  expense 
usually  attendant  on  the  so-called  employment  bureaus,  established  by 
people  whose  only  object  is  to  receive  a  fee  from  the  applicant  as  well  as  the 
would  be  employer,  and  taking  no  pains  to  see  if  either  were  supplied  in- 
their  wants.  It  is  at  such  times  as  now  confronts  the  seeker  for  labor  that 
the  state  lends  its  helping  hand  to  assist  them  to  employment.  The  few 
months  that  these  bureaus  have  been  in  operation  have  more  than  justified 
the  expectations  of  those  who  promoted  the  advanced  idea  of  bringing  em- 
ployer and  employe  to  a  compirehensive  basis.    At  the  inception  of  the  work 
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Mr.  Alex  H.  Smith  of  Detroit,  who  has  had  considerable  experience  along 
these  lines  was  placed  in  charge.  Mr.  Smith's  personal  report  appears  in 
Chapter  XVII,  page  471,  and  will  be  found  interesting  as  giving  a  minute 
and  detailed  report  of  the  work  of  these  bureaus. 

INDUSTRIES  CANVASSED. 

Late  in  the  year  special  canvass  was  made  of  several  imp)ortant  industries 
in  the  state,  including  the  manufacture  of  furniture,  refrigerators,  boots 
and  shoes,  and  ladies'  corsets.  The  report  of  special  agent  Duncan,  who  had 
charge  of  this  canvass,  will  be  found  in  Chapter  XVI,  page  451.  This  chapter 
is  replete  with  interesting  statistics  of  the  industries  named.  Few  persons 
realize  the  extent  of  the  furniture  business  in  Michigan,  and  the  data  here 
given  is  beheved  to  be  practically  accurate,  and  will  be  valuable  for  refer- 
ence. 

OTHER  WORK  OP  THE   BUREAU. 

Chapter  X,  page  329,  is  devoted  to  three  technical  papers,  each  of  a  nature 
making  them  particularly  interesting  and  especially  when  the  subject  mat- 
ters contained  therein  are  so  much  imder  discussion.  The  first  of  the  papers 
is  from  the  hand  of  Professor  Carl  E.  Parry  of  the  Department  of  Economics 
and  Sociology  of  the  University  of  Michigan,  and  is  entitled  "What  our 
Laws  Need  to  Make  us  Proud."  We  commend  its  careful  study  to  all  who 
are  interested  in  the  question  of  industrial  economy.  The  article  on  "The 
Cost  of  Living,  Wages  and  Rising  Prices"  by  Honorable  Judson  Grenell  of 
Detroit,  who  has  made  a  life  long  study  of  economic  questions  will  be  found 
on  page  342,  and  is  particularly  interesting  for  its  clear  and  comprehensive 
digest  of  this  great  question.  On  page  359  will  be  found  a  report  made  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Labor  to  the  "International  Factory  Inspectors" 
meeting  at  Hartford,  Conn.,  which  met  June  4,  1907.  This  report  is  a 
better  index  of  the  work  of  the  entire  department  up  to  its  date,  than  can 
otherwise  be  found. 

Chapter  XI,  page  365,  is  devoted  to  a  report  from  the  State  Board  of  Arbi- 
tration on  the  subject  of  s^trikes  during  the  past  year.  We  are  indebted  to 
gentlemen  Klump,  Nash  and  Johnson  who  constitute  this  court  for  this 
report,  which  takes  up  the  labor  difficulties  in  Michigan  in  a  clear  compre- 
hensive manner,  and  in  which  will  be  found  minute  data  of  all  the  labor 
disagreements  occurring  in  the  state  during  the  year. 

Chapter  XII,  page  377,  will  be  found  interesting  as  conveying  information 
and  statistics  of  the  penal  and  reformatory  institutions  of  the  state.  A 
careful  study  of  these  figures  will  show  that  there  were  2,326  inmates  in  the 
five  prisons  of  the  state  (this  includes  the  Detroit  House  of  Correction)  and 
1,046  inmates  in  the  two  industrial  schools.  In  regard  to  prison  labor, 
after  deducting  those  engaged  about  the  prison  and  state  work,  it  would 
seem  that  but  a  small  per  cent  of  convict  labor  comes  in  contact  with  free 
labor,  and  yet  every  effort  should  be  made  by  those  in  authority  to  restrain 
prison  made  goods  from  coming  in  contact  with  free  labor.  The  establish- 
ment, by  the  state,  of  the  binder  twine  factory  at  the  Jackson  prison  will 
go  a  long  way  in  settling  this  vexed  question. 

Chapter  XIII,  page  395,  is  devoted  entirely  to  miscellaneous  industries 
of  Michigan.  The  statistics  are  taken  from  the  United  States  Census  Bureau, 
and  are  classified  in  a  manner  making  them  valuable  as  not  having  been 
published  before  through  the  medium  of  this  department. 

The  beet  sugar  and  Portland  cement  manufactures  still  occupy  a  very 
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large  place  among  its  most  important  industries.  A  complete  report  will 
be  found' in  Chapter  XIV,  page  415. 

The  coal  industry  of  this  state  is  each  year  increasing  in  importance. 
The  statistics,  of  which  will  be  found  contained  in  Chapter  XV,  page  429, 
which  also  contains  a  personal  report  of  coal  mine  inspector  Stevenson,  and 
a  brief  writeup  of  each  mine  operated  in  the  state. 

Chapter  XVIII  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  chapters  of  the  report,  and 
is  found  on  page  493.  This  chapter  gives  complete  and  accurate  statistics 
of  the  electric  railways  of  Michigan,  both  city  and  interurban.  These  sta- 
tistics deal  with  the  individuality  of  each  road,  but  giving  the  figures  in  the 
aggregate,  showing  that  nearly  $40,000,000  were  invested  in  these  lines. 
The  passenger  and  freight  traffic  reports  indicate  a  healthy  condition.  In 
this  connection  it  would  not  be  amiss  to  state  that  nearly  223,000,000  pas- 
sengers were  carried  on  these  lines  during  the  year  1907,  and  that  the  average 
rate  is  a  trifle  over  four  cents  each,  except  on  the  longer  interurban  lines 
where  the  rate  averages  nine  cents  each.  The  employes  of  these  Unes  aggre- 
gate 5,144  persons,  who  receive  an  average  wage  of  $1.89  each,  an  increase 
of  over  ten  and  one-half  cents  a  day  in  three  years. 

On  pages  502-9  will  be  found  complete  statistics  of  the  motive  power  in 
use  in  manufacturing  in  this  state,  and  also  a  record  of  the  low  water  alarm 
devices  used  on  steam  boilers.  These  statistics  are  approximately  accurate 
as  gathered  by  the  several  factory  inspectors  while  engaged  in  the  line  of 
their  work.  In  round  numbers  it  requires  about  1,000,000  horse  power 
to  turn  the  wheels  of  Michigan's  manufacturing  industries. 

Chapter  XIX  of  the  report  is  devoted  to  the  publication  of  the  laws  coming 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  department.  All  of  these  are  accurate  com- 
pilations from  the  official  publication  as  issued  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

FRIENDLY  LEGISLATION. 

While  the  several  state  legislatures  have  generally  manifested  a  willing- 
ness to  assist  the  department  by  the  enactment  of  beneficial  laws,  there  is 
still  room  for  improvement.  There  should  be  a  general  law  authorizing  the 
inspection  of  all  steam  boilers,  and  the  examination  and  licensing  of  all 
persons  before  they  should  be  allowed  to  handle  or  operate  steam  boilers 
and  engines.  Every  year  shows  a  number  of  explosions,  which  are  imiformly 
traced  to  the  inefficiency  of  an  engineer  or  the  worthlessness  of  a  steam  boiler. 
Such  a  law  would  be  self  sustaining,  as  a  moderate  fee  for  inspection  of  boiler 
would  be  wilUngly  paid  by  the  operator,  and  any  competent  engineer  would 
be  protected  by  a  license  against  some  ignorant  person  who  might  have 
knowledge  enough  of  steam  power  to  assist  him  in  opening  and  closing  a 
throttle  valve,  but  whose  general  ignorance  is  liable  to  bring  indiscriminate 
loss  of  life  and  property  at  any  moment.  We  shall  again  urge  upon  the 
next  legislature  the  need  of  such  a  law. 

In  presenting  this  report  to  the  public,  the  Commissioner  feels  that  the 
work  of  the  Department  will  meet  with  approval,  particularly  would  he 
commend  a  perusal  of  the  table  of  contents  which  immediately  follows,  as 
being  carefully  prepared  and  accurate  in  furnishing  a  complete  index  to  the 
report.  Scattered  at  different  places  throughout  the  book  \\ill  be  found 
illustrations  of  a  few  of  Michigan's  noted  factories. 
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CHAPTER  I. 


REPORTS  OF  DEPUTY  INSPECTORS. 

This  chapter  contains  the  personal  reports  of  the  several  deputy 
factory  inspectors  who  have  been  actively  engaged  in  the  inspection  of 
factories,  workshops,  stores,  hotels,  and  public  buildings.  For  the  pur- 
pose of  facilitating  and  systematizing  the  work  the  state  is  sub-divideJi 
into  ten  inspection  districts.  A  list  of  the  counties  in  each  district  pre- 
cedes the  report  of  the  inspector,  in  charge.  The  work  is  exacting  and  con- 
stant, requiring  careful  attention  on  the  part  of  the  inspectors,  together 
with  firm,  judicious  direction  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 


FIRST  INSPECTION  DISTRICT. 

This  is  the  most  important  district  in  the  state,  comprising  the 
county  of  Wayne,  in  which  is  situated  the  City  of  Detroit,  where  over 
22  per  cent  of  tlfe  factories  of  the  state  are  located.  The  work  in  this 
district  is  so  extensive  and  varies  that  a  central  ofl&ce  is  maintained.  This 
is  in  charge  of  a  deputy  inspector,  whose  duties  are  also  to  execute  sworn 
statements  for  children  between  the  ages  of  14  and  16,  who  are  employ- 
ed, and  to  pass  upon  their  educational  and  physical  qualifications  for 
employment.  During  the  year  the  office  has  been  under  the  immediate 
charge  of  one  of  the  women  inspectors.  Miss  Katherine  Heath,  of  Oak- 
land county,  whose  personal  report  of  her  work  follows :

Dear  Sir: — At  the  close  of  the  year  I  herewith  submit  the  annual  re- 
port of  work  done  in  this  office  during  the  past  twelve  months.  While 
the  work  is  not  laborious  it  is  exacting,  requiring  constant  watchfulness 
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and  careful  scrutiny  as  to  its  details.  A  greater  portion  of  my  duties 
have  been  to  examine  applications  of  children  for  the  necessary  papers  to 
permit  their  being  employed  when  between  the  ages  of  14  and  16  years. 
A  very  large  per  cent  of  these  children  are  of  foreign  birth,  the  parents 
in  numerous  cases  being  unable  to  speak  the  English  language,  making 
it  almost  impossible  for  them  to  comprehend  the  requirements  of  the  law. 
Often  subterfuge  and  deception  is  used  to  obtain  the  so-called  "permit," 
they  having  little  regard  for  the  affidavit  they  are  required  to  make. 
Church  and  official  records  often  have  to  be  consulted,  in  securing  the 
necessary  information  before  accepting  their  sworn  statement.

In  addition  to  this,  during  the  year  I  made  out  255  duplicates  of  state- 
ments formerly  issued.  There  is  also  a  large  amount  of  correspondence 
connects  with  the  office,  besides  other  work  pertaining  to  the  duties 
of  the  regular  deputy  inspectors  of  the  district.  I  wish  particularly  to 
speak  of  the  issuing  of  duplicate  sworn  statements,  where  the  parties 
claim  to  have  lost  the  original  J>apers.  There  is  every  reason  to  believe 
that  often  these  statements  are  not  lost,  but  that  this  subterfuge  ie  used 
to  secure  an  additional  paper  (permit)  so  that  it  can  be  used  by  another 
child  who  was  unable  to  regularly  obtain  a  so-called  permit.  There 
should  be  some  way  to  obviate  this  fraudulant  practice  so  that  the 
provisions  of  the  law  may  not  be  thus  annuled.

Dear  Sir: — The  work  of  factory  inspection  for  the  year  having  been* 
completed  we  herewith  most  respectfully  submit  our  personal  report  of 
the  same. 

THE   WORK   FOR  THE   YEAR. 

The  inspection  of  factories,  workshops,  stores,  hotels,  school  houses, 
tenement  work  and  foundries  has  been  carefully  and  minutely  performed. 
During  the  year,  we  have  inspected  1,816  factories  and  workshops,  in 
which  were  employed  101,714  people,  of  which  3.932  were  between  the 
ages  of  14  and  16  years.  We  have  also  inspected  and  returned  reports 
from  253  stores,  which  were  employing  ten  or  more  people,  90  hotels, 
471  tenement  house  establishments,  87  school  houses,  and  have  made 
special  inspections  of  a  large  number  of  foundries. 

OPERATED    FULL   TIME    AND   CAPACITY. 

The  establishments  inspected  were  running  full  time,  and  full  capacity, 
up  to  about  November  1st,  when  owing  to  the  financial  crisis  the  orders 
held  by  the  different  large  concerns  were  countermanded,  causing  fac- 
tories to  shut  down  and  throwing  many  thousands  of  people  out  of  em- 
ployment. 

AUTO   FACTORIES   ARE    MODERN. 

Of  the  variQUS  manufacturing  concerns  in  Detroit  the  automobile  and 
its  different  branches  has  become  one  of  the  leading  industries.  We 
find  these  factories  to  be  of  the  most  modern  construction  in  the  way 
of  heating,  lighting,  ventilation,  sanitation  and  safe-guarding  machinery 
and  dangerous  places. 

OTHER  LARGE    INDUSTRIES. 

Included  in  the  large  industries  here  are  the  paper  box  factories,  stove, 
car  building,  shipbuilding,  paint,  soda  ash,  tobacco,  cigars,  straw  hats, 
Bhoes^  pianos  and  organs,  steel  foundries,  steel  springs  and  laboratories. 
We  make  special  mention  of  the  above  industries  because  of  the  enormity 
of  their  business  and  the  thousands  of  people  employed  by  them. 

A  GOOD  LAW. 

We  would  say  that  the  amendment  of  Section  3,  providing  that  no 
children  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  should  be  employed  where  their 
lives  or  limbs  are  in  danger,  has  proven  to  be  very  beneficial  in  as 
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much  as  it  has  reduced  and  will  reduce  the  accidents  to  the  children 
employed  in  factories. 

LOW   WATER  ALARMS. 

We  have  in  this  district  about  two  thousand  boilers  and  have  not  had 
an  explosion,  for  at  least  six  years,  owing  to  the  vigilance  of  the  in- 
spectors' enforcement  of  the  law.  It  has  come  to  our  notice  that  many  of 
the  alarms  have  been  put  out  of  order  by  the  person  in  charge  of  the 
boiler,  and  it  would  be  an  injustice  to  the  manager  or  proprietor  to 
hold  them  responsible  for  his  deliberate  violation  of  the  law.  We  advise 
that  the  law  pertaining  to  low  water  alarms  be  so  amended  that  the 
I^erson  in  charge  be  held  responsible  for,  and  may  be  complained  against, 
neglecting  to  keep  alarm  in  condition. 

SCHOOL    HOUSES. 

The  law  pertaining  to  the  school  buildings  in  this  state  should  be 
amended  so  that  all  machinery  and  dangerous  places  should  be  made 
safe-guarded  in  the  discretion  of  the  inspector,  and  that  a  fire  drill  and 
a  fire  alarm  svstem  be  established,  so  that  children  and  teachers  mav 
become  accustomed  to  discipline  and  drill,  thus  in  case  of  a  fire,  they 
would  remain  cool  and  probably  avert  a  panic.  Inspectors  should  have 
power  to  order  changes  to  improve  sanitary  conditions  when  such  con- 
ditions are  found  to  be  bad. 

INSPECTION   OF  STORES. 

All  stores  employing  ten  or  more  persons  were  inspected  and,  as  a 
rule,  the  law  was  found  complied  with.  Much  of  the  abuse,  that  former- 
ly existed,  has  been  eliminated,  but  there  is  one  i)oint  that  should  be 
considered.  The  public  has  often  been  permitted  to  use  the  water  closets 
intended  for  store  use.  This,  in  our  opinion,  discommodes  the  employes 
and  there  is  a  possibility  that  disease  may  be  contracted  by  such  indis- 
criminate use.  The  law  does  not  permit  the  inspector  to  prevent  this 
and  we  would  recommend  that  it  be  amended,  so  that  the  public  shall  be 
prevented  from  using  the  toilet  rooms,  etc.  Some  of  the  stores  have 
adopted  the  revolving  door  system  to  protect  the  employes  from  draughts 
and  colds,  which  have  been  the  cause  of  much  sickness  in  the  past. 
They  give  good  satisfaction. 

INSPECTION  OP  HOTELS. 

In  the  inspection  of  hotels  the  condition  of  employes  was  found  to  be 
much  improved  over  that  of  former  years,  as  the  orders  to  provide  bet- 
ter sanitary  conditions,  sleeping  apartments  and  dining  rooms  have  been 
complied  with.  The  law  should  be  amended  so  that  inspectors  can  more 
readily  enforce  orders  made  in  hotels.  With  all  the  improvements  there 
is  still  room  to  better  these  conditions. 

TENEMENT    HOUSE    WORK. 

The  tenement  house  work  was  done  by  Inspectors  Mary  C.  Girardin 
and  Wm.  J.  Downey  and  but  few  places  were  found  where  it  was  re- 
quired to  leave  orders  for  changes,  as  the  persons  doing  this  work  have 
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become  acquainted  with  the  law  and  its  requirements,  or  have  their 
work  taken  from  them.  The  number  of  people  doing  this  work  are  con- 
siderably less  this  year  than  last  owing  to  a  number  of  the  merchant 
tailors  having  workshops  in  connection  with  their  stores. 

RECOMMBNDATIONS. 

The  section  of  the  law  referring  to  elevators  should  be  amended  so 
that  safety  clutches  should  be  placed  on  elevators,  and  thus  prevent 
the  cage  from  falling,  in  case  the  cable  should  break,  and  stop  catches 
should  be  installed  on  elevator  cables  or  ropes,  so  as  to  prevent  the 
cage  from  going  too  high  should  the  operator  lose  control  of  his  work. 

The  law  pertaining  to  guarding  dangerous  machinery  should  be  amend- 
ed so  that  all  machinery  shipped  into  this  state  shall  have  all  dangerous 
parts  guarded,  such  as  gears,  cogs,  saws,  automatic  gates,  safety 
clutches  and  self  stop  catches  on  all  elevators.  There  should  be  guards 
for  all  emery  wheels  and  to  all  emery  wheel  stands.  The  agent  selling 
the  same  should  be  made  responsible  for  a  violation  of  this  part  of  1:his 
law.  There  should  also  be  an  amendment  to  provide  for  a  signal  system 
in  all  factories,  so  that  in  case  of  an  accident  the  engine  or  motors  could 
be  stopped  from  any  part  of  the  factory  at  once. 

The  law  pertaining  to  hotels  should  be  amended  so  as  to  designate 
what  constitutes  a  hotel.  We  would  recommend  that  all  lodging  houses 
should  be  classed  as  hotels,  and  that  all  the  requirements  as  to  cleanli- 
ness, ventilation  and  sanitary  conditions  must  be  observed  the  same  as 
in  a  regular  hotel.

WORK  DONE  IN  1907  BY  INSPECTORS  WATKINS  AND  ROSE. 

For  the  year  1907  no  regular  inspector  was  assigned  to  this  district, 
the  inspections  being  made  by  Inspector  Watkins  of  the  third  district 
and  Inspector  Rose  of  the  fourth  district.  This  action  was  justified  by 
the  fact  that  the  appropriation  for  factory  inspection  is  not  suflficient 
to  warrant  the  employment  of  a  full  force  of  inspectors  at  all  times. 
Inspectors  Watkins  and  Rose  performed  the  work  in  an  acceptable 
manner. 
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RESULTS    OP   THE    INSPECTION. 

During  the  .year  the  inspectors  carefully  inspected  586  factories  and 
workshops.  They  were  employing  17,493  people,  of  which  only  77  were 
reported  under  16  years  old.  This  shows  85  more  factories  inspected 
over  that  of  1906,  and  an  increase  of  2,093  employes,  while  a  few  more 
children  were  reported  at  work.  There  were  21  stores  employing  ten 
or  more  people  inspected,  and  48  hotels.  Conditions  in  factories,  hotels, 
stores  and  workshops  were  reported  very  good,  although  numerous  orders 
were  issued  with  a  view  to  still  better  certain  delinquencies.  The  orders 
made  and  accidents  reported  appear  in  their  regular  place  under  another 
head.

PERSONAL  REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  WATKINS.

Dear  Sir: — ^Having  completed  the  inspection  of  factories,  workshops, 
stores  and  hotels  in  the  third  district  for  the  year  1907,  I  respectfully 
suhmit  my  annual  report:. 

THE  WORK  OP  1907. 

« 

During  the  past  year  I  have  inspected  521  factories  and  workshops. 
This  shows  four  less  than  was  inspected  in  1906.  They  were  employing 
12.654  people,  a  gain  of  28  over  the  previous  year.  Of  these  employes 
170  were  between  the  ages  of  14  and  16  years,  a  decrease  as  compared 
with  1906.  This  is  a  small  per  cent  of  children  employed,  when  we  con- 
sider the  great  demand  during  the  year  for  labor  of  any  kind. 

CHILD  LABOR. 

There  have  been  ver}'  few  violations  of  the  child  labor  laws.  I  find 
that  there  is  getting  to  be  each  year  more  respect  for  this  law  by  both 
parent  and  employers.  The  manufacturers  are  ever  ready  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  department  and  most  of  them  have  stringent  rules 
in  regard  to  the  employment  of  children.  Those  who  do  employ  this 
class  of  labor  are  generally  careful  about  providing  sworn  statements, 
as  they  are  well  aware  that  in  case  of  an  accident  they  would  be  more 
apt  to  be  held  liable  for  damages. 
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ORDERS  MADE  FOR  CHANGES. 

I  have  made  many  orders  for  changes,  some  of  which  were  complied 
with  at  once.  I  have  found  that  the  employers,  as  a  rule,  wish  to  comply 
with  the  laws.  The  enforcement  of  these  laws  has  worked  a  radical 
change  in  this  respect,  which  is  pleasing  to  note. 

STORES   AND    HOTELS. 

During  the  year  I  have  inspected  16  stores,  all  of  which  were  em- 
ploying ten  or  more  people,  and  have  inspected  62  hotels,  it  being  my 
effort  not  to  miss  a  hotel  in  my  territory.  I  have  made  orders  where 
necessary  for  fire  escapes,  and  also  in  regard  to  bettering  sanitary  con- 
ditions. In  most  instances  I  found  conditions  showing  a  marked  im- 
provement over  previous  inspections. 

MOTIVE   POWER  USED. 

In  this  section  of  the  state  electric  power  is  displacing  steam  power 
to  quite  an  extent,  as  it  is  much  cheaper  and  more  convenient.  I  have 
found  quite  a  number  of  steam  boilers  in  charge  of  incompetent  per- 
sons, showing  the  necessity  of  a  good  boiler  inspection  law,  and  a  law 
requiring  a  practical  examination  of  engineers  by  a  competent  board. 
Many  lives  would  thus  be  saved,  and  thousands  would  feel  a  safe  pro- 
tection. 

FACTORIES  IN  A  PROSPEROUS  CONDITION. 

I  have  found  the  factories  in  a  prosperous  condition.  Some  lines  of 
manufacture  were  more  or  less  affected  by  the  recent  stringency,  but 
a  large  i)ercentage  of  them  are  again  running  full  time,  although  many 
at  a  reduction  of  wages. 

CONCLUSION. 

It  has  been  my  conscientious  effort  to  perform  my  duties  in  a  satis- 
factory manner  and  with  the  least  possible  friction.  I  think  persuasion 
is  sometimes  far  better  than  a  resort  to  force  in  dealing  with  all  classes 
of  humanity. 

I  trust  that  the  work  done  by  me  under  the  supervision  of  your  de- 
partment has  met  with  your  approval.  To  yourself,  and  the  office  force, 
I  extend  my  kindest  regards  for  the  assistance  and  courtesies  extended 
on  all  occasions.

PERSONAL  REPORT  OF  DEPUTY  INSPECTOR  ROSE.

Dear  Sir: — I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  annual  report  for  the  work 
done  in  the  past  year,  and  I  am  pleased  to  note  that  from  year  to  year 
I  see  a  decided  improvement  in  the  feeling  towards  the  factory  inspection 
laws.  The  employers  and  employes  are  recognizing  that  these  laws  are 
to  their  mutual  advantage,  and  do  not  look  upon  the  call  of  the  inspector 
as  dn  imposition,  but  rather  a  benefit. 

RESULTS  of  the  INSPECTION. 

During  the  year  I  have  inspected  675  factories  and  workshops,  which 
were  employing  20,538  persons,  of  which  241  were  between  the  ages  of 
14  and  16  years — showing  an  increase  of  51  establishments  in  the  same 
counties  over  last  year's  inspection,  and  an  increase  in  employes  of 
2,129,  the  rate  of  wages  also  shows  an  increase. 

GUARDING  MACHINERY. 

Due  to  the  influence  exerted  in  past  years  by  the  inspectors,  employers 
are  continually  of  their  own  volition  installing  devices  for  the  protection 
of  life  and  limb,  materially  decreasing  the  number  of  accidents  as  com- 
pared with  those  of  previous  years,  particularly  when  the  increased  num- 
ber employed  is  considered.  The  same  influence  has  resulted  in  the 
lessening  of  child  labor  in  proximity  of  dangerous  machinery.  There  is 
also  an  increased  care  on  the  part  of  the  employers  to  secure  the  neces- 
sary sworn  statements  before  the  employing  of  children. 

FIRE   ESCAPES   ON   PUBLIC   BUILDINGS,   ETC. 

The  extension  of  the  duties  of  the  factory  inspector  as  regarding  the 
requirement  of  fire  escapes  on  all  theatres,  schools,  public  buildings,  etc., 
has  met  with  hearty  approval  by  various  city  authorities.  The  law  was 
a  much  needed  one  and  will  be  productive  of  a  great  amount  of  good 
as  sufficient  time  elapses  for  its  enforcement.  The  attempts  of  the 
various  cities  to  force  the  construction  of  Are  escapes  were  often  defeated 
through  local  influence  and  needed  protection  was  not  secured. 
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PROSPEROUS  CITIES,  ETC. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  new  industries  have  located  in  the 
counties  under  my  jurisdiction,  giving  employment  to  a  considerable  num- 
ber of  men — ^Kalamazoo,  Benton  Harbor  and  Allegan  have  each  shown 
material  growth  in  manufacturing  establishments.  Kalamazoo  par- 
ticularly in  the  number  of  new  buildings  erected.  Among  these  are  the 
Hotel  Rickman,  an  eight  story  fire  proof  building,  the  Kalamazoo 
National  Bank  Building,  used  largely  for  oflSces,  which  is  nine  stories 
in  height,  and  the  Edwards  &  Chamberlain,  wholesale  and  retail  hard- 
ware building,  six  stories  in  height.  Van  Buren  county  is  largely  given 
to  fruit  growing.  Until  recent  years  it  did  not  produce  any  considerable 
amount  of  manufacturing,  but  of  late  a  number  of  grape  juice  factories 
have  been  established,  and  while  not  employing  a  large  number  of  per- 
sons, have  greatly  increased  the  consumption  of  grapes,  and  thereby 
given  increased  life  to  this  large  industry.  The  product  is  sold  through- 
out the  United  States  and  each  year  brings  a  large  amount  of  revenue 
into  this  county.  Tfie  Paw  Paw  Grape  Juice  Co.,  of  Paw  Paw,  is  one 
of  the  largest  and  most  successful  of  these  companies. 

THE    POWER    USED. 

Until  within  a  few  years  steam  has  been  practically  the  only  motive 
power  in  the  district.  Valuable  water  powers  have  remained  idle  until 
within  recent  years.  Now  every  available  site  is  being  taken  by  water 
power  companies  and  the  power  used  for  the  generation  of  electricity, 
which  is  conducted  to  great  distances.  This  power  is  now  being  used  by 
many  large  industries,  but  it  is  particularly  advantageous  to  the  smaller 
manufacturers.  Many  of  the  largest  consumers  of  power  are  now 
generating  their  own  electricity,  thereby  making  a  material  financial 
saving. 

I  inspected  13  stores,  employing  10  or  more  people,  and  62  hotels,  but 
will  refer  to  my  detailed  report  of  the  inspection  of  stores  and  hotels, 
which  appears  in  another  chapter.  In  closing  this  report  I  desire  to 
acknowledge  the  uniform  courtesies  extended  to  me  by  the  members  of 
the  department.

[PERSONAL  REPORT  OF  DEPUTY  INSPECTOR  GLASPIE.

Dear  Sir: — In  presenting  my  report  of  the  inspection  of  the  various 
places  of  employment  coming  under  my  jurisdiction  for  the  past  ye^r, 
I  also  submit  to  you  my  resignation  as  deputy  factory  inspector.  My 
work  in  the  department  for  the  past  six  years  has  been  interesting,  and 
contains  recollections  of  efforts  spent  in  a  good  cause.  I  can  only  regret 
that  the  compensation  allowed  a  factory  inspector  by  the  state  is  so 
small  that  I  can  no  longer  afford  to  devote  my  time  to  the  work.  In 
retiring  from  the  service  no  one  can  accuse  me  of  self  interest  in  ad- 
vocating an  increase  in  salary  for  factory  inspectors.  The  work  they 
have  to  do  is  of  so  great  a  benefit  to  employer  and  employe  alike  that 
sufficient  remuneration  should  bp  allowed  by  the  state  so  that  the  Com- 
missioner of  Labor  could  secure  the  services  of  men  capable  of  fulfilling 
all  the  requirements  made  upon  them. 

NUMBER    PLACES    INSPECTED. 

During  the  year  I  have  inspected  832  factories  and  workshops,  which 
were  employing  18,103  persons,  of  which  310  were  between  the  ages  of 
14  and  16  years.  Tlie  detailed  report  of  the  year's  inspection,  containing 
list  of  factories,  order*  made,  number  of  accidents,  etc.,  will  be  found  in 
another  chapter. 

PROSECUTIONS. 

During  the  year  I  have  been  compelled  to  prosecute  various  parties  for 
failure  to  comply  with  the  laws,  most  of  the  violations  being  connected 
with  child  labor.  In  doing  so  I  have  aimed  to  act  with  fairness  to  all 
parties  concerned.  As  a  result  of  the  vigorous  fight  along  this  line, 
I  am  pleased  to  report  as  close  an  observance  of  the  factory  inspection 
laws  in  this  district  as  can  be  found  in  the  state  and  I  have  reason  to 
believe  that  the  persons  prosecuted  still  hold  the  inspector  in  respect. 

CHILD  LABOR. 

In  connection  with  the  subject  of  child  labor,  I  beg  leave  to  call  atten- 
tion to  the  variance  in  the  child  labor  laws  and  the  school  laws.  Under 
the  state  law  a  child,  over  14  and  under  16,  years  of  age,  provided  with 
a  sworn  statement,  may  work  in  factories,  workshops,  hotels  and  stores, 
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while  under  the  school  law  all  children  under  16  years  of  age  must  at- 
tend school.  I  would  suggest  that  the  State  Teachers'  Association  meet 
with  the  State  Labor  Commissioner  and  arrange  details  so  as  to  make  the 
two  laws  compatible. 

FIRE    ESCAPES    FOR    PUBLIC    BUILDINGS^    ETC. 

New  duties  are  called  for  in  the  inspection  of  apartment  houses, 
schools,  theatres,  etc.,  relative  to  fire  escapes.  This  will  require  addi- 
tional inspectors  to  those  now  in  the  employ  of  the  department  if  the 
work  is  well  done.  It  is  an  important  wotk  and  should  be  carefully 
looked  to.  The  law  came  into  effect  too  late  for  me  to  inspect  all  the 
various  buildings  designated.  Doubtless  my  successor  will  find  buildings 
coming  under  his  jurisdiction  where  fire  escapes  are  needed. 

COMPLIMENTARY    REMARKS. 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  thank  you  and  the  other  members  of  the 
department  for  the  kindness  shown  and  help  given  at  various  times.  My 
work  in  the  department  has  been  both  pleasant  and  I  trust  profitable, 
at  least  the  experience  of  the  past  should  insure  more  profitable  results 
to  the  satisfaction  of  all.

Dear  Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  my  annual  report  of 
the  inspection  of  factories,  stores,  hotels,  public  buildings,  school,  and 
apartment  houses.  The  law  affecting  the  latter  going  into  effect  Sep- 
tember 27th. 

GENERAL  PROSPERITY. 

The  noticeable  featui'e  of  the  year  just  closed  has  been  the  general 
prosperity,  diffused  over  the  whole  district  with  the  exception  of  the 
last  two  months,  when  a  flurry  spread  over  the  whole  country.    I  do  not

think  statistics  are  necessary  to  show  the  existence  of  industrial  pros- 
perity which  is  in  advance  of  previous  years  with  the  exception  of  the 
time  mentioned. 

FACTORIES  INSPBCTBD. 

During  the  year  I  have  inspected  832  factories,  which  were  employing 
47,010  people  of  which  1,054  were  between  the  ages  of  14  and  16.  This 
is  an  increase  of  58  factories  and  11,732  employes  over  1906.  I  issued  a 
large  number  of  orders  for  guarding  of  machinery,  fire  escapes,  etc.,  neces- 
sitated by  the  frequent  changes  and  additions  of  new  machinery. 

CHILD   LABOR. 

One  of  the  most  diflScult  problems  which  the  inspectors  encounter 
is  that  of  child  labor.  Where  i)eople  are  willing  to  make  false  affidavits, 
official  and  church  records  must  be  resorted  to.  In  the  case  of  foreign 
born  children  this  is  often  difficult.  Some  parents  do  not  realize  the 
injustice  done  to  children,  whose  school  years  will  soon  pass  never  to 
return.  The  raising  the  age  to  16  years  in  which  children  must  attend 
school  was  a  wise  move.  Other  amendments  are  needed  to  do  justice  to 
the  children  and  to  the  people.  All  sworn  statements  (so-called  i)ermits) 
should  be  executed  by  a  Notary  Public  designated  in  each  town,  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Labor.  Notaries  too  often  pay  little  attention  to 
the  age,  physical,  or  mental  qualifications  of  the  child,  or  to  properly 
executing  the  papers. 

QUARDING  MACHINERY. 

I  have  given  careful  attention  to  the  guarding  of  machinery.  No 
matter  how  expert  the  operator  of  the  machine  is,  there  is  no  reflection 
cast  upon  his  ability  as  a  mechanic  by  using  a  guard.  In  fact,  he 
should  be  glad  to  set  the  example.  One  case  came  to  my  attention  where 
a  man  refused  to  use  a  guard  on  a  rip-saw,  claiming  that  it  did  not  fully 
protect.  This  can  be  said  of  many  guards,  but  if  they  minimize  the  dan- 
ger they  are  doing  good  work.  Again,  we  find  machinery  of  all  kindQ, 
no  matter  for  what  purpose  intended;  from  the  crude  to  the  finest  and 
most  complicated,  without  proper  guards.  If  the  proper  attention  had; 
been  given  these  details  when  the  machinery  was  under  construction  they 
could  easily  have  been  safeguarded. 

ACCIDENTS  SHOULD  BE  REPORTED  AT  ONCE. 

Experience  has  well  and  often  taught  that  a  prevention  is  far  more 
valuable  than  a  cure  for  an  evil,  and  I  can  see  no  reason  why  the  same 
rule  will  not  apply  in  preventing  accidents.  The  law  should  be  so  amend- 
ed as  to  compel  the  owner  of  factories  to  report  all  accidents,  immed- 
iately after  occuring,  to  the  Commissioner  of  Labor,  so  as  to  avoid  a 
re-occurence.  The  report  to  be  the  same,  as  they  now  have  to  report  to 
the  accident  and  liability  companies.  From  these  reports  I  have  received 
the  record  of  a  number  of  accidents,  and' other  information  concerning 
accidents  the  past  year.

FIBE   ESCAPES. 


Section  six  as  amended  by  act  No.  289  Public  Acts  of  1907,  brings  all 
theatres,  school  buildings,  halls,  apartment  houses,  and  public  build- 
ings under  the  province  of  the  factory  inspector's  duties.  This  is  a  move 
in  the  right  direction.  Although  the  law  only  took  effect  September 
28th  I  have  ordered  a  large  number  of  fire  escapes  on  apartment  houses 
and  additional  exit  doors  in  public  halls  as  the  record  of  orders  will 
show. 

ELEVATORS. 

Elevators  and  hoists  are  always  a  source  of  danger,  but  where  they 
are  protected  according  to  law,  the  danger  is  very  much  minimized.  The 
accidents  from  this  source  have  been  greatly  reduced  by  the  rigid  en- 
forcement of  the  law  governing  them.  An  addition  to  the  above  pro- 
tection is  to  allow  one  man  to  operate  it  at  all  times.  I  realize  that 
this  sometimes  is  impossible,  as  they  are  not  used  frequently  enough  to 
keep  one  man  engaged  in  that  position  steadily,  but  every  effort  should 
be  made  in  that  direction. 

FOUNDRIES. 

The  law  passed  by  the  last  legislature  providing  for  the  construction  of 
foundries  is  a  good  one  and  will  work  for  the  benefit  of  employes. 
Foundry  owners  as  a  rule  approve  the  law.  Some  objection  was  raised, 
as  always  will  be  to  any  change,  whether  it  be  good  or  bad.  Certainly 
great  benefits  will  result  to  a  large  class  of  meritorious  workmen  who 
toil  at  this  important  but  most  severe  work. 

HOTELS  AND  STORES. 

During  the  year  I  have  inspected  45  hotels  and  64  stores,  employing  ten 
I>eople  and  over,  which  come  under  the  law.  I  found  all  stores  in  a  good 
sanitary  cohdition.  In  hotels  I  ordered  quite  a  number  of  additional 
fire  escapes,  and  other  betterments.  I  also  ordered  sworn  statements 
filed  in  all  places  where  children  were  employed. 

I  wish  to  extend  to  you  and  through  you  to  the  department  force  at 
Lansing  my  sincere  appreciation  for  the  ccTurtesies  extended  and  the 
kindness  shown.

Dear  Sir:— At  the  conclusion  of  another  year's  inspection  of  the  fac- 
tories, workshops,  hotels,  stores,  etc.,  in  the  territory  assigned  to  me, 
I  am  pleased  to  submit  to  you  my  annual  report,  trusting  that  my 
share  in  the  work  in  your  department  may  meet  your  approbation. 

FACTORIES   INSPECTED. 

* 

During  the  year  I  have  inspected  675  factories  and  workshops,  which 
were  employing  13,691  persons,  of  which  57  were  between  the  ages  of 
fourteen  and  sixteen  j^ears,  showing  the  number  of  places  inspected  by 
me  during  the  year  past  to  be  considerably  in  excess  of  that  of  the  year 
preceding,  and  while  several  localities  have  contributed  to  the  increase, 
the  most  notable  additions  are  to  be  credited  to  the  cities  of  Port  Huron 
and  Flint,  the  latter,  especially,  having  experienced  a  most  healthy  and 
substantial  industrial  expansion,  and  is  rapidly  taking  rank  among  the 
foremost  manufacturing  centers  of  the  state. 

INDUSTRIAL    CONDITIONS. 

The  different  manufacturing  interests  throughout  the  territorj',  under 
my  supervision,  have  shown,  until  about  the  close  of  the  year,  an  un- 
precedented activity,  and  the  spirit  of  prosperity  was  manifested  alike 
by  the  employer  and  the  employed.  The  recent  currency  stringency  has 
affected  more  particularly  the  manufacturing  interests,  but  from  my 
personal  observations  of  reviving  industiMal  energy  seen  on  every  hand, 
I  assume  that  better  financial  conditions  will  soon  obtain. 

ORDERS    COMPLIED    WITH. 

Orders  previously  made  for  the  safeguarding  of  machinery,  and  in 
fact  for  the  correction  of  violations  or  omissions  of  the  provisions  of  the 
law  in  any  respect  were  found  very  generally  complied  with,  and  in 
the  few  instances  of  neglect  or  dilatoriness,  for  any  cause,  assurances 
were  received  of  immediate  compliance. 
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CHILD    LABOR    EMPLOYED. 


Very  little  child  labor  is  employed  in  this  part  of  the  state;  the  little 
there  is  being  under  favorable  conditions,  with  a  manifest  disposition 
on  the  part  of  employers  to  obey  the  exactions  of  the  law.  The  recent 
amendments  to  the  labor  laws  of  our  state,  particularly  a^  applying  to 
the  minor  class,  have  generally  met  the  sanction  and  approval  of  em- 
ployers with  whom  I  have  come  in  contact,  and  promise  to  have  a  salu- 
tary effect. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  the  conditions  are  generally 
satisfactory,  and  a  willingness  exists  to  co-operate  with  the  department 
for  the  promotion  and  maintenance  of  any  and  every  measure  that  will 
tend  to  the  comfort  and  contentment  of  the  laboring  classes.

Dear  Sir: — Having  completed  the  inspection  of  the  factories,  hotels 
and  workshops  in  the  16  counties  assigned  me,  I  have  the  pleasure  of 
submitting  to  you  my  third  annual  report,  covering  the  work  done  dur- 
ing the  year  1907. 

NUMBER  OF  FACTORIES  AND  EMPLOYES. 

During  the  year  I  have  inspected  670  factories,  which  were  employing, 
at  the  time  of  inspection,  a  total  of  22,215  people  of  which  365  were 
between  the  ages  of  14  and  16  years.  This  is  a  large  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  factories,  and  also  of  employes. 
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POWBE   USBD. 

The  principal  motive  power  used  is  steam,  although  water  power  is 
utilized  to  considerable  extent,  and  electric  power  is  being  developed 
quite  extensively  and  promises  to  be  an  important  factor  in  the  future 
development  of  the  manufacturing  and  transportation  industries  of  the 
district.    There  are  also  many  plants  using  gasoline  engines. 

CHILD  LABOR. 

In  this  territory  the  factories  are  comparatively  free  from  child  labor 
under  14  years  of  age.  The  employers  have  been  fully  instructed  as  to 
the  law  and  its  enforcement.  The  truant  officers  are  alert  in  enforcing 
the  school  law.  Thus  the  two  laws  operating  together  are  very  effective 
against  the  harmful  employment  of  children. 

EMPLOYMENT  OP   WOMEN. 

The  number  of  women  employed  in  factories  and  all  kinds  of  work- 
shops is  larger  than  ever  before.  For  this  reason  the  inspection  for 
the  benefit  of  women  cannot  be  too  closely  scrutinized  and  the  laws  for 
their  protection  should  be  strictly  enforced. 

STORES  AND  HOTELS  INSPECTED. 

I  inspected  16  stores  and  93  hotels  and  find  that  there  are  not  as  many 
people  employed  this  year  in  stores  as  last  year,  owing  somewhat  to  the 
fact  that  because  of  the  smaller  wages  paid  in  this  class  of  work,  women 
and  young  men  seek  employment  elsewhere. 

ALL    INDUSTRIES    IN    GENERAL. 

In  all  kinds  of  industries  I  found  good  wages,  contentment  of  laborers, 
and  each  industry  running  to  its  full  capacity  at  the  time  of  inspection, 
and  until  the  last  of  the  season. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  many  courtesies 
received  from  the  department.

PERSONAL  REPORT  OF  DEPUTY  INSPECTOR  HALL.

Dear  Bir: — I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Factory  Inspector 
in  youp  department  for  the  territory  known  as  the  9th  inspection  dis- 
trict. 

RESULTS  OF  THE   INSPECTION. 

During  the  year  I  have  inspected  804  factories  and  workshops,  which 
were  employing  18,698  persons,  of  which  276  were  between  the  years  of 
14  and  16,  showing  a  slight  decrease  in  the  employment  of  minors.  The 
industrial  condition  in  the  district  up  to  November  was  excellent.  The 
monetary  stringency  caused  a  temporary  suspension  of  some  establish- 
ments. However,  it  was  of  short  duration  as  most  of  the  larger  plants 
were  closed  but  a  few  days. 

MOTIVE   POWER   USED. 

Steam  still  continues  to  be  the  principal  power  used  in  driving  ma- 
chinery, although  electricity  and  gasoline  have  superseded  it  in  many 
places.  The  traction  engine  is  still  in  evidence  and  on  account  of  in- 
competency in  management  is  as  dangerous  as  ever.  This  will  not  be 
overcome  until  the  state  provides  for  the  inspection  of  steam  boilers 
and  the  examination  and  licensing  of  competent  engineers.  I  renew  my 
recommendation  to  that  effect. 

THE   OPERATION    OF    MACHINERY. 

I  have  used  more  care  the  past  year  in  the  matter  of  guarding  ma- 
chinery of  all  kinds,  hoping  to  decrease  the  number  of  accidents,  many 
of  which  seem  unnecessary.  Careful  inquiry  convinced  me  that  negli- 
gence on  the  part  of  operators  and  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  em- 
ploye were  about  equal.  I  would  recommend  the  use  of  tubing  for  the 
protection  of  all  shafting  on  floors  in  close  proximity  to  laborers,  mak- 
ing it  obligatory  that  the  employer  shall  install  such  protection,  and 
that  all  shafts  near  journal  bearings  shall  be  enclosed  in  tubes.     If 


I. 
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that  clause  was  in  the  law  operators  would  take  more  kindly  to  it  than 
when  such  protection  is  ordered  by  an  inspector. 

ORDERS    MADE. 

I  have  issued  many  written  orders  and  served  on  the  operators,  be- 
sides have  made  many  more  of  a  verbal  nature.  These  orders  have  been 
treated  with  courtesy  and  with  a  seeming  willingness  to  comply  with 
their  demands.  I  have  not  felt  compelled  to  invoke  the  law  only  in 
three  instances  and  in  each  case  the  parties  settled  without  resorting 
to  trial. 

EMPLOYMENT    OP    CHILD    LABOR. 

Very  few  cases  were  found  where  children  under  the  age  limit  were 
found  employed,  and  they  were  at  once  ordered  discharged.  In  cases 
where  the  sworn  statements  of  parents  as  to  children's  ages  must  be 
filed,  I  have  found  that  Notaries  Public  often  make  out  these  papers  for 
children  under  the  age  limit,  and  I  have  found  some  cases  where  papers 
were  given  to  children  who  could  not  read  and  write.  There  should 
be  a  penalty  imposed  on  officials  who  would  thus  evade  the  spirit  of  the 
law.  Doubtless  some  false  affidavits  are  made,  but  it  is  mostly  by 
foreigners  who  have  lately  arrived  in  this  country. 

SCHOOLS   vs.    FACTORIES. 

I  have  noticed  during  the  year  many  fine  new  school  buildings  in  the 
course  of  construction.  These  buildings,  as  far  as  fire  escapes  are  con- 
cerned, now  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  inspector.  Increasing 
interest  in  educational  lines  will  have  a  tendency  to  lessen  child  labor 
in  factories.  The  factory  worker  is  essential  in  the  great  industrial 
interests  of  the  state.  The  school  is  no  less  essential  along  educational 
lines,  but  in  no  instance  should  the  child  of  school  years  be  transferred 
to  the  factory. 

HOTELS   AND   STORES. 

During  the  year  I  have  inspected  69  hotels  in  various  parts  of  my 
territory.  I  may  have  missed  some,  but  it  was  my  aim  to  look  to  the 
condition  of  ajl.  Most  of  them  conform  to  the  law,  but  improvements 
could  be  made  in  some  that  would  make  for  the  comfort  of  guests  and  em- 
ployes. Inspection  is  making  some  improvement  along  these  lines.  More 
can  yet  be  accomplished.  I  found  25  stores  employing  ten  or  more  people, 
all  of  which  I  carefully  inspected  as  the  law  directs.  Proprietors  are 
generally  willing  to  comply  with  the  law.  Wherever  orders  were  nec- 
essary they  will  be  found  in  connection  with  the  report  of  store  and 
hotel  inspection. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  feel  that  I  am  obligated  to  the  officials  of  the  department  for  the 
courtesy  extended  and  the  assistance  given.  In  many  ways  the  work 
has  been  most  pleasant.  Experience  has  given  me  a  better  insight  into 
the  details  and  I  trust  the  results  will  meet  your  approval.

Dear  Sir : — I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  work  done  since  my  appoint- 
ment, July  1,  1907.  I  have  inspected  eleven  of  the  fifteen  counties,  com- 
posing the  tenth  district,  the  other  four,  namely  Baraga,  Houghton, 
Keweenaw  and  Ontonagan,  having  been  covered  by  my  predecessor,  Mr. 
Alex.  F.  Kerr. 

FACTORIES    INSPECTED CONDITIONS    FOUND. 

There  has  been  inspected  924  factories  and  workshops  in  the  district, 
employing  22,750  persons,  of  which  186  were  between  14  and  16  years 
of  age.  One  of  the  most  noticeable  features  was  the  scarcity  of  labor 
in  all  classes  of  industry  for  the  past  summer,  especially  in  the  saw 
mills  and  lumbering  business.  I  have  found  many  mills  either  shut 
down  or  working  short  handed  and  in  many  instances,  they  were  com- 
pelled to  shut  off  night-shift  work  on  account  of  scarcity  of  men.  I  also 
noticed  a  uniform  desire,  on  the  part  of  employers  and  owners  of 
factories,  to  comply  with  the  law  in  using  every  possible  means  to  pro- 
vide safeguards  where  dangerous  machinery  was  in  use.  I  have  only 
72  accidents  to  report  during  the  year  just  passed,  a  record  of  which 
will  be  found  in  another  chapter.  It  was  necessary  to  make  a  number 
of  orders  for  changes  and  I  found  a  ready  compliance  in  carrying  them 
out. 

MOTIVE   POWER  USED. 

steam  is  the  principal  power  used  at  present,  although  electricity, 
water  and  air  are  gradually  taking  its  place.  In  this  respect  I  will  add 
that  steam  boilers  are  nearly  all  equipped  with  approved  low  water 
alarms  and  kept  in  excellent  condition,  except  where  water  is  poor. 

CHILD    LABOR. 

Owing  to  the  nature  of  the  work  in  this  district,  there  is  very  little 
child  labor.  Children  who  are  employed  are  generally  in  factories  where 
the  work  is  light,  such  as  woodenware  and  box  factories,  also  in  laun- 
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dries  and  stores.  I  generally  tested  them  in  regard  to  reading  and  writ- 
ing, with  very  satisfactory  results.  There  were  a  few  between  14  and 
16  years,  who  had  not  already  filed  sworn  statements  with  their  em- 
ployers and  were  ordered  to  do  so  at  once. 

HOTELS   AND    STORES. 

The  hotels  that  I  have  visited,  133  in  number,  are  clean  and  comfort- 
able and  as  a  rule  in  first-class  condition.  -  However,  I  find  very  few 
equipped  with  fire  escapes,  some  of  the  very  best  being  deficient  in  this 
respect.  I  have  inspected  22  stores,  all  of  which  are  in  good  sanitary 
condition.    I  found  only  one  store  where  I  had  to  issue  an  order. 

UPPER  PENINSULA  INBUSTEIBS. 

The  iron  industry  has  never  been  more  prosperous  than  this  present 
year.  All  the  mines  are  working  to  their  fullest  capacity  and  a  num- 
ber of  properties  on  the  various  ranges,  which  have  been  out  of  com- 
mission several  years,  are  again  being  successfully,  operated.  The  Cleve- 
land Cliflfs  Iron  Co.,  and  the  Superior  Iron  &  Chemical  Co.,  are  both 
heavy  producers  of  charcoal  pig-iron  in  this  region. 

The  lumbering  industry  is  far  from  being  extinct.  There  is  enough 
timber  in  sight  to  last  for  many  years.  However,  a  number  of  mills  are 
moving  their  equipment  from  along  the  railroads  into  the  more  thickly 
timbered  districts,  thus  avoiding  first  shipping  the  logs  to  the  mills  by 
rail,  preferring  to  ship  the  finished  product. 

Farming  is  increasing  in  the  Upper  Peninsula.  A  good  many  men, 
who  worked  previously  in  the  mines,  are  buying  tracts  of  land  or  leas- 
ing from  the  mining  and  furnace  companies.  Young  orchards  are  being 
successfully  cultivated.  The  dairy,  creamery  and  cheese  factories  have 
also  grown  considerably. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  state  that  I  have  everywhere  been  most 
courteously  received.  Permit  me  also  to  express  my  appreciation  of  as- 
sistance rendered  me  by  yourself  and  the  department  at  Lansing.

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CHAPTER  11. 


FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  INSPECTED  IN  1907. 

The  following  continuous  table  contains  a  list  of  the  factories  and 
workshops  inspected  during  the  year  1907.  The  list  contains  8,335  estab- 
lishments, an  increase  of  565  over  that  of  1906.  This  list  is  given  by 
counties  in  alphabetical  succession.  The  several  towns  where  factories 
are  located  in  each  county  being  also  given  alphabetically.  Opposite  the 
name  of  each  establishment  is  given  its  location,  the  kind  of  goods 
manufactured  or  handled,  the  number  of  male  and  female  employes 
(separate)  and  the  whole  number  of  employes  at 'the  date  of  the  in- 
spection, which  date  is  also  given.  Those  employing  children  between 
the  ages  of  14  and  16  years  are  noted,  togetiier  with  the  number  so 
employed.  Great  pains  has  been  taken  to  get  the  names  of  firms  and 
individuals  correct  and  to  have  them  properly  spelled,  but  this  in  many 
instances  seems  impossible,  as  people  are  often  very  indifferent  to  the 
importance  of  writing  plainly  and  spelling  proper  names  correctly.  The 
chapter  following  contains  the  deductions  from  this  table,  showing  in 
brief  form  the  work  done,  etc.

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CHAPTER  IV. 

CLASSIFICATION  OF  LABOR  AND  WAGES. 

This  chapter  will  be  found  ao  interesting  one,  as  containing  a  carefully 
prepared  table  of  labor  employed  in  the  manufacturing  establishments,  in 
Michigan  and  the  wages  paid  each  classification,  viz:  Superintendents,  fore- 
men, males  employed  in  the  offices,  females  employed  in  the  offices,  males 
adults  at  regular  factory  work,  female  adults  thus  employed,  boys  between 
the  ages  of  14  and  16,  and  girls  of  that  age. 

The  tabulation  is  arranged  by  counties,  showing  the  number  of  establish- 
ments inspected  in  each  county,  and  the  number  of  employes  working  at  the 
different  classifications,  together  with  the  average  daily  wages  paid  each 
class  and  the  average  daily  wages  paid  all  employes.  This  will  be  valuable 
for  comparisons  between  manufacturing  establishments  in  different  counties, 
and  the  rate  of  wages  paid.  It  is  a  table  which  all  employers,  as  well  as 
those  who  furnish  labor  will  profit  by  careful  study. 

Following  the  table  will  be  found  the  deductions  therefrom,  which  are  so 
arranged  as  to  give  comparisons  with  the  results  of  the  canvass  made  one  year 
previous  (1906).  These  deductions  are  from  the  results  as  found  for  the 
entire  state.  There  has  been  a  general  increase  in  the  number  of  establish- 
ments canvassed;  also  of  the  number  of  employes,  and  the  average  daily 
wages  paid,  all  of  which  is  shown  ki  the  deductions.

REMARKS. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  while  factories  are  reported  from  every  county  in 
the  state,  in  only  55  were  accidents  reported;  also  that  in  the  classification  of 
accidents  as  reported  the  per  cent  is  as  follows:  Fatal,  7  per  cent;  serious, 
10  per  cent;  severe,  41  per  cent,  and  slight,  42  per  cent,  showing  that  over 
three-fourths  of  the  accidents  were  only  slight  or  severe. 

Those  injured  were  detained  from  their  work  an  average  of  29  days  each, 
some  of  which  were  only  a  few  days,  while  one  was  disabled  for  nearly  a  year. 
Over  23  per  cent  were  paid  wages  during  disability,  while  34  per  cent  received 
other  benefits,  such  as  insurance,  lodge  dues  or  donations. 

The  average  age  of  the  injured  was  31  years,  one  person  being  65,  and 
one  just  past  the  age  of  14.  There  were  many  others  who  had  not  reached 
the  age  of  21  years. 

Statistics  show  that  63  per  cent  of  the  injured  were  native  bom,  and  37 
of  foreign  birth.  About  52  per  cent  were  married  and  48  per  cent  sin- 
gle; only  four  widowers  were  among  the  injured. 

The  reports  show  that  the  machinery,  where  73  per  cent  of  these  men  were 
working,  was  properly  guarded,  while  over  22  per  cent  were  not  working 
around  machinery.  This  shows  that  the  machinery  in  the  factories  where 
these  accidents  occurred  was,  generally,  properly  guarded. 

Neariy  40  per  cent  of  the  accidents  occurred  between  the  hours  of  9  o'clock 
in  the  forenoon  and  noon;  about  20  per  cent  earlier  in  the  day;  17  per  cent 
between  noon  and  3  o'clock;  14  per  cent  between  3  o'clock  and  6  o'clock 
p.  m.,  the  other  9  per  cent  occurring  in  the  night.  This  indicates  that  the 
largest  per  cent  of  accidents  occur  in  the  forenoon,  after  the  day's  work  is 
well  under  way.

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CHAPTER  VII. 

TENEMENT  SHOP  WORK  INSPECTION. 

The  cities  of  Detroit  and  Muskegon  are  the  only  places  in  Michigan  wherein 
this  class  of  labor  maintains  to  any  appreciable  extent,  and  in  these  the  de- 
plorable conditions  suggested  by  the  "sweat-shops"  of  some  other  states 
are  not  to  be  encountered.  This  department  of  inspection  in  the  former 
city  was  in  charge  of  Inspectors  Mrs.  Mary  Girardin  and  Mr.  Wm.  J.  Downey, 
and  in  the  latter,  Miss  Luella  M.  Burton  had  immediate  supervision,  being 
assisted  from  the  Bureau  by  Mr.  M.  D.  Kirby.  The  results  of  the  canvass 
in  the  metropolis  has  been  classified  and  compiled  under  separate  heads,  in 
order  that  a  comprehensive  idea  of  the  work  as  it  exists  in  this  state  may  be 
conveyed.  It  will  be  seen  that  knit  goods  engage  the  largest  niunber  of 
people,  while  cigar  making  ranks  second  in  the  number  of  hands  employed. 
The  Muskegon  work  is  also  comprehensively  reported.

KNIT  GOODS, 

A  total  of  114  homes  comprised  the  canvass  in  this  particular,  in  each  of 
which  but  one  member  of  the  family  was  found  to  be  engaged  in  the  work, 
making  in  all  114  persons  so  employed,  all  of  whom  were  females  and  but  6 
under  the  age  of  16.  The  United  Knitting  Mills,  Progressive  Knitting  Mills 
and  Angora  Knitting  Mills  of  Detroit  constituted  the  source  of  supply  for 
these  workers,  whose  average  labor  day  was  found  to  be  5.8  hours,  at  an 
average  daily  stipend  of  29  cents.  The  work  in  every  case  was  performed  in 
living  rooms,  no  apartments  being  used  exclusively  as  shops.  The  sanitary 
conditions  generally,  including  heat,  light,  ventilation,  air,  etc.,  were  re- 
ported good,  and  no  orders  for  changes  or  improvements  were  found  neces- 
sary.   Permits  were  granted  to  continue  the  work  in  all  the  places  visited.

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THE  WORK  IN  MUSKEGON. 

Technically  speaking,  there  is  no  real  tenement  shop  work  to  be  found  in 
the  city  of  Muskegon.  The  nearest  approach  to  this  class  of  labor  here  can 
be  more  properly  classified  as  home  employment,  to  which,  at  the  time  of 
inspection,  a  total  of  306  females  were  devoting  the  whole  or  a  part  of  their 
time.  These  represented  167  different  families  and  91  were  under  16  years 
c[  age. 

The  Amazon  Knitting  Company  is  the  exclusive  source  of  this  particular 
branch  of  industry,  and  the  work  distributed  is  the  tapeing  of  necks  and 
shoulders  of  ladies'  knit  undervests,  a  finishing  touch  in  the  process  of  manur 
facture  that  must  necessarily  be  done  by  hand. 

Sanitary  conditions  were  not  detrimentally  effected  by  the  presence  of  the 
work,  and  as  a  whole  the  homes  visited  were  clean,  wholesome  and  up  to  the 
average  of  the  working  classes.  In  these  respects,  157  were  reported  good 
and  10  fair.  As  to  general  sanitary  conditions,  160  were  reported  good;  6 
fair;  1  poor,  and  all  but  1  was  well  lighted.  Where  improvements  were 
found  necessary  in  any  particular,  orders  for  inmiediate  correction  were 
made.    Heat  and  ventilation  were  reported  good  in  every  case. 

Out  of  the  167  {daces  inspected,  permits  to  continue  the  work  were  with- 
held in  but  four  instances,  and  these  on  account  of  sickness  in  the  families. 

From  the  fact  that  the  work  is  done  by  the  piece,  and  in  a  majority  of 
cases  only  the  spare  hours  of  the  operators  are  employed,  it  is  impossible  to 
determine  an  acciu*ate  average  per  diem  wage.  While  the  earning  possibil- 
ities are  small,  the  desirable  character  of  the  work  and  the  absence  of  time 
limitations  on  the  part  of  the  factory  makes  it  coveted  in  the  homes,  where 
all  members  of  the  family  become  more  or  less  expert  in  its  performance. 
On  an  average,  three  hours  each  day  would  perhaps  not  be  exceeded  by  an 
individual,  and  five  to  six  cents  per  hour  would  be  an  average  pay.

The  inspection  of  tenement  bouse  work  shows  a  decrease  in  the  number 
of  shops  and  of  the  people  employed.     Wages  show  a  great  advance  over  that 
of  190(5,  owing  to  the  increase  of  hours  worked  per  day. 

The  condition  of  work  rooms  and  shops  shows  an  improvement  over  any 
'  inspection  heretofore  made  and  very  few  places  were  found  where  permits 
were  refused  or  where  stringent  orders  were  issued  for  betterment  of  con- 
ditions.

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CHAPTER  VIIL 

INSPECTION  OF  STORES  AND  HOTELS,  1907. 

Under  the  law  all  stores  employing  ten  or  more  people  should  be  thor- 
oughly inspected  at  least  once  annually.  There  are  probably  about  365 
such  stores  in  the  state,  the  lai^est  number  being  in  Detroit  and  Grand 
Rapids.  Through  a  change  in  inspectors;  and  a  misunderstanding  as  to  the 
territory  covered  by  each,  no  reports  were  received  from  about  25  of  this 
class  of  stores.  However,  the  statistics  which  follow  give  a  comprehensive 
idea  of  the  extent  and  condition  of  these  great  commercial  beehives  of  in- 
dustry. 

Following  these  statistics  will  be  found  a  table  showing  the  counties  in 
which  these  stores  are  located,  the  number  in  each  county,  with  other  de- 
tails, all  of  which  will  be  found  useful  and  interesting  for  com'parison.

NOTES  GLEANED  FROM  THE  RESULTS. 

There  were  17  less  of  this  class  of  stores  inspected  than  in  1906.  P^b- 
ably  25  of  these  larger  stores  were  missed  by  the  inspectors. 

The  stores  inspected  employed  184  more  people  thw  last  year,  the  average 
per  store  being  38  employes  in  1906,  and  40  employes  each  in  1907. 

The  employes  ntunbered  8,827  males  and  4,950  fidmales,  368  of  whom  were 
imder  16  years  old. 

The  average  wages  of  male  employes  was  $2.26  per  day  and  of  the  female 
employes  $1.25  per  day,  the  averages  for  all  employes  being  $1.84  or  an 
average  increase  of  three  cents  per  day  over  1906. 

The  difference  in  the  wages  tNstween  male  and  female  employes  was  most 
marked,  in  fact  more  than  was  shown  in  1906.  There  seems  to  be  no  good 
reason  why  salesmen  should  receive  an  average  of  92.43  per  day,  while  sales- 
women average  only  $1.11  for  a  day  of  equal  length. 

These  employes  work  an  average  of  9.6  hours  per  day,  it  being  one-tenth 
of  an  hoiur  less  than  the  average  shown  in  1906. 

Of  these  employes  368  (mostly  cash  girls)  were  under  16  years  old,  it  being 
58  more  of  this  class  than  was  found  in  1906. 

Proper  fire  escapes  were  provided  in  204  store  buildings,  and  orders  were 
made  for  the  erection  of  others.  About  40  per  cent  of  the  stores  do  not 
require  this  safety  device. 

Passenger  elevators  were  found  in  227  stores,  only  one  not  being  properly 
safeguarded. 

S^ts  for  the  use  of  female  employes  when  not  at  work  were  provided  in 
all  stores  where  females  were  employed. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  daily  pay  roll  of  these  342  stores  averaged  over 
$25,000  and  that  nearly  $8,000,000  is  annually  distributed  in  wages.

INSPECTION  OF  HOTELS— 1907. 

In  the  inspection  of  hotels  for  the  year  1907  the  inspectors  visited  832  of 
these  homes  for  the  traveling  public,  carefully  examining  into  their  condition 
and  surroundings.  Of  these,  the  regular  rate  charged  per  day  was  two 
dollars  and  upwards,  the  rates  of  483  being  less  than  two  dollars.  The  two 
classes  have  been  tabulated  separate,  the  statistics  of  each  being  given. 
The  combined  statistics  of  each  are  also  given,  which  is  followed  by  the 
orders  for  betterments  made  by  the  inspectors.  The  tabulation  of  each  class 
is  given  by  counties,  showing  the  number  inspected  in  each  coimty,  together 
with  the  several  classes  of  employes  with  the  average  wages  paid  each  class. 
It  must  be  remembered  that  in  addition  to  the  regular  wages  paid  board  is 
also  given,  which  can  be  computed  at  about  forty  cents  per  day.

REMARKS. 
The  inspectors  reached  the  hotels  in  all  counties  except  five. 
There  are  probably  1,000  hotels  of  all  classes  in  the  state. 
About  42  per  cent  charge  $2.00  per  day  and  over. 
Nearly  58  per  cent  charge  less  than  $2.00  per  day. 
The  Tuller  and  Ponchartrain  of  Detroit  are  each  ten  stories  high. 
The  Cadillac  and  Ste.  Claire  of  Detroit  are  each  seven  stories  high. 
Over  57  per  cent  of  the  hotels  in  the  state  are  two  stories  high. 
About  32  per  cent  are  three  stories  high. 
The  others  range  from  four  to  six  stories  high. 
Neariy  33  per  cent  of  the  hotels  are  equipped  with  fire  escapes. 
Less  than  one  per  cent  are  provided  with  passenger  elevators. 
About  15  per  cent  of  the  employes  are  chambermaids. 
Over  25  per  cent  of  the  employes  are  female  waiters. 
Male  cooks  receive  the  highest  pay  among  hotel  employes. 
Bartenders  come  second  in  rate  of  wages.

Dishwashers  receive  the  lowest  rate  of  wages. 
«    The  average  rate  of  wages  of  hotel  employes  is  very  low. 
Most  of  the  employes  are  furnished  board  and  room. 
Hours  of  labor  vary  with  different  employes,  averaging  10  hours  each. 
Very  few  children  (mostly  bell  boyp)  are  employed  in  hotels.

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CHAPTER  IX. 

WORK  OF  THE  WOMEN  INSPECTORS  FOR  1907. 

When  in  1901  the  Legislature  provided  for  women  factory  inspectors,  they 
builded  better  than  they  knew.  Each  year  the  good  results  are  more  and 
more  apparent;  and  the  future  will  show  increasing  benefits.  Women  wage 
earners,  through  the  efforts  of  the  women  inspectors,  are  provided  better 
surroundings,  morally,  socially  and  intellectually. 

While  there  have  always  been  model  establishments,  where  employes 
were  given  many  privileges,  until  more  recent  years  these  were  the  excep- 
tion, rather  than  the  rule.  Today  employers  are  making  greater  efforts  to 
provide  modem  conveniences  for  their  employes,  and  more  particularly  those 
of  the  female  sex.  Each  year  shows  a  marked  increase  in  the  amount  of 
female  labor  employed  in  our  state.  Undoubtedly  this  can  be  attributed 
to  the  scarcity  of  labor  in  all  departments,  necessitating  the  employment  of 
women  and  children  wherever  the  duties  come  within  their  sphere. 

Two  of  the  women  inspectors  employed  by  the  department  have  made  a 
general  inspection  of  the  conditions  which  surround  women  and  child  labor. 
The  reports  this  year  show  a  decided  improvement  as  compared  with  one 
year  ago.  During  the  year  Miss  B\u:ton  has  visited  34  cities,  personally 
interviewing  6,628  women  and  girls.  While  Mrs.  Girardin's  work  is  con- 
fined principally  to  Detroit,  she  has  also  visited  nine  other  labor  centers,  in- 
terviewing in  all  3,228  women  and  girls.  The  personal  reports  of  these  two 
inspectors  are  given  in  full,  containing  practical  suggestions  for  the  better- 
ment of  conditions  surrounding  women  and  child  workers. 


PERSONAL  REPORT  OF  MISS  BURTON. 

Office  of  Deputy  Factory  Inspector, 

Orand  Rapids,  Mich.,  December  30,  1907. 

Hon,  M.  J.  McLeod,  Commissioner  of  Labor,  Lansing,  Michigan, 

Dear  Sir. — ^I  take  pleasure  in  herewith  submitting  this,  my  fourth  annual 
report  as  factory  inspector,  together  with  the  results  of  the  work  done.  I 
believe  that  I  have  accomplished  more  this  year  for  the  large  army  of  work- 
ing girls  whose  welfare  to  a  certain  extent  is  under  my  jurisdiction  than  in 
any  of  the  previous  years  since  I  have  been  an  inspector. 

The  girls  have  come  to  a  realization  of  the  fact  that  the  inspector  is  per- 
sonally interested  in  each  and  every  one  of  the  female  wage  earners,  and 
*when  any  difficulty  is  to  be  adjusted,  or  the  employer  is  not  living  up  to  the 
requirements  of  the  state  laws  governing  factory  inspection,  a  word  to  the 
inspector  results  in  &  thorough  investigation  of  the  complaint. 
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CONDITIONS   IN  FACTORIES   AND   WORKSHOPS. 

Until  the  later  part  of  th^  year  the  industrial  problem  in  Michigan  has 
been  unusually  good,  there  not  being  enough  labor  to  meet  the  demand,  and 
as  a  result  the  average  daily  wage  paid  is  much  higher  than  during  the  more 
recent  years. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  the  children  of  foreign  parents,  no  matter  if 
they  are  of  legal  age,  are  required  to  give  all  or  the  larger  part  of  their  earn- 
ings toward  the  support  of  the  family,  or  the  parents  using  the  money  thus 
acquired  to  procure  more  property.  It  has  been  noticed  many  times  that  a 
girl  working  under  those  conditions,  when  she  had  made  a  certain  sum  of 
money  each  week,  seemed  to  have  no  desire  to  earn  any  more,  while  she  was 
fully  capable  of  doubling  her  prefsent  earnings.     But  what  did  it  gain  her  to 

Eut  forth  any  greater  effort  to  earn  money  for  a  hard  master  who  took  all 
er  salary,  not  giving  her  sufficient  of  her  own  hard  earned  money  to  gratify 
her  natural  desire  for  pretty  clothes.  The  harder  she  worked  and  the  more 
money  she  earned  only  meant  more  money  to  be  given  to  the  family.  Again, 
you  will  find  a  girl  of  American  parentage  putting  forth  every  effort  to  earn 
sufficient  to  help  educate  a  younger  sister  or  brother,  relieve  a  sickly  mother 
or  to  help  free  the  home  from  encumbrance.  It  is  a  work  of  love  to  her. 
She  is  not  forced  to  give  all,  but  gives  what  she  feels  she  can  spare,  and  many 
times  sacrifices  pleasures  and  even  comforts  that  others  may  be  assisted. 

I  do  not  remember  that  ever  before  as  large  a  number  of  women  and  girls 
have  reported  to  me  that  they  were  paying  for  homes.  T)m  was  particu- 
larly noticeable  at  Belding,  where  a  large  number  of  girls  are  employed  in  the 
silk  mills,  and  all  earning  a  fair  salary.  Many  of  them  told  me  they  were 
paying  for  their  homes  on  the  installment  plan. 

At  Muskegon  statistics  show  that  in  many  cases  the  working  people  own 
their  own  homes.  As  the  larger  number  of  the  female  wage  earners  of  Mus- 
kegon are  unmarried  and  many  young  children  are  employed  at  a  much  less 
average  daily  wage  than  is  paid  in  the  majority  of  the  cities  in  Michigan,  I 
was  at  a  loss  to  understand  the  situation,  and  it  was  explained  to  me  in  this 
way.  Muskegon  has  a  large  Hollander  and  Swedish  population,  who  are 
naturally  home  lovers.  A  few  years  ago  lumber  and  land  aroimd  that  sec- 
tion of  the  state  was  very  cheap,  and  for  that  reason  many  working  people 
were  able  to  buy  land  and  build  homes  on  salaries  that  at  the  present  high 
price  of  everything  would  only  have  provided  the  bare  necessities  of  life. 

Then  again,  they  usually  have  large  families,  and  the  children  when  old 
enough  are  put  at  work,  all  contributing  toward  the  support  of  the  home. 
In  Muskegon  the  labor  is  mostly  local,  and  I  believe  that  is  one  of  the  reasons 
for  the  low  wages  p^id,  as  a  girl  living  at  home  can  afford  to  work  much 
cheaper  than  one  who  is  required  to  pay  for  room  and  board. 

MODERN  CONVENIENCES   IN  ESTABLISHMENTS  APPRECIATED. 

The  majority  of  the  places  in  Michigan  emplo3dng  female  labor  have  pro- 
vided their  employes  with  the  most  modern  improvements.  Many  have 
lunch  rooms  where  hot  lunches  are  served  at  noon  at  a  minimum  cost,  read- 
ing rooms  where  the  latest  magazines  are  furnished  free  of  charge,  some  pro- 
viding a  piano  as  a  means  of  entertainment  for  those  remaining  diuing  the 
noon  hour,  lounging  rooms  where  the  weary  girl  may  recuperate  for  the 
afternoon's  work,  or  where  a  girl  suddenly  taken  ill  may  be  cared  for  until 
she  can  be  removed  to  her  home,  bath  rooms  that  employes  who  are  not 
fortunate  enough  to  have  at  home  may  take  advantage  of  it  during  the  noon 
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hour.    This  is  especially  appreciated  by  the  girls  working  in  laundries  or  in 
factories  where  the  work  is  necessarily  dirty. 

Some  employers  who  have  added  these  conveniences  for  the  benefit  of 
their  employes  feel  they  are  not  appreciated,  as  the  privileges  are  many 
times  abused  by  the  more  ignorant,  which  usually  comprises  what  is  known 
as  the  floating  element.  They  are  never  satisfied  anywhere  for  any  length 
of  time,  no  matter  what  arrangements  have  been  made  for  their  comfort. 
But  I  cannot  but  feel  that  it  must  pay  in  the  long  run,  for  he  can  usually 
weed  out  those  undesirable  ones  and  retain  the  class  who  appreciate  his 
efforts  to  make  the  work  as  pleasant  as  possible  for  them.  Many  of  the 
more  progressive  and  up  to  date  establishments  retain  the  same  girls  for 
twenty  and  twenty-five  years. 

MANY   MARRIED  WOMEN  WORKING. 

It  seems  to  me  there  were  more  married  women,  both  old  and  young, 
working  this  year  than  ever  before.  It  may  be  that  the  great  demand  for 
labor  had  something  to  do  with  this  condition.  I  had  many  varied  replies 
to  my  question  as  to  their  reason  for  working.  Some  were  caring  for  sick 
husbands,  or  had  taken  the  parents  into  the  home,  necessitating  the  assist- 
ance of  the  wife  helping  meet  the  added  expense;  others  were  assisting  in 
paying  for  the  little  home  that  sheltered  them ;  some  of  these  having  reached 
middle  life,  and  others  just  starting  out  in  married  life.  Often  the  young 
wife  worked  to  help  furnish  the  home  according  to  her  ideas,  which  were 
beyond  the  reach  of  her  husband's  purse ;  some  had  worked  before  marriage, 
and  found  it  too  great  a  hardship  to  give  up  her  financial  independence. 
She  finds  it  as  difficult  a  matter  to  ask  for  money  as  to  reduce  her  personal 
expenses  to  the  limits  of  her  husband's  salary.  Others  work,  hiring  a  house- 
keeper, and  save  money  to  take  a  long  trip  each  year  to  a  different  part  of 
the  country  as  a  means  of  further  education  as  well  as  pleasure.  Some  were 
rooming  and  boarding  and  found  time  hanging  heavily  on  their  hands,  and 
that  one  is  much  better  off  at  employment  of  some  kind.  Occupation  may 
keep  her  from  some  of  the  temptations  of  the  idle,  and  dissatisfied  woman. 
Others  were  working  to  help  educate  their  children. 

It  was  noticed  that  at  Kalamazoo  in  the  different  places  of  employment 
there  were  many  married  women  to  be  found.  I  also  found  a  number  at  the 
silk  mills  at  Belding^  as  well  as  at  the  different  paper  mills. 

CHILD   LABOR. 

When  one  has  visited  the  many  places  of  employment  of  child  labor  in 
Michigan,  and  observed  the  large  number  of  little  ones,  many  of  whom 
should  be  in  school,  often  times  very  small  for  their  age  and  not  at  all  strong 
looking,  one  pauses  to  consider  what  existing  condition  has  obtained  that 
should  force  these  little  ones  out  to  battle  with  the  serious  problems  of  life 
at  so  early  an  age.  By  questioning  them  you  will  find  that  in  mose  cases 
they  are  children  of  foreign  parents,  who  themselves  had  no  opportunity  of 
acquiring  an  education,  and  have  known  no  other  life  but  that  of  toil  from 
early  childhood.  Most  of  the  parents  have  large  families,  and  while  they,  in 
compliance  with  our  school  laws,  if  the  truant  officer  does  his  duty,  are 
forced  to  give  their  children  some  education,  still  it  is  not  voluntary  on  their 
part,  and  is  evaded  whenever  possible.  Many  times  the  child  much  pre- 
fers to  be  at  work  in  some  factory  than  attending  school.  When  you  sug- 
gest to  the  parents,  who  are  seeking  sworn  statements  in  order  that  the  child 
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may  be  employed,  that  they  could  easily  afford  to  give  the  child  more  edu- 
cation, the  found  parent  very  angrily  replies  that  the  child  has  enough  edu- 
cation. Can't  he  read  and  write?  And  then  they  will  greet  you  thus: 
^'Are  they  not  my  children  to  do  with  as  I  please?"  and  "Is  this  not  a  free 
country?"  They  will  tell  you  that  they  left  their  own  country  to  escape 
persecution,  and  when  we  insist  that  the  children  be  not  defrauded  of  their 
birthright,  and  shall  have  the  groundwork  of  an  education  laid,  which  will 
make  them  better  citizens,  better  workers,  and  be  better  developed  physi- 
cally into  a  higher  and  better  humanity,  we  are  told  that  we  are  still  per- 
secuting them. 

Intelligence  is  the  distinguishing  mark  between  the  savage  and  civiUzed 
man.  In  Michigan  there  is  no  valid  reason  why  every  child  of  normal  brain 
should  not  be  able  to  at  least  read  and  write  the  English  language,  and  it  may 
surprise  many  to  know  that  every  year  children  are  found  working  who  do 
not  even  know  the  alphabet.  Varied  causes  are  responsible  for  this  de- 
plorable condition.  One  child  told  me  that  until  he  was  nearly  fourteen 
years  of  age  he  had  lived  in  the  country,  where  there  is  not  always  one  in 
authority  to  see  that  the  child  attends  school  the  required  number  of  months 
each  year,  and  that  as  a  consequence  he  had  attended  school  one  day  in  the 
week  and  assisted  his  father  the  remainder  of  the  time.  As  a  result  he  was 
not  able  to  distinguish  the  different  letters  of  the  alphabet.  A  girl,  now 
grown  to  young  womanhood,  told  me  that  as  soon  as  she  was  old  enough  her 
mother  had  put  her  out  at  housework  until  she  was  past  sixteen  years  of 
age,  when  our  authority  over  her  ceased  in  so  far  as  her  education  was  con- 
cerned. Three  sisters,  all  now  past  sixteen  years  of  age,  and  who  were  bom 
in  our  own  Michigan,  were  found  who  had  never  been  to  school  a  day  in 
their  life,  and  were  not  able  to  read  or  write  their  own  name. 

In  the  case  of  a  widowed  mother  with  the  burden  of  a  large  family  of  chil- 
dren to  care  for,  there  seems  to  be  no  other  means  of  escape  from  the  hungry 
wolf  at  the  door  than  to  send  her  children  out  to  work  at  the  sacrifice  of  an 
education. 

I  found  a  bright  little  fifteen  year  old  boy  employed  in  a  hotel  in  one  of  the 
smaller  cities  of  our  state  who  had  never  had  sufficient  opportunity  for  a 
much  desired  education.  He  explained,  with  tears  in  his  eyes,  that  his 
father  was  a  drunkard,  and  he  the  oldest  of  several  children,  so  he  had  to 
help  keep  the  family  together.  Then  again  we  will  find  cases  where  the  father 
has  entirely  deserted  his  family,  or  where  he  is  badly  afflicted  with  that 
disease  called  laziness,  and  the  care  and  responsibility  of  the  home  is  shifted 
from  his  too  willing  shoulders  to  that  of  the  mother  and  children.  In  cases 
of  this  kind,  where  the  children  are  eager  for  an  education,  it  seems  doubly 
hard,  and  in  the  enlightenment  of  the  twentieth  century,  some  means  should 
be  adapted  that  would  give  the  child  a  chance  to  win  his  way  in  the  world, 
and  at  the  same  time  help  the  overworked  and  suffering  mother. 

Another  cause  of  child  labor  I  believe  to  be  the  large  number  of  foreigners 
in  our  state,  who  work  much  cheaper,  and  live  much  cheaper  than  our  own 
countrymen  are  able  to,  who  are  trying  to  educate  their  sons  and  daughters. 
This  calls  for  a  cheaper  article  of  clothing  and  food,  which,  in  its  turn  calls 
for  cheap  labor.  The  factory  endeavors  to  produce  its  goods  at  cheap  cost 
of  labor,  and  the  jobber  and  retailer,  in  their  mad  scramble  to  reach  the 
consumer's  purse,  also  want  cheap  labor.  This  always  calls  for  the  em- 
ployment of  youth. 

Employers  of  child  labor  do  not  always  provide  the  best  of  influence  for 
the  little  ones  in  their  care.    For  instance,  I  found  a  messenger  service  in  the 
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charge  of  a  woman,  who  provided  several  decks  of  cards  for  the  amusement 
of  the  yoimg  boys  during  their  leisure  moments.  I  suggested  that  good  lit- 
erature be  provided  in  place  of  cards.  In  several  of  the  hotels  the  young 
bell  boys  and  boys  in  charge  of  the  passenger  elevators  were  utilizing  every 
available  moment  in  the  absorption  of  books  with  titles  such  as  "Thieving 
Fingers,"  etc.  Often  times  young  boys  are  allowed  to  smoke  cigarettes, 
chew  tobacco  and  use  profane  language  during  working  hours.  In  niany 
instances  the  right  word  front  the  manager  would  do  much  toward  cor- 
recting these  evils. 

Often  times  the  argument  is  used  by  the  parents  that  their  children  are 
much  better  off  in  some  place  of  employment  than  running  the  streets,  that 
they  will  then  know  where  their  children  are,  thus  acknowledging  that  they 
have  no  real  influence  over  their  little  ones.  I  sometimes  feel  that  children 
would  much  betteii^be  on  the  streets,  enjoying  pure  air,  and  life  giving  exer- 
cise than  to  be  shut  up  in  a  factory  or  other  place  of  like  employment.  Let 
children  have  a  chance  to  mix  with  others  of  their  kind  in  a  free  manner, 
and  to  meet  with  temptations  while  young.  This  will  teach  them  to  battle 
with  the  smaller  temptations  which  they  may  meet.  When  they  reach 
more  mature  years  and  meet  life's  problems  they  will  be  better  adapted  to 
battle  with  the  greater  temptations  which  cannot  be  kept  from  them. 

Y.  W.  C.  A.  ACCOMPLISHES   GOOD. 

Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  the  great  good  being  accomplished  by 
the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  generally,  and  especially  by  those  located  in  the  cities  where 
there  are  large  factory  populations.  Classes  for  the  study  of  the  common 
branches  of  education  are  held  several  nights  in  the  week,  only  a  small  sum 
being  required,  thus  enabling  girls  who  have  not  had  opportunities  to  ac- 
quire an  education  to  pursue  their  work  during  the  day,  aud  attend  the 
classes  nights. 

The  Y.  W.  C.  A.  also  provides  a  place  for  the  young  girl  without  a  home  to 
spend  her  evenings.  The  girls  are  practically  safe  during  the  day,  but  in 
the  evenings  there  should  be  some  place  of  such  a  nature  as  to  furnish  helpful 
amusement,  and  this  is  just  what  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  can  and  does  do.  But 
there  are  many  cities  where  there  is  no  Y.  W.  C.  A.  and  no  effort  made  to 
provide  entertainment  or  a  shelter  for  the  yoimg  girl  who  feels  she  must  go 
somewhere  after  a  hard  day's  work.  We  all  know  there  are  enough  places 
provided  of  doubtful  character  where  she  may  spend  her  evenings,  such  as 
stall  saloons,  beer  gardens  where  music  is  usually  provided,  etc.  I  believe 
that  the  State  Federation  of  Clubs  would  be  doing  a  good  deed  by  organizing 
these  same  girls,  giving  them  something  helpful  to  do  and  to  think  of  during 
their  leisure  time,  training  their  thoughts  toward  the  better  things  of  life. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  would  again  recommend  that  greater  effort  be  made  to  procure  a  shorter 
work  day  for  the  girls  in  the  stores  of  the  smaller  cities,  towns  and  villages 
of  our  state,  where  girls  are  employed  from  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning 
until  nine  o'clock  six  nights  of  the  week. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  the  age  limit  where  boys  are  allowed  to 
operate  elevators  be  raised  from  14  to  21  years. 

That  no  child  under  the  age  of  14  years  be  permitted  or  suffered  to  work 
in  the  mines  of  Michigan,  and  that  no  child  be  employed  in  said  mines  be- 
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tween  the  ages  of  14  and  16  years  without  sworn  statements  being  provided 
as  to  his  age  and  that  he  is  able  to  read  and  write  the  English  language. 

Also  that  in  cities  where  there  is  any, amount  of  child  labor  one  person  be 
appointed  to  issue  sworn  statements  required  before  a  child  is  permitted  to 
work.  In  one  of  the  larger  cities  I  found  a  notary  public  who  was  affixing 
his  signature  to  any  paper  brought  to  him  by  a  child  who  said  he  was  of  the 
legal  age.  The  parents  not  being  required  by  him  to  present  themselves  and 
make  an  affidavit  as  to  the  truth  of  the  statement  as  required  by  law. 

PROSECUTIONS. 

During  the  year  I  have  found  it  necessary  to  make  seven  prosecutions  for 
failure  to  comply  with  the  law  governing  child  labor.    They  are  as  follows: 

May  24,  1907,  J.  M.  Myers,  manager  Western  Union  Company  at  Jackson, 
for  employing  a  child  under  14  years  of  age.  Fine  $5.00  or  10  days  in  jail. 
Fine  was  paid. 

June  19,  1907,  Mr.  Kelley  of  Smith,  Bridgeman  Company,  Flint,  for  em- 
ploying child  without  sworn  statement  on  file.     Sentence  suspended. 

July  3,  1907,  A.  Seitner  of  Seitner  Bros.,  Saginaw,  for  employing  two  chil- 
dren without  sworn  statements  on  file.  He  was  fined  $6.00  and  $5.00 
costs  in  each  case.    Fines  and  costs  were  paid. 

July  18,  1907,  H.  Carr  of  Saginaw  Milli'ng  Company,  Saginaw,  for  em- 
plo3dng  boy  under  14  years  of  age.  The  case  was  nolle  prossedon  his  prom- 
ising to  in  the  future  comply  with  the  law. 

August  5,  1907,  E.  M.  Thorpe  of  Robert  Smith  Printing  Company,  Lan- 
sing, for  employing  child  without  sworn  statement  on  file.  He  was  fined 
$10.00  with  $4.35  costs.  •  Fine  and  costs  were  paid. 

August  15,  1907,  Wm.  R.  Lesher,  Lansing,  for  employing  child  without 
sworn  statement  on  file.  He  was  fined  $10.00  with  $4.50  costs.  Fine  and 
cost  were  paid. 

CniES  VISITED. 

Working  under  your  instructions  I  have  visited  eighteen  cities  where 
female  labor  is  largely  employed,  to  wit:  Ann  Arbor,  Battle  Creek,  Bay  City, 
Belding,  Benton  Harbor,  Flint,  ^  Grand  Rapids,  Holland,  Ionia,  Jackson, 
Kalamazoo,  Lansing,  Muskegon,  Saginaw,  St.  Joseph,  South  Haven,  Vicks- 
burg  and  Ypsilanti,  have  inspected  925  establishments,  interviewed  6,348 
women  and  girls  engaged  in  industrial  pursuit^.  I  also  made  a  special  can- 
vass of  bean  elevators  located  at  Belding,  Corunna,  Durand,  Fenton,  Fowler, 
Fowlerville,  Gaines,  Holly,  Howell,  Ionia,  Linden,  Owosso,  Pewamo,  Pontiac, 
St.  Johns,  Vernon,  Webberville  and  Williamston,  where  I  interviewed  280 
women  and  girls. 

The  results  of  my  work  will  appear  in  a  table  following  together  with  de- 
ductions from  the  same.  I  wish  to  assure  you  and  your  department  of  my 
sincere  appreciation  of  the  valuable  assistance  rendered  at  all  times.

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PERSONAL  REPORT  OF  MRS.  GIRARDIN. 

^Office  of  Deputy  Factory  Inspector, 
Detroit f  Michigan,  December  31  y  1907. 

Hon.  M,  J.  McLeody  Commissioner  of  Labor,  Lansing,  Michigan: 

Dear  Sir. — In  submitting  my  annual  report  as  inspector  of  factories 
workshops,  hotels  and  stores  where  female  wage  eartiers  are  found,  I  cannot 
refrain  from  expressing  my  admiration  for  the  work  that  has  been  accom- 
plished in  the  past  by  the  Michigan  Bureau  of  Labor  in  behalf  of  those  of  my 
sex  who  labor  to  support,  not  only  themselves,  but  in  many  instances  other 
members  of  the  family  who  are  more  or  less  dependent  upon  them. 

Close  association  with  women  workers  of  Detroit  warrants  the  assertion 
that  they  fully  appreciate  what  has  been  accomplished  by  the  Department 
of  Labor  to  better  their  conditions  and  make  their  daily  burden  more  easy  to 
carry.  I  believe  that  the  ilew  law  limiting  a  week's  work  for  all  females  to 
60  hours  may  be  taken  as  a  hopeful  sign  that  in  the  near  future  the  number 
of  hours  may  be  still  further  reduced. 

That  the  year  just  ended  has  been  an  unusually  busy  one  for  the  toiling 
masses,  both  male  and  female,  no  one  will  gainsay.  In  the  city  of  Detroit, 
where  my  duties  are  largely  confined,  new  industries  are  constantly  springing 
up,  while  others  are  bfknching  ou}  or  enlarging  their  plants,  in  an  effort  to 
keep  pace  with  an  increasing  trade,  only  confirming  the  oft  repeated  prophecy 
that  the  beautiful  City  of  the  Straits  is  destined  to  become  one  of  the  great 
manufacturing  centers  of  the  country. 

During  the  greater  part  of  the  year  there  has  been  no  scarcity  of  employ- 
ment for  women,  a  number  of  the  larger  concerns  keeping  standing  adver- 
tisements in  the  daily  papers  for  female  help.  Other  establishments  have 
been  obliged  to  hang  out  a  sign-board  reading  "Girls  Wanted."  The  owner 
of  a  large  factory  informed  me  that  he  could  employ  200  more  girls  if  they 
were  obtainable.  He  was  at  that  time  contemplating  a  house-to-house 
canvass  with  that  end  in  view. 

WOMEN   employed   IN   FOUNDRIES. 

In  the  city  of  Detroit  I  have  inspected  foundries  where  women  are  em- 
ployed at  core  making,  the  work  being  done  in  separate  rooms  on  the  piece 
work  plan.*  The  places  inspected  during  the  year  were  generally  found  to  be 
in  good  sanitary  condition,  and  in  many  instances  the  employers  showed  a 
desire  to  add  to  the  comfort  of  their  employes,  a  number  having  fitted  up 
rest  and  dining  rooms  in  their  establishments. 

CHILD    LABOR. 

The  factory  inspection  laws  are  being  more  generally  observed  than  here- 
tofore, and  the  tendency  to  hire  children  under  16*years  of  age  has  changed 
for  the  better,  due  largely  to  the  co-operation  of  the  local  school  board 
and  in  refusing  to  issue  papers  only  where  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  the 
child  should  work.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  repeat  that  the  condition  of  child  labor 
continues  to  improve.  It*  may  be  said  that  at  the  present  time  there  are 
fewer  children  employed,  under  the  legal  age,  at  least  during  the  school 
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period.  Complaints  were  made  against  two  firms  for  illegally  employing 
children,  but  both  were  withdrawn  upon  promise  of  a  strict  compliance 
with  the  statutes  in  the  future. 

SEATS   FOR   FEMALE   EMPLOYES. 

The  question  of  furnishing  seats  for  clerks  employed  in  stores,  continues  to 
be  a  perplexing  one,  and  in  one  or  two  cases  it  has  been  necessary  to  make 
frequent  visits  in  order  to  keep  stools  behind  the  counter  after  having  once 
been  placed  there.  In  this  connection  the  kind  of  seats  provided  female 
help  in  many  of  the  factories  has  appealed  to  me  as  anything  but  humane. 
Girls  sit  from  eight  to  ten  hours  a  day  on  wooden  stools  or  chairs,  and  com- 
fort seems  to  have  been  lost  sight  of.  I  would  recommend  that  the  factory 
laws  be  amended  to  compel  the  furnishing  of  cane  or  leather  seats  in  fac- 
tories for  the  use  of  the  female  employes. 

TENEMENT  HOUSE  WORK. 

In  assisting  in  the  tenement  house  work,  I  find  there  has  been  a  noticeable 
falling  off  in  this  class  of  work,  due  no  doubt  to  the  fact  that  employment 
has  been  plentiful,  and  wages  good  in  the  factories.  In  1906  there  were  695 
tenements  visited,  while  only  471  were  found  in  1907.  Another  cause  for 
the  decrease  in  this  branch  of  the  work  is  that  the  tenement  work  in  Detroit 
is  not  so  diversified  as  in  many  of  the  larger  cities,  the  majority  of  workers 
being  employed  in  cigar  making,  tailoring,  and  in  the  manufacture  of  knit 
goods. 

CONCLUSION. 

In  addition  to  my  regular  work  in  Detroit,  under  your  direction,  I  have 
visited  59  factories  located  in  Dearborn,  Monroe,  Mt.  Clemens,  Pontiac,  Port 
Huron,  Rochester,  St.  Clair,  Wayne  and  Yale.  In  all  these  I  have  found 
everything  fairly  satisfactory,  orders  being  issued  in  only  ten  establishments.

CANVASS  OF  CASH  GIRLS  AND  APPRENTICES.

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WOMEN  AT  WORK  IN  BEAN  ELEVATORS. 

At  certain  seasons  of  the  year  a  large  number  of  women  and  young  girls 
find  emplojinent  in  the  different  bean  elevators  in  the  state.  The  remunera- 
tion for  this  class  of  work  is  in  most  cases  fixed  at  so  much  per  pound.  She 
of  the  nimble  fingers,  and  the  one  who  pays  strict  attention  to  her  work 
rather  than  to  the  gossip  of  the  neighborhood,  being  the  one  who  earns  the 
most  money.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  elevators  are  well  heated  and 
lighted,  and  the  sanitary  conditions  are  fair.  Several  orders  were  left  at 
different  elevators  where  conditions  were  not  entirely  satisfactory. 

The  hours  worked  are  short  as  many  married  women  are  employed,  who 
give  their  spare  moments  outside  of  their  household  duties,  in  this  way 
earning  their  pin  money.

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CHAPTER  X. 

TECHNICAL  PAPERS. 

WHAT  OUR  LABOR  LAWS  NEED  TO  MAKE  US  PROUD. 

By  Carl  E.  Parry,  A.  M.,  Assistant  in  the  Department  of  Economics  and  Sociology, 

University  of  Michigan. 

Michigan,  in  her  factories,  niines  and  stores,  has  never  set  so  gruelling  a  pace 
as  some  other  states.  But  is  that  any  reason  why  her  labor  laws  should  not^ 
be  brought  to  the  level  of  the  best?  Of  course,  in  the  end,  what  a  state' 
really  wants  law  of  remarkable  excellence  for  is  to  insure  remarkably  ex- 
cellent conditions, — ^including  happy  childhood  guaranteed  to  its  young 
children,  education  to  its  older  ones,  an  opportunity  to  make  homes  to  its 
women,  and  a  "square  deal "  to  its  grown  men.  These  are  the  real  jewels  in 
its  crown:  more  than  much  timber,  or  coal,  or  iron,  or  water  power,  or  swollen 
population,  or  carloads  of  manufactures.  Of  course  it  is  a  fine  thing  that  we 
are  a  rich  state,  but  human  life,  good  health  and  happiness  included,  is  the 
center  of  the  world.  If  we  do  not  make  laws  to  these  ends,  to  what  ends, 
then,  do  we  make  laws?  To  what  other  ends,  in  fact,  do  we  make  our  timber 
into  buildings,  our  iron  into  machinery,  and  our  coal  into  steam  to  run  it? 
A  state  or  country  with  nothing  at  all  but  barren  land  may  have  no  need  to 
take  thought  of  these  things,  because  her  people  may  have  no  choice  but  to 
work  hard  just  for  thatched  roofs  and  homespun  and  potatoes,  let  alone 
doing  any  thinking,  just  as  any  man  of  us  who  has  nothing  but  an  acre  of 
stony  ground,  and  no  high  minded  neighbors,  may  be  forced  to  set  his  wife 
and  children  to  work  merely  to  make  ends  meet:  but  Michigan  is  not  so  poor 
as  this.  We  can  afford  to  think:  we  are  already  taking  thought.  We  can 
even  afford, — can't  we? — ^to  slow  down  our  production  of  wealth  if  it  will 
brighten  life  for  large  numbers  of  our  citizens.  So  we  should  look  to  our 
conditions  and  our  laws. 

Michigan  labor  laws  are,  in  many  wa3rs,  not  so  bad  as  those  of  South  Caro- 
lina, or  even  Pennsylvania,  nor  so  good  as  those  of  New  York,  or  Massa- 
chusetts. The  conditions  under  which  her  men,  women  and  children  work 
are  not  so  bad  as  some,  but  causes  are  already  at  work  to  make  them  worse. 
Improvement  is  possible,  is,  in  my  judgment,  even  necessary  to  our  self 
respect.  I  have  been  studying  the  labor  laws  of  England,  of  other  states 
and  of  this  state  for  some  time;  I  spent  several  weeks  during  the  past  year 
observing  their  operation  personally,  throughout  the  state,  and  talking  with 
employers,  employees  and  others  who  knew  the  facts  at  first  hand.  At  the 
request  of  this  Bureau,  but  with  entire  independence,  I  am  writing  of  some 
changes  that  need  to  be  made  if  you  and  I  are  to  hold  up  our  heads  in  the 
presence  of  well  informed  citizens  of  our  sister  states.  There  should  be  no 
dark  spots  in  oui'  society  to  apologize  for,  if  you  and  I  can,  through  our 
lawmakers,  remove  them. 
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"working  papers."  It  is  provided  that  no  child  between  14  and  16  shall  be 
employed  in  the  prohibited  trades  "without  there  is  first  provided  and 
placed  on  file  a  sworn  statement."  This  statement  is  made  by  the  parent  or 
guardian,  and  states  the  age  of  the  child,  its  date  of  birth,  and  that  the  child 
can  read  and  write.  I  believe  that  few  who  have  not  studied  the  matter 
realize  that  here  lies  the  very  heart  and  center  of  any  child  labor  law.  AU 
its  seemingly  good  provisions  are  of  no  avail,  if  it  is  weak  in  this  provision 
for  working  papers.  What  good  does  it  do  to  prohibit  the  hiring  of  children 
under  14,  if  there  is  no  way  to  make  sure  that  children  found  at  work  are 
over  that  age?  And  how  are  inspectors  going  to  find  out  this  age?  Ask 
the  child?  Of  course  he  will  say  he  is  14.  Ask  the  employer?  Same  re- 
sult !    What  is  to  be  done  about  it?    What  has  Michigan  tried  to  do  about  it? 

At  first  we  required  no  certificate.  Then  the  law  was  changed  to  provide 
for  a  statement,  but  the  employer  was  not  required  to  have  such  statement 
on  file  and  things  were  no  better  than  before.  Then  it  was  made  compuisory 
on  the  employees  to  have  a  written  statement  from  parents.  It  was  then 
discovered  by  the  inspectors  that  parents  wljo  wanted  their  children  to 
work,  having,  of  course,  a  strong  motive  to  misrepresent,  would  many  times 
misrepresent  the  children's  age.  Then  in  1897  it  was  provided  that  the 
statement  should  be  sioom  to.  One  would  think  that  this  should  have  set- 
tled the  matter;  but  in  their  1897  report  the  factory  inspectors  declare 
that  many  parents  swear  that  their  children  are  above  14  when  in  fact  they 
are  only  12  or  13.  They  reported  the  same  thing  year  after  year,  until 
finally  the  law  provided  that  sworn  statements  in  Detroit  and  Grahd  Rapids 
should  be  made  only  before  a  deputy  factory  inspector.  The  idea  here  was 
that  inspectors  would  not  issue  statements  to  children  really  under  14,  even 
if  parents  wished  falsely  to  swear  that  they  were  14  or  more.  This  experi- 
ence of  Michigan  is  exactly  like  that  of  New  York,  Pennsylvania  and  In- 
diana and  all  the  other  states  that  have  tried  it.  It  was  the  experience  of 
England  before  us.  Without  certificates  child  labor  laws  are  of  almost  no 
use  at  all ;  sworn  statements  before  notaries  public  have  every  time  proved  a 
bitter  disappointment'. 

Now  in  the  Majestic  Building,  Detroit,  and  the  Murray  Building,  Grand 
Rapids,  there  are  permanent  offices  of  factory  inspectors.  In  each  of  these 
offices  is  a  woman  who  is  made  deputy  factory  inspector  for  the  sole  purpose 
of  issuing  these  working  papers.  When  one  is  applied  for,  she  tests  the 
child  to  see  if  he  can  read  and  write,  and  in  addition  to  his  parent's  oath 
requires  him  to  bring  a  birth  record,  a  baptismal  record,  a  passport,  or  some 
other  conclusive  evidence  of  age.  This  is  the  only  way  to  make  sure.  But 
outside  Detroit  and  Grand  Rapids,  parents  and  children  can  still  get  their 
statements  from  any  notary^  public ;  he  never  tests  the  reading  and  writing — 
never  requires  any  evidence  of  age — never  asks4or  the  excuse  from  school 
required  by  the  compulsory  education  law.  Every  inspector  I  talked  with 
told  me  this  without  hesitation.  They  find  certificates,  issued  by  notaries, 
which  state  right  on  their  face  that  the  child  is  thirteen]  So  it  seems  that 
even  inquiry  is  seldom  made,  and  in  point  of  fact  the  law  governing  notaries 
public  does  not  require  them  ever  to  ask  evidence  of  anything:  if  you  or  I  or 
anybody  wants  to  swear  to  it,  that  is  sufficient.  This  applies  of  course  to 
their  issue  of  working  papers,  which  in  consequence  do  not  even  furnish  a 
guarantee  of  age  valuable  to  the  employer.  If  a  child  really  under  14  is  in- 
jured in  his  factory,  the  employer  must  pay  damages,  although  he  may  have 
relied  in  good  faith  on  such  a  certificate  from  a  notary.  There  have  been 
several  cases  like  this  in  which  an  employer  has  been  mulcted  in  heavy  dam- 
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ages.  What  is  more,  his  liability  insurance  company  will  not  pay  the  claim: 
its  policy  does  not  guarantee  to  save  him  whole  if  he  is  violating  the  law.  He 
takes  the  notary  certificate  at  his  own  risk;  it  will  not  save  him  at  the  trial. 
Why  should  he  not  be  enabled  to  get  a  certificate  issued' only  upon  con- 
clusive evidence  of  age?  The  present  plan  is /an  imposition  upon  him,  be- 
sides being  of  insignificant  value  in  helping  to  enforce  the  law. 

It  is  evident  that  a  change  should  be  made  in  issuing  these  papers.  They 
should  be  issued  by  some  one  in  each  community  who  is  at  the  same  time 
interested  in  children,  conscientious,  and  in  a  position  to  do  the  work.  Who 
best  fills  this  requirement?  Who  comes  so  near  filling  it  as  the  teachers  of 
our  schools,  or  our  school  authorities?  Of  all  the  persons  in  any  town  they 
are  best  qualified  in  every  sense,  and  as  a  matter  of  fact  eleven  states  have  put 
the  issue  of  these  children's  working  papers  into  the  hands  of  the  "Super- 
intendent of  Schools  or  some  one  duly  authorized  by  him  in  writing."  Mich- 
igan should  do  this  also.  It  takes  the  power  of  issue  from  a  dozen  and  one 
notaries  who  abuse  it  shamefully,  and  who  cannot  be  watched,  and  central- 
izes it  upon  one  man,  who  can  be  watched,  if  necessary,  and  upon  a  man  who, 
in  fact,  is  not  likely  to  need  supervision. 

The  superintendent  is  already  required  by  the  compulsory  education 
law  to  issue  permits  to  stay  out  of  school  to  children  between  14  and  16  who 
want  to  go  to  work,  if  they  can  read  and  write  and  their  earnings  are  neces- 
sary to  the  support  of  their  families.  To  find  out  this  necessity  he  must 
have  someone — ^usually  the  truant  officer — ^investigate  the  need  of  the 
family,  and  must  go  to  some  other  trouble.  Making  it  his  duty  also  to  issue 
permits  to  go  to  work  would  mean  very  little  extra  work  for  him  and  his  force, 
and  would  require  no  appropriation  for  extra  pay.  All  the  superintendents 
I  have  talked  with  in  Michigan  incline  to  favor  this  plan;  I  know  it  is  a  suc- 
cess in  other  states.  It  is  urgently  needed  throughout  the  state,  especially 
outside  Detroit  and  Grand  Rapids,  and  for  the  sake  of  economy  and  uni- 
formity n^ay  as  well  be  extended  to  those  cities  also.  I  cannot  too  strongly 
urge  this  altered  plan  of  issue. 

WHAT  SHOULD  THE  CERTIFICATE  CONTAIN? 

A  certificate'issued  as  above  should  guarantee  three  things:  first,  age; 
second,  schooling;  third,  health  and  physical  strength.  The  law  sets  14  for 
the  minimum  age,  and  the  school  authorities  can  require  evidence  of  age  from 
official  birth  registers,  baptismal  records,  school  enrollment  or  passports. 
Now  what  evidence  of  schooling  should  be  required?  At  present  our  law 
prescribes  ability  to  read  and  write.  Any  test  given  at  the  time  of  issuing 
the  paper,  as  is  now  done,  can  ever  be  much  more  than  a  matter  of  form. 
When,  woidd  one  say,  can  a  child  "read  and  write?"  Is  it  sufficient  proof, 
for  example,  to  write  one's  name  and  read  "a  cat  and  a  dog?"  Will  a  child 
able  now  only  to  blimder  painfully  through  simple  sentences  ever  read 
enough  to  keep  in  practice?  I  do  not  think  so.  It  does  not  seem  at  all 
likely,  if  we  reflect  on  the  poor  readers  we  have  all  seen  too  many  of.  Last 
summer,  to  cite  a  personal  observation  on  this  matter,  I  found  boys  at  work 
who  were  able  to  "read  and  write  " — ^they  wrote  their  names  for  me  and  read 
"want  ads"  aloud — ^but  they  then  told  me  that  ads  for  "Bookkeepers, 
Wanted"  and  "Second  Hand  Clothes  Wanted"  both  called  for  "somebody 
to  work  for  him  I"  And  that  they  "could  do  the  gob."  This  will  never  do. 
A  simple  "test"  is  too  easy,  and  means  nothing.  There  is  but  one  method 
that  will  guarantee  us  citizens  able  to  read  intelligently  and  write  legibly.

We  must  do  as  other  states  are  doing,  and  shift  the  manner  and  place  of  de- 
termining the  schooling  from  a  formal  "test"  in  a  hurried  office,  where  a 
child  appears  but  once  and  for  only  a  few  minutes,  to  the  scfiool  where  he  has 
appeared  daily  for  weeks  or  months.  Why  not  require  that  the  child  have 
finished  the  fifth  grade — or  fifth  or  sixth  year  above  the  kindergarten? 
Written  evidence  of  this  from  the  teacher  guarantees  ability  to  read  and  write, 
and  in  addition  some  knowledge  of  arithmetic.  As  soon  as  the  parents  learn 
that  they  cannot  send  their  children  to  work,  just  because  they  have  reached 
the  age  of  14,  but  must  also  furnish  evidence  of  schooling,  they  will  look 
better  to  their  children's  school  attendance  before  that  time.  The  normal 
child,  regular  in  attendance  and  promotion,  reaches  the  fifth  grade  at  the  age 
of  11  or  12,  and  prohibition  of  work  before  14  gives  duller  children  two  years 
extra  time.  This  will  improve  our  citizenship  substantially  some  years 
hence.  Right  here  let  me  say  that  the  necessity  for  work  should  be  estab- 
lished clearly,  in  accordance  with  the  compulsory  education  law,  before  a 
child  between  14  and  16  is  excused  from  school;  and  in  vacations,  when  no 
school  excuse  is  necessary,  permits  should  be  stamped  "not  good  after 
September." 

Third,  what  shall  a  certificate  say  of  health  and  physical  strength?  This 
is  a  matter  on  which  all  enemies  of  child  labor  will  welcome  some  guarantee. 
First,  papers  should  not  be  issued  to  children  who  are  sick.  So  much  is 
clear.  They  are  now  sometimes  refused  on  this  ground  in  our  two  largest 
cities,  but  the  law  should  require  their  refusal.  Examination  by  a  physician 
must  be  enjoined  in  all  doubtful  cases.  Second,  children  who  are  puny  and 
undeveloped  should  not  have  their  growth  further  stimted.  No  child  under 
16  should  go  to  work  who  is  undersized.  Such  need  our  special  care.  Can 
you  and  I  approve  the  state's  letting  a  weakling's  parents  and  his  employer 
predestine  him  to  lifelong  weakness  and  inefficiency?  Other  states  are 
coming  to  require  that  some  simple,  definite  test  be  made  of  a  child's  weight 
and  height  before  he  gets  his  working  paper.  To  measure  60  inches  and 
weigh  80  pounds  has  been  proposed.  Unless  the  test  is  made  specific  in  some 
such  way  as  this,  it.  will  be  apt  to  degenerate  into  the  official  issuing  merely 
glancing  at  the  child.    The  figures  should,  of  course,  appear  in  the' certificate. 

So  much  for  this  troublesome  matter  of  working  papers.  Let  me  repeat 
that  the  contents  and  plan  of  issue  of  working  papers  is  the  vital  matter  in 
making  child  labor  laws  capable  of  enforcement.  Weakness  here  is  a  hopeless 
defect. 

NIGHT  WORK  FOR   CHILDREN. 

It  is  easier  to  overwork  a  child  than  an  adult,  and  the  consequences  are 
more  serious  and  far  reaching.  It  is  a  pertinent  question:  Are  there  not 
enough  adults — even  adult  men — ^to  do  all  the  night  work  of  the  state?  We 
have  begun  to  think  so.  Our  law  already  prohibits  night  work  in  factories. 
It  says,  "no  child  under  16  shall  be  employed  between  the  hours  of  6  o'clock 
p.  m.  and  7  o'clock  a.  m."  These  humane  hours  for  children  in  factories 
are  equalled  only  by  one  state,  Oregon.  Still  there  are  seven  other  states 
that  prohibit  night  w^ork  not  only  in  factories,  but  also  "in  all  gainful  occu- 
pations." This  includes  the  messenger  service,  whose  evils  are  bad  enough 
by  daylight;  it  includes  also  boys  making  late  deliveries  of  goods,  and  girls 
working  late  at  night  in  stores  and  laundries.  This  is  especially  hard  on 
cash  boys  and  girls.  Our  law  needs  extension,  preferably  to  all  kinds  of 
occupations,  certainly  to  stores  and  the  messenger  service.  Can  you  and  I 
look  in  the  eye  the  citizens  of  Ohio  and  six  other  states,  if  this  extension  is 
not  made? 
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HOURS  OF  WORK   FOR  CHILDREN. 

For  children  in  factories  and  large  stores  we  have  already  prescribed  the 
ten  hour  day.  It  applies  to  boys  up  to  18  years  of  age  and  giris  to  21.  This 
indicates  a  higher  moral  standard  than  prevails  in  Alabama  or  Mississippi 
but  a  lower  one  than  in  a  dozen  other  states,  and  much  lower  than  in  New 
York,  Nebraska  and  Illinois.  The  first  approach  we  can  make  toward 
their  level  is  to  extend  the  ten  hour  day  to  children  in  the  smaller  stores — 
say  those  employing  three  or  more  persons  instead  of  ten,  as  now.  In 
time,  it  will  be  extended  to  take  in  all  other  establishments. 

But  there  is  another  important  improvement  that  is  just  becoming 
popular  in  other  states — an  improvement  that  will  do  more  than  anything 
else  to  reduce  child  labor  and  increase  school  attendance.  It  is  simply 
this :  follow  New  York  and  Illinois  in  setting  an  eight  hour  day  for  children. 
Is  it  too  much  to  expect  just  now?  Is  it  too  good  for  Michigan?  Are 
we  not  yet  so  enlightened  that  we  can  take  our  stand  along  with  these  two 
states,  and  Nebraska,  and  the  mining  states  of  the  west?  Let  us  think 
the  suggestion  over  seriously.  The  eight  hour  day  does  its  work  by  making 
it  less  desirable  for  employers  to  hire  children.  In  Illinois  it  increased 
school  attendance  and  cut  down  the  number  of  child  workers  almost  beyond 
belief.  More  than  any  other  single  cause  it  has  stimulated  the  growth  of 
the  idea  that  children  should  be  in  school,  not  at  work.  It  is  for  us  to  de- 
cide: Is  it  worth  while?  What  do  you  and  I,  and  the  majority  of  thinking 
men,  really  want  to  do?  To  let  child  labor  increase,  or  check  it,  or  de- 
crease it?    This  is  the  one  conspicuous  measure  which  aims  at  decrease. 

PROHIBITED   EMPLOYMENTS. 

But  one  more  thing  regarding  children.  We  have  seen  fit  to  prohibit 
males  under  eighteen  (not  fourteen)  and  females  under  twenty-one  from 
working  at  all  occupations  "dangerous  to  life,  limb,  health,  or  morals,"  also 
where  liquor  is  sold,  and  where  they  must  clean  machinery  in  motion.  Now 
what  is  a  dangerous  occupation?  This  is  left  to  the  judgment  of  the  depart- 
ment. Leaving  some  discretion  here  is  wise,  because  new  machines  come  in 
every  year,  and  some  machines  usually  safe  can  be  so  set  as  to  be  dangerous. 
But  there  are  some  kinds  of  machines  that  are  beyond  question  always  dan- 
gerous, all  the  inspectors  rule  them  so,  and  have  been  doing  so  for  years. 
These  established  rulings  should  now  go  into  the  law.  I  am  told  by  the 
Commissioner  that  they  now  include  at  least  stamp  presses,  saws,  and  ele- 
vators. Some  states  go  much  further  than  this,  but  we  should  go  at  least  so 
far.  Putting  these  established  rulings  in  the  law  will  save  all  controversy 
and  will  lead  employers  to  refuse  to  hire  children  in  the  dangerous  trades 
even  without  an  inspector's  specific  order.  It  will  not  be  mere  respect  for 
written  law  that  will  cause  this,  but  more  especially  the  fear  of  damages  for 
injury,  because  a  child  injured  on  a  "dangerous  machine,"  proscribed  bylaw, 
will  surely  be  able  to  get  damages.  Intelligent  and  law  abiding  employers 
will  thus  be  enabled  to  eliminate  much  of  their  present  danger  of  damages. 
They  need  simply  to  read  in  the  law  proscribed  machines,  and  employ  no 
children  on  them. 

By  way  of  summary,  I  look  for  improvement  in  our  child  labor  laws  on 
the  issue  of  working  papers,  night  work,  the  ten  or  eight  hour  day  and  dan- 
gerous machinery. 
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GUARDING   MACHINERY,  ETC. 


By  law  we  prescribe  certain  protections  for  the  life  and  limb  of  those  who 
work  around  machinery,  and  we  have  a  corps  of  inspectors  who  go  into 
factories  to  see  that  these  things  are  done.  We  compel  all  manufacturers 
to  guard  certain  kinds  of  gears,  for  example,  so  workmen's  hands  will  not  be 
caught  in  them  and  crushed.  A  common  hostile  attitude  still  implies  this 
question,  why  should  the  state  do  this?  Are  not  owners  of  machinery 
anxious  to  prevent  accidents?  Do  they  not  hate  to  see  men  hurt?  Would 
they  not  guard  their  machinery  anyhow?  Or  are  not  men  careful  to  keep 
out  of  dangerous  gears,  or  away  from  the  cutting  edge  of  saws?  Yes,  and 
no.  Some  men  will  get  hurt  in  spite  of  carefulness;  and  most  men,  even  you 
and  I,  are  careless  sometimes.  It  is  human  nature  to  be  careless.  Some 
employers,  also,  will  do  all  they  know  how  to  do  to  make  a  machine  safe — 
but  some  men  do  not  know  what  a  dangerous  machine  is  until  somebody  is 
hurt,  and  still  others  do  not  do  much  guarding  because  there  is  no  money  in 
it.  The  fundamental  matter  is  that  our  laws  do  not  yet  give  an  injured 
workman  damages  for  many  injuries,  and  therefore  factory  owners  who 
save  money  by  not  having  to  put  guards  on  gears  and  saws  and  set  screws  do 
not  often  have  to  pay  out  these  savings  in  damages  if  somebody  loses  a  hand 
or  a  leg.  The  money  saved  is  clear  gain.  Because  it  thus  reduces  their 
costs,  they  are  able  to  sell  their  washboards,  or  car  wheels,  or  paper,  or  lan- 
terns cheaper  than  those  makers  of  the  same  goods  who  spend  hard  cash  for 
guards.  What  happens  then?  Those  manufacturers  who  feel  that  they 
could  not  sleep  well  if  men  got  hurt  for  lack  of  an  inexpensive  guard  and  who 
pay  out  cash  for  it,  are  undersold  on  the  market.  They  must  either  do  less 
business — even  go  out  of  the  business — and  their  men  go  to  the  unguarded 
factories,  or  else  they  must  themselves  quit  putting  on  guards.  In  either 
case,  men  as  careful  as  you  and  I,  are  still  in  danger  of  losing  a  few  iingers 
or  a  life — and  not  even  getting  the  doubtful  recompense  of  damages.  What 
is  the  result?  Simply  this — some  of  them  go  to  begging  or  selling  shoe  strings 
on  the  street;  the  widows  of  some  go  to  taking  in  washing;  the  children  of 
some  leave  school  to  go  to  work  or  beg — and  grow  up  $1.00  a  day  men^  or 
criminals,  or  men  who  being  ignorant  will  sell  their  votes;  and  almost  inevit- 
ably some  come  "on  the  county" — and  you  and  I  must  pay  more  money  in 
taxes,  or  in  charity,  or  in  support  of  courts  and  jails,  or  in  matters  growing 
out  of  corrupt  politics.  Therefore,  it  seems  to  the  state,  which  means  you 
and  me  and  our  neighbors,  that  it  would  be  better  either  to  allow  the  crip- 
pled workmen  damages  for  injury,  or  make  employers  guard  their  machines, 
or  both.  Otherwise  what  the  employer  escapes  paying  we  have  to  pay.  So 
our  laws  make  all  employers  do,  what  the  best  would  do  anyhow,  if  they 
could  do  so  without  being  undersold.  We  raise  the  worst  to  the  level  of  the 
best — and  save  suffering  to  workingmen,  their  wives  and  their  children; 
crime  and  pauperism  to  our  cities,  and  cash  to  ourselves.  Yes,  we  save  cash, 
for  even  though  all  manufacturers  presently  add  the  cost  of  the  guards  or 
the  damages  to  the  price  of  the  washboards,  or  paper,  or  car  wheels  or  lan- 
terps,  those  who  buy  these  things  pay  in  the  price.  Is  this  fair,  or  is  it  more 
just  for  you  and  me  who  don't  buy  them,  to  pay  in  taxes?  All  this  is  already 
as  familiar  to  most  of  us  as  A  B  C,  but  some  few  who  have  not  looked  at  it 
this  way  object  to  it — it  interferes  with  their  business — and  to  answer  their 
question  we  mu5t  be  able  to  show  that  this  is  our  business. 

Now  if  for  these  reasons  we  decide  to  have  machinery  guarded,  let  us  do 
a  good  job  at  it.  Of  couree  we  cannot  tell  beforehand  all  the  machines  that 
are  going  to  be  dangerous,  but  we  have  had  inspectors  observing  accidents 
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for  fourteen  years  and  they  have  discovered  a  good  many  machines  that 
they  always  order  guarded — and  some  more  that  they  order  guarded  some- 
times. Some  years  ago  we  ascertained  that  elevator  shafts  ought  always  to 
be  guarded,  and  also  that  gearing  and  belting  should  have  proper  safeguards; 
we  made  these  mandatory,  that  is,  we  put  them  in  the  law.  We  also  said 
"machinery  of  every  description"  should  be  guarded  when  the  inspector 
should  order  it.  Since  then  our  inspectors  have  discovered  that  some  other 
machines  ought  always  to  be  guarded,  and  guarded  in  a  particular  way.  Some 
of  these  are  all  in — ^running  gears,  all  exposed  set  screws,  and  all  elevators. 
These  and  some  others  should  now  be  made  mandatory.  Why  so?  First, 
because  it  will  make  it  easier  for  workmen  injured  to  get  damages,  and  so 
save  you  and  me  money  if  he  is  hurt.  Second,  because  fear  of  these  dam- 
ages will  cause  employers  to  take  thought  and  to  put  on  guards  without 
waiting  for  the  factory  inspector  to  tell  them  to.  Third,  because  when  a 
factory  inspector  does  tell  them — or  others — ^to  do  so  there  will  be  no*  arguing 
about  it;  it  will  be  done.  Why  should  we  not,  in  this  connection,  also  make 
the  workman  ttse  the  guard  lus  employer  provides?  Sometimes  they  now 
take  them  off.  Shall  we  hire  an  inspector,  and  trouble  employers  to  reduce 
the  risk  of  our  having  to  pay  for  injured  workmen,  and  then  have  our  work 
nullified?  A  five  dollar  fine  stops  this  thing  in  some  other  states.  It  is  fair 
to  the  employer,  and  better  for  the  pigheaded  workman  and  for  us. 

But  there  are  two  even  more  important  requirements  our  laws  ought  to 
make  along  this  line.  First,  all  accidents  of  a  severe  or  serious  nature  should 
be  reported  to  the  department  at  once.  Second,  all  steam  boilers  not  already 
inspected  yearly  by  insurance  companies  should  be  made  subject  to  inspec- 
tion by  the  state;  and  all  engineers  should  be  licensed  by  the  state  wherever 
there  is  no  satisfactory  local  license  system.  Both  of  these  measures  have 
been  recommended  year  after  year  by  the  Commissioner  of  Labor.  They 
have  been  endorsed  year  after  year  by  all  the  factory  inspectors. 

Accidents,  to  begin  with,  should  be  reported  so  inspectors  can  go  and  see 
exactly  how  they  occurred:  such  a  knowledge  is  what  makes  an  inspector 
recognize  a  dangerous  machine  more  certainly  than  the  employer  owning  it 
and  the  workman  operating  it.  He  exercises  this  knowledge  for  you  and 
me  every  time  he  orders  on  a  guard  to  prevent  elsewhere  accidents  similar 
to  those  he  has  seen.  Some  employers  have  told  me  that  on  grounds  of  hu- 
manity they  do  not  object  to  this  immediate  report.  Others,  I  am  told,  do 
object.  Most  of  them  already  report  to  their  Employer's  Liability  Insurance 
Co.,  but  they  seem  to  be  afraid  that  notifying  a  state  official  will  help  the 
injured  men  in  damage  suits.  I  do  not  know  whether  it  would  do  this  or 
not,  but  I  am  sure  that  in  time  it  would  reduce  the  number  of  damage  suits. 
It  will  tend  to  prevent  accidents.  England  began  to  require  such  reports  in 
1844.  Other  states  have  had  our  experience  and  have  for  years  required  se- 
vere accidents  to  be  reported  at  once.  Public  opinion  moderately  informed 
will  presently  demand  it  here,  in  spite  of  the  objection  of  a  few  shortsighted 
employers. 

Time  and  again  a  bill  for  inspecting  steam  boilers  and  examining  engi- 
neers has  been  introduced  in  the  Legislature.  It  has  always  been  in  the 
public  interest,  never  being  a  special  measiu^.  I  cannot  tell  why  it  failed. 
Some  engineers  favor  it,  and  some,  I  am  told,  oppose  it,  but  not  on  any 
broad  ground.  Some  farmers  are  said  to  object  to  the  expense  of  inspecting 
threshing  engines,  and  some  users  of  second  hand  and  unsafe  boilers  are  not 
in  favor  of  the  bill.  Some  economical  lawmakers  are  afraid  an  examining 
board  would  become  an  expense  to  the  state.    But  the  need  to  protect  human 
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life,  is  so  plain  and  so  urgent  that  no  such  opposition  should  kill  a  properly 
drawn  bill.  The  exceptions  in  favor  of  local  licenses  and  insurance  inspectors 
work  no  harm,  and  will  dispose  of  some  of  the  opposition  of  past  years. 

I  merely  mention  here  that  Michigan  is  one  of  the  few  states  with  no  sort 
of  laws  extending  the  liability  of  employers  for  injuries  to  employes.  The 
old  common  law  rule  of  "assumed  risk,"  "negligence,"  etc.,  still  holds. 
This  condition  will  not  last  long  in  the  face  of  growing  public  sentiment.  It 
is  an  interesting  fact,  in  this  connection,  that  English  statistics  show  40  per 
cent  of  the  accidents  to  be  due  to  the  negligence  of  nobody.  Is  it  better 
public  policy  to  have  the  cost  borne  by  the  workmen,  or  by  the  public  in 
ta3ies,  or  by  the  employers,  i.  e.,  by  the  buyers  of  goods  through  higher 
prices? 

LEGISLATION  APFECTINQ  WOEKING  WOMEN. 

I  refer  to  women  who  work  in  factories  and  workshops,  and  stores.  Laws 
in  their  behalf,  I  am  willing  to  predict,  will  come  soon  to  rank  next  to  child 
labor  laws  in  public  attention  and  importance.  England  in  1844  and  1847 
came  to  see  special  need  for  protecting  women,  particularly  in  the  matter  of 
hours;  and  Michigan,  along  with  some  twenty  of  our  other  states,  is  already 
making  a  beginning.  It  is  not  argued  that  women  should  not  work  in  stores 
or  factories ;  that  has  come  to  stay,  for  both  good  and  evil.  But  it  is  a  matter 
of  common  knowledge  that  the  consequences  to  the  citizenship  of  the  state, 
both  at  the  time  and  in  future,  are  more  grave  if  women  work  in  the  wrong 
trades,  or  too  many  hours,  or  imder  improper  conditions.  First,  it  injures 
the  women  themselves,  and  our  chivalry  revolts  at  it;  second,  it  injures  the 
mothers  of  our  citizens,  so  that  infants  are  bom  to  die  young,  or  grow  into 
men  weak  and  sickly — which  is  bad  for  the  state  as  well  as  themselves; 
third,  it  injures  the  homes  which  mothers  absent  at  work  cannot  make,  and 
ignorant,  sick  or  exhausted  mothers  cannot  make  well — cannot  make  so  well 
that  the  boys  and  girls  who  grow  up  in  them  will  be  trained  to  be  honest, 
and  industrious  and  intelligent.  Fourth,  it  depresses,  without  any  compen- 
sating advantage,  the  wages  of  husbands  and  fathers  who  must  always  earn 
the  support  of  families.  This  economic  effect  is  not  desirable.  If  there 
were  any  trades  in  which  none  but  women  work  it  would  be  different.  The 
level  of  wages  for  men  would  not  be  lowered  permanently.  The  women 
could,  as  they  do,  work  in  them  for  five  or  six  years  and  then  get  married 
and  give  place  to  other  women,  who  would  go  through  the  same  process, 
and  it  would  be  a  good  thing  for  everybody,  if  conditions  were  proper  and 
they  were  not  overworked.  But  as  it  is  women  do  the  same  work  for  less  pay 
than  men,  in  the  same  trades,  and  they  can  be  used  as  a  club  to  keep  down 
the  wages  of  these  husbands  and  heads  of  families.  This  will  in  time  come 
to  be  looked  upon  as  a  serious  matter,  I  mean  by  people  outside  the  trades 
unions, — ^by  thinking  people  of  all  classes.  We  shall  begin  to  see  that  for 
this  reason,  as  well  as  the  injury  to  the  women,  the  mothers,  the  homes,  and 
the  rising  generation,  there  must  be  special  laws  for  the  conditions  tmder 
which  women  work. 

We  have  already  passed  laws  for  three  good  ends :  First,  requiring  separate 
toilets  and  dressing  rooms  and  providing  women  inspectors  to  enforce  this 
law.  Second,  we  have  a  law  that  women  shall  not  be  employed  at  work 
dangerous  to  life,  limb,  health  or  morals.  This  is  still  new  in  Michigan. 
Third,  we  have  a  law  for  the  ten  hour  day  for  women  in  factories  and  stores. 
A  ten  hour  day  is  all  right,  but  our  law  leaves  out  too  many  occupations. 
It  does  not  extend  to  stores  employing  less  than  ten  persons.  This  gives  no 
protection  to  clerks  in  the  small  towns,  nor  in  small  stores  of  large  towns. 
43 
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Jt  should  be  extended  to  cover  stores  emplojdng  three  or  more  persons,  and 
the  public  should  be  gradually  educated  up  to  its  enforcement.-  Our  law 
also  ought  not  to  leave  out  bakeries,  printing  offices  and  laundries. 

But  there  is  one  thing  in  which  our  laws  for  working  women  are  remark- 
ably lax.  They  do  not  prohibit  night  work  in  any  instance.  Are  there  not 
enough  of  us  men  to  do  the  night  work?  It  is  hard  enough  on  anybody, 
but  in  women,  especially  young  women,  it  causes  anemia,  nervousness,  and 
general  debility,  too  often  followed  by  women's  diseases.  Besides,  it  is  not 
well  for  women  to  be  on  dark  streets  at  night.  Could  we  not  hold  our  heads 
higher  if  we  should  stop  this  night  work,  and  so  put  ourselves  among  the 
best  of  the  states?  Shall  it  be  said  that  fourteen  foreign  countries  treat  their 
women  better  than  we  do  in  America?  And  that  seven  other  states,  in- 
cluding Indiana  and  Ohio,  are  ahead  of  Michigan?  These  facts  show  the 
tendency.  These  laws  are  coming.  They  are  coming  at  the  next  session, 
or  the  next,  or  perhaps  the  next.  There  will  be  credit  to  the  governor  who 
recommends  this  prohibition  of  night  work  for  women,  and  honor  to  the  law- 
makers who  pass  it.     I  have  not  found  any  considerable  sentiment  against  it. 

LAWS  RELATING  TO  INSPECTORS. 

Our  law  provides  for  factory  inspectors.  This  inspection  covers  factories, 
public  buildings,  stores,  and  hotels. 

And  here  I  take  a  little  space  to  tpuch  a  matter  of  very  great  importance. 
A  good  inspector  is  not  bom,  but 'made.  He  becomes  good  by  years  of 
service.  He  learns  how  men  are  crippled  and  killed  and  how  to  stop  it; 
how  women  and  children  are  injured  and  what  to  do  about  it.  He  learns 
to  locate  the  danger  lying  in  wait,  and  how  to  guard  all  gears,  or  saws,  or 
knives,  or  punch  presses  or  set  screws.  He  cannot  learn  this  in  any  other 
way  than  by  his  own  observation  and  experience  through  years  and  years 
assisted  by  the  accumulated  wisdom  of  the  department.  The  best  two  men 
on  our  present  force  have  served  seven  and  ten  years  respectively.  I  should 
like  to  see  the  tenure  of  office  of  such  efficient  men  made  more  secure.  Here 
human  life  is  involved  and  here  the  civil  service  is  more  needed  than  any- 
where else.  Perhaps,  also,  some  change  in  the  law  so  that  efficient  men  can 
be  promoted  and  receive  more  than  three  dollars  per  day  may  sometime  be 
worked  out. 

A  small — relatively  small — ^increase  in  the  appropriation  could  be  used  to 
do  much  good.  More  money  could  add  a  woman  inspector — so  the  small 
stores  and  small  towns  could  be*  more  thoroughly  inspected  than  they  can 
be  by  the  two  women  inspectors  we  now  have.  Money  could  be  used  also 
to  provide  for  pajing  the  traveling  expenses  of  one  general  inspector,  a  man 
who  must  have  years  of  service  behind  him,  to  travel  into  the  districts  of  the 
other  inspectors,  review  their  work,  give  them  the  benefit  of  his  experience 
and  keep  the  standard  of  our  inspection  high.  And  money  is  also  needed, 
in  my  judgment,  to  provide  for  more  thorough  inspection  and  revisits — our 
factories  are  growing  in  size  and  number;  the  duties  of  our  inspectors  grow 
with  each  change  in  the  law.  Money  to  hire  an  inspector  or  two  who  would 
somewhat  relieve  the  others,  so  they  could  do  more  work  and  do  it  better. 
How  much  the  appropriation  for  these  ends  should  be  I  do  not  know.  The 
department  can  estimate  the  amount  with  some  accuracy;  I  merely  suggest 
that  none  of  the  state's  money — that  is,  our  money — could  be  better  spent 
than  in  this  way. 

EMPLOYMENT   BUREAUS. 

No  change  in  the  law  for  free  employment  bxu^aus  seems  to  be  necessary 
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just  now.  Let  us  watch  the  new  ones  work.  I  have  found,  however,  a 
strong  sentiment  in  favor  of  a  law  to  regulate  intelligence  offices  and  em- 
ployment bureaus  run  privately  for  gain.  If  properly  drawn  a  bill  to  this 
effect  will  be  likely  to  pass.  It  is  badly  needed — ^for  some,  not  all,  of  these 
places  are  rascally  robbers,  and  I  say  without  hesitation  that  no  well  in- 
formed and  honest  person  can  say  that  city  ordinances  in  regard  to  them 
really  restrain  those  disposed  to  unjust  practices.  A  reasonable  yet  efficient 
measure  will  have  the  support  of  workingmen  who  have  seen  their  comrades 
robbed,  of  men  of  influence  who  have  seen  or  have  been  told  of  the  abuses, 
of  all  thoughtful  and  broadminded  employers,  and  even  the  best  of  the 
private  bureaus  themselves.  In  the  present  state  of  public  sentiment  a 
great  deal  depends  on  how  the  proposed  law  is  drawn.  I  believe  it  should 
not  be  made  to  apply  to  "Employers'  Association  Bureaus" — partly  because 
I  do  not  believe  the  necessity  for  regulating  them  is  yet  made  apparent, 
partly  because  any  attempt  to  include  them  will  most  certainly  kill  the  whole 
bill. 

THE   MINING   LAWS. 

Our  coal  mine  inspection  laws  are  good — on  the  whole.  Both  miners 
and  operators  give  them  general  approval.  I  think  we  should  prohibit 
iihildren  under  14  from  working  in  coal  mines — or  any  other  mines — and 
the  same  working  papers  should  be  required  as  for  factories,  etc.  The 
testing  of  cages  would  better  be  made  the  duty  of  the  mine  inspector;  he  will 
be  apt  to  do  it  more  certainly  and  efficiently,  and  no  ugly  doubt  will  arise 
in  the  mind  of  anyone  as  to  whether  it  has  been  done  or  not.  Cages  are  un- 
certain pieces  of  machinery  at  best,  and  one  might  fallat  any  time;  it  would 
be  well  for  both  employers  and  employes  if  a  state  official  did  the  inspecting. 
Accidents  might  be  prevented,  or  if  not  prevented,  then  it  would  be  much 
more  certain  that  all  means  to  do  so  had  been  taken.  The  mine  inspector 
should  also  have  the  power  to  inspect  and  condemn  the  oils  used,  and  should 
be  provided  with  testing  appUance. 

I  have  visited  our  coal  mines  myself  and  observed  the  law  at  work;  in  re- 
gard to  them  I  have  no  more  recommendations.  I  have  not  been  in  our 
gypsum,  iron  or  copper  mines,  but  I  firmly  believe  that  they  should  come 
under  the  efficient  state  inspection  service  that  already  covers  coal  mines. 
Gypsum  mines  are  at  present  inspected  by  no  public  authority;  and  I  am 
told  by  trustworthy  persons  that  the  county  inspection  of  iron  and  copper 
mines  is  not  working  well — at  least  not  so  well  as  to  relieve  the  miners  of 
some  dark  suspicions.  Suspicions  are  ugly  things  lo  have  among  us,  and 
state  inspection  would  be  worth  while  merely  to  remove  them. 

PERSONAL  REMARKS. 

This  is  an  article  on  improvements  in  our  laws,  and  is  not  the  place  to 
criticize  the  department  of  labor  favorably  or  unfavorably.  It  is  a  rare  man 
or  a  rare  department  that  is  entirely  above  criticism.  I  will,  however, 
express  here  my  appreciation  of  the  courtesy  and  co-operation  afforded  me 
by  the  commissioner  and  his  assistants.  I  was  without  hesitation  assisted 
to  information  on  every  subject  I  asked  about.  I  may  say,  also,  that  I  es- 
pecially noticed  a  keen  desire  to  rigidly  to  enforce  existing  child  labor  laws, 
and  an  evident  and  remarkably  successful  attempt  on  the  part  of  inspectors 
to  be  fair  and  reasonable  in  all  ways,  and  to  avoid  friction  with  employers.

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THE  COST  OF  LIVING,  WAGES  AND  RISING  PRICES.

Five  years  ago  I  had  the  honor  of  preparing  for  the  Twentieth  Annual 
Report  of  the  Michigan  Bureau  of  Labor,  issued  in  the  spring  of  1903,  a 
chapter  on  "The  Cost  of  Living  and  Wages."  The  average  increase  in  the 
cost  of  living  in  1902  over  1896  was  shown  in  detail  to  have  been  from  33 
to  36  per  cent,  according  to  price  lists  prepared  by  such  good  authorities  as 
Dun's  Review,  the  Wall  Street  Journal,  and  the  Massachusetts  Bureau  of 
Statistics.  These  were  supplemented  with  tables  of  Michigan  prices  in 
1900,  1901  and  1902,  obtained  from  market  reports  in  newspapers. 

In  bringing  these  statistics  to  date  the  Bureau  will  preserve,  in  perma- 
nent form,  material  which  will  help  the  statistician  of  the  future  to  trace  at 
least  some  of  the  causes  that  affected  social  conditions  in  Michigan  during 
the  first  decade  of  this  century,  and  which  added  to  or  substracted  from  the 
material  prosperity  of  the  commonwealth.  It  is  true  that  these  statistics 
cannot  affect  present  prices.  The  workingman's  pay  roll  of  today  will  not 
be  immediately  swelled  by  anything  found  in  these  tables,  and  farmers' 
produce  and  manufacturers'  goods  will,  during  1908,  sell  for  neither  more 
nor  less  because  of  their  publication.  But  like  all  statistics  of  this  kind,  they 
will  at  least  aid,  it  is  hoped,  in  removing  false  impressions  as  to  the  cause  of 
industrial  depressions  and  prosperity,  as  well  as  the  idea  that  most  of  the 
demands  for  higher  wages  were  not  backed  by  the  very  best  of  all  reasons — 
the  increased  cost  of  living.  In  so  far  as  statistics  do  this,  they  lay  the 
foundation  for  a  better  understanding  between  employers  and  employes, 
and  increase  wealth  production  at  a  minimum  of  cost. 

The  civilized  world  is  beginning  to  understand  the  importance  of  an 
abundant  and  cheap  food  supply.  Cheap  food  has  an  important  relation 
to  the  general  well  being  of  the  commonwealth.  Well  filled  stomachs  are 
the  foundation  of  a  happy  and  contented  people.  Not  that  our  material 
wants  are  everything,  but  it  still  remains  a  fact  that  a  scant  supply  of  food, 
either  by  reason  of  a  short  crop  or  inability  to  pay,  reacts  on  the  physical, 
mental  and  moral  well  being  of  each  individual,  whether  illiterate  or  intel- 
lectual. 

All  must  eat  to  live.  There  has  been  discovered  no  way  of  thwarting  this 
law  of  life.  In  some  manner,  by  some  method,  those  substances  must  be 
obtained  that  sustain  life.  With  a  scant  supply  of  food,  mind  and  muscles 
lag.  If  underfed,  man  is  less  able  to  contend  with  those  disintegrating 
forces  of  nature  that  continually  aim  at  his  destruction,  and  intellectually 
the  human  race  approaches  brute  conditions. 

*'What  does  it  cost  to  live?"  then,  is  important  to  know.  To  be  sure  the 
price  of  food  does  not  cover  the  entire  problem,  but  after  all  it  is  the  most 
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important  item  with  which  the  average  wage  worker  has  to  deal;  and  when 
to  the  cost  of  food  is  added  the  cost  of  those  other  "necessaries"  that  one 
mu^t  have  in  order  to  live  "decently,"  the  problem  of  living  at  all  becomes 
a  stupendous  one.  With  progress  in  civilization,  insanity  and  suicides 
increase  faster  than  population.     Why? 

Increasingly  important  becomes  the  cost  of  food  as  one  descends  in  the 
social  scale.  It  takes  the  same  amount  of  nourishment  to  keep  the  "body 
and  soul "  together  of  the  sewer  digger  and  of  the  bank  president,  though 
the  wages  of  the  day  laborer  may  be  only  as  many  dimes  as  is  the  income  of 
the  other  in  dollars.  That  is  to  say,  the  barrel  of  flour  which  to  the  laborer 
represents  several  days'  toil,  to  the  financier  may  be  represented  by  only  an 
hour,  or  even  less,  of  exertion.  An  ample  supply  of  cheap  food — cheap  in 
proportion  to  income — is  an  economic  necessity.  Without  cheap  food  there 
is  sure  to  be  stunted  men,  stunted  women,  stunted  children  and  a  decaying 
world. 

EFFECT  ON  CHILDREN  OF  INSUFFICIENT  NUTRmON. 

As  showing  the  effect  on  the  children  in  a  civilized  community  of  insuf- 
ficient nutrition,  in  connection  with  unfavorable  environments,  a  blue-book 
recently  issued  by  the  Glasgow,  Scotland,  School  Board,  is  to  the  point. 
Several  thousand  children  in  the  public  schools  of  that  city  were  examined 
physically,  mentally  and  morally,  and  the  investigation  extended  to  the 
childrens'  homes.  Without  giving  the  details  here,  it  was  proved  that  in 
proportion  to  the  nourishment  given  the  children,  in  just  that  proportion 
did  they  approach  normal  weight  and  height.  Those  living  in  one  room 
were  mentally  inferior  to  those  living  in  two  rooms,  and  those  whose  en- 
vironments included  three  rooms  were  better  prepared  to  fight  the  battle  of 
life  than  those  living  in  one  or  two  rooms. 

Insufficient  food  and  unfavorable  environments  are  the  conditions  that 
make  for  a  stunted  race.  Other  things  will  also  stunt  a  race,  as  the  exces- 
sive use  of  spirituous  liquors,  or  the  forcing  of  the  physically  most  perfect 
into  the  army,  to  be  food  for  gunpowder,  leaving  the  physically  less  fit  to 
propogate  the  next  generation.  This  condition  did,  after  the  Napoleonic 
wars  of  France,  actually  and  perceptibly  shorten  the  average  height  of 
Frenchmen. 

The  United  States,  as  a  whole,  and  Michigan  in  particular,  has  neither 
excess  of  population,  nor,  except  in  slum  districts,  environments  that  tend 
to  mentally  and  morally  dwarf  the  race.  As  a  rule,  therefore — and  there  is 
no  reason  why  this  should  not  continue  until  an  equilibrium  is  established 
in  this  regard — the  average  height  of  children  exceeds  that  of  the  average 
parents,  where  the  parents  are  foreign  bom.  That  is  fairly  conclusive  evi- 
dence that  the  children  are  better  fed  than  were  their  parents,  and  with  this 
great  advantage  they  are  sure  to  be  better  citizens,  able  to  produce  a  larger 
per  capita  of  wealth  during  their  lifetime;  and,  being  better  citizens,  they  are 
less  liable  to  indulge  in  those  excesses  which  have  given  a  bad  name^o  many 
immigrants  recently  arriving  from  Europe,  who  have  confounded  freedom  to 
do  those  things  that  do  not  interfere  with  the  equal  freedom  of  others,  with 
license  to  do  anything  to  excess  that  for  the  moment  may  strike  their  fancy. 

Naturally  Michigan  people  are  most  concerned  over  Michigan  prices. 
What  are  consumers  now  paying  for  their  food,  and  what  did  they  pay  five 
years  ago?  In  great  measure  Chicago  and  Michigan  prices  are  the  same; 
this  is  positively  true  of  most  everything  in  the  line  of  groceries,  including 
such  staple  products  as  coffee,  dried  and  canned  fruits,  tea,  sugar,  spices  of 
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all  kinds,  etc.  It  is  also  true  of  flour,  though  Chicago  does  not  fix  the  price  of 
flour,  nor  in  fact  of  these  other  things  that  have  been  mentioned.  European 
demand  regulates  the  price  of  flour,  and  sugar  prices  are  up  or  down  at  the 
say-so  of  the  sugar  trust.  Yet  this  sugar  trust  can  only  manipulate  prices 
in  a  narrow  compass.  The  crop  of  Brazil  coffee,  notwithstanding  there  is 
an  export  duty,  determines  the  prices  paid  by  Michigan  consumers;  and,  too. 
spices  and  canned  and  dried  fruits  are  regulated  in  price  by  demand  and 
supply.

New  trade  terms  annually  creep  into  market  reports.  It  is  therefore  better  to  take  the  average 
price  of  a  number  of  grades  of  an  article  than  to  rely  on  the  quotations  of  any  one  grade.  This  is  par-, 
ticularly  true,  at  this  time,  of  butter. 

From  time  to  time  Dun's  Review  publishes  tables  showing  the  variation 
in  prices  of  bread  stuffs,  meats,  dairy  and  garden  products,  other  food,  cloth- 
ing, metals  and  a  miscellaneous  list  embracing  lumber,  building  materials 
and  even  fertilizers  and  drugs.  Taking  the  years  1885,  1890,  1895  and 
then  continuously  to  1907,  Dun's  index  numbers  relating  to  commodity  prices 
are  as  follows;

This  table  shows  the  ups  and  downs  of  the  purchasing  power  of  the  dollar 
for  a  period  of  ten  years.  In  1897,  for  example,  a  certain  specified  quantity 
of  products  could  be  bought  for  $72.45;  in  1902  the  same  quantities  of  the 
same  products  cost  S101.58,  and  in  1907  they  cost  S107.26.  Here  is  an  in- 
crease in  value  in  ten  years  of  over  47  per  cent. 

Dim's  "breadstuffs"  include  many  quotations  of  wheat,  com,  oats,  rye 
and  barley,  besides  beans  and  peas;  "meats"  include  live  hogs,  beef,  sheep 
and  many  provisions,  lard,  tallow,  etc.;  "dairy  and  garden"  products  in- 
clude eggs,  vegetables  and  fruits;  "other  foods"  include  fish,  liquor,  con- 
diments, sugar,  rice,  tobacco,  etc.;  "clothing"  includes  the  raw  material  of 
each  industry,  and  many  quotations  of  woolen,  cotton  and  other  textile 
goods,  as  well  as  hides,  leather  and  boots  and  shoes;  "metals"  include  various 
quotations  of  pig  iron,  and  partially  manufactured  and  finished  products, 
as  well  as  minor  metals,  coal  and  petroleum.  In  the  "miscellaneous"  class 
are  many  grades  of  hard  and  soft  lumber,  lath,  brick,  lime,  glass,  turpentine, 
hemp,  linseed  oil,  paints,  fertilizers  and  drugs. 

Covering  as  it  does  such  a  wide  range  of  articles  of  consumption,  the  above 
table  may  be  considered  as  authoritative  as  it  is  possible  to  compile. 


NATIONAL  LABOR  BUREAU  FIGURES. 

The  National  Labor  Bureau  approaches  the  problem  in  another  way. 
Bulletin  No.  71,  issued  in  October,  1907,  contains  with  other  statistics  a 
table  on  page  4  showing  the  per  cent  of  increase  (x)  or  decrease  ( — )  in  the 
retail  prices  of  food  and  purchasing  power  of  hourly  wages  and  of  full  time 
weekly  earnings  per  employe,  measured  by  the  retail  prices  of  food,  from 
1890  to  1905.  In  part  it  reads:

In  explanation  of  its  figures  the  Bulletin  says  (page  6):  "The  retail  price 
of  food  was  21.2  per  cent  higher  in  1906  than  in  1896,  the  year  of  lowest 
prices,  and  15.7  per  cent  higher  than  the  average  price  for  the  ten  years, 
1890-1899." 

Out  of  thirty  articles  of  general  consumption,  only  three  were  lower  in 
1906  than  in  1890-1899.  These  were  sugar,  coffee  and  prunes.  Sugar  was 
1.8  per  cent  lower;  coffee  5.3  per  cent  lower;  prunes  14.9  per  cent  lower. 
The  other  articles  ranged  from  2.3  to  50.4  per  cent  higher,  as  shown  by  a 
table  issued  by  the  National  Labor  Bureau,  as  follows:

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Pork,  the  "poor  man's  meat/'  it  is  to  be  noted,  was  from  36.9  to  50.4  per 
cent  higher;  potatoes^  another  necessity  for  the  average  wage  worker's 
table,  was  14.4  per  cent  higher;  beef,  veal  and  mutton  from  15.7  to  24.1  per 
cent  higher.  It  may  very  properly  be  remarked  that  the  prices  given  in 
this  table  are  not  true  for  all  sections  of  the  coimtry  at  one  time.  But  un- 
doubtedly the  averages  given  are  true  as  a  whole. 

VARIATIONS  IN   PRICES   IN   MASSACHUSETTS.- 

The  Massachusetts  Labor  Bureau  recognizes  this  fact  of  difference  in 
prices  in  different  localities  in  that  state,  and  prints  in  its  Bulletin  No.  49 
lists  of  articles  that  increased  in  price  in  some  localities  and  which  at  the 
same  time  decreased  in  cost  in  others.  "It  is  evident  that  it  may  truthfully 
be  said,"  says  the  report,  "that  the  prices  of  many  necessaries  of  life  have 
advanced  in  certain  cities,"  but  because  of  "local  influence"  in  some  lines  of 
supplies,  "the  prices  declined  in  others." 

The  articles  showing  an  increase  in  price  are: 

Groceries:  Bread  flour  \)y  bag  or  barrel;  buckwheat  and  graham  flour;  com  and  oat  meal;  blend  and 
Mocha  and  Java  coffee ;  mixed  tea ;  granulated  and  powdered  sugar ;  New  Orleans  molatoes ;  cider  and 
white  wine  vinegar;  creamery  butter;  New  York  cheese;  near  by  and  Western  eggs;  dried  and  split 
peas;  good  rice;  pearl  tapioca;  sago;  starch;  cucumber  and  mixed  pickles. 

Provisions:  Brisket  and  flank  corned  beef;  rump  (face)  for  roasting;  chuck;  hamburger,  round, 
rump,  and  sirloin  steak:  dried  beef;  soup  beef  (shin  bone):  veal  chops,  cutlet,  leg,  and  loin;  side  and 
sliced  bacon;  sliced  and  whole  ham;  Frankfurters  and  pork  sausages;  cornea  and  smoked  shoulder; 
liver;  best  leaf  and  pure  lard. 

Fish:  Fresh  and  salt  cod;  finnan  haddie;  fresh  and  smoked  halibut;  smoked  salmon. 

Vegetables:  Onions. 

Fruit:  Dried  apricots,  citron,  currants,  lemons^  oranges,  peaches  (dried),  prunes,  common  and  seed- 
less raisins. 

Fuel:  Hard  and  soft  wood. 

Articles  which  show  a  decrease  in  price  in  nine  or  more  cities  in  Massa- 
chusetts are: 

Groceries:  Pastry  flour  by  bag;  entire  wheat  flour;  rye  meal;  Java  coffee;  black  and  ^een  tea;  cut 
loaf  and  yellow  sugar ;  pea,  red  Kidney,  and  yellow  eye  beans ;  laundry  soap ;  kerosene  oil. 

Provisions:  Rib  corned  beef;  rib  and  sirloin  beef  for  roasting;  pork  roast;  veal  forequarter;  chicken 
and  fowl ;  bologna  sausages ; .  tripe. 

Fish:  Salt  mackerel. 

Vegetables:  Cabbage,  white  potatoes,  and  yellow  turnips. 

Fruit:  Dried  apples. 

Fuel:  Egg,  furnace,  nut  and  stove  coal. 

RETAIL  PRICES  VARY  SLOWLY. 

Sudden  phenomenal  rises  and  declines  in  the  wholesale  prices  of  food 
products  have  no  immediate  effect  on  retail  prices.  If  the  new  level  is  sus- 
tained for  any  considerable  period,  however,  the  retail  market  is  sure  to  re- 
spond. An  example  of  this  occurred  in  the  latter  part  of  October,  1907, 
while  this  chapter  was  being  written.  The  commission  men  of  Chicago  had 
been  storing  eggs,  with  the  expectation  of  being  able  to  place  them  upon 
the  market  during  the  winter  at  a  goodly  advance  over  the  prices  at  which 
they  were  bought.  But,  unfortunately  for  the  commission  men,  so  many 
entered  into  the  speculation  that  the  storing  was  overdone,  with  the  result 
that,  instead  of  there  being  a  profit,  there  was  a  loss  on  the  transaction. 
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In  short,  eggs  sold  for  less  than  it  cost  to  buy  and  cold  storage  them.  Yet 
during  this  flurry  the  cost  of  eggs  to  consumers  varied  very  little. 

Within  a  day  or  two,  also  in  October,  other  food  products  dropped  in 
price.  There  was  a  decline  in  the  wholesale  price  of  meat  of  two  to  six  cents 
a  pound;  in  butter  of  at  least  tw^o  cents  a  pound;  in  wheat  of  about  five  cents  a 
bushel.  Yet  the  retail  price  of  meat  showed  no  loss;  bread  cost  just  as 
much  a  loaf;  butter  continued  to  be  sold  for  from  30  to  40  cents  a  pound  for 
stuff  of  an  eatable  quality. 

The  same  observations  apply  to  the  phenomenal  rise  in  prices  w^hich  oc- 
curred only  a  few  weeks  previous  to  the  decline  above  noted.  "All  food 
prices  are  being  forced  way  up,"  says  the  Detroit  Journal  of  September  27. 
"Beef  and  beans  go  soaring,"  says  the  Detroit  News  of  the  same  date.  And, 
to  cap  the  climax,  the  startling  information  is  given  in  a  glaring  headline: 
"Pie  to  be  10  cents  a  slice — beans  going  up  too — ^woe  in  Boston  and  New 
York."    This  sudden  rise  in  price  was  tabulated  as  follows: 

Flour — ^50  cents  a  barrel. 
Bread — i  cent  a  loaf. 
Butter — 4  to  5  cents  a  pound. 
£gg9 — 2  to  3  cents  a  dozen. 
Cheese — 3  to  4  cents  a  pound. 
Honey — 3  to  5  cents  a  pound. 
Beans — 40  cents  a  bushel. 
Peaches — Si  to  $1.50  per  bushel. 
Coal — 50  cents  a  ton. 

About  the  same  date  a  dispatch  from  Toronto  mentioned  the  fact  that 
while  "a  dollar  is  as  much  a  dollar  this  year  as  last,  the  man  with  a  dollar  in 
his  pocket  today  is  not  as  well  off  as  a  man  with  the  same  sum  a  year  ago." 
And  still  another  item  is  headed:  "Dollars  shrink  in  buying  power." 

Yet  notwithstanding  these  flurries — on  the  markets  and  in  the  newpapers 
at  least — no  change  was  immediately  observable  in  retail  prices.  It  took 
several  weeks  before  consumers  noticed  in  their  purchases  an  increase  in  price 
from  the  flurry  of  September;  and  the  time  was  still  longer  before  they  re- 
ceived any  advantage  from  the  drop  in  the  price  of  eggs,  meat,  etc.,  which 
occurred  in  October. 

With  society  divided  into  three  classes:  wage  earners,  salaried  people 
and  profit  takers,  the  rise  in  prices  has  had  different  effects.  The  profit 
takers  and  the  wage  eaniers  have  been  in  a  position  to  recoup  themselves 
through  increased  profits  and  greater  wages  for  the  increased  cost  of  living, 
but  the  salaried  class  has  not  been  so  well  situated.  On  the  person  whose 
income,  from  any  reason,  has  been  a  fixed  one,  the  burden  of  living  through 
higher  prices  has  fallen  with  great  severity.  With  all  these  the  dollar  has 
shrunk  in  purchasing  power,  and  their  "hard  times"  come  when  others 
were  prospering.  Vice  versa,  they  prosper  when  a  panic  disorganizes  mar- 
kets and  goods  are  sacrificed.  The  only  remedy  for  such  a  state  of  affairs  is 
a  financial  system  that  keeps  the  average  purchasing  power  of  a  dollar 
constantly  at  the  same  level. 

CLOTHING,  SHELTER,  FUEL. 

In  addition  to  food,  as  has  been  before  stated,  other  things  enter  into  the 
cost  of  living.    These  are: 

(1)  Clothing. 

(2)  Shelter. 

(3)  Fuel.

Neither  the  National  Labor  Bureau  nor  any  State  Labor  Bureau  has  pre- 
pared tables  showing  the  increase  or  decrease  in  price  of  clothing,  fuel  and 
shelter,  covering  recent  years.  And  as  Michigan  is  not  a  state  holding  a 
commanding  position  in  the  mining  of  coal  or  the  manufacture  of  clothing, 
the  matter  has  not  been  gone  into  here.  Dun's  index  numbers,  under  the 
heading  of  clothing,  covers  other  articles,  and  coal  is  placed  with  the  figures 
dealing  with  metals.  In  clothing,  the  index  numbers  are  $15.54  for  1902, 
and  S19.63  for  1907;  and  in  metals,  including  coal,  the  index  numbers  are 
$15.37  for  1902  and  $18.08  in  1907.  As  to  the  increase  in  rents,  interviews 
with  Detroit  real  estate  men  force  the  conclusion  that  there  has  been  an  in- 
crease of  25  per  cent  in  rent  in  1907  over  1902.  Stated  statistically  the  fig- 
ures as  to  clothing,  rents  and  fuel  are: 

Increase  in  the  cost  of  dothing,  1907  over  1902 20  per  cent 

Increase  in  the  cost  of  shelter,  1907  over  1902 25  per  cent 

Increase  in  the  cost  of  fuel.  1907  over  1902 10  per  cent 

It  generally  takes  from  one-fifth  to  one-quarter  of  a  family's  income  to 
pay  rent;  it  takes  from  one-tenth  to  one-fifth  to  provide  clothing;  it  takes  at 
least  a  tenth  to  pay  for  fuel,  including  lighting.  These  three  items,  added  to 
the  cost  of  food,  absorbs  almost  the  entire  income  of  the  average  family. 
With  some  recreation  is  a  considerable  annual  expense;  with  others  tobacco 
and  beer  make  an  impression  on  wages;  but  tobacco  and  beer  are  to  many 
sober  and  industrious  people  as  much  necessities  as  bread  or  meat  to  others, 
and  they  enter  into  family  expenses  just  as  do  all  other  necessities.  '/Lux- 
uries" and  "necessities"  are  matters  of  custom.  One  man's  necessity 
may  be  another  man's  luxury.  A  luxury  becomes  a  necessity  when  it  is  in 
universal  use, — even  if  harmful  in  its  effect.  Lucky  is  the  individual  who 
is  able  to  avoid  all  harmful  "necessities"  while  receiving  the  benefit,  in  his 
wages,  of  this  addition  to  the  cost  of  living.  With  all  such  "saving"  be- 
comes an  easy  task. 

THE   RISE   IN   WAGES. 

Wages  have  naturally  risen  during  this  remarkable  increase  in  the  last 
decade  in  the  cost  of  living.  This  was  necessary,  else  the  "rate  of  life"  of 
America's  wage  workers  must  have  lowered.  But  not  only  has  the  rate  of 
life  been  sustained — ^it  has  actually  climbed  to  a  higher  plane.  One  great 
fact  proves  this:  during  a  period  of  unprecedented  demand  for  labor,  the 
average  duration  of  a  day's  work  has  been  shortened  by  about  five  hours  a 
week. 

Shortened  hours  for  toil,  the  world  over,  is  an  evidence  of  social,  intel- 
lectual and  material  advancement.  The  workers  have  become  more  hu- 
mane and  less  brutish.  They  are  demanding  better  food,  better  clothing, 
better  shelter,  better  sanitary  environments,  a  curtailment  of  child  labor, 
and  they  are  expending  a  larger  percentage  of  their  earnings  for  those  things 
hat  go  to  make  better  social  environments. 

Without  definite  facts,  it  is  impossible  to  say  whether  wages  are  too  high 
or  too  low.  "A  fair  day's  pay  for  a  fair  day's  work"  depends  on  what  that 
wage  will  exchange  for  in  markets  accessible  to  wage  workers.  In  equity, 
what  a  man  or  woman  receives  in  the  form  of  money  for  his  or  her  exertion, 
should  exchange  for  products  requiring  an  equal  amount  of  exertion.  But 
law  and  custom — and  with  these  laws  and  customs  most  wage  workers  are 
satisfied — demand  another  rule  of  division,  to-wit:  the  cost  of  living. 

Demands  for  higher  wages  are  almost  invariably  based  on  the  increased 
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cost  of  living.  So  long  as  the  average  wage  worker  can  purchase  with  his 
daily  wage  the  things  to  which  he  is  accustomed,  and  which  as  a  rule  satisfy 
those  who  live  in  his  class,  he  does  not  ask  his  employer  to  increase  the 
amount  to  be  found  in  his  pay  envelope  on  pay  day.  There  are  exceptions, 
but  the  proportion  is  small.  When,  from  any  reason,  his  wages  cannot  be 
made  to  provide  the  necessities  and  luxuries  deemed  essential  by  those 
with  whom  he  associates,  he  demands  more  money  for  his  day's  work,  and^ 
failing  to  get  it  by  a  personal  appeal  to  his  foreman  or  employer,  unites 
with  those  in  the  same  trade  or  establishment  to  force  it  from  an  imwilling 
treasurer.     Hence  trade  unions;  hence  strikes. 

Men  and  women  also  combine  into  labor  associations  for  other  purposes, 
such  as  shortening  the  hours  of  labor,  better  shop  environments,  old  age 
pensions,  out  of  work  benefits,  funeral  expenses,  the  exclusion  of  undesirable 
associates,  protection  from  discharge  because  of  the  whims  or  prejudices  of 
foremen  or  superintendents,  etc.;  but,  after  all,  most  trade  societies  owe  their 
existence  to  this  desire  to  obtain,  in  wages,  enough  to  keep  up  the  rate  of 
life,  to  get  "a  fair  day's  pay  for  a  fair  day's  work."  Given  this,  the  indi- 
vidual worker  pursues  the  even  tenor  of  his  way,  satisfied  that  he  is  receiving 
his  share  of  the  joint  product  of  labor  and  capital. 

During  recent  years  there  have  been  numerous  strikes  in  order  to  force  on 
manufacturers  a  shorter  workday.  But  back  of  this  desire  for  an  eight  or 
nine  instead  of  a  ten  hour  day  is  generally  to  be  foimd  the  belief  that,  with  a 
shorter  workday,  will  come  a  demand  for  more  workers,  starting  a  compe- 
tition between  employers  for  help  that  will  react  on  the  labor  market  and 
result  in  increased  wages.  The  average  wage  workers  will  be  measurably 
content  with  the  wage  that  enables  him  to  keep  up  his  rate  of  life,  but  the 
law  of  social  progress  impels  him  to  strive  for  still  better  economic  condi- 
tions; hence  in  time  what  were  the  luxuries  of  his  forefathers  become  the 
necessities  of  himself  and  family. 

INDUSTRIES   SHOULD   NOT   BE   HURRIED   INTO   A   SHORTER  WORKDAY. 

The  reason  why  strikes  for  a  shorter  workday  do  not  show  so  large  a  per- 
centage of  success,  in  a  rising  labor  market,  as  do  strikes  for  more  wages,  is^ 
that  the  necessity  for  such  a  strike  is  not  so  apparent  to  artisans  and  laborers. 
A  sufficient  number  are  satisfied  with  present  conditions  as  to  hours,  to  nega- 
tive the  efforts  of  their  more  progressive  companions  to  raise  their  social 
standing.  High  wages  and  short  hours  are  wonderful  incentives  to  good 
citizenship  and  a  happy  family  life.  Unions,  however,  sometimes  make  the 
blunder  of  demanding  a  too  rapid  shortening  of  the  hours  of  labor.  It 
takes  time  to  accommodate  industries  to  changed  economic  conditions. 

In  the  United  States  the  rate  of  life — ^the  cost  of  living  of  the  wage  working 
class — ^is  not  an  easy  thing  to  determine.  The  stupendous  influx  of  workers 
from  Europe  and  Asia  is  the  cause  of  this.  When  the  population  of  a  coun- 
try is  homogeneous,  as  in  England,  France,  Germany,  Greece,  China,  Japan , 
Italy,  etc.,  the  wages  of  the  workers  are  on  a  level,  because  each  one  of  each 
class  lives  about  as  does  his  neighbors.  In  the  Utiited  States,  however, 
(and  this  remark  is  applicable  to  Michigan),  each  colony  of  immigrants 
brings  its  own  rate  of  life.  With  the  demand  for  labor  brisk,  an  employer  of 
what  might  be  called  coarse  labor  often  pays  for  the  same  kind  of  exertion 
different  rates  of  wages,  in  harmony  with  the  different  nationalities  he  is 
employing;  but  in  "hard  times,"  meaning  when  the  supply  of  workers  ex- 
ceeds the  demand,  the  lowest  rate  will  eventually  determine  the  rate  for  all.

When  a  strike  of  any  considerable  magnitude  is  in  progress  in  the  middle 
west,  the  influx  of  "strike  breakers"  is  from  the  east,  because  the  east  has, 
with  a  congested  population,  a  large  number  of  workers  recently  from  Eu- 
rope, to  whom  the  wages  offered  seem  princely  in  comparison  to  the  rate 
paid  in  the  old  world.  On  the  northern  border  the  influx  is  from  Canada; 
on  the  Pacific  slope  it  has  recently  been  from  Japan  and  India,  and  it  most 
certainly  would  also  be  from  China  were  there  no  restriction  laws  that  keep 
out  the  common  labor  of  this  nationality.  The  lower  wage  paid  is  because  of 
the  lower  rate  of  life  of  the  strike  breakers. 

HOW  MICHIGAN  WAGE  WORKERS  HAVE  FARED. 

Wages  in  Michigan  have  steadily  risen  since  1896.  The  Michigan  Labor 
Bureau  was  established  in  1883,  but  the  early  reports  do  not  provide  reliable 
statistics  of  average  wages,  as  there  was  during  that  time  no  factory  inspec- 
tion, and  the  canvass  was  not  sufficiently  thorough  because  of  insufficient 
appropriations.  Commencing  in  1894,  the  reports  show  the  average  daily 
wages  paid  in  factories  and  workshops  in  Michigan  as  follows:

These  figures,  I  am  informed  by  Mr  L.  S.  Russell,  chief  clerk  in  the  Bureau 
of  Labor  and  Industrial  Statistics,  "include  all  employes,  men,  women  and 
children,  from  superintendents  to  girls  between  the  ages  of  14  and  16  years." 

'*The  classification  for  1906,"  says  Mr.  Russell,  '^show  the  daily  average 
of  superintendents  to  be  $4.63,  and  foremen,  S3.05;  males  at  office  work, 
$2.81;  females  at  office  work,  $1.48;  men  at  general  factory  work,  $1.93; 
women  at  general  factory  work,  $1.03;  boys  under  16  years  of  age,  87  cents; 
girls  under  16  years  of  age,  67  cents." 

Here  is  shown  an  advance  in  wages  since  1898  of  over  56  per  cent, 
and  since  1902  of  over  14  per  cent.  In  no  instance  has  the  unprece- 
dented immigration  from  Europe  had  the  effect  of  lowering  the  average 
wages  paid.  A  million  and  over  able  bodied  men  and  women  have  annually 
been  absorbed  by  the  United  States,  Michigan  receiving  a  goodly  portion, 
and  yet  wages  have  advanced. 


NATIONAL  LABOR  BUREAU  FIGURES. 


National  Labor  Bureau  bulletin  No.  71  gives  the  following  table  of  in- 
crease and  decrease  in  wages  per  hour  and  per  week,  for  the  years  1890-96, 
as  shown  by  their  food  purchasing  power,  the  relative  numbers  being  com- 
puted on  the  basis  of  the  average  for  the  years  1890-96:

"The  full-time  weekly  earnings  per  employe  in  1890  is  expressed  in  the 
table  by  the  relative  number  101.0,  meaning  that  they  amounted  to  101.0 
per  cent  of  the  average  full  time  weekly  earnings  for  the  base  period,  1890- 
99,"  says  the  report.  "The  lowest  earnings  for  the  seventeen  years  covered 
were  in  1894,  when  they  were  represented  by  the  relative  number  97.7. 
There  was  a  gradual  increase  to  112.3  in  1903,  a  slight  decrease  in  1904,  and 
in  1906  the  maximum  (118.5)  was  reached,  showing  that  in  that  year  full 
time  weekly  earnings  exceeded  the  average  for  1890-99  by  18.5  per  cent." 
The  figures  for  1907  are  expected  to  exceed  those  for  1906. 

Hourly  wages  show  a  greater  increase  than  weekly  wages.  This  is  ac- 
counted for  by  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  hours  that  constitute  a  week's 
work.  There  was,  however,  a  considerable  increase  in  purchasing  power  of 
yearly  wages  in  1906  over  the  decade  1890-99,  because  of  the  more  con- 
tinuous employment.  For  the  past  five  years  idle  time  in  factories  has  been 
reduced  to  a  minimum. 

The  figures  supplied  in  Bulletin  No.  71  of  the  National  Labor  Bureau, 
from  which  I  have  so  liberally  quoted,  apply  only  to  wage  workers  in  manu- 
facturing and  mechanical  industries.  The  statistics  of  wages  of  the  Michigan 
Labor  Bureau  cover  more  occupations  but  a  smaller  territory.  The  National 
Labor  Bureau  holds  that  the  purchasing  power  of  wages  increased  faster  in 
1906  than  the  cost  of  food.  Says  the  commissioner:  "A  full  week's  wage  in 
1906  would  purchase  one  per  cent  more  food  than  a  full  week's  wage  in 
1905."  It  is  possible  that  this  is  true,  though  every  Michigan  housewife 
approached  on  the  subject  has  at  her  fingers'  ends  many  instances  of  a  much 
more  rapid  increase  in  the  cost  of  living  than  in  the  rate  of  wages. 


HOW  WAGES  ARE  EXPENDED. 


A  table  based  on  average  expenditures  for  necessities  and  the  average 
wages  paid  in  the  years  1902  and  1907  can,  without  being  exact,  be  made  to 
show  the  following  general  fairly  correct  results:

The  fact  that  the  average  cost  of  supporting  a  family  is  greater  than  the 
average  wage  is  easily  explained.  The  time  has  gone  by  when  only  one 
member  of  the  average  family  works  for  a  living.  If  the  father  is  earning, 
say,  $12  a  week,  the  son  is  often  getting  $9  a  week,  and  perhaps  a  daughter 
earns  in  some  factory  from  $3  to  $6  a  week  more— a  total  for  the  family  of 
$25  a  week  or  thereabouts.  In  this  case  the  girl  probably  spends  for  her 
clothes  as  much  as  both  her  parents  together  do  for  theirs.  In  some  families 
the  entire  wage  of  the  girls  working  go  for  clothes.  Averages  cannot-  be 
made  to  satisfactorily  cover  such  extreme  cases.  Another  fact  is  that  the 
father,  as  a  rule,  earns  more  than  the  average  wage.  He  has  to  his  credit 
skill  and  experience  above  the  average. 

The  Michigan  Labor  Bureau  gives  the  wages  of  Michigan  wealth  producers 
at  a  little  higher  rate  than  does  the  United  States  census  makers  for  the  entire 
country.  The  census  of  1900  gives  the  average  wages  of  5,306,143  persons 
at  a  little  less  than  $440  a  year.  The  Michigan  Labor  Bureau  gives  the  aver- 
age wage  in  this  state  for  that  year  as  $461.76.  A  selected  list  of  twenty- 
three  industries  gives  the  average  wage  in  the  United  States  in  1905  as  $512. 
The  Michigan  Bureau  makes  the  average  wage  in  this  state  in  that  year 
$567.84. 

During  1907  there  was  a  statement  going  the  rounds  of  the  newspapers 
that  *4n  thirteen  years  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  living  has  not  been  more 
than  3i  per  cent  of  a  workingman's  income."  And  the  average  working- 
man's  income  was  given  at  $835.  It  is  seen  that  workingmen  did  not  aver- 
age any  such  income,  and  that  consequently  the  "3^  per  cent  increase" 
cannot  apply.  No  statistics  can  be  found  that  can  in  anyway  be  made  to 
buttress  such  a  proposition.  In  an  article  in  the  December  Everybody's 
Magazine  the  editor  of  Moody's  Magazine  says  the  rise  in  prices  since  1897  is 
53  per. cent.  The  Michigan  Labor  Bureau  makes  the  rise  in  prices  since 
1897  a  matter  of  44  per  cent.  Compared  to  the  cost  of  living,  in  some  re- 
spects labor  was  not  so  well  paid  in  1907  as  it  was  in  1897. 

From  a  study  of  these  statistics,  my  opinion  is  that  if  wage  workers  are  as 
steadily  employed  in  1908  as  they  were  in  1907,  and  no  general  wage  reduc- 
tions are  enforced,  wages  will  at  last  have  caught  up  with  the  cost  of  living, 
and  "a  fair  day's  pay  for  a  fair  day's  work"  will  have  been  reached.  There 
is  little  likelihood  of  rents  or  fuel  declining  in  cost,  for  both  are  based  on 
monopolies  of  natural  opportunities.  There  is  a  possibility  that  clothing 
may  decline  in  price,  owing  to  improved  methods  of  Vnanufacture,  united 
with  a  lower  cost  for  raw  material;  still,  the  raw  material  at  most  will  be

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shaved  in  price  very  little,  if  any.  It  looks  as  if  the  labor  cost  of  clothing 
cannot  be  reduced  without  seriously  affecting  the  social  conditicm  of  those 
today  employed  in  this  industry',  and  this  latter  contingency  the  public 
conscience  wUl  not  pennit.  ''Sweatshops"  were  once  the  bane  of  the  cloth- 
ing trade,  but  they  will  never  again  be  allowed  to  dominate  the  busines 
and  make  the  prices  in  populous  commercial  centers.  The  public  cod- 
science  has  been  educated  on  this  problem,  and  for  its  own  sake  the  clothing 
trade  must  be  kept  clear  of  disease  breeding  conditions  such  as  are  inevita- 
Ue  where  sweatshops  flourish.  Factory  inspection  in  Michigan  has  ine- 
vented  the  sweatshop  gaining  any  formidable  foothold  here. 

RISrXG   PRICES. 

It  is  not  out  of  place,  in  this  connection,  to  say  a  few  words  in  r^ard  to 
the  cause  of  rising  prices,  not  only  in  this  but  in  all  countries,  and  more  es- 
pecially in  the  civilized  ones.  It  is  evident  that  if  the  cost  of  living  has  in- 
creased throughout  the  worid,  the  rise  of  the  so-called  ''trusts/'  that  have 
taken  so  deep  root  in  the  United  States  the  past  few  years,  is  not  the  only 
cause  for  .this  universal  increase  in  the  money  price  of  conmiodities.  Inves- 
tigation conclusively  shows  that  the  creation  of  "trusts"  does  not  consti* 
tute  the  main  reason  for  the  wonderful  increase  in  the  cost  of  living. 

Long  before  the  trust  idea  took  form  in  the  fertile  brain  of  some  pnmioter. 
there  had  been  several  marvelous  increases  in  the  cost  of  living,  and  each  one 
of  these  periods  of  increase  was  connected  with  the  natural  increase  in  the 
amotmt  of  the  circulating  medium. 

Wlien.  after  the  discovery  of  the  Americas,  Spain  began  to  poiur  into 
Europe  the  gold  and  silver  looted  in  Mexico  and  Peru,  commodity  prices  in 
that  kingdom  and  in  all  the  countries  with  which  Spain  traded  were  inmne- 
diately  affected.  Prices  rose.  When  California  and  the  west,  something 
over  fifty  years  ago,  first  began  to  yield  its  gold  and  silver  to  the  energy  of 
the  prospector  and  gold  miner,  and  Australia's  gold  was  made  to  flow  to- 
wards England,  trade  prices  took  an  upward  trend,  and  every  branch  of  busi- 
ness was  stimulated.  A  rising  market  is  always  an  incentive  to  every  kind 
of  industrial  activitv.  Then  came  the  wonderful  finds  in  South  Africa  and 
Alaska,  and  in  every  case  the  average  cost  of  conmiodities  kept  pace  with 
the  increased  output  of  gold  and  silver. 

The  demonetization  of  silver,  in  the  midst  of  this  general  increase  in  the 
output  of  the  precious  metals,  unfavorably  affected  prices  for  a  time,  but 
with  the  continual  increased  flow  of  gold,  there  was  an  end  to  declining  prices 
for  other  commodities. 

The  averap:e  output  of  the  world's  gold  in  the  '50s,  as  shown  from  sta- 
tbtics  furnished  bv  the  United  States  mint,  was  between  S38,000,000  and 
$39,000,000;  in  1900  it  was  a  little  over  $254,000,000,  and  in  1906  it  was 
about  $400,000,000.  For  1907  the  indications  are  that  at  least  $425,000,000 
worth  of  gold  will  be  mined.  In  November,  1907,  because  of  the  money 
famine  in  New  York  cit3%  which  spread  all  over  the  country  because  the  New 
York  banks  refused  to  honor  demands  on  it  for  currency,  there  was  bought 
in  London,  or  borrowed,  about  $90,000,000  worth  of  gold  for  eicportation  to 
this  country — ^a  sum  much  in  excess  of  all  the  gold  annually  mined  in  the 
world  fifty  years  ago.    Thus  the  slump  in  prices  was  stayed. 

John  Stuart  Mill,  a  noted  economist,  worte  early  in  the  last  century  that 
"if  the  whole  money  in  circulation  was  doubled,  prices  would  be  doubled.'* 
And  this  statement  is  now  generally  accepted  as  a  fact^  though  there  are  so 
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many  cross-currents  in  the  commercial  world  that  at  times  the  axiom  does 
not  seem  to  be  true. 

The  average  citizen  would  like  to  know,  it  is  presumed,  why  the  cost  of 
articles  and  the  quantity  of  available  gold  in  the  world  are  so  closely  related 
as  to  keep  pace  with  each  other. 

When  gold  is  mined,  its  natural  flow  is  towards  some  government  mint. 
This  is  because  the  government  officially  declares  its  fineness  and  value. 
It  is  standardized.  Further,  it  is  made  a  legal  tender  for  the  payment  of 
debts.  The  banks  cannot  afford  to  keep  the  gold  in  its  vaults  idle.  It  may 
not  circulate  the  gold  directly;  it  issues  paper  money  based  on  the  gold;  the 
gold  circulates  by  proxy.  It  becomes  necessary,  then,  for  the  bank  to  loan 
this  gold  either  directly  or  by  proxy  (paper  money),  and  its  more  plentiful- 
ness  makes  it  cheap.  Against  it  checks  are  drawn,  bills  of  exchange  are  put 
into  circulation,  and  credits  are  extended  to  those  anxious  to  push  new 
enterprises. 

Thus  each  million  dollars'  worth  of  gold  dumped  into  a  country  commer- 
cially well  organized,  expands  credits  to  four  or  five  times  that  amount. 
Expanding  credits  call  into  demand  dormant  labor.  New  enterprises  are 
projected,  consumption  increases  and  prices  rise.  However,  as  men's 
judgments  are  fallible,  it  often  happens  that  trade  and  speculation,  especially 
in  the  matter  of  land  booms,  are  in  some  directions  out  of  proportion  to  the 
real  demand,  tying  up  capital  that  becomes  non-productive.  Then  because 
of  losses  arising  from  the  exercise  of  bad  judgment,  sales  are  hard  to  make 
and  prices  break,  affecting  the  entire  market.  The  interests  of  society  are  so 
closely  interwoven  that  ^'bad  luck"  in  one  direction  disastrously  affects  all 
business.  Hence  panics.  But  let  the  supply  of  money  per  capita  continue 
to  increase,  the  effect  of  the  panic  will  disappear,  with  prices  again  becoming 
steady  or  taking  an  upward  trend.  Confidence  is  restored  and  conditions  in 
the  business  world  become  normal. 


THE   PRODUCTION   OF  GOLD. 


In  the  last  dozen  years  the  production  of  gold  throughout  the  world  has 
doubled.    The  figures  furnished  by  the  United  States  mint  are:

It  will  be  noted  that  there  was  a  falling  off  in  gold  production  during  the 
years  1901-2.  The  Boer-British  war  will  account  for  this.  While  the  war 
did  not  extend  over  this  entire  period,  the  business  of  mining  was  disorgan- 
ized, and  it  took  many  months  for  it  to  recover. 

During  this  dozen  years — 1895  to  1906— *^the  course  of  commodity  prices, 
as  reported  by  the  London  Economist,  shows  the  following  variations,  Janu- 
ary Ist  of  each  year  being  the  date  selected:

It  is  impossible  to  give  an  entirely  reasonable  explanation  of  this  fact  of 
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the  simultaneous  rise  in  annual  gold  production  and  the  cost  of  living,  ex- 
cept by  the  quantitative  theory  of  the  circulating  medium.  No  doubt 
trade  combinations,  tariff  restrictions,  war,  financial  tinkering  and  laws  and 
customs  that  have  enabled  monopolies  to  gain  footholds  in  trade  and  com- 
merce, have  helped  to  accentuate  this  increased  cost  of  living,  especially  in 
those  communities  where  trusts  flourish;  yet  the  influence  of  all  of  them  com- 
bined has  not  been  as  great  as  the  fact  of  the  wonderfully  increased  supply  of 
gold,  on  wliich  values  are  now  almost  exclusively  based.  Gold  has  been 
cheapened,  and  this  cheapening  is  reflected  in  the  added  cost  to  the  con- 
sumer, in  money  terms,  of  all  other  commodities. 

Between  the  years  1897  and  1907  the  New  York  associated  banits,  national 
banks  of  the  United  States,  Bank  of  England  and  Bank  of  France  increased 
their  gold  reserves  nearly  $500,000,000.  And  during  these  same  years  the 
same  moneyed  institutions  increased  their  loans  by  over  $3,000,000,000. 
That  is  to  say,  for  every  dollar  increase  in  their  vaults,  of  basic  money,  their 
credits  expanded  S5.00.  Need  there  be  any  wonder,  then,  at  the  increase 
in  the  prices  of  commodities,  and  the  necessarj'  rise  of  wages  to  keep  pace 
with  this  increase  in  the  cost  of  living?  Had  there  been  no  trusts  in  ex- 
istence, and  no  labor  organizations  either,  the  price  of  commodities  and 
wages,  stated  in  dollars  and  cents,  would  have  risen.  But  this  is  not  said 
as  an  excuse  for  trusts  or  in  derogation  of  trade  unions.  Trusts  have  accen- 
tuated the  increase  in  the  cost  of  living,  increasing  the  cost  of  the  things 
dealt  in  out  of  proportion  to  other  things,  to  the  detriment  of  the  general 
public,  Labor  organizations  have  compelled  the  emploj-ing  class  to  take 
notice  of  this  increased  cost  of  living  much  more  promptly  than  it  would 
otherwise  have  done.

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REPORT  OF  COMMISSIONER  McLEOD  TO  THE  INTERNATIONAL 

ASSOCIATION  OF  FACTORY  INSPECTORS. 

Office  of  Commissioner  of  Labor, 
Lansing,  Mich,,  June  1,  1907. 

Hon.  J.  H.  Morgan,  President  I.  A.  F.  L,  Hartford,  Conn.: 

Dear  Sir: — I  send  you  the  most  cheering  reports  from  Michigan.  Manu- 
facturing industries  were  never  at  such  high  tide.  From  the  large  popula- 
tion centers  to  the  smaller  towns  and  villages  idle  factories  are  the  exception 
and  not  the  rule,  while  hundreds  of  new  establishments  are  being  erected.  In 
the  city  of  Detroit  alone  there  were  nearly  100  more  factories  in  operation 
in  1906  than  in  the  previous  year,  employing,  approximately,  12,000  more 
people,  and  with  an  average  advance  in  w^ages  of  five  cents  per  day  over  the 
previous  year,  and  this,  too,  when  1905  was  recorded  as  a  most  prosperous 
year. 

The  industrial  condition  in  Detroit  is  but  a  reflex  of  the  industrial  con- 
dition in  all  sections  of  the  state.  In  1905  the  factory  inspectors  visited  and 
carefully  inspected  7,170  factories  and  larger  workshops,  which  were  em- 
ploying 232,203  people  (men.  women  and  children)  who  were  receiving  an 
average  of  $1.82  each  per  day,  while  in  1906  (last  year)  7,770  establishments, 
employing  257,699  people,  were  inspected,  showing  a  gain  of  600  establish- 
ments and  25,416  employes,  the  average  wages  being  $1.88,  or  an  advance  of 
six  cents  each  per  day. 

In  1893,  when  factory  inspection  was  established  in  Michigan,  less  than 
2,000  factories  were  found  in  operation,  and  this  included  the  sawmills  when 
lumber  was  the  chief  product  of  the  state.  The  average  daily  wages  paid 
for  the  entire  state  at  that  time  was  only  $1.23.  The  condition  changed 
very  little  for  the  next  four  years,  but  since  that  time  the  increase  has  been 
steady,  the  last  four  years  showing  a  remarkable  growth.  Compare  the  in- 
spection of  factories  at  its  inception  in  Michigan  with  the  year  last  closed, 
and  one  is  Iqst  in  contemplation.  In  1893  the  law  making  power  thought 
$4,000  a  sufficient  appropriation  to  cover  the  cost  of  inspection,  but  last  year 
we  found  the  $20,000  would  scarcely  do  the  work.  The  question  of  finding 
markets  for  manufactured  product  is  ho  longer  a  problem,  but  the  question 
of  supplying  the  demand  for  almost  every  manufactured  article  is  a  vexing 
one. 

The  manufacturing  industries  in  Michigan  cover  a  wide  and  varied  list  of 
products,  in  which  are  some  of  the  largest  establishments  in  the  United 
States.  The  employes  of  the  American  Car  &  Foundry  Co.,  of  Detroit,  num- 
ber over  8,000,  representing  in  itself  a  city  of  20,000  people.  Let  me  give 
you  some  items  from  this  great  establishment.  A  steel  railroad  car  is  com- 
pleted every  ten  minutes  by  this  company,  and  that  gait  is  maintained  ten 
hours  each  day  and  for  300  days  each  year,  and  during  the  same  time  40 
w^ooden  cars  are  turned  out  each  day,  or  12,000  every  year,  and  still  they  do 
not  supply  the  demand.  In  the  construction  of  these  cars  they  use  1,100 
tons  of  steel,  and  150,000  feet  of  lumber;  their  freight  bills  aggregate  over 
$5,000  daily.    Their  pay  rolls  approximate  $75,000  weekly. 
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In  addition  to  the  cars  and  parts  used  in  their  construction,  this  company 
manufactures  every  day  800  car  wheels,  weighing  750  pounds  each,  using  50 
tons  of  iron  pipe,  100  tons  of  castings,  and  250  tons  of  bar  iron,  besides 
melting  daily  750  tons  of  scrap  iron.  At  the  present  time  they  have  orders 
out  for  150,000  steel  and  steel  underframe  cars,  the  cost  of  which  will  ap- 
jproximate  $160,000,000. 

I  only  give  you  these  items  to  show  the  importance  of  factory  inspection, 
as  compared  with  a  few  years  ago.  An  army  of  volunteer  laborers  are  here 
employed,  each  must  work  in  places  more  or  less  dangerous,  and  each  is 
entitled  to  all  the  safeguards  the  experience  of  a  careful  inspector  can  sur- 
round them.  Establishments  like  the  one  named  need  more  than  a  passing 
inspection.  A  week's  time  is  none  too  much  to  devote  to  an  establishment 
where  thousands  of  human  beings  labor  amid  the  dangers  of  rapid  and  intri- 
cate machinery.  The  value  of  human  life  or  mangled  limbs  must  not  be 
measured  with  the  question  of  the  cost  incurred  in  a  systematic,  thorough 
and  careful  inspection. 

In  Michigan,  manufacturing  industries  seem  to  find  a  common  center. 
We  find  the  woven  wire  fence  factories  mostly  located  at  Adrian,  pure  food 
factories  at  Battle  Creek,  Grand  Rapids  is  the  great  furniture  centre,  Kala- 
mazoo has  a  majority  of  the  paper  mills,  Detroit  prides  herself  as  having 
three  of  the  largest  modem  stove  factories,  one  of  them  being  the  largest 
plant  in  the  world,  with  2,500  employes,  while  there  are  several  others  of 
great  capacity.  Jackson  employs  thousands  of  women  in  her  corset  and  im- 
derweai;  factories,  Flint  and  Pontiac  rival  each  other  in  carriage  building, 
while  Lansing,  the  capital  city,  does  honor  with  Detroit  in  the  manufacture 
of  automobiles.  I  do  not  mean  that  all  the  industries  named  are  located  at 
these  points,  for  there  are  hundreds  of  others  in  different  parts  of  the  state, 
but  the  old  adage  seems  to  be  verified,  that  "birds  of  a  feather  will  flock 
together." 

It  may  not  be  amiss  for  me  to  mention  several  other  important  manu- 
facturing industries  located  in  different  sections  of  the  state,  all  operating  in 
a  prosperous  condition,  and  employing  thousands  of  men,  women  and  chil- 
dren at  remunerative  wages.  I  refer  to  the  16  great  sugar  factories,  where 
175,000,000  pounds  of  the  finest  sugar  was  made  last  year,  the  15  Portland 
cement  plants,  which  cost  over  half  a  million  dollars  each,  and  which  turned 
out  over  4,000,000  barrels  of  the  finest  cement  in  1906,  the  100  brick  yards, 
where  there  was  little  machinery  to  guard,  but  which  manufactured  over 
300,000,000  brick  last  year;  the  26  leather  tanneries  each  costing  a  quarter 
of  a  million  dollars,  their  yearly  product  being  valued  at  $15,000,000.  Be- 
sides these  are  the  woolen  mills,  the  knitting  factories,  the  shoe  manufacturing 
establishments,  the  structural  iron  works,  and  many  others,  all  of  which  are 
of  large  capacity.  The  value  of  the  manufactured  product  of  Michigan  in 
1906  approximated  $450,000,000.  All  of  this  product  passed  through  the 
machinery  of  the  7,770  factories  that  must  be  examined  by  the  regular 
factory  inspectors.  To  those  who  do  not  comprehend  the  magnitude  of  the 
work  in  its  various  details  the  task  may  seem  a  small  one,  but  to  you,  gentle- 
men>  who  have  passed  through  the  various  phases  of  the  work,  and  have  met 
with  the  numerous  questions  involved,  it  is  different.  You  can  readily  see 
the  responsibility  resting  on  the  factory  inspectors  in  a  great  manufacturing 
state. 

The  system  of  inspection  in  Michigan  remains  the  same  as  heretofore,  but 
we  are  striving  all  the  time  to  improve  the  work.  The  state  is  divided  into 
inspection  districts.    In  two  of  these  districts,  at  the  cities  of  Detroit  and 
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Grand  Rapids,  sub-offices  are  maintained,  each  being  in  charge  of  a  woman 
deputy,  upon  whom  the  duty  also  devolves  of  taking  the  affidavits  of  parents 
where  children  between  the  ages  of  14  and  16  years  wish  to  work  in  fac- 
tories, stores,  hotels,  etc.,  but  where  a  sworn  statement  as  to  their  age  must 
be  filed  with  the  employer.  These  sworn  statements  take  on  the  nature  of 
^'permits"  as  the  child  must  be  examined  in  reading,  writing  and  regarding 
its  physical  condition,  before  the  swom  statement  can  be  made.  This  duty, 
especially  in  Detroit,  often  takes  the  entire  time  of  the  inspector.  It  is  need- 
less to  tell  you,  gentlemen,  of  the  many  devious  yvays  some  parents  will 
resort  to  in  trying  to  secure  the  so-called  "permit."  The  first  district,  in 
which  the  city  of  Detroit  is  located,  is  supplied  with  four  male  and  two  fe- 
male inspectors.  The  district  in  which  the  city  of  Grand  Rapids  is  located* 
has  two  female  and  one  male  inspector.  The  other  eight  districts  have  one 
male  inspector  each,  thus  giving  the  state  seventeen  deputy  inspectors — 
thirteen  male  and  four  female.  The  other  two  female  inspectors  give  their 
time  to  the  inspection  of  stores,  hotels  and  factories  where  female  labor  is 
employed,  looking  carefully  to  all  their  surroundings. 

Each  year  shows  marked  improvement,  not  only  in  the  work  of  inspection 
but  in  the  conditions  of  the  factories,  stores  and  hotels  in  the  state.  Each 
year  shows  the  inspector  more  welcome  by  the  owner,  operator  or  manager. 
It  is  not  uncommon  for  an  operator,  contemplating  improvements,  to  apply 
to  the  Commissioner  of  Labor,  who  under  the  law  is  the  chief  factory  inspector, 
asking  advice  in  erecting  fire  escapes,  installing  elevators,  or  in  safeguarding 
machinery.  As  a  rule,  the  inspector  is  made  welcome  when  visiting  a  fac- 
tory, especially  the  larger  ones.  Of  course,  we  find  some  narrow-minded 
men,  tenacious  of  what  they  are  pleased  to  call  their  rights,  who  are  ready 
for  a  "scrap."  They  have  a  limited  conception  of  the  objects  and  aims  of 
the  law,  and  could  not  be  convinced  that  any  good  can  come  from  its  enforce- 
ment. It  is  useless  to  confront  such  men  with  facts.  Experience  of  their 
own  teaches  them  but  little,  and  they  have  a  contempt  for  the  experience  of 
others.  With  men  of  this  class  the  inspector  must  do  his  duty  fearlessly, 
impartially  and  minutely,  leaving  no  just  cause  for  complaint,  but  enforcing 
the  law  if  it  is  not  complied  with.  Fortunately  men  of  this  calibre  never 
b€|Come  managers  of  great  establishments,  and  their  power  for  evil  is  thus 
curtailed. 

One  feature  of  our  work  last  year  may  interest  you.  The  question  had 
often  been  asked  regarding  the  strength  and  kind  of  motive  used  in  manu- 
facturing. This  information  was  collected  by  the  inspectors  doing  the  work 
last  year.  It  was  found  that  in  7,770  factories  inspected,  3,227  used  steam 
power,  with  an  aggregate  strength  of  744,891  horse  power;  1,069  used  elec- 
tricity, strength  15,657  horse  power;  949  used  gas  or  gasoline,  strength 
11.803  horse  power;  219  used  water,  strength  55,265  horse  power;  412  rented 
4,120  horse  power  strength,  while  1,894,  mostly  cigar  factories,  operated 
without  motive  power.  Thus  we  found  that  5,876  factories  and  workshops 
were  using  831,736  horse  power  in  operating  their  machinery,  an  average  of 
141  horse  power  for  each  establishment.  It  was  found  that  while  steam  still 
leads  in  generating  power,  electricity  is  rapidly  gaining  in  popularity.  Hun- 
dreds of  great  plants  operated  by  water  power  are  solely  for  the  purpose  of 
generating  electricity. 

Child  labor  is  under  good  control  in  Michigan.  Less  than  75  children  un- 
der the 'age  of  14  were  found  employed  among  the  257,000  employes  in  the 
factories  in  1906.  Of  course,  these  were  ordered  discharged  at  once.  The 
greatest  violation  of  the  law  was  in  the  employment  of  children  between  the 
ages  of  14  and  16  who  were  not  provided  with  sworn  statements  as  to  their 
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age.  Sometimes  employers  are  not  to  blame  for  this  infraction  of  the  law , 
as  children  vary  so  much  in  size  that  appearances  are  deceiving.  To  illus- 
trate this  point  I  have  a  case  in  mind  in  the  city  of  Lansing,  where  a  boy, 
seemingly  18  years  of  age,  was  employed  in  a  factory.  The  first  day  he 
lost  all  the  fingers  on  his  right  hand.  It  then  developed  that  he  was  only 
15  years  old.  The  company  face  a  judgment  for  damage  of  $4,000.  On  the 
other  hand  we  often  find  children  working  who  to  all  appearances  are  not 
twelve  years  old,  but  whom  the  church  records  disclose  to  be  past  14. 

The  great  and  continued  demand  for  labor  induces  many  children  to  work  in 
factories  soon  after  passing  the  exclusion  limit  of  14  years.  The  inspectors 
last  year  found  5,856  of  this  class  working.  Some  of  these  were  thus  em- 
.  ployed  merely  through  school  vacation,  but  the  large  majority  had  left 
school  for  good,  many  being  attracted  by  the  wages  they  would  receive,  and 
others  because  their  earnings  were  needed  to  meet  the  family  wants,  while 
the  per  cent  of  children  thus  employed  is  small  as  compared  to  the  total 
nimiber  of  employes,  it  is  hoped  it  will  be  smaller  in  the  future. 

So  called  "sweat  shops"  have  never  obtained  in  Michigan  to  any  great 
extent.  Work  bordering  on  this  class  can  more  appropriately  be  called 
tenement  house  work.  In  fact,  it  is  so  classed  in  our  reports.  The  work 
done  in.  these  houses  is  confined  to  the  city  of  Detroit,  where  it  is  classified  as 
cigar  making,  tailor  making,  clothes  cleaning,  cigarettes  and  snuff.  Most 
of  these  shops  are  small  affairs  employing  very  few  people  besides  the  pro- 
prietor. In  the  city  of  Muskegon  the  inspectors  found  that  a  large  knitting 
factory  sent  out  piece  work  quite  extensively,  but  that  the  work  was  gen- 
erally done  in  the  homes  of  those  receiving  the  work,  where  the  surroundings 
were  fairly  good  as  regards  light,  heat,  air  and  sanitary  conditions.  Every 
effort  will  be  made  to  prevent  sweat  shops  getting  a  foothold  in  Michigan. 

In  pursuing  their  work  during  the  year  of  1906,  two  of  the  women  factory 
inspectors  interviewed  and  obtained  statistics  from  8,524  women  wage 
earners.  They  were  employed  in  694  places  at  95  different  occupations, 
receiving  an  average  of  $1.03  each  per  day.  They  averaged  25  years  of 
age,  and  worked  llj  months  each  year,  24  days  each  month,  and  9i  hours 
each  day.  Those  who  hired  their  board  paid  an  average  of  $2.27  per  week; 
room  rent  averaged  97  cents  per  week,  and  house  rent  $8.44  per  month. 

Their  social  condition  showed  88  per  cent  single,  7  per  cent  married,  and  5 
per  cent  widowed.  The  reports  showed  that  57  per  cent  worked  by  the 
week,  36  per  cent  by  the  piece,  4  per  cent  by  the  hour,  and  3  per  cent  by  the 
day.  On  this  average  of  $1.03  per  day,  47  per  cent  of  these  more  than  8,000 
working  women  and  girls  reported  that  they  could  support  themselves  and 
save  something  from  their  earnings.  About  13  per  cent  of  these  women  had 
others  beside  themselves  to  support.  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  that  the 
provision  in  the  law  requiring  women  factory  inspectors  has  raised  the 
standard  of  the  women  wage  earners  in  Michigan,  and  that  still  better  results 
will  follow. 

The  inspection  of  hotels  and  stores  is  vigorously  prosecuted  in  Michigan. 
All  hotels,  no  matter  how  insignificant,  are  subject  to  inspection,  and  all 
stores  employing  ten  or  more  people  must  be  thoroughly  inspected  under  the 
same  regulations  that  govern  the  inspection  of  factories.  All  other  stores 
can  be  inspected  regarding  their  sanitary  conditions. 

During  the  year  the  inspectors  carefully  inspected  359  of  the  larger  stores. 
These  stores  employed  13,593  people,  classified  from  managers  to  sales- 
women. The  average  wages  paid  these  employes  ranged  from  $4.10,  paid 
to  managers,  to  $1.07  paid  to  saleswomen,  the  average  for  all  employes 
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being  $1.81  per  day.  .  The  sanitary  conditions,  fire  escapes  and  elevators 
were  as  a  rule  kept  in  good  condition. 

In  all,  946  hotels  were  inspected,  of  which  368  charged  a  rate  of  $2.00  and 
over  per  day,  while  the  rates  of  578  were  less  than  $2.00  per  day.  One  of 
these  hotels  was  10  stories  in  height,  but  the  average  of  all  was  about  2J 
stories.  The  fire  escapes,  elevators  and  general  condition  of  the  larger  ho- 
tels were  good ;  but  few  of  the  smaller  ones  required  orders  from  the  inspectors. 
These  Jiotels  were  employing  11,023  people.  The  average  daily  wages  paid 
by  the  larger  ones  was  90  cents  each,  including  board.  In  the  smaller  ho- 
tels the  wages  averaged  76  cents  per  day,  also  including  board.  As  board 
for  the  hotel  employes  is  computed  at  50  cents  per  day,  it  would  bring  the. 
average  wages  of  all  employes  in  hotels  in  Michigan  at  $1.35  per  day.  As  a 
majority  of  these  employes  are  women,  the  wage  scale  seems  a  fair  one. 

The  entire  work  of  the  department  for  1906  in  Michigan  can  be  commended 
as  productive  of  good  results.  Never  has  there  been  so  many  favorable 
comments,  coming  from  all  classes  of  citizens,  especially  regarding  child 
labor.  This  is  not  only  encouraging,  to  the  deputy  inspectors,  stimulating 
them  to  renewed  endeavor  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  but  is  gratify- 
ing to  the  chief  inspector  in  the  knowledge  that  the  work  is  well  done. 

The  work  for  the  current  year  is  now  being  vigorously  prosecuted.  Al- 
ready over  2,500  factories  have  been  inspected.  Every  appearance  indi- 
cates that  the  8,000  mark  will  be  reached.  More  people  are  employed  and 
wages  will  again  show  an  increase.  The  free  employment  division  of  our 
department  shows  more  demand  for  labor  than  ever  before. 

The  legislature  now  in  session  will  make  several  amendments  to  the  laws, 
making  them  stronger  and  more  effective.  There  will  be  a  clause  requiring 
the  operators  of  manufacturing  establishments  to  report,  within  48  hours, 
any  accident  that  may  have  occurreji.  Other  amendments  of  a  vital  nature 
are  sure  to  be  enacted.  It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  report  to  you  that  there 
will  be  no  backward  step  in  Michigan.  The  experience  of  the  past  will  in- 
sure even  better  results  for  the  future.  The  fact  that  all  classes  now  recog- 
nize the  official  inspection  of  factories,  stores,  hotels  and  other  public  build- 
ings a  necessity,  paves  the  way  to  more  effective  work  by  extending  to  the 
factory  inspectors  every  facility  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

I  am  aware  that  conventions  of  this  kind  are  beneficial  to  inspectors  act- 
ively engaged  in  the  work  in  the  exchange  of  experience  and  the  promulga- 
tion of  practical  thoughts — the  touching  elbows,  as  it  were,  with  a  class  of 
men  and  .women  who  are  making  a  constant  study  of  factory  conditions  and 
their  betterment.  I  ver\^  much  regret  that  a  combination  of  circumstances 
makes  it  impossible  for  the  inspectors  from  Michigan  to  be  present  at  this 
meeting.  But  they  send  you  greetings,  and  will  read  the  records  of  your 
proceedings  and  the  reports  from  other  states  with  interest  and  pleasure, 
gaining  thereby  some  practical  knowledge  in  the  different  phases  of  the 
work. 

In  making  this  lengthy  report  from  my  state,  I  may  have  wearied  you  by 
frequent  references  to  its  various  industries,  but  as  factory  inspection  is  so 
closely  allied  to  industry  and  labor,  I  feel  that  you  will  pardon  the  digres- 
sion. I  can  only  hope  I  may  have  expressed  some  thoughts  that  will  be 
beneficial  in  your  discussions.  Please  express  my  kindest  regards  to  the 
members  of  the  Association,  with  the  hope  that  I  may  meet  them  in  future 
conventions. 

Trusting  the  session  may  be  a  pleasant  one,  and  that  the  best  results  may 
follow,  I  am. 
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CHAPTER  XL 

LABOR  DISAGREEMENTS,  1907. 

^  [From  State  Court  of  Arbitration.] 

Hon.  Malcolm  J.  McLeod,  Commissioner  of  Labor,  Lansing,  Mich.: 

Dear  Sir. — Complying  with  your  request  we  submit  to  you  the  following 
report  of  the  work  of  the  State  Court  of  Mediation  and  Arbitration  for  the 
year  1907. 

shipbuilders'  strike. 

The  first  strike  of  the  year  was  inaugurated  by  the  men  employed  in  the 
St.  Clair,  Ecrose  and  Wyandotte  shipyards.  Those  taking  part  in  the  strike 
were  the  riveters,  their  helpers,  the  ealkers  and  fitters  and  the  bolters  up. 
These  men  belonged  to  the  International  Boilermakers  and  Iron  Shipbuilders 
Union  and  it  was  in  response  to  a  general  strike  order  from  that  body  that 
the  men  went  out.  They  numbered  in  all  about  1,200  men  and  they  quit 
their  jobs  on  the  morning  of  Monday,  March  11th. 

It  appears  that  a  quite  a  number  of  the  men  jointed  the  movement  some- 
what reluctantly,  as  the  unsatisfactory  settlement  of  the  last  strike,  which 
occurred  only  a  few -months  previous,  was  still  fresh  in  their  minds.  The 
claim  of  the  men  was,  that  early  in  February  they  formulated  demands  and 
submitted  them  to  the  employers  who  ignored  them  entirely.  These  de- 
mands provided  among  other  things  for  a  nine  hour  work  day.  The  com- 
panies, on  their  part,  refused  absolutely  to  have  any  dealings  with  the  officers 
of  the  Union,  and  the  strike  order  followed.  The  firms  affected  by  the 
action  of  the  men  were  the  American  Shipbuilding  Co,  and  the  Great  Lakes 
Engineering  Works. 

The  men  were  willing  to  consider  a  proposition  to  arbitrate,  but  the  feeling 
of  the  Detroit  Shipbuilding  Co.  was  quite  *to  the  contrary  as  shown  by  the 
following  letter: 

Secretary  Michigan  State  Court  of  Arbitration,   Frank  S,   Neal,  Secretary, 
Detroit,  Mich,: 

Dear  Sir. — I  beg  to  acknowledge-  receipt  of  your  favor  of  the  25th  instant, 
tendering  the  services  of  the  State  Board  of  Arbitration  in  connection  with 
labor  troubles.  We  trust,  however,  that  these  troubles  are  over,  and  wish 
to  thank  you  for  the  kind  offer  of  your  services. 

Very  truly  yours,

President  Wallace  of  the  American  Shipbuilding  Co.  intimated  that  all 
the  yards  would  close  if  necessary  to  win  the  strike.  Superintendent  Daisley 
of  the  Great  Lakes  Engineering  Works  claims  to  have  made  an  agreement 
with  his  men  to  finish  and  launch  the  boat  then  being  built  and  to  let  the 
question  of  wages  and  hours  rest  until  that  was  done. 
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William  Cunningham,  President  of  Lodge  No.  375  of  the  Shipbuilders. 
Union,  stated  that  he  considered  Supt.  Baisley  had  been  fair  to  the  men. 
The  men  had  been  only  organized  a  short  time. 

The  wages  paid  prior  to  the  strike  averaged  23  cents  per  hour.  The  day 
laborers  got  $1.50  and  the  skilled  workmen  got  as  high  as  $5.00  per  day. 
The  strike  continued  until  about  the  last  of  May,  when  the  men  gradually 
returned  on  the  terms  of  the  employers,  a  promise  having  been  made  by 
John  R.  Russell  of  the  employers  to  take  back  all  the  old  employes  without 
any  discrimination  against  the  union  men.  The  strike  was  a  costly  one  to 
the  employes,  the  employers,  and  the  business  men  in  the  districts  affected. 

MICHIGAN   UNION  RAILWAY  STRIKE. 

At  Kalamazoo  on  the  3d  of  April  a  strike  was  declared  by  the  motormen 
and  conductors  of  the  Michigan  United  Railway  Company.  This  company 
operates  street  and  interurban  cars  in  Albion,  Battle  Creek  and  Kalamazoo. 
Conferences  had  been  held  between  a  committee  representing  the  'men  and 
General  Manager  Elliot  and  Superintendent  Braralette  who  spoke  for  the 
company.  These  officials  oflFered  a  slight  increase  in  pay  but  refused  to  rec- 
ognize the  union.  The  cause  of  the  trouble  was  the  failure  of  the  company 
to  concede  the  demands  of  the  men,  which  were  for  shorter  hours,  an  in- 
crease of  5  cents  pfer  hour  in  pay  and  full  recognition  of  the  union. 

Strike  breakers  were  placed  on  the  cars  and  the  weight  of  public  senti- 
ment seemed  to  be  with  the  men.  Several  acts  of- violence  were  committed 
and  some  arrests  were  made.  During  the  six  days  the  strike  was  in  progress 
a  committee  headed  by  Mr.  Wm.  Thompson,  Mayor  of  Kalamazoo,  labored 
hard  and  long  to  effect  a  settlement  between  the  company  and  the  men. 
Additional  deputies  were  sworn  in  and  all  city  cars  were  pulled  off  their 
routes  early  in  the  afternoon,  and  no  attempt  made  to  run  cars  on  city  or 
interurban  lines  after  6  o'clock  p.  m. 

The  State  Court  of  Arbitration  met  in  Kalamazoo  and  held  several  con- 
ferences with  the  officials  of  the  railway  company  and  the  men.  The  Mayor 
with  the  Citizens'  Committee  continued  their  good  offices  until  after  a  con- 
ference, lasting  nearly  two  days,  the  contending  parties  came  to  an  under- 
standing and  an  agreement  was  signed  by  the  joint  strike  committee  which 
will  be  binding  upon  the  street  car  men  and  the  railway  company  for  a  period 
of  one  year.     This  agreement  provides  as  follows: 

"  Hereafter  all  grievances  will  be  settled  by  a  committee  consisting  of  five 
trainmen  appointed  by  the  vice  president.  The  appointment  shall  be  in 
writing  and  shall  be  made  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  trainmen  them- 
selves. The  decision  of  this  committee  regarding  the  reinstatement  of  any 
trainman  shall  be  final  and  binding  on  both  parties.  Every  employe  shall 
be  left  free  to  join  the  union  or  not  as  he  sees  fit.  From  eight  to  ten  and 
one-half  hours  to  constitute  a  day's  work.  Free  transportation  for  em- 
ployes within  reason  and  upon  application  to  proper  parties. 

"Beginning  Wednesday,  May  1,  1907,  wages  for  motorman  and  con- 
ductors in  the  service  of  the  company  shall  be  as  follows:  City  service.  For 
the  first  year,  19c.  per  hour.  For  the  second  year,  21c.  per  hour.  For  the 
third  year  and  thereafter,  23c.  per  hour.  Interurban  service.  For  the 
first  year  23c.  per  hour.  The  second  year  24c.  per  hour.  And  25c.  per 
hour  thereafter. 

"The  railway  company  to  be  always  ready  to  meet  individuals  or  com- 
mittees in  conference  to  remove  evils.  The  company  to  maintain  open 
shop,  but  not  to  discriminate  between  union  and  non-union  labor.     All 
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xnotormen  and  conductors  to  be  reinstated  at  once  in  the  positions  held  by 
them  prior  to  April  2,  1907." 

This  agreement  was  signed  by  representatives  of  both  sides  and  the  strike 
was  over,  the  old  crews  pulling  out  their  cars  on  schedule  time  the  following 
morning.    The  following  letter  received  a  few  days  later  explains  itself; 

Kalamazoo,  Mich.,  April  10,  1907. 
Frank  S.  Need,  Secretary  State  Board  of  Mediation  and  Arbitration: 

Dear  Sir  and  Friend. — The  employes  of  the  M.  U.  R.  railways  wish,  by 
medium  of  this  letter,  to  the  full  board,  to  express  to  you  gentlemen  our 
sincere  and  heartfelt  thanks  for  your  disinterested  efforts  to  bring  about  a 
satisfactory  adjustment  of  the  differences  that  have  existed  between  the 
management  of  thd  railways  and  ourselves  during  the  past  week,  and  be- 
lieve us,  we  are  firmly  convinced  that  the  presence  of  your  body  in  Kala- 
mazoo together  with  your  counsel  and  advice  to  those  most  directly  inter- 
ested, were  the  greatest  means  of  all  in  quickly  bringing  to  us  that  which 
we  believed  was  due — a  better  and  more  friendly  understanding  among  all 
parties  concerned.  We,  by  personal  proof,  are  assured  that  this  board  is  of 
more  importance  in  trouble  of  this  kind  than  the  general  public  has  been  led 
to  believe,  and  we  sincerely  hope  for  further  good  in  this  and  all  cases  of 
labor  troubles,  in  fact,  that  this  Board  of  Mediation  and  Arbitration  may 
always  be  continued.     Wishing  you  success  in  all  your  efforts,  we  remain.

BRASS   POLISHERS  AND   BUFFERS. 

Saturday,  April  29th,  a  strike  was  inaugurated  by  about  400  brass  polish- 
ers and  buffers  in  14  factories  in  the  city  of  Detroit.  Trouble  had  been 
brewing  for  some  time  between  the  Metal  Polishers,  Buffers  and  Platers' 
Union  No.  1  and  the  brass  manufacturers^  committee  representing  the  fol- 
lowing factories,  all  affected  more  or  less  by  the  strike: 

The  American  Lubricator  Co.,  Capitol  Brass  Works,  Detroit  Brass  Works, 
Detroit  Lubricator  Co.,  Detroit  Sanitary  Supply  Co.,  Ireland  &  Mathews 
Manufacturing  Co.,  McRay.  &  Roberts  Co.,  Michigan  Lubricator  Co.,  Pen- 
berthy  Injector  Co.,  Roberts  Brass  Manufacturing  Co.,  Standard  Brass 
Works,  Standard  Sanitary  Manufacturing  Co.,  Sterling  &  Skinner  Manu- 
facturing Co.,  and  Roe,  Stephens  Manufacturing  Co. 

The  men  claim  that  the  sole  question  at  issue  is  one  of  wages;  that  while 
much  trouble  had  been  caused  by  the  open  shop  controversy,  this  had  been 
conceded  by  them  at  the  outset  of  the  present  strike  in  the  interest  of  har- 
mony. They  claim  further  that  for  five  years  they  have  made  no  demands 
for  increased  wages  and  that  the  wages  paid  here  are  lower  than  those  paid 
in  other  cities. 

The  statement  of  the  employers  is  that  the  men  struck  without  warning, 
even  while  a  conference  was  in  progress.  They  admit  being  crippled  in  their 
work,  but  say  that  no  shop  is  at  a  standstill  and  further  that  they  will  not 
confer  with  anv  men  while  on  strike. 

The  minimum  wage  paid  by  these  brass  factories  up  to  the  time  of  the 
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strike  was  23c.  per  hour  for  buffers  and  26c.  per  hour  for  polishers,  averaging 
55  hours  a  week.  On  the  10th  of  April  the  men  asked  that  after  the  18th  of 
the  month  they  be  paid  a  minimum  wage  of  33c.  per  hour  for  both  polishers 
and  buffers.  The  reply  of  the  employers  was  that  the  buffers  were  not  so 
highly  skilled  as  the  polishers  and  offered  as  a  compromise  25c.  for  buffers 
and  28c.  per  hour  for  polishers.  Arbitration  schemes  were  proposed  on  both 
sides,  but  not  followed  out.  The  men  jBnally  offered  to  accede  to  a  flat  rate 
of  30c.  per  hour  for  both  classes,  but  nothing  definite  was  agreed  and  the 
conference  came  to  naught. 

The  next  move  made  in  the  strike  situation  was  by  Mr.  Wm.  B.  Thomp- 
son, Mayor  of  Detroit.  Both  sides  were  induced  to  attend  a  joint  confer- 
ence at  the  Mayor's  invitation.  He  succeeded  in  having  a  truce  declared 
until  after  the  conference,  but  the  proposition  submitted  by  the  employers' 
committee  was  not  accepted  by  the  other  side.  The  proposition  of  the  em- 
ployers was  that  the  union  call  off  the  strike  and  the  men  return  to  work  as 
individuals  at  the  old  scale  of  wages.  The  strikers'  committee  declined  to 
enter  into  any  such  arrangement. 

In  addition  to  a  personal  investigation  of  the  disturbance  by  members  of 
this  Court,  the  following  letter  was  addressed  to  representatives  of  both 
sides: 

Deaf  Sir. — The  labor  trouble  now  existing  in  Detroit  in  which  the  metal 
poHshers,  buffers  and  platers  are  involved  has  been  brought  to  our  attention 
through  the  public  press  and  through  the  president  of  this  Board,  Mr.  Johnson. 

The  state  law  under  which  the  Court  is  organized  makes  it  our  duty  to  in- 
vestigate all  labor  troubles  in  the  state  and  assist  in  bringing  about  a  settle- 
ment,, if  possible.  Therefore,  we  address  this  communication  to  you  hoping 
we  may  be  of  some  service  in  your  present  trouble.  Seemingly  there  must 
be  some  common  ground  whereby  a  settlement  can  be  made  that  will  be 
satisfactory  to  all  parties  concerned.  If  the  services  of  this  Board  can  be  of 
any  use  in  bringing  the  controversy  to  a  settlement,  or  even  getting  those 
interested  in  to  a  conference  before  us,  we  shall  be  pleased  to  be  so  advised.

Mr.  Frank  S,  Nealj  Secretary  State  Court  of  Arbitration: 

Dear  Sir. — Replying  to  your  commimication  of  June  27th,  we  appreciate 
your  attitude  in  the  present  controversy  existing  between  our  organization 
and  the  Employers'  Association.  We  understand  your  board  can  be  of  no 
service,  unless  both  sides  to  this  dispute  are  agreeable  to  submitting  it  to 
your  honorable  Court  for  consideration.  Our  organization  has  ever  been 
in  favor  of  adjusting  any  differences  that  may  arise  between  our  members 
and  their  employers  through  the  medium  of  arbitration.  Therefore,  if  a 
favorable  reply  is  received  from  the  Employers'  Association,  we  are  willing 
to  take  advantage  of  your  kind  offer,  and  submit  our  case  for  your  consid- 
eration.

Gentlemen. — A  number  of  the  brass  manufacturers  of  this  city  have  re- 
ferred your  letter  addressed  to  them  with  reference  to  labor  troubles  to  their 
committee  for  reply. 

In  accordance  with  the  request  of  such  brass  manufacturers  we  beg  to 
thank  you  for  your  kind  offer  and  advise  that  there  seems  to  be  no  service 
that  can  be  rendered  us  by  your  body  at  this  time.  The  metal  polishers 
and  buffers  who  quit  the  various  brass  shops  some  weeks  ago  have  in  a  large 
measure  been  replaced  by  other  men,  whose  services  as  a  rule  are  at  present 
satisfactory  to  their  employers. 

The  excellent  work  of  the  police  department  and  the  protection  afforded 
by  the  injunction  recently  issued  by  the  circuit  court  should  insure  a  con- 
tinuance of  such  conditions.

icemen  strike. 

On  the  third  day  of  May  between  400  and  500  icemen  in  the  employ  of 
seven  Detroit  ice  companies  quit  work;  while  the  day  following  it  is  claimed 
two  other  companies  forced  the  same  conditions  on  their  employes  by  in- 
stituting a  lockout.  The  trouble  seems  to  have  originated  in  the  teamsters 
Union  and  the  strike  was  conducted  for  the  employes  by  the  international 
auditor  of  that  union. 

The  men  claim  they  eildeavored  in  every  way  possible  to  obtain  a  peace- 
able settlement  of  the  controversy  with  the  ice  dealers  but  were  finally 
forced  to  quit  work  in  order  to  secure  their  demands.  They  also  claim  to 
have  had  some  costly  experience  with  arbitration  in  the  past,  and  therefore 
refused  to  arbitrate  the  present  difficulty.  On  the  other  hand  the  dealers 
favor  arbitration  as  a  means  of  settlement  and  issued  a  statement  to  the 
public,  from  which  the  following  extract  is  taken: 

"  '  Nothing  to  arbitrate '  was  the  manner  in  which  our  offer  of  arbitration 
was  refused;  but  in  this  age  of  universal  peace  and  arbitration  no  man  or  set 
•of  men  have  the  right  to  refuse  this  twentieth  century  method  of  avoiding^ 
strife  between  country  and  country,  employer  and  employe,  or  man  and  man. 

"If  our  employers  are  justified  in  their  demands,  what  fairer  or  more  sat- 
isfactory method  could  be  adopted  to  secure  justice  for  them  than  arbitral 
tion?  We  call  upon  every  fair-minded  man  or  woman  in  Detroit  to  stand, 
not  for  the  ice  dealers,  not  for  the  ice  teamsters,  but  for  arbitration,  the 
strongest  link  in  the  chain  of  peace  and  good-will  between  the  employer  and 
the  employed." 

The  strike  continued  for  ten  days  when  an  agreement  was  reached  by 
which  the  men  returned  to  work  at  a  substantial  increase  in  wages. 

TELEGRAPH  OPERATORS. 

Early  in  August  the  operators  in  the  Western  Union  and  Postal  Telegraph 
Companies'  offices  in  Los  Angeles  struck  work  on  the  refusal  of  the  com- 
panies to  reinstate  John  F.  Ryan,  a  discharged  employe.  In  two  days 
the  trouble  had  reached  Chicago  and  by  August  the  12th  it  had  spread  to 
Detroit,  Grand  Rapids  and  other  cities  and  towns  in  the  state.  In  Detroit 
47 
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about  140  men  and  women  went  out  on  sympathetic  strike,  through  the 
question  of  wages.  The  operators  having  to  furnish  their  own  typewriting 
machines  was  also  a  factor  in  causing  the  strike.  Both  employers  and 
operators  apparently  tried  hard  to  avoid  trouble  in  Detroit,  but  when  the 
strike  became  general  the  Detroit  operators  left  their  wires  and  the  officials 
of  the  companies  pressed  into  service  such  non-union  help  as  was  available. 
The  following  letters  from  the  companies  involved  came  in  answer  to  our 
offer  of  assistance. 

Postal  Telegraph-Cable  Company,  Detroit,  Mich.,  Aug.  22,  1907. 

To  the  Michigan  State  Board  of  Arbitration,  Mr,  C.  H.  Johnson,  Prea,: 
Detroit,  Mich,: 

Dear  Sir. — With  reference  to  yours  of  the  21st  inst.,  I  beg  to  state,  this 
company  has  nothing  to  arbitrate  with  its  striking  employes,  and  I  doubt 
very  much  whether  the  employes  have  any  grievance;  at  least  I  have  heard 
of  none.     Thanking  you  for  your  oflFer  of  assistance,  I  am  yours,

this  office  by  our  local  manager  at  Detroit  and  was  by  me  referred  to  the 
higher  officials  of  the  company.  Replyiiig  to  the  same  I  will  state  that  we 
thank  you  for  the  offer  of  your  services  in  connection  with  the  strike  of  our 
operators,  but  your  offices  are  not  necessary  now  as  the  strike  so  far  as  the 
telegraph  company  is  concerned  is  already  over.

Mr.  Ed  Davis,  president  of  the  local  Western  Union  Telegraphers'  Union, 
stated  that  their  trouble  was  of  a  general  character  and  extended  to  all  the 
large  cities  of  the  countr}\  He  said  their  future  action  depended  almost 
entirely  on  the  steps  taken  by  their  superior  officers  in  New  York  city.  That 
while  they  did  not  wish  to  submit  to  arbitration  at  the  present  time  they 
would  gladly  lay  before  our  Court  a  list  of  their  grievances  that  we  might 
judge  of  the  merits  of  their  claims. 

MACHINISTS   OF   DETROIT. 

On  the  14th  of  March  about  140  machinists  struck  work  on  the  refusal  of 
their  employers  to  reinstate  four  men  discharged  by  Morgan,  Wright  Co., 
and  to  agree  to  a  closed  shop  policy,  and  also  to  institute  a  work  day  of  nine 
hours  without  reduction  in  pay.  The  strikers  were  men  previously  em- 
ployed by  the  Morgan,  Wright  Rubber  Co.,  the  Detroit  Drop  Forge  Co.,  and 
the  Detroit  Shipbuilding  Co.  The  storm  centre  seemed  to  be  at  the  rubber 
companies  plant. 

Mr.  Templeton,  General  Superintendent,  stated  that  when  locating  their 
new  factory  in  Detroit  and  bringing  their  business  and  men  from  Chicago 
here,  it  was  largely  to  avoid  labor  troubles.     He  also  stated  that  they  were 
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determined  on  the  open  shop  principle.  That  some  of  his  men  prior  to  the 
strike  were  very  active  in  their  attempts  to  unionize  the  plant.  That  he 
had  discharged  four  men  on  that  account  and  would  under  no  consideration 
consent  to  their  reinstatement. 

Business  Agent  Edward  Lee,  of  Machinist  Union  No.  82,  when  seen  showed 
no  disposition  to  accept  peaceful  means  to  reach  a  settlement.  The  strike 
continued  for  several  weeks,  when  the  matter  was  taken  to  the  Court.  An 
injunction  was  granted  the  employers  which  put  an  end  to  picketing  and 
various,  acts  of  violence,  that,  justly  or  unjustly,  had  been  charged  up  to  the 
strikers  and  theit*  friends.  Charges  of  bribery  and  counter  charges  were 
made  by  the  contestants.  The  places  of  the  strikers  have  been  filled  and  a 
settlement  seems  as  remote  as  at  the  time  of  the  investigation. 

HOLDERS. 

About  the  first  of  May  a  strike  was  declared  by  Machinery  Iron  Molders 
Local  No.  44.  There  were  in  all  about  600  men  involved.  ^  Previous  to  the 
strike  they  were  employed  by  the  following  firms,  all  located  in  Detroit. 
The  Cadillac  Motor  Co.,  Central  Foundry  Co.,  Standard  Foimdry  Co.,  Murphy 
Iron  Works,  and  the  Detroit  Shipbuilding  Co. 

The  reason  for  the  strike  assigned  by  the  men  was  the  refusal  of  a  nine 
hour  day  without  reduction  in  pay.  This  they  claim  had  been  conceded  in 
most  of  the  other  large  cities  of  the  country. 

The  employers  contend  that  the  delays  between  castings  reduce  the  actual 
work  day  to  only  six  or  seven  hours,  but  of  course  the  men  are  required  to 
be  on  hand  the  entire  day  of  ten  hours. 

The  places  of  the  men  were  gradually  filled  by  outsiders  and  the  strike 
lingered  along  into  July.  Perhaps  the  most  determined  efforts  of  the  strikers 
were  directed  against  the  Murphy  Iron  Works.  This  firm  showed  some  dis- 
position to  accept  our  proposition  for  a  settlement,  but  they  finally  fol- 
lowed the  example  of  the  other  firms  and  stood  out  unitedly  against  any 
change  in  the  question  of  hours.  The  men  were  in  favor  of  arbitration  and 
repeated  efforts  were  made  ft.long  those  lines  but  without  avail,  the  strike 
was  lost  to  the  men. 

AMERICAN   CAR  AND  FOUNDRY   COMPANY  EMPLOYES. 

On  May  15th  about  70  power  hammer  men  employed  by  the  American  Car 
and  Foundry  Company  of  Detroit  struck  work  and  were  immediately  fol- 
lowed by  several  hundred  fellow  employes  from  the  different  departments 
of  the  companies'  works.  The  cause  of  the  disturbance  was  the  question  of 
wages.  The  men  had  been  receiving  $2.10  per  day  and  demanded  S2.25. 
They  were  almost  entirely  composed  of  foreigners,  unable  to  speak  the 
English  language  and  not  organized.  Vice  President  Sullivan  and  Supt. 
Johnson  explained  that  the  hammer  men,  who  were  the  first  to  quit,  had 
been  selected  from  the  most  intelligent  laborers  to  occupy  their  present 
positions  at  the  steam  power  hammers.  They  had  never  received  such 
liberal  wages,  and  before  striking  had  made  no  formal  demand  or  request 
for  increased  pay.  Some  violence  occurred  and  about  a  dozen  arrests  were 
made.  According  to  a  statement  from  the  firm,  they  probably  would  have 
granted  an  increase  upon  proper  request  being  made  by  the  men  before  the 
strike,  but  could  not  consider  such  a  move  now  as  that  would  simply  en- 
courage the  entire  force  of  4,000  men  to  go  and  do  likewise.  Such  informa- 
tion as  was  gained  from  the  men  was  secured  through  the  kindness  of  a 
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friendly  interpreter  employed  in*  a  neighboring  establishment.  He  agreed 
to  counsel  with  the  strikers  and  advise  conservative  and  concerted  action. 
The  trouble  here  ended  as  quickly  and  as  unexpectedly  as  it  began. 

JACKSON  STREET   RAILWAY   MEN. 

About  the  middle  of  June  the  motormen  and  conductors  in  the  city  of 
Jackson  became  dissatisfied  with  their  conditions  and  petitioned  the  Michigan 
United  Railway  Company  for  increased  wages  and  the  closed  shop  principle. 
They  wanted  a  flat  rate  wage  scale  of  22c.  per  hour.  The  company  sub- 
mitted a  proposition  providing  for.the  closed  shop  and  the  following  scale  of 
wages:  First  year  18c.  per  hour.  Second  year  20c.  per  hour.  Third  year, 
and  thereafter,  22c.  per  hour. 

This  arrangement  required  concessions  on  both  sides  but  was  finally  agreed 
to  and  accepted  unanimously  at' a  general  meeting  held  by  the  men.  The 
result  of  this  well  managed  effort  was  to  increase  the  wages  of  the  employes 
about  25c.  per  day. 

BOOKBINDERS. 

Prior  to  June  first  the  Detroit  bookbinders  worked  under  an  agreement 
with  their  employers;  this  agreement,  however,  expired  on  that  date.  Sev- 
eral ineffectual  attempts  to  renew  this  contract  were  made  by  the  en4- 
ployes,  who  were  members  of  the  International  Brotherhood  of  Bookbinders. 
There  were  in  all  about  100  binders  and  they  were  employed  by  the  fol- 
lowing firms: 

The  Rex  B.  Clark  Co.,  Gregory,  Mayer  &  Thom,  Raynor  &  Taylor  Co., 
Richmond  &  Backus  Co.,  Suckert  Loose  Leaf  Ledger  Co.,  Wm.  Windisch 
Co.,  and  Winn  &  Hammond  Co. 

In  Akron,  Ohio,  New  York  city,  Boston  and  Chicago  the  bookbinders 
were  on  strike  for  an  eight  hour  work  day  and  the  Detroit  local  union  finally 
determined  to  strike  for  the  same,  and  so  notified  their  employers  unless  it 
was  conceded  by  the  first  day  of  the  following  October.  The  claim  of  the 
employers  was  that  they  did  not  so  much  object  to  the  eight  hour  day,  but 
owing  to  other  plans  and  existing  contracts  previously  entered  into  by 
them,  they  could  not  agree  to  put  the  eight  hour  day  in  operation  in  their 
shops  till  the  first  of  January,  1909.  One  firm,  the  Suckert  Loose  Leaf 
Ledger  Company,  reorganized  and  took  in  its  striking  binders  as  members 
of  the  firm.  All  the  other  firms  stood  out  until  their  men  returned  as  in- 
dividuals or  their  places  were  filled  with  outsiders. 

The  strike  was  a  peaceable  one  throughout,  and  the  men  were  loathe  to 
terminate  the  friendly  relations  existing  so  long  between  them  and  their 
employers.    The  strike  was  a  decided  loss  to  the  employes. 

JACKSON   MACHINISTS. 

October  14th  about  80  machinists  struck  work  at  the  E.  C.  Clark  Motor 
Works  at  Jackson.  The  men  belonged  to  Central  City  Lodge  No.  95  Inter- 
national Machinists  of  America.  The  original  cause  of  the  trouble  was  the 
discharge  of  three  men,  the  company  claimed  for  cause  aside  from  union 
meml^ership.  The  men  believed  the  discharge  was  the  beginning  of  a  system 
of  weeding  out  union  men,  and  when  a  protest  was  made  all  the  men  were 
laid  off;  the  lay  off  however  was  claimed  by  officers  of  the  company  to  be  due 
to  a  brief  let  up  in  business.  On  a  peace  proposition  being  made  by  the 
State  Court  both  parties  signed  an  agreement  to  abide  by  its  decision  and  on 
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the  11th  of  November  a  decision  was  given  and  the  strike  ended.     Follow- 
ing is  a  copy  of  the  agreement  and  also  of  the  decision: 

Jackson,  Mich.,  Nov.  11,  1907. 

We  the  undersigned  hereby  agree  to  honor  and  abide  by  the  decision  and 
recommendation  of  the  State  Court  of  Mediation  and  Arbitration  in  the 
controversy  now  existing  between  the  E.  C.  Clark  Motor  Company  of  Jack- 
son, Mich.,  and  the  former  employes  of  the  said  company  now  on  strike; 
the  same  being  members  of  Lodge  No.  95  of  I.  A.  M.,  with  the  one  provision 
that  in  future  should  trouble  arise  with  any  one  employe  than  cannot  be  sat- 
isfactorily adjusted  with  him,  the  Clark  Motor  Company  will  meet  a  com- 
mittee taken  from  the  workmen,  whether  union  or  non-union,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  trying  to  adjust  the  difficulty. 

Signed  by  E.  C.  Clark  for  the  Company  and  by  N.  O.  Root,  G.  A.  Stone 
and  F.  W.  Young  for  the  Machinists. 

Jackson,  Mich.,  Nov.  11,  1907. 

A  decision  rendered  by  the  State  Court  of  Mediation  and  Arbitration 
in  reference  to  the  controversy  existing  between  the  E.  C.  Clark  Motor  Com- 
pany of  Jackson,  Mich.,  and  its  employes. 

In  the  matter  of  the  strike  of  the  employes  at  the  E.  C.  Clark  Motor  Works, 
flie  State  Court  of  Mediation  and  Arbitration  being  duly  petitioned  by  said 
company  and  its  employes  to  investigate  the  grievances  between  them,  and 
to  adjust  said  differences  on  an  adjustable  basis  do  hereby  render  the  fol- 
lowing decision  which  by  mutual  consent  shall  be  binding  upon  both  parties. 

1st.  The  strike  or  lockout  shall  be  declared  off  and  all  picketing  or  inter- 
ference in  any  manner  whatsoever  shall  cease  from  this  date.  The  K  C. 
Clark  Motor  Company  shall  contitiue  to  run  as  an  open  shop. 

2d.  The  company  shall  furnish  employment  to  thirty  of  the  men  now  on 
strike  within  thirty  days  from  this  date;  ten  to  be  placed  at  work  within 
one  week,  ten  more  within  two  weeks  and  the  ten  remaining  within  thirty 
days.  Such  of  the  men  remaining  unemployed  after  thirty  days  to  be 
employed  as  opening  occurs,  if  the  company  so  elect,  married  men  to  be 
given  the  preference. 

3d.  That  in  case  of  trouble  arising  with  any  one  employe  that  cannot  be 
satisfactorily  adjusted  with  him,  the  Clark  Motor  Company  will  meet  a  com- 
mittee of  two  taken  from  the  workmen  whether  union  or  non-union,  for  the 
purpose  of  trying  to  adjust  the  difficulty.

CHAPTER  XII. 

STATISTICS    OF    PENAL    AND    REFORMATORY    INSTITUTIONS. 

This  chapter  contains  minute  statistics  of  the  penal  and  reformatory  in- 
stitutions of  the  state,  as  received  from  the  several  wardens  and  superin- 
tendents. The  prison  officials  and  their  salaries,  of  each  institution  is  given 
together  with  the  aggregate  amount  paid  in  salaries.  The  number  of  in- 
mates in  each  institution  December  15,  1907,  is  also  given,  together  as  to 
how  these  inmates  are  employed,  the  average  number  of  hours  constituting 
a  day's  work.  The  statistics  of  contract  work  is  also  shown,  the  class  of 
work  and  the  number  of  inmates  employed  by  each  contractor.  The  in- 
dividual report  of  each  institution  w^ill  be  found  interesting,  while  the  sum- 
mary of  the  whole  gives  the  extent  of  the  state's  prisons  and  reformatories. 
The  department  commends  the  chapter  to  those  who  are  making  a  study  of 
prison  work  and  to  competition  with  free  labor.  Particular  attention  is 
directed  to  the  small  cost  of  clothing  and  feeding  the  inmates,  and  also  to 
the  production  of  the  farms  connected  with  most  of  the  institutions.

The  work  is  all  done  by  convict  labor  and  practically  all  that  it  produces  is  consumed  by 
the  prison,  the  only  products  sold  elsewhere  during  the  past  year  being  small  Quantities 
of  roots  and  vegetables,  amounting  in  all  to  $63.13.  The  supplies  purchased  for  the 
year  were  all  of  Michigan  production. 

The  average  daily  cost  of  maintaining  convicts  is  10.6  cents.

CONTRACT   WORK. 

In  this  department  of  work  there  was  an  average  of  about  400  convicts  employed  in 
the  manufacture  of  reed  furniture  at  an  average  daily  pay  of  50  cents.  The  woric  was  all 
performed  for  the  Ypsilanti  Reed  Furniture  Co.,  and  for  the  year  the  average  working 
day  was  9  hours  and  ten  minutes.  No  inmates  were  engaged  in  making  goods  on  state 
account.

PRISON  FARM. 


There  are  190.8  acres  in  the  prison  farm,  which  is  operated  exclusivelv  by  inmates  of 
the  institution.  In  excess  of  the  prison  consumption,  the  products  sold  from  the  farm 
during  the  year,  consisting  of  vegetables  and  hogs,  amounted  to  $1,219.53.  About  80  per 
cent  of  the  supplies  purchased  were  of  Michigan  production. 

The  net  cost  to  the  state  for  maintaining  convicts  was  10  cents  each  per  day. 
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LETTER  FROM  WARDEN  FULLER. 

Michigan  Reformatory,  Ionia,  Mich.,  Dec.  30,  1907. 

Hon.  Malcolm  J.  McLeod^  Commissioner,  Lansing,  Mich,: 

Dear  Sir. — Pursuant  to  your  request  I  hand  you  herewith  statistics  of  this 
Reformatory  for  the  year  ending  December  15,  1907. 

In  accordance  with  the  courteous  invitation  of  Hon.  Geo.  W.  Duncan, 
representing  your  department,  I  submit  a  few  further  facts  relating  to  this 
institution  as  an  industrial  factor  of  Michigan. 

The  reed  chair  factory  conducted  in  this  institution  is  the  only  industrial 
work  for  which  the  state  receives  any  considerable  income.  It  pays  the 
state  about  $5,000  per  month  and  during  the  past  year  it  also  paid  the  pris- 
oners $10,381  for  overtask  work.*  A  great  part  of  this  money  has  been  sent 
home  to  the  families  of  the  prisoners  and  it  has  been  a  material  factor  in  re- 
lieving distress  at  home.  In  addition  it  is  a  potent  factor  for  reformation, 
as  it  teaches  habits  of  thrift  in  the  prisoners  and  stimulates  them  to  better 
efforts.  Many  a  prisoner  has  exhibited  a  roll  of  bills  when  he  left  the  insti- 
tution with  a  proud  remark,  "That  is  more  money  than  I  ever  had  before  in 
my  life." 

This  industry'  competes  with  but  one  free  factory  in  Michigan,  and  that 
one  makes  reed  goods  only  as  a  side  line,  employing  only  a  few  men  on  reed 
work. 

The  reed  chair  contract  has  helped  the  taxpayers  by  making  Michigan 
Reformatory  more  nearly  self-sustaining  than  any  other  reformatory  in 
America.  The  cost  of  maintenance  is  less  than  one-tenth  the  average  cost 
to  the  people  of  the  reformatories  of  New  York,  Pennsylvania  and  Massa- 
chusetts, where  dress  parade  with  wooden  guns  has  succeeded  productive 
toil.  Its  cost  is  less  than  one-fifth  of  the  average  cost  of  the  penitentiaries 
of  those  states  w^hose  industrial  policy  is  dictated  by  ward  politicians  of  the 
big  cities. 

The  Detroit  House  of  Correction  is  one  of  the  successful  industrial  prisons 
of  the  country',  and  turns  a  yearly  balance  into  the  city  treasury.  If  Mich- 
igan Reformatory  had  received  the  same  pay  for  board  of  prisoners  as  is 
allowed  the  Detroit  institution  it  would  have  turned  a  handsome  balance 
into  the  state  treasurv  last  vear. 

If  this  institution  competes  in  some  small  degree  with  free  labor  it  returns 
to  free  labor  one  hundred  fold  more  than  it  takes.  Last  year  the  Reforma- 
tory paid  to  free  labor  $35,000  and  for  the  products  of  free  labor  over  $40,000. 
The  reed  chair  contract  paid  to  free  labor  $67,000  and  for  material  pro- 
duced from  labor  $1 56,000.  The  contractors  also  conduct  a  factory  in 
Ionia  which  would  not  exist  but  for  the  prison  factory.  That  has  an  esti- 
mated pay  roll  for  the  coming  year  of  $50,000  and  will  distribute  for  material 
$175,000,  produced  by  free  labor  and  mostly  in  Michigan. 

My  conclusion  is  that  the  industrial  system  of  Michigan  Reformatory  is 
much  better  for  the  prisoners  and  much  better  for  the  whole  people  than 
the  eastern  system  which  cultivates  idleness  and  leads  to  extravagance. 
During  the  last  fiscal  year  this  institution  drew  from  the  state  treasury  for 
all  purposes  only  $18,000,  the  lowest  record  since  the  institution  was  built, 
and  no  needed  improvement  or  repair  has  been  neglected.     Our  well  lighted 
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and  well  ventilated  workshops,  with  their  freedom  from  dust,  and  the  general 
healthful  surroundings  have  been  frequently  noted  by  visitors  from  other 
states  and  by  inspectors  from  the  Labor  Bureau. 

Our  well  attended  night  school,  good  librarj',  good  magazines,  news- 
papers and  religious  instruction  stimulate  the  brain,  and  nine  hours  of  good 
lively  work  each  day  keeps  the  sluggish  prison  blood  in  circulation  without 
the  aid  of  wooden  guns  and  gymnasiums.  The  average  prisoner  is  "bom 
tired"  and  honest  toil  is  the  royal  road  to  reformation.

PRISON   FARM. 

The  prison  farm  consists  of  152  acres  and  none  but  convict  labor  is  employed  in  its 
operation.  The  products  are  consumed  by  the  institution  almost  entirely,  the  only  ex- 
ception during  the  past  year  being  the  sale  of  suckling  pigs  to  the  value  of  $270.00. 

In  purchasing  supplies  for  the  prisons,  preference  is  always  given  to  Michigan  firms  and 
Michigan  products. 

It  cost  the  state  14.5  cents  per  day  net,  for  feeding  and  clothing  each  convict.

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STATE  ASYLUM.— IONIA. 


The  State  Asylum  is  an  institution  provided  for  insane  criminals.  It  was  first  estab- 
lished in  connection  with  the  State  Reformatory  at  Ionia,  but  is  now  separate  and  apart 
from  that  institution.  It  is  located  on  the  south  side  of  Grand  river,  where  appropriate 
and  commodious  buildings  have  been  erected,  and  where  is  maintained  one  oi  the  most 
important  of  the  8tate*s  prisons.  The  care  of  the  inmates  is  entirely  different  from  those 
in  other  prisons.  It  is  estimated  that  93  per  cent  are  incurable,  and  all  require  the  con- 
stant and  careful  vigilance  of  the  officials.  The  tendencies  of  some  of  the  inmates  are 
most  dangerous,  requiring  that  the  utmost  care  be  exercised  in  guarding  these  unfortunate 
people.

REMARKS. 


About  30  per  cent  of  the  inmates  are  able  to  perform  more  or  less  manual  labor,  and 
render  quite  efficient  service  on  the  farm,  in  the < dairy,  laundry,  sewing-room,  bakery. 
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kitchen,  dining-room  and  wards.  In  addition  to  ihe  state  appropriation,  the  counties, 
interest  funds,  and  sales  from  farm  contributed  to  the  maintenance  of  the  institution. 
The  average  annual  income  from  counties  is  $3,500.00;  from  interest  funds,  $300.00,  and 
from  farm,  $450.00.  The  charges  for  maintaining  patients  is  48  cents  per  day.  About 
86  per  cent  of  the  supplies  for  the  asylum  is  purchased  in  Michigan,  but  just  what  pro- 
portion of  these  supplies  is  of  Michigan  i)roduction  it  is  not  possiole  to  determine. 
The  daily  cost  per  capita  for  maintaining  the  inmates  is  45.18  cents.

THE  FARM. 


The  farm  consists  of  290  acres  and  is  kept  in  a  high  state  of  cultivation.  During  certain 
months  but  few  of  the  boys  are  thus  employed,  but  in  busy  season  as  many  as  can  be 
spared  from  other  dei>artments,  under  competent  overseers,  share  in  caring  and  per- 
forming the  varied  agricultural  pursuits  it  affoids.  The  aggregate  value  of  the  products 
for  the  year  past  was  approximately  $8,000,  nearly  all  of  which  (except  the  sugar  beets) 
was  consumed  by  the  school. 


OTHER  EMPLOYMENT. 


Next  to  the  farm  the  printing  office  and  tailor  shops  engage  the  largest  percentage  of 
inmates,  an  average  of  about  75  reepectivelv  having  employment  in  their  departments, 
while  the  carpenter  shop,  shoe  shop,  paint  shop,  bakery,  laundry,  and  engine  room  take 
precedence  in  this  particular  in  the  order  named  and  each  affords  an  excellent  opportunity 
for  expert  training.  Aside  from  these,  which  may  more  appropriately  be  classea  as  trades, 
there  are  house  duties,  such  as  kitchen,  dining  room,  mending  room,  dormitory »  office, 
hospital,  etc.,  which  the  necessary  number  of  bojrs  are  called  upon  to  perform.  The  daily 
program  for  inmates  prescribes  4)  hours  in  school,  4}  hours  at  work,  and  5  hours  at  play. 
Each  boy  is  thoroughly  disciplined  and  made  to  feel  that  he  is  a  part  of  the  institution 
and  responsible  for  his  share  in  its  good  name.  The  official  corps  does  not  include  a  chap- 
lain, but  a  minister  from  one  of  the  city  churches  conducts  services  each  Sunday,  for  which 
a  fee  of  $4.00  is  provided. 

The  average  daily  cost  for  maintaining  the  inmates  is  34.9  cents. 

The  Industrial  School  has  been  incluckd  among  Michigan's  reformatory  institutions  for 
one-half  a  century,  and  had  its  inception  among  such  philanthropic  minds  as  that  of  Gov- 
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emor  Kinsley  S.  Bingham,  who  in  his  inaugural  message  to  the  legislature  of  1855  elo- 
quently and  forcibly  recommended  the  establishment  of  such  an  institution  where  the 
reformation  and  correction  of  juvenile  offenders  by  a  milder  course  of  treatment,  and  from 
the  contaminating  influence  of  regular  prison  environment,  might  be  carried  out.  The 
hundreds  of  boys  that  have  since  gone  from  its  doors  in  to  the  state  and  nation  as  exem- 
plary and  self  supporting  citizens  afford  the  best  possible  evidence  of  the  good  being  ao- 
com{>lished.  The  numerous  visitors  of  the  institution  from  all  parts  of  the  state  are 
unanimous  in  praises  of  the  system  of  training  it  employs  and  without  exception  express 
themselves  as  satisfied  with  tne  money  expended  for  its  maintainance.

HOME   FARM. 

There  are  113  acres  in  the  Home  farm  and  the  aggregate  value  of  its  products  in  1906 
was  $6,574.37.  Such  work  in  connection  with  its  operation,  as  the  care  of  plants,  gathering 
vegetables  and  various  other  details  that  ^Is  are  competent  to  perform  is  assigned  to  the 
inmates.    All  the  products  are  consumed  m  the  School. 

It  is  estimated  that  99  per  cent  of  the  supplies  for  the  institution  is  of  Michigan  pro- 
duction. 

An  attendance  of  4  hours  a  day  is  required  in  school  of  letters,  and  2}  to  3  hours  daily 
are  devoted  to  play,  with  the  addition  of  Saturday  afternoon.  The  hours  for  recreation 
are  increased  during  the  summer  months. 

The  inmates  are  instructed  and  required  to  take  part  in  domestic  work  of  every  kind,  in- 
cluding washing,  ironing,  sewing,  mending,  sweepmg,  dusting,  making  of  beds,  cleaning 
floors,  cooking,  setting  tables  and  making  bread,  all  of  which  is  done  in  the  cottages.  Be- 
sides, there  are  32  in  cooking  school;  45  in  sewing  school  and  the  various  cottages  have 
art  needle  work,  embroidery,  d^a^^^l  work,  lace  work,  etc.  The  numbers  so  engaged  vary 
from  time  to  time  according  to  existing  circumstances  and  conditions. 

REMARKS  BY  MRS.  SICKELS. 

Girls  who  enter  the  Home  are  taught  everything  that  a  wdfe  or  mother  should  know 
piertainin^  to  housework,  cooking,  plain  and  fancy  sewing  and  art  needlew^ork.  A  scien- 
tific cookmg  school,  or  class  in  domestic  science,  is  taught  by  an  experienced  graduate  of 
some  training  school.    A  sewing  school  is  also  maintained,  where  plain  dressmaking  is 
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done.  Girls  who  exhibit  an  aptitude  and  taste  for  this  kind  of  work  are  duty  promoted 
to  the  custom  dressmaking  depEulment  to  finish  the  trade,  where  upon  graduation  they  are 
provided  with  a  drafting  machine  and  other  articles  constituting  a  working  outfit.  Sev- 
eral of  our  girls  are  engaged  in  the  business  of  dressmaking  throughout  the  state;  others 
hold  positions  as  fitters  in  department  stores  where  suits  for  ladies  are  kept. 

The  girls  are  taught  to  cook  and  care  for  the  sick,  and  many  of  them,  securing  thorough 
initial  training  here,  eventually  become  trained  nurses.  Former  inmates  of  this  institu- 
tion are  now  professional  nurses  in  Los  Angeles,  Cleveland,  Toledo,  Detroit,  Jackson  and 
many  other  cities  and  towns. 

Seventy-five  per  cent  of  all  the  girls  who  have  gone  out  from  the  School  are  self  support- 
ing, honc»t  women,  many  of  whom  are  married  and  living  quiet,  happy,  virtuous  lives. 
These  include  numbers  who  were,  as  charges,  considered  depraved,  immoral,  low  and 
even  vicious. 

The  good  work  accomplished  by  this  institution  for  humanity,  and  being  pursued  with 
increasing  diligence  and  growing  efficiency,  is  an  ever  present  and  conspicuous  object  for 
state  pride.

REMARKS. 

By  reference  to  the  foregoing  it  will  be  seen  that  on  December  15,  1907, 
there  were  incarcerated  in  the  five  prisons  (including  the  Detroit  House  of 
Correction)  2,326  convicts,  and  an  aggregate  of  1,046  inmates  in  the  two 
industrial  schools,  making  a  total  of  3,372  persons  of  both  sexes  confined 
in  the  several  penal  and  reformatory  institutions  of  the  state.  This  is  a 
slight  decrease  from  the  number  reported  the  previous  year.  While  a  liberal 
policy  is  practiced,  the  strictest  economy  maintains  in  the  management  of 
these  charges,  and  investigation  will  show  that  the  cost  to  the  state  for 
feeding  and  clothing  the  inmates  compares  most  favorably  with  that  simi- 
lariy  expended  by  other  states,  reflecting  great  credit  upon  those  in  admin- 
istrative authority. 
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CHAPTER  XIII.  

MISCELLANEOUS  INDUSTRIES  IN  MICHIGAN. 

The  statistics  contained  in  this  chapter  are  taken  from  the  reports  of  the 
United  States  Census  Bureau.  The  information  is  important  as  giving  com- 
parisons from  different  periods  of  the  several  industries  enumerated.  It  is 
probable  that-  the  Bureau  never  compiled  more  interesting  statistics  in  so 
small  a  space.  The  decline  in  the  timber  products  of  the  State  is  most  ap- 
parent, but  the  rapid  increase  in  the  product  of  other  industries  is  not  less 
noticeable.  Even  with  the  decline  mentioned  it  will  be  seen  that  the  value 
of  the  products  of  logging  and  timber  camps  in  Michigan  in  1905  aggregates 
over  $70,000,000.  The  several  industries  enumerated  are  in  consecutive 
order  as  follows: 

.    Agricultural  implements,  Steam  and-  street  railway  cars, 

Iron  and  steel  snipbuilding,  Tobacco  and  its  products, 

Printing  and  publishing,  Salt — equipment  of  plants,

Copper,  smelting,  etc.,  Logging  and  timber  camps.

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CHAPTER  XIV. 

STATISTICS  OF  BEET  SUGAR  AND  PORTLAND  CEMENT. 

BEET   SUGAR. 

That  the  sugar  beet  is  now  securely  ensconced  among  the  most  important 
of  Michigan's  staple  agricultural  products  is  now  freely  admitted  even  by 
those  most  pronouncedly  skeptical  of  the  enterprise  during  the  first  incep- 
tion of  the  movement  to  introduce  and  encourage  its  general  cultivation  in 
Michigan,  and  that  the  faith  of  those  who  foresaw  great  possibilities  for  the 
sacharine  root  as  the  basis  of  a  new  and  resourceful  industrial  pursuit  was 
well  founded,  has  been  more  than  verified  in  the  splendid  development  of 
the  industry  within  a  few  brief  years. 

The  first  factory  installed  in  Michigan  for  the  manufacture  of  sugar  began 
operation  in  1899,  and  the  growth  continued  up  to  the  year  1906,  there  being^ 
a  total  of  21  factories  built  in  various  locations  in  the  state.  During  this 
construction  period  five  of  these  factories,  after  more  or  less  extended  ef- 
forts to  remain  in  fields,  some  of  which  were  injudiciously  chosen,  suspended 
operation  and  were  dismantled,  each  being  removed  to  points  outside  the 
state,  leaving  16  plants  that  have  since  conducted  active  and  successful  cam- 
paigns. True  to  precedence  in  the  pioneer  stage  of  every  department  of 
human  activity,  it  was  a  question  of  the  survival  of  the  fittest,  and  the  fail- 
ures are  merely  to  be  recounted  among  the  more  expensive  details  always 
incident  to  experimental  endeavor. 

To  the  parent  enterprises,  in  several  instances,  have  been  added  equip- 
mient  for  the  utilization  of  the  factory  by-products,  to  the  end  that  much  of 
the  waste  in  the  original  process  has  been  turned  to  profit  producing  com- 
mercial uses. 

Having  passed  safely  through  the  turbulencies  of  the  trial  period,  the  Mich- 
igan beet  sugar  industry  seems  finally  to  have  reached  a  secure  and  depend- 
able footing,  and  its  further  progress  and  expansion,  which  apparently  is 
inevitable,  will  be  along  safe  and  sane  lines,  dictated  by  a  policy  of  con- 
servatism naturally  resulting  from  a  thorough  knowledge  of  its  every  phase, 
which  those  who  have  had  part  in  its  propagation  and  promotion  have 
gained  in  the  school  of  actual  experience. 

The  canvass  made  of  the  industr>'^  from  year  to  year  by  this  department 
has  always  proved  fruitful  in  interesting  information,  replete  with  agreeable 
surprises  to  those  not  cognizant  of  its  real  importance,  industrially,  com- 
mercially and  from  an  agricultural  standpoint. 

While  not  extensively  elaborated  in  some  particulars  as  was  the  last  pre- 
ceding report,  the  statistics  which  follow  and  the  deductions  therefrom  will 
be  found  of  usual  interest  and  profit  to  those  interested  in  the  material 
prosperity  of  the  state.

REMARKS. 

Sixteen  factories  were  engaged  in  the  campaign  of  1906-7,  the  same  as  in 
the  year  preceding. 

The  canvass  shows  that,  notwithstanding  the  sugar  beet  crop  of  1907,  in 
point  of  land  area,  exceeded  that  of  1906  by  3,069  acres,  there  was  a  shortage 
of  57,693  tons  in  the  quantity  of  beets  harvested.  This  shortage  is  attrib- 
utable chiefly  to  the  exceedingly  dry  weather  that  prevailed  almost  uni- 
versally throughout  the  season,  not  only  seriously  affecting  the  "stand," 
but  preventing  the  growth  of  roots.  The  falling  off  in  this  particular,  how- 
ever, was,  in  a  measure,  compensated  for  in  the  increase  of  sugar  percentage, 
which  averaged  seven-tenths  per  cent  greater  than  that  of  1906,  the  re- 
spective tests  being  14.2  and  14.9  per  cent.  The  amoimt  of  sugar  produced 
in  1907  was  165,074,900  as  against  173,828,458,  making  an  aggregate  short- 
age of  8,753,630  pounds.  Notwithstanding  the  extent  of  the  discrepancy, 
the  actual  realization,  regardless  of  adverse  conditions,  stand  out  favorably 
in  comparison  with  other  crop  results  of  the  state  for  the  same  period. 

By  a  study  of  the  foregoing  statistics,  the  average  person  cannot  fail  to  be 
impressed  with  the  magnitude  of  Michigan's  sugar  production,  and  the  possi* 
bilities  of  this  comparatively  infant  industry,  vouchsafed  and  imhampered 
progress,  are  scarcely  to  be  estimated. 
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The  average  number  of  years  of  operation,  covering  the  existence  of  the 
sixteen  factories  now  actively  maintained,  is  but  5.3  years.  In  these  factories 
during  the  last  campaign  there  were  employed  1,495  skilled  and  2,306  com- 
mon laborers,  making  a  total  of  3,801  men,  to  whom  was  paid  an  average  of 
$2.2S  per  day  for  an  average  ran  of  82  daysman  aggregate  daily  pay  roll  of 
$8,666.28,  or  a  total  of  $710,634.96  for  the  season. 

When  it  is  considered  that  even  these  figures  represent  but  a  small  per- 
centage of  the  labor  which  the  industry  employs  in  all  its  various  depart- 
ments from  field  to  factory,  some  idea  will  be  gained  of  the  splendid  contri- 
bution to  our  agricultural  and  industrial  activities  its  establishment  insured. 

Figured  at  the  prevailing  flat  rate  of  $5.00  per  ton,  the  Michigan  sugar  beet 
crop  of  1907  amounted  to  $3,619,000.  A  considerable  portion  of  the  crop, 
however,  was  contracted  for  on  the  percentage  basis,  and,  owing  to  the 
favorable  test,  the  foregoing  figures  would  be  materially  increased  in  an 
accurate  statement  of  value. 

The  concensus  of  opinion  on  the  part  of  factory  managers  and  operators 
is  that  with  a  favorable  and  mutually  satisfactory  solution  of  some  of  the 
differences  at  present  existing  between  growers  and  manufacturers,  to- 
gether with  assurances  that  infringements  on  the  part  of  other  sugar  pro- 
ducing countries,  wherein  cheap  labor  obtains,  will  not  be  permitted,  the 
industry  will  present  a  satisfactory  and  most  hopeful  aspect.

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PORTLAND  CEMENT. 

Another  canvass  of  the  Portland  cement  industry  in  Michigan  shows  it 
still  in  the  ascendancy,  and  faith  in  an  unabated  future  growth  and  pros- 
perity was  expressed  by  factory  managers  generally. 

Li  the  i^umming  up  of  nature's  richest  bequeaths  to  the  mineral  wealth  of 
our  state,  the  practically  inexhaustible  marl  and  limestone  deposits,  so  gen- 
erally and  generously  distributed,  form  an  exceedingly  important  factor. 
From  these  virgin  sources,  found  among  the  hitherto  barren  waste  places, 
scarcely  more  than  a  decade  ago,  the  cement  industry  came  into  actual 
existence  here,  and,  keeping  pace  with  an  ever  increasing  demand,  has 
achieved  industrial  and  commercial  proportions  most  gratifying  to  contem- 
plate.

REMARKS  BY  FACTORY  MANAGERS. 

Alpena  Portland  Cement  Co. — "Operations  were  suspended  at  the  plant  for  three 
months  owing  to  fire." 

The  Chanutb  Clay  and  Product  Co. — "The  future  outlook  for  business  is  good,  in- 
deed, we  are  so  favorably  impressed  with  the  prospect  that  we  are  building  a  new  plant  at 
Chanute,  Kansas,  to  have  a  daily  capacity  of  5,000  barrels." 

Wolverine  Portland  Cement  Co. — "The  entire  output  of  our  two  factories  is  handled 
on  a  commission  basis  through  a  general  sales  aj^ent  located  in  Chicago,  by  whom  the 
salaries  and  expenses  of  the  traveling  men  are  paid." 

Aetna  Portland  Coment  Co. — "Find  it  necessary  to  dispose  of  all  of  our  product  in 
home  territory.  More  distant  markets,  in  view  of  close  competition,  are  rendered  inat- 
tractive  by  high  rates  of  freight." 

Great  Northern  Portland  Cement  Co. — "Being  involved  in  litigation  through 
which  a  receiver  was  appointed  by  U.  S.  Court,  plant  was  operated  but  about  107  days 
during  1907,  from  March  14  to  July  12th." 

Newaygo  Portland  Cement  Co. — "Erected  a  new  60,000  barrel  warehouse  and  a  75- 
foot  waste  flume  during  past  year." 
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GENERAL  COMMENT. 

The  fifteen  plants  included  in  this  canvass  are  all  in  actual  operation,  with 
the  single  exception  of  that  of  the  Great  Northern  Portland  Cement  Co.,  at 
Marlborough,  which  suspended  activities  July  12th  last  after  a  run  of  about 
four  months  of  the  year  under  the  supervision  of  a  receiver.  The  property 
is  involved  in  litigation  and  its  sale  under  foreclosure  proceedings  is  set  for 
March  3,  190S.    The  plants  at  Chelsea  and  Manchester  still  remain  idle. 

The  aggregate  cost  of  the  plants  in  operation  is  $8,320,000,  an  average  of 
$640,000  each.  To  keep  these  in  repair  it  costs  annually  a  total  of  $379,807, 
or  an  average  of  $27,129  each.  The  average  producing  capacity  is  1,278 
barrels  of  cement  each.  The  aggregate  number  of  barrels  made  in  1906  was 
3,747,529,  and  in  1907,  3,644,473.  The  decrease  in  output  for  the  latter  year 
being  entirely  accounted  for  in  the  two  temporary  shutdowns  before  men- 
tioned. 

As  to  the  future  of  the  industry,  twelve  of  the  manufacturers  made  re- 
sponse*, all  concurring  in  the  opinion  that  the  demand  for  the  product  will 
increase  and  that  the  output  will  be  correspondingly  increased.  These  were 
also  of  the  opinion  that  the  cost  of  manufacture  would  decrease,  while  but 
one  answered  in  the  negative  of  this  view,  and  three  made  no  reply. 

The  factory  pay  rolls,  exclusive  of  office  help  and  salesmen,  aggregated 
1,862  men,  classified  as  skilled  and  common  laborers,  the  former  receiving 
an  average  of  $2.84  per  day,  and  the  latter  $1.85,  making  a  general  average 
of  $2.17  per  day  each. 

Eleven  of  the  plants  employ  a  total  of  16  traveling  salesmen  at  an  average 
annual  salary  of  $1,463.63  each. 

For  the  year  1907  the  fifteen  factories,  collectively,  paid  out  the  splendid 
sum  of  $1,365,960  for  labor. 

The  new  cement  plant  at  Alpena  will  be  the  largest  in  the  state  and  will 
have  a  capacity  of  between  2,500  and  3,000  barrels  a  day.  It  has  been  in- 
corporated as  the  Huron  Portland  Cement  Company,  being  situated  upon 
the  shores  of  Lake  Huron  about  one  mile  from  the  city.  The  grounds  sur- 
rounding the  plant  comprise  120  acres,  the  buildings  alone  covering  about 
four  acres.  Work  was  begun  May  1, 1907,  and  it  is  expected  that  operations 
will  begin  not  later  than  June  1 ,  1908.  The  buildings  and  equipment  through- 
out are  of  the  most  modem  design,  and  several  new  devices  will  be  installed 
not  heretofore  found  in  cement  mills.  The  raw  materials  to  be  used  are 
Alpena  limestone  and  Ohio  clay. 

The  new  plant  was  designed  by  J.  W.  Fredericks,  consulting  engineer  for  the 
Wyandotte  Portland  Cement  Co.,  and  is  the  third  cement  plant  designed  by 
that  gentleman.  An  inspection  of  the  plant  cannot  fail  to  reflect  words  of 
commendation  for  the  skill  and  ingenuity  displayed  in  its  construction. 
The  estimated  cost  of  the  land,  buildings  and  equipment  reaches  nearly 
$2,000,000. 

Harry  J.  Paxton,  of  Detroit,  manager  of  the  Wyandotte  company,  will 
also  have  the  management  of  the  Alpena  enterprise. 

Michigan's  Portland  cement  output  for  the  coming  year  will  be  still  fur- 
ther increased  by  the  reopening  of  the  White  Portland  Cement  Co.'s  plant  at 
Chelsea  this  month.    It  will  be  remembered  that  the  possession  of  tlus  prop- 
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erty  formed  the  basis  of  a  long  legal  controversy  between  W.  J.  White,  the 
chewing  gum  magnate,  and  Homer  Millen,  in  which  the  latter  was  victorious. 

The  plant  at  Manchester  may  also  be  started  during  the  season.    The  pro-- 
posed  plant  at  Farwell,  Isabella  county,  seems  to  be  making  but  little  progress. 

Bids  for  furnishing  450,000,000  barrels  of  Portland  cement  for  use  on  the 
Panama  canal  project  will  be  opened  March  12  and  the  deliveries  will  begin 
December  1  next.  Bids  will  be  received  for  furnishing  the  entire  amount  of 
any  portion  of  it,  or  for  supplying  cement  in  clinker  form,  to  be  ground  at  a 
government  plant  to  be  established  at  the  Isthmus.

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CHAPTER  XV. 

THE  COAL  INDUSTRY. 

The  year  1907  has  been  one  of  encouragement  for  the  coal  industry  in 
Michigan.  The  principal  mines  have  operated  continuously.  There  has 
been  no  serious  labor  difficulties,  and  both  operators  and  miners  have  ex- 
perienced a  degree  of  prosperity  in  pleasing  contrast  to  the  year  previous. 
The  output  of  coal  exceeds  that  of  any  year  since  the  industry  assumed 
prominence  in  the  state.  The  statistics  which  follow  are  not  only  interest- 
ing, but  valuable  for  present  information  and  future  comparisons. 

MICHIGAN    COAL  MINES,   VENTILATION,    ETC. 

The  Michigan  laws  governing  the  ventilation  of  the  mines  provided  for  at 
least  one  hundred  cubic  feet  of  air  to  circulate  per  minute  for  each  person 
employed,  and  three  hundred  feet  for  each  animal  working  in  the  mine,  the 
measurements  of  air  to  be  made  at  any  point  of  the  intake  airways.  This  is 
a  feature  of  the  inspection  which  has  been  carefully  examined  by  the  mine 
inspector. 

BY-PRODUCTS   OP  SOME   MINES. 

It  is  well  known  that  Michigan  ranks  high  as  a  salt  producing  state,  in  the 
Saginaw  district  alone  there  being  over  $600,000  invested,  with  an  annual 
capacity  of  about  2,000,000  barrels.  The  past  year  has  shown  the  largest 
production  since  the  industry  was  established,  thus  placing  Michigan  as  the 
largest  salt  producing  state  in  the  Union. 

In  connection  with  the  Robert  Gage  Coal  Company's  mines,  near  St. 
Charles,  t^o  salt  blocks  are  operated,  one  at  mine  No.  1,  the  other  at  mine 
No.  2.  They  have  a  capacity  of  400  barrels  of  salt  daily.  The  system  used 
in  manufacture  is  by  exhaust  steam  from  their  various  engines  operated  at 
the  mines.  This  has  been  found  satisfactory,  the  salt  produced  being  of  a 
high  grade,  commanding  the  highest  market  price.  Two  cooper  shops  have 
been  established  to  supply  the  barrels  necessary  to  ship  this  product  which 
finds  market  in  all  sections  of  the  country. 

After  a  minute  investigation,  about  four  years  ago,  it  was  found  that  the 
brine  at  these  plants  was  very  rich  in  the  rare  chemical  element  of  bromine 
and  steps  were  at  once  inaugurated  to  recover  this  valuable  product,  hereto- 
fore going  to  waste.  An  efficient  chemist  was  employed  and  as  a  result  of 
his  labors  two  chemical  plants  have  been  established,  one  at  each  salt  block, 
which  are  daily  producing  large  quantities  of  bromine.  Both  the  salt  and 
bromine  industries  are  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Oscar  Deal,  whose  efficiency 
as  a  chemist  insures  a  product  of  the  highest  purity. 

THE  CONSOLIDATED  COAL  COMPANY. 

The  Consolidated  Coal  Company  of  Saginaw  owns  and  operates  twelve 
mines,  nine  being  in  Saginaw  county  and  three  in  Bay  county.    These  mines 
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are  under  the  competent  management  of  Mr.  R.  M.  Randall,  of  Saginaw, 
with  Mr.  Alexander  Liddle  as  underground  superintendent.  They  are  des* 
ignated  as  follows:

A  PERSONAL  CAN^''ASS  OP   COAL  MINERS. 

Late  in  November  the  department  decided  to  make  a  personal  canvass  of 
the  coal  miners  engaged  in  the  different  classes  of  work  in  and  about  the  mines. 
A  special  canvasser  was  employed  to  do  this  work.  In  all  he  interviewed 
2,023  miners.  As  the  canvass  had  to  be  prosecuted  while  the  men  were  at 
work,  most  of  them  in  the  mines,  it  was  far  from  a  pleasant  task.  Many  of 
these  miners  were  loath  to  answer  the  questions  contained  in  the  schedule, 
conceiving  that  it  was  some  scheme  whereby  to  decrease  their  earnings. 
Others  absolutely  refused  to  be  interviewed,  while  others  made  answers 
manifestly  incorrect. 

The  results  from  the  canvass,  as  deducted  from  the  tabulated  schedules, 
is  here  given.  It  shows  the  niunber  canvassed  in  each  class  of  work,  with 
the  average  daily  wages  paid  in  each  class ;  also  the  average  number  of  days 
worked  each  month,  as  given  by  those  interviewed,  the  number  of  days 
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worked  in  the  month  of  October,  1907,  the  gross  earnings  of  that  month, 
the  amount  paid  for  mining  supplies,  and  the  net  earnings.  It  also  shows 
the  nationality  of  the  ones  interviewed,  which  is  a  fair  inference  of  all  miners 
and  the  length  of  time  those  foreign  bom  had  been  in  the  Uliited  States. 
The  social  condition,  as  to  marriage  is  also  given,  together  as  to  the  number 
each  having  families  had  to  support. 

The  results  of  this  canvass  are  interesting  when  taken  with  the  regular  re- 
ports made  monthly  by  the  operators  of  each  coal  mine.  It  shows  less  days 
worked  per  month,  with  about  the  same  average  daily  wages.  From  these 
reports  and  the  canvass  made  it  is  evident  that  the  condition  of  the  coal 
miners  of  Michigan  compare  most  favorable  with  that  of  any  other  state.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  INSPECTOR  STEVENSON. 

Office  of  Coal  Mine  Inspector, 

Bay  City,  Mich.,  December  SI,  1907. 

Hon.  Malcolm  J,  McLeod,  Commissioner  of  Labor,  Lansing,  Mich,: 

Dear  Sir. — At  the  termination  of  another  inspection  year,  I  take  pleasure 
in  presenting  you  my  annual  report,  and  with  it  an  expression  of  personal 
gratification  over  the  work  accomplished  in  the  range  of  my  official  duties, 
for  which  I  am  certain  general  good  will  result. 

ORGANIZED   LABOR. 

That  organized  labor,  properly  and  intelligently  directed,  is  of  mutual 
advantage  to  both  the  employer  and  the  employed  cannot  be  successfully 
gainsaid.  In  view  of  the  conspicuous  e\ddence  of  the  past,  national  leaders 
of  labor  organizations  have  abundant  reasons  for  congratulation  over  the 
achievements  of  the  past  two  years — a  period  unexampled  in  productiveness 
'  and  harmonious  activity  in  the  history  of  coal  mining.  This  statement  is 
made  with  a  personal  knowledge  and  appreciation  of  the  serious  as  well  as 
the  more  pleasant  phases  of  affiliated  mine  workers  since  the  administration 
of  President  John  Synes  up  to  the  present  time,  and  with  the  cherished  hope 
that  this  existing  spirit  of  fairness  may  be  successfully  and  indefinitely 
perpetuated. 

SANITARY   CONDITIONS. 

Much  has  been  said  during  the  past  year  concerning  the  sanitary  con- 
ditions of  the  coal  mines  of  our  state.  Some  of  the  adverse  criticisms  main- 
tain that  in  this  very  important  particular  the  mines  are  not  what  they  should 
be  and  suffer  much  in  comparison  with  those  of  other  states.  With  the 
average  layman,  who  acquires  his  knowledge  purely  through  unofficial 
sources  and  has  taken  no  pains  to  prove  or  disprove  his  impressions  by  actual 
investigation,  these  claims  may  have  gained  more  or  less  credence.  Admit- 
ting that  there  is  still  room  for  improvement,  I  am  convinced  that,  in  respect 
to  sanitation  and,  indeed,  as  a  whole,  the  home  mines  take  high  rank  in 
competition  with  the  most  advanced  of  their  class  to  be  found  anywhere. 
This  estimation  being  based  upon  a  careful  and  painstaking  inspection,  a 
report  of  each  mine  being  herewith  presented,  which  1  trust  will,  at  least  in 
a  measure,  serve  to  counteract  the  mistaken  opinions  so  often  expressed. 
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ENFORCEMBNT  OF  LAWS. 

Our  milling  laws  are  as  strictly  enforced  as  a  practical  knowledge  of  con- 
ditions would  suggest  without  fear  of  defeating  the  ends  for  which  such  enact- 
ments were  made.  In  my  opinion,  a  policy  of  persuasion  and  cautious 
application  will  accomplish  inestimably  more  good  than  could  be  attained 
by  more  aggressive  and  exacting  measures.  The  compulsory  education 
act,  I  am  pleased  to  state,  has  had  a  very  salutory  effect.  In  a  psdnstaking 
investigation  along  this  line,  I  fojmd  but  two  or  three  boys  who  were  under 
the  prescribed  age,  and  not  one  who  could  not  read  or  write. 

THE  WAGE  QUESTION. 

The  question  of  average  wages  has  been  one  much  discussed  by  mine 
workers,  and  no  little  dLssatisfaction  has  been  expressed  among  certain 
classes.  I  find  as  a  rule,  however,  that  the  complaints  come  from  "room" 
or  "day"  men  whose  earnings  alone  as  a  basis  of  computation  would  nat- 
urally fall  short  of  the  general  average  furnished  by  the  operators.  Not  a 
murmur  of  complaint  is  ever  heard  from  the  higher  paid  departments. 

At  the  Miners'  District  Convention,  held  five  years  ago,  it  was  decided  to 
inaugurate  a  system  of  collecting  actual  wage  earnings  with  the  view  of  dis- 
proving the  accuracy  of  the  figures  given  by  the  Bureau  of  Labor.  Accord- 
ingly the  checkmen  and  mine  committee  at  each  mine  were  instructed  to 
procure  the  pay  statements  of  their  mine  every  two  weeks,  and  were  to  be 
obtained  independent  of  any  other  source.  But  contrary  to  the  anticipated 
success  of  the  plan,  out  of  the  twenty-seven  local  unions,  only  five  made  any 
attempt  at  putting  the  scheme  in  practice,  and  these  only  for  a  short  period — 
two  or  three  pay  days  at  most — ^with  the  result  that  the  district  organization 
gave  it  up  in  disgust.  The  cause  of  the  failure  was  that  in  many  instances 
the  miners  refused  to  submit  their  pay  checks  for  record  to  the  delegated 
authorities,  and  a  unanimous  concession  being  obviously  essential  to  the 
success  of  the  undertaking,  it  was  foimd  useless  to  maintain  the  effort. 

ILLUMINATING  OIL. 

The  poor  grade  of  illuminating  oil  furnished  the  miners  during  the  past 
year  has  occasioned  much  dissatisfaction.  I  would  hesitate  to  say  that  the 
miners  were  charged  too  high  prices  for  their  oil  supply,  but  can  assert  with 
assurance  that  its  quality  was  not  much  as  to  recommend  it«  use  at  any 
price.  Had  the  bill  prepared  by  the  Deputy  Commissioner,  R.  H.  Fletcher, 
and  presented  to  the  last  legislature,  establishing  the  grade  of  oil  to  be  used, 
have  passed  it  would  have  proven  a  great  benefit  to  miners  and  mine  superin- 
tendents and,  regardless  of  its  failure,  the  general  agitation  which  the  dis- 
cussion of  the  measure  created,  has  been  instrumental  in  working  out  some- 
thing of  a  reformation.  Several  mine  operators  evidently  recognizing  the 
advisability  of  the  betterment  suggested,  have  already  adopted  a  standard 
of  oil  fully  conforming  with  Mr.  Fletcher's  recommendation. 

ACCIDENTAL  INJURIES  PEW. 

The  accidents  of  the  past  year  have  in  neariy  every  instance  been  due  to 
inattention  on  the  part  of  those  injured.  Considering  the  large  army  of  men 
employed  in  and  about  the  mines,  the  amount  of  coal  product,  and  the 
hazards  incident  to  the  mechanical  system  employed  in  its  handling,  acci- 
dents of  every  nature  are  comparatively  few.    The  vigilance  atid  pains 
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taken  by  the  mine  superintendent  in  providing  every  possible  protection  to 
human  life  and  limb  cannot  be  too  highly  commended. 

INDUSTRY  INCREASING. 

Four  new  shafts  have  been  simk  during  the  past  year  as  follows:  One  by 
the  Bliss  Coal  Company,  at  Swan  Creek,  in  Saginaw  coimty;  the  Caledonia 
Coal  Company's  No.  2,  at  Saginaw;  Handy  Brothers,  of  Bay  City,  near 
Akron,  Tuscola  county;  the  Union  Coal  Company,  near  Corunna,  Shiawassee 
county.  Conforming  with  the  requirements  of  the  law,  three  escapement 
shafts  have  been  installed,  viz. :  One  at  the  Peake  Mine,  near  Corunna,  one 
at  the  Union  Coal  Company's  Corunna  mine,  and  one  at  the  Sandstone 
Mine,  in  Jackson  county.  In  addition  to  these,  both  the  Bliss  and  Caledonia 
Coal  Companies,  of  Saginaw  county,  are  at  present  engaged  in  making 
similar  improvements  at  their  respective  mines. 

Three  mines  have  been  abandoned  during  the  year,  viz. :  The  Whittier,  in 
Huron  county,  the  Cass  River,  in  Saginaw  county,  and  the  Pittsburg,  in 
Bay  coimty. 

SYSTEMS  OP  VENTILATION  EMPLOYED. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Caledonia  and  Consumers,  the  mines  of  Saginaw 
and  Bay  counties  all  employ  the  fan  method  of  ventilation.  In  the  two  ex- 
ceptions noted,  steam  jets  at  the  pit  bottom  constitute  the  active  principle 
of  the  system  in  use.  In  the  Shiawassee  and  Jackson  county  mines  the  ex- 
haust from  the  steam  pumps  is  utilized,  while  the  Grand  Ledge  mines,  in 
Eaton  county,  have  what  is  termed  natural  ventilation,  so  called  because 
produced  by  the  natural  heat  of  the  mines. 

The  various  meth9ds  by  which  ventilation  can  be  produced  have  been 
very  clearly  explained  by  Prof.  Merivale,  a  recognized  authority  on  the  sub- 
ject, and  are  defined  by  him  as  follows: 

(a)  Reducing  the  density  of  air  in  the  upcast  shaft  (depressive  exhaust- 
ing or  negative  ventilation)  by  means  of, 

1.  The  natural  heat  of  the  mine. 

2.  Furnaces. 

3.  Exhaust  fans. 

4.  Varying  capacity  machines. 

(b)  Increasing  the  density  of  the  air  in  the  downcast  shaft  (compressive 
blowing  or  positive  ventilation)  by  means  of. 

1.  Air  pumps. 

2.  Water-falls. 

3.  Blowing  fans. 

4.  Varying  machines. 

(a)    The  depressive  system  of  ventilation  is  the  one  most  generally  in  use, 

OUTLOOK  ENCOURAGING. 

From  the  present  outlook  the  year  1908  has  a  very  encouraging  prospect 
for  the  coal  industry  in  Michigan.  Lucrative  employment  is  afforded  all 
who  desire  to  follow  the  miner's  vocation  and  the  ever  increasing  demand  for 
Michigan  coal  bespeaks  an  era  of  unprecedented  activity  for  all  our  pro- 
ducing plants.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  at  this  season  of  the  year  it  is  im- 
possible to  produce  anything  like  the  amoimt  of  coal  that  the  market  de- 
mands. Were  the  output  one-third  greater  than  it  is  during  the  winter 
months,  there  would  still  be  no  fear  of  over  production;  labor  could  not 
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possibly  be  detrimentally  effected  and  the  result  would  greatly  enhance  the 
wealth  of  the  coal  producing  counties. 

NEW  WAGE  SCALE  IN  MARCH. 

During  the  coming  March  the  operators  and  miners  will  again  meet  in  con- 
vention to  formulate  a  new  scfifle  of  wages,  etc.  What  the  outcome  will  be 
cannot  now  be  foretold,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  all  differences  will  be 
amicably  settled  and  that  the  ensuing  year  will  be  as  peaceful  and  even 
more  prosperous  than  the  one  just  closed. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  to  you  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  kindness 
extended;  to  your  ofBce  staff  for  the  assistance  rendered,  as  well  as  to  the 
mine  owners,  manager  and  workers  generally,  for  the  courtesies  accorded 
me  during  the  past  year.

SAGINAW  COUNTY  MINES. 

The  Uncle  Henrt  Mine,  John  Snowball,  superintendent,  is  one  of  the  Consolidated 
Company's  smallefit  mines,  emplojring  thirty-four  men,  exclusive  of  day  men.  The  coal 
is  handled  to  the  bottom  of  the  pit  by  mules,  eight  of  these  animals  being  thus  employed. 
Here  the  mining  laws  are  strictly  obeyed,  with  the  result  that  no  serious  accidents  have 
occurred  during  the  past  year.  The  ventilation  is  good.  At  the  inspection,  December 
10th,  the  fan  was  blowing  14,850  cubic  feet  of  air  per  minute  into  the  mine.  In  the  first 
and  second  main  north  entries  there  were  twenty-seven  miners  at  work,  and  in  the  last 
break-through  there  was  5,605  feet  of  air  circulating.  There  were  seven  men  working  in 
the  fiist  east  entry  of  the  second  north,  and  in  the  last  break-through  there  was  a  circu- 
lation of  4,965  feet  of  air. 

The  Standard  Mine,  William  Carmichael,  superintendent.  Inspected  this  mine  No- 
vember 2d;  amount  of  six  at  inlet  was  15,125  feet  per  minute;  amount  of  air  passing  through 
the  last  break-through  in  the  fourth  and  fifth  west  entries  was  3,500  feet;  number  of  men 
employed  in  these  entries,  ten;  amount  of  air  going  through  the  last  break-through  in  tenth 
and  eleventh  west  entries,  2,400  feet;  and  twelve  men  employed  at  this  point;  amount  of 
air  in  the  third  and  fourth  east  entries  in  the  last  break-through,  where  four  miners  were 
employed,  was  800  feet.  The  total  number  of  men  employed  m  and  about  the  mine  was 
thirty-eight.    The  coal  is  hauled  to  the  pit  bottom  by  use  of  six  mules. 

The  Shiawassee  Mine,  Charles  McKinney,  superintendent.  The  la«Jt  inspection  of 
this  mine  was  made  December  6th.  Total  amount  of  air  per  minute  going  into  the  mine 
25,300  cubic  feet.  Of  this  amoimt,  18,800  cubic  feet  were  going  south  and  6,500  feet 
north.  In  the  first  and  second  west  of  the  main  north  entry  there  was  2,550  feet  pf  air 
per  minute  circulating,  w^ith  twenty-three  men  employed.  In  the  first  and  second  north 
of  the  second,  west  of  the  main  north  entry,  there  were  five  men  employed,  and  in  the  last 
two  break-throughs  the  circulation  was  found  to  be  1,150  feet' per  minute.  In  the  first 
and  second  west  of  main  south  entry  twenty-three  miners  were  working,  and  in  the  last 
two  break-throughs  the  circulation  was  3,500  feet.  In  the  third  and  fourth  west  of  main 
south  entry  there  were  twenty-two  miners,  and  in  the  last  two  break-throughs  there  was 
7,200  feet.  In  the  fifth  and  sixth  west  entries  of  main  south,  twenty  men  were  employed, 
and  in  the  last  two  break-throughs  3,650  feet.  In  the  seventh  and  eighth  west  of  the  .sec- 
ond south  of  the  fourth  west  of  the  main  south,  two  miners  had  1,260  feet  of  air.  In  the 
first  and  second  south  of  the  third  west  of  the  main  entries  four  men  were  working  with 
1,200  feet  of  air,  going  through  the  last  two  break-throughs.  In  the  seventh  and  eighth 
east  of  the  first  south  of  the  third  main  entnr  ten  miners  were  employed  and  4,500  feet  of 
air  \ka»  circulating.  In  the  thirteenth  and  fourteenth  west  of  mam  south  entries,  sixteen 
men  were  employed  with  2,350  feet  of  air  circulating.  In  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth  west 
of  main  south  (new  work)  eight  men  were  employed.-  Twelve  men  were  employed  in  the 
main  south  entries  and  had  a  circulation  of  6,480  feet  of  air.  In  the  tliirteenth  and  four- 
teenth east  of  main  south  thirteen  men  were  working,  and  in  the  last  two  break-throughs 
1,650  feet  of  air  was  circulating.  In  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  east  of  main  south  entry 
thirteen  men  were  working,  with  a  circulation  of  7,200  feet  per  minute.    In  the  first  and 
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seoond  north  of  the  seventh  east  of  main  south  entries  six  men  were  working  and  had 
4,830  feet  of  air  circulating.  The  number  of  men  employed  at  this  mine  inNovember 
averaged  151.    Two  motors  and  fourteen  mules  are  used  in  handling  the  coal  in  the  mine. 

The  Perb  Marquette  Mine,  No.  2,  Qeoige  Newhouse,  superintendent.  The  air 
going  into  this  mine  is  split  at  the  pit  bottom,  12,400  cubic  feet  per  minute  going  north 
and  21,600  cubic  feet  per  minute  going  south.  In  the  north  side  of  the  shait  there  are 
only  eight  men  emploved.  In  the  last  break-through  there  was  a  circulation  of  960  feet 
per  minute.  In  the  third  and  fourth  east  of  the  south  entries  eleven  men  were  working, 
and  in  the  last  break-through  there  was  2,160  feet  of  air.  There  were  three  break-throughs 
open  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  east  of  the  south  entry  where  seventeen  men  were  working  and 
passing  through  them  was  1,800  cubic  feet  of  air  per  minute.  In  the  eighteenth  and  nine- 
teenth west  ofsouth  entries  fifteen  men  were  at  work  with  air  circulation  in  the  last  break- 
teenth  west  of  south  entries  fifteen  men  were  at  work  with  air  circulation  in  the  last  break 
through  of  1,900  feet  per  minute.  In  the  thirteenth  and  fourteenth  west  of  south  entries' 
eight  men  w'ere  employed,  having  960  feet  of  air.  The  trap  doors  required  careful  atten- 
tion to  prevent  the  air  from  becoming  sluggish,  and  thus  injurious  to  the  health  of  the 
miners.  In  this  mine  seven  mules  and  two  motors  are  required  to  convey  the  product  to 
the  pit  bottom. 

The  Chappel  &  Fordney  Mine,  Richard  Stanton,  superintendent.  Date  of  inspec- 
tion November  28th.  The  air  supply  at  inlet  was  18,225  cubic  feet  per  minute  and  in  the 
first  and  second  south  entry  of  main  east  entries  ten  men  were  employed,  the  air  supply 
was  6,000  feet.  In  the  third  and  fourth  south  of  main  east  entries  there  were  seven  men 
employed,  the  air  circulation  was  2,^X)  feet  per  minute.  In  the  last  two  break-throughs 
of  the  main  south  entries  there  was  6,750  feet  of  air  with  five  men  emplo3red.  In  the  fifth 
and  sixth  north' of  main  east  entries  there  were  seven  workmen,  who  were  having  1,125 
feet  of  air  per  minute.  In  the  third  and  fourth  north  of  main  entries  there  were  five  men, 
with  4,460  feet.  The  number  of  men  employed  in  this  mine  during  November  was  forty- 
eight.    Eight  mules  were  used  in  conveying  the  coal  to  the  pit  bottom. 

The  Jamestown  Mine,  Thomas  Westwood,  superintendent.  Date  of  insfjection  De- 
cember 7th.  Here  the  air  supply  is  split  at  pit  bottom,  31 ,300  cubic  feet  per  minute  going 
north  and  5,100  feet  south,  making  a  total  of  36,400  cubic  feet  of  air  per  minute.  In  the 
third  and  fourth  west  entries  twelve  men  were  at  work,  and  the  air  supply  was  1,900  feet. 
In  the  fifth  and  sixth  west  entries  there  were  fourteen  men  working  and  the  air  supply 
was  1,920  feet.  In  the  seventh  and  eighth  west  entries  eight  men  were  working,  ana  the 
air  supply  was  1,100  feet.  In  the  seventh  and  eighth  west  entries  of  the  fourth  north  fif- 
teen men  were  working,  and  the  air  supply  was  1,900  feet.  In  the  ninth  and  tenth  west 
entries  of  the  fourth  north  entry  ten  men  were  employed,  and  the  air  supply  was  1,440 
feet.  In  the  seventh  and  eighth  east  of  south  entries  six  men  were  working,  with  an  air 
supply  of  700  feet.  In  the  ninth  and  tenth  east  of  south  entry  nine  men  were  working, 
with  an  air  supply  of  1,100  feet.  The  coal  is  conveyed  to  the  pit  bottom  by  use  of  thirteen 
mules. 

The  Saginaw  Old  Mine,  John  Edwards,  superintendent.  Date  of  inspection  Novem- 
ber 9th.  In  the  ventilation  of  this  mine  a  continuous  current  of  air  is  produced.  At 
the  inlet  the  fan  was  blowing  19,250  cubic  feet  of  air  per  minute.  In  the  fifth  and  sixth 
north  entries  there  were  six  men  working  and  at  the  last  two  break-throughs  2,240  cubic 
feet  of  air  per  minute  was  passing.  In  the  first  and  second  east  of  the  seoond  north  en- 
tries twenty  men  were  at  work  with  2,130  feet  of  air.  In  the  fitst  and  seoond  east  of  south 
entries  eighteen  men  were  working,  with  2,700  feet.  In  the  third  and  fourth  east  of  south 
entries  eighteen  men  were  working,  with  1,600  feet.  In  the  fifth  and  sixth  of  south  en- 
tries eight  men  were  working  with  900  feet.  In  the  main  south  entries  two  workmen  had 
1,200  feet.  In  the  fifth  and  sixth  west  of  south  entries  eight  men  were  at  work,  with  1,000 
feet.  In  the  third  and  fourth  west  of  main  south  entries  twenty-two  men  were  at  work, 
with  2,400  feet.  In  the  first  and  second  west  of  south  entries  four  men  were  at  work,  with 
3,500  feet.  In  the  dip  eleven  men  were  engaged  in  drawing  pillars.  The  coal  is  gathered 
by  use  of  eleven  mules  and  then  drawn  to  the  pit  bottom  by  a  motor. 

The  Riverside  Mine,  William  Jones,  superintendent.  At  the  date  of  last  inspection, 
December  5th,  the  volume  of  air  at  inlet  was  found  to  be  18,720  cubic  feet  per  minute.  In 
the  first  and  second  west  entries  nine  men  were  at  work,  with  1,200  feet.  In  the  third  and 
fourth  west  entries  five  men  were  working  with  1,9^  feet.  In  the  first  and  second  north 
of  third  east  entries  six  men  had  1,220  feet.  In  the  third  and  fourth  north  of  third  east 
entries  eleven  men  had  2,120  feet.  In  the  fifth  and  sixth  north  of  the  third  east  entries 
ten  men  had  1,807  feet.  In  the  third  and  foiirth  east  of  the  main  south  entries  three  men 
were  working  with  600  feet.  In  the  fifth  and  sixth  of  the  main  south  entries  nine  men  had 
1 ,920  feet.  In  a  cut-off  of  the  seventh  east  entry,  where  five  men  were  at  work,  the  ven- 
tilation was  sluggish.  In  the  seventh  and  eighth  east  of  main  south  entries  eleven  men 
had  2,780  feet.    In  the  first  and  second  south  of  the  eighth  east  entries  of  main  south 
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entries  five  men  had  1,000  feet.  In  the  ninth  and  tenth  east  of  msdn  south  entries  thir- 
teen men  had  1,440  feet.  In  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  east  of  main  south  entries  nine 
men  had  3,000  feet.  Thirteen  men  and  two  motors  are  used  in  conveying  the  coal  to  the 
pit  bottom. 

The  Barnard  Mine,  John  Weaver,  superintendent.  At  the  inspection  of  this  miner 
December  2d,  the  fan  was  exhausting  41,o80  cubic  feet  of  air  per  minute.  The  air  was 
divided  at  the  pit  bottom,  a  current  of  23,080  and  18,600  cubic  feet  per  minute  going 
respectively  to  the  west  and  east  sides.  In  the  ninth  and  tenth  south  of  the  main  west 
entries  ten  men  were  at  work,  and  were  supplied  with  6,200  feet  of  air.  In  the  twenty- 
first  and  twenty-second  entries  twelve  men  had  4,600  feet.  In  the  main  west  entries  four 
men  had  1,900  feet.  In  the  twenty-third  and  twenty-fourth  north  of  main  west  entries 
thirty  men  had  6,000  feet.  In  the  twenty-first  and  twenty-second  north  of  main  west 
entries  ten  men  had  1,080  feet.  In  the  cut-off  entry  of  the  twentieth  north  four  men  had 
1,200  feet.  In  the  nineteenth  north  entry  nine  men  had  1,000  feet.  In  main  east  entry 
and  third  and  fourth  east  entries  eight  men  had  4,850  feet.  In  the  fifteenth  and  six- 
teenth south  of  main  east  entries  twenty-six  men  had  3,080  feet.  Two  motors  and  fourteen 
mules  haul  the  ooal  to  the  pit  bottom.    Number  of  men  employed  during  November  109. 

The  Robert  Gfure  Coal  Company  own  and  operate  [five  'mines,  four  of  which  are  at 
St.  Charles,  in  Saginaw  coimty,  and  one  in  Bay  county.  Three  of  those  located  in 
Saginaw  were  formerly  the  property  of  the  Somers  Coal  Company,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio. 
All  are  now  under  the  management  and  supervision  of  Charles  Coryell,  of  Bay  City,  with 
Elias  Mathews,  of  St.  Charles,  as  underground  superintendent. 

The  Robert  Gage  Mine,  No.  1,  John  McElwain,  superintendent.  Ventilation  is  pro" 
vided  at  this  mine  by  use  of  two  fans  located  respectively  at  the  escape  shaft  and  main 
hoisting  shaft.  The  former  produces  24,360  feet  of  air  per  minute  and  the  latter  19,800 
feet,  making  a  total  circulation  of  44,160  feet  of  air.  In  the  nineteenth  and  twentieth 
east  of  main  north  entries  twenty-two  men  wer^  at  work,  with  6,072  feet.  In  the  twenty- 
first  and  twenty-second  east  of  main  north  entries  twelve  men  had  5,040  feet.  In  the 
main  north  entries  eleven  men  were  working,  with  5,700  feet.  In  the  first  and  second 
north  of  the  twelfth  west  entry  seventeen  men  had  2,400  feet.  In  the  third  and  fourth 
north  of  the  twentieth  west  was  new  work,  or  new  entries,  with  four  men  at  work.  In 
the  nineteenth  and  twentieth,  west  of  main  north  entries,  four  men  had  2,880  feet.  In  the 
first  and  second  south  of  nineteenth  west  entry  six  men  had  3,160  feet.  In  the  eleventh 
and  twelfth  east  of  fourth  north  entries  eighteen  men  had  3,2^  feet.  In  the  third  and 
fourth  second  east  entries  twelve  men  had  3,680  feet.*  In  the  fifth  and  sixth  east  of  fourth 
north  entries  seven  men  had  1,340  feet.  In  the  first  and  second  of  third  south  entries 
eighteen  men  had  2,900  feet.  The  third  and  fourth  west  entries  (new  work)  had  two  men. 
Thirteen  mules  are  used  in  gathering  coal,  which  is  hauled  to  pit  bottom  by  the  head  and 
tail  rope  system.    The  average  nuxxiber  of  men  employed  in  November  was  207. 

The  Robert  Gage  Mine,  No.  2,  Richard  Jenkins,  superintendent.  Date  of  inspection 
December  12th.  The  air  current  at  inlet  was  16,050  cubic  feet  per  minute.  This  current  is 
split  at  the  pit  bottom,  distributing  13,200  cubic  feet  west  and  2,850  feet  east.  In  the 
first  and  second  east  of  the  first  south  of  w^est  entries  nine  men  had  6,240  feet.  In  the  first 
and  second  south  of  west  entries  ten  men  had  6,760  feet.  In  the  first  and  second  west  of 
second  south  entries  sixteen  men  had  1,500  feet.  In  straight  west  entries  twenty  men 
had  3,200  feet.  In  straight  swamp  entries  fourteen  men  had  2,400  feet.  In  the  third 
and  fourth  north  of  straight  swamp  entries  fourteen  men  had  1,500  feet.  In  the  fifth  and 
sixth  west  of  third  north  entries  four  men  were  without  any  air  current.  In  the  third  and 
fourth  north  entries  fourteen  men  had  1,400  feet.  In  the  third  and  fourth  east  of  fourth 
north  entiy  four  men  had  800  feet.  In  the  fifth  and  sixth  north  entries  twenty-four  men 
had  1,150  feet.  Fourteen  mules  and  tw^o  electric  motors  are  used  in  the  coal  haul.  Aver- 
age number  of  men  employed  during  November  220. 

The  Robert  Gage  Mine,  No.  3,  Henry  Douse,  superintendent.  Date  of  inspection 
December  12th.  The  volume  of  air  at  inlet  was  27,280  cubic  feet  per  minute.  In  the 
third  and  fourth  south  of  main  west  entries  thirteen  men  had  600  feet.  In  the  fifth  and 
sixth  south  of  main  west  entries  seven  men  with  air  sluggish.  In  the  ninth  and  tenth  north 
of  second  west  entries  four  men  had  240  feet.  In  the  seventh  and  eighth  north  of  second 
west  entries  seven  men  had  3,360  feet.  In  the  first  and  second  nortn  of  second  east  en- 
tries four  men  with  air  sluggish  and  two  break-throughs  open.  In  the  third  and  fourth 
north  of  second  east  entries  four  men  on  new  work.  In  the  fifth  and  sixth  east  entries 
four  men  had  2,225  feet.  In  the  third  east  entry  three  men  had  2,100  feet.  In  the  first 
and  second  southeast  entries  seven  men  with  air  sluggish  and  four  break-throughs  open. 
The  fifth  and  sixth  south  entries  is  new  work.  Six  mules  were  used  in  coal  hauL  Average 
number  of  men  employed  dtiring  November  75. 
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The  Robert  Gage  Mine,  No.  4,  John  Ritson,  superintendent.  At  the  last  inspection, 
December  13th,  the  volume  of  air  entering  mine  was  16,000  feet  per  minute.  In  the  third 
and  fourth  of  the  sixteenth  west  entries  ten  men  had  3,000  feet  circulating.  In  the  fifth 
and  sixth  north  of  the  sixteenth  west  entries  eighteen  men  had  2,700  feet.  In  the  seventh 
and  eighth  north  of  sixteenth  west  entry  twenty-two  men  had  1,900  feet.  In  the  fif- 
teenth west  entry  three  men  had  2,500  feet.  Seven  mules  were  used  in  hauling  coal.  Aver* 
age  number  of  men  employed  in  November  94. 

The  Bliss  Coal  Company  Mine,  Charles  Linton,  manager;  John  Phillips,  superin- 
tendent. This  is  a  new  shaft,  154  feet  in  depth,  the  dimensions  of  which,  in  the  clear, 
are  7^x16  feet.  It  is  located  about  one  mile  east  of  Swan  Creek  on  the  Michigan  Central 
Railroad.  Having  a  larse  acreage  of  coal,  averaging  39  inches  in  thickness,  this  promises 
to  be  one  of  the  b^  proaucing  mines  in  the  state.  The  coal  is  of  a  solid  quality  free  from 
all  impurities  and  bemg  bedd^  on  sand  rock  with  an  excellent  strata  of  black  slate  over- 
lying, it  is  exceptionally  advantageous  for  mining;  operations.  The  mechanical  equip- 
ment is  of  the  most  modem  type.  The  hopper  is  provided  with  the  latest  improved 
shaker  screens;  one  set  of  hopper  scales  and  three  sets  of  railroad  scales  are  used.  They 
have  first  motion  hoisting  engines,  with  three  batteries  of  the  latest  improved  Erie  boilers. 
It  is  really  being  made  the  most  modem  improved  mine  in  the  state  and  is  worthy  of  a 
personal  mention. 

The  Consumers  Developing  Coal  Company,  O.  F.  Dettmar,  manager;  James  Galla- 
oher,  superintendent.  This  shaft  was  sunk  in  1906,  but  had  been  of  very  slow  develop- 
ment. The  railroad  has  now  extended  a  track  to  the  mine  and  the  outlook  is  good  for  a 
long,  steady  run.  They  now  emplov  twenty  miners,  with  good  prospects  to  an  increase 
of  100  within  a  short  time.  The  coal  vein  is  below  the  average  thickness,  but  of  excellent 
quality,  free  from  sulphur  and  blackjack.  I  visited  the  mine  December  26th,  and  found 
underground  conditions  good,  with  a  cheerful  outlook  for  the  future. 

The  Caledonia  Mine,  James  McCulloch,  manager;  Da^^d  Allen,  superintendent.  This 
mine  is  ventilated  by  a  steam  jet;  volume  of  air  at  outlet,  December  31st,  8,400  cubic  feet 
per  minute.  At  the  pit  bottom  one-half  the  air  goes  to  the  east  and  one-half  to  the  west. 
In  the  first  and  second  north  of  main  east  entries  twenty-four  men  were  at  work  supplied 
with  1,900  feet.  In  the  cut-off  entry  of  main  east  entries  six  men  were  at  work,  air  slug- 
gish. In  the  third  and  fourth  north  of  main  east  entries  eleven  men  were  at  work,  with 
1 ,200  cubic  feet .  In  t he  main  east  entries  twelve  men  were  at  work  wit  h  1 ,600  feet .  In  t  he 
third  and  fourth  north  of  main  west  entries  seven  men  were  at  work  with  960  feet.  The 
average  number  of  men  for  the  month  of  November  was  89  and  there  were  four  mules  at 
work  m  the  mine. 

BAY  COUNTY  MINES. 

In  this  county  the  Consolidated  Coal  Company  have  three  mines  operated  under  the 
management  of  R.  M.  Randall,  with  Alexander  Liddle,  underground  superintendent. 
These  mines  are  The  Wolverine,  No.  2  and  No.  3,  and  The  Central  Mine. 

The  Wolverine  Mine,  No.  2,  Alexander  McElwain,  superintendent.  At  the  last  in- 
spection there  was  26,400  cubic  feet  of  air  per  minute  going  into  the  mine  of  which  10,800 
feet  was  going  to  west  and  15,600  to  the  east.  Seven  men  were  at  work  in  the  first  and 
second  south  of  main  east  entries,  with  1,600  feet  of  air  circulating  at  the  last  two  breskk- 
throughs.  In  the  first  and  second  east  of  south  entries  only  two  men  were  at  work,  having 
750  feet  of  air;  in  the  main  east  entries  eleven  men  were  having  4,460  feet.  In  the  third 
and  fourth  north  of  main  east  entries  twelve  men  had  2,500  feet;  sixteen  men  in  the  third 
north  of  the  third  and  fourth  east  entries  were  supplied  with  2,362  feet;  in  the  second  north 
entries  eighteen  men  were  working  with  1,900  feet;  in  the  first  and  second  west  of  the  sec- 
ond north  entries  six  men  were  supplied  with  1,260  feet;  twelve  men  in  the  last  north  entry 
were  having  1,800  feet  and  two  men  on  the  first  west  entry  had  720  feet  per  minute.  For 
November  the  mine  averaged  104  men  at  work,  while  two  electric  motors  and  nine  mules 
were  conveying  coal  to  the  pit  bottom. 

^  The  Wolverine  Mine,  No.  3,  Thomas  Thompson,  superintendent.  At  the  last  in- 
spection of  this  mine,  34,740  cubic  feet  of  air  was  oeing' blown  into  the  mine  per  minute, 
being  about  equally  divided  between  the  north  and  south  sides.  Ten  men  were  working 
in  the  first  ana  second  east  of  main  north  entries,  with  a  supply  of  5,760  feet ;  eight  men 
in  the  first  and  second  north  of  second  east  entries,  with  600  feet;  three  men  in  the  third 
and  fourth  north  of  second  west  entries,  with  500  feet;  three  men  in  the  first  and  second 
west  of  main  north  entries  were  having  2,520  feet ;  eight  men  in  the  third  and  fourth  west 
of  main  north  entries  had  2,812  feet;  eight  men  in  the  first  and  second  north  of  the  fourth 
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west  entries  had  3,575;  eight  men  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  west  of  main  south  entries 
also  having  3,575  cubic  feet  of  air;  four  men  in  the  ninth  and  tenth  west  of  main  south 
entiy  had  5,700  feet;  no  men  were  working  in  main  south  entries,  but  2,^^)0  feet  of  air 
was  circulating  per  minute;  six  men  were  in  the  ninth  and  tenth  east  of  main  south  entries 
having  3,300  feet;  fifteen  men  were  working  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  east  of  main  south 
entries,  having  7,200  feet;  twenty  men  were  working  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  east  of  main 
south  entries,  with  3,000  cubic  feet;  while  eleven  men  were  workmg  in  the  third  and  fourth 
east  of  main  entries,  havine  8,260  feet.  For  November  the  mine  averaged  145  men  and  it 
took  thirteen  mules  to  haul  the  ooal  to  the  pit  bottom. 

The  Central  Mine,  William  Dempster,  superintendent.  At  the  date  of  inspection 
10,327  cubic  feet  of  air  was  going  into  the  mine  per  minute,  nearly  evenly  divided  between 
the  east  and  west  sides  of  the  mine.  In  the  second  south  of  the  main  west  entries  three 
men  were  having  3,060  feet;  in  the  south  west  entries  five  men  had  1,!MX)  feet;  in  the  first 
and  second  west  entries  three  men  had  2,520  feet;  in  the  third  and  fourth  north  of  second 
west  entries  five  men  had  2,800  feet;  in  the  third  west  of  main  north  entries  five  men  were 
at  work  with  only  500  feet  and  in  various  other  places  six  men  were  at  work.  For  No- 
vember there  was  an  average  of  36  men  employed  in  the  mine,  and  six  mules  were  re- 
quired to  haul  the  coal. 

The  Axtburn  Mine,  the  laiigest  producing  mine  in  the  state,  under  the  charge  of  Hum* 
phrey  Lewis,  superintendent.  At  the  last  inspection  30,400  cubic  feet  of  air  was  being  re* 
ceived  at  the  inlet,  a  little  more  being  distributed  on  the  east  side  than  on  the  west  side* 
eleven  men  were  at  work  in  the  third  and  fourth  north  of  main  west  entries,  with  6,600 
feet  of  air  per  minute;  two  men  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  north  of  main  west  entries,  with  5,200 
feet;  four  men  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  north  of  main  west  entries,  with  2,000  feet;  five 
men  in  the  main  west  entries  with  3,200  feet;  twelve  men  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  south 
of  main  west  entries,  with  6,000  feet;  thirty-two  men  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  south  of  main 
west  entries,  with  3,600  feet;  twenty-nine  men  in  the  third  and  fourth  south  of  main  west 
entries,  with  7,300  feet;  eleven  men  in  the  first  and  second  south  of  main  west  entries, 
with  5,240  feet;  sixteen  men  in  the  first  and  second  south  of  main  east  entries,  with  6,240 
feet;  eleven  men  in  the  third  and  fourth  south  of  main  east  entries,  with  3,680  feet;  eight 
men  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  south  of  main  east  entries,  with  2,400  feet;  sixteen  men  in  the 
seventh  and  eighth  south  of  main  east  entries  with  6,400  feet;  eighteen  men  in  the  ninth 
and  tenth  south  of  main  east  entries,  with  3,200  feet;  four  men  in  the  eleventh  and  twelfth 
south  of  main  east  entries,  with  12,000  feet;  four  men  in  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  north 
of  the  main  east  entries  had  910  feet;  ten  men  in  the  ninth  and  tenth  north  of  main  east 
entries  had  4,320  feet;  thirteen  men  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  north  of  main  east  entries 
had  9,580  feet;  and  four  men  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  north  of  main  east  entries  having  9,600 
feet  circulating  per  minute.  In  November  the  mine  averaged  275  men  and  kept  twenty- 
eight  mules  underground  hauling  coal  to  the  pit  bottom. 

The  Wenona  Beach  Mine,  £.  B.  Foss,  manager;  Alexander  Jeffries,  superintendent; 
John  Spink,  mine  superintendent.  At  the  last  inspection  of  this  mine  there  was  going  in 
at  the  intake  22,310  cubic  feet  of  air  per  minute,  8,000  cubic  feet  going  north,  the  oalance 
being  distributed  south.  Eleven  men  were  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  of  the  fourth  east  en- 
tries with  2,500  feet ;  three  men  were  in  the  seventh  and  eighth  south  of  fourth  east  en- 
tries, with  2,700  feet;  eighteen  men  were  in  the  ninth  and  tenth  south  of  the  fourth  east 
entries,  with  2,750  feet;  nine  men  in  the  third  and  fourth  east  entries,  with  6,000  feet; 
eight  men  in  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  south  of  main  east  ehtry,  with  2,250  feet;  fourteen 
men  were  in  the  thirteenth  and  fourteenth  south  of  main  east  entries,  with  1,400  feet; 
seven  men  were  in  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  north  of  main  east  entries,  with  3,500 
feet;  twenty  men  were  in  the  fifteenth  and  sixteenth  north  of  main  east  entries,  with  1,800 
feet;  fifteen  men  were  in  the  thirteenth  and  fourteenth  north  entries,  with  1,850  feet; 
ten  men  were  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  north  of  second  west  entries,  with  1,800  feet;  and  four 
men  were  in  the  third  and  fourth  north  of  second  west  entries,  with  1,900  feet.  The  mine 
employed  an  average  of  200  men  in  November  and  eleven  mules  were  worked  hauling  coal 
to  the  two  motors. 

The  Michigan  Mine,  F.  P.  Young,  manager;  Joseph  Brown,  superintendent.    At  the 
last  inspection  the  volume  of  air  at  the  inlet  was  19,8(X)  cubic  feet  per  minute.    Four  men 
were  in  the  main  west  entries,  with  640  feet;  four  men  in  the  first  and  second  north  of  main 
west  entries,  with  660  feet;  five  men  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  south  of  main  west  entries, 
with  2,310  feet;  twelve  men  in  the  third  and  fourth  south  of  main  west  entries,  with  1,800 
feet,  and  fourteen  men  were  in  the  first  and  second  south  of  main  west  entries,  with  5,880 
feet.    In  November  there  was  an  average  of  80  men  at  work,  and  eight  mules  were  worked 
in  the  mine. 

The  What  Cheer  Mine,  E.  B.  Foss,  manager;  William  Williams,  superintendent 
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The  amount  of  air  at  the  intake  at  the  time  of  last  inspection  was  32,400  cubic  feet  per 
minute,.  21,600  feet  0Ding  south  and  10,800  feet  going  north.  Seven  men  were  at  work 
in  the  third  and  fourth  south  of  east  entries,  with  1,610  feet;  five  men  in  the  fifth  and  sixth 
south  east  entries,  with  1,800  feet;  nineteen  men  in  the  main  south  east  entries,  with  2,750 
feet;  five  men  in  the  main  south  entries,  with  4,560  feet;  seven  men  in  the  seventh  and 
eighth  west  of  main  south  entries,  with  7,140  feet;  six  men  in  the  first  and  second  west  of 
main  north  entries,  with  1,680  feet;  four  men  in  the  third  and  fourth  west  of  main  north 
entries,  with  2,830  feet;  two  men  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  west  of  main  north  entries,  with 
600  feet;  two  men  in  the  main  north  entrance,  with  900  feet;  eight  men  in  the  thiid  and 
fourth  east  of  main  north  entries,  with  5,400  feet,  and  five  men  in  the  first  and  second  east 
of  main  north  entries,  with  7,400  feet  at  last  break-throuehs.  In  November  the  mine 
employed  150  men.  They  worked  eight  mules  and  had  an  electric  motor  for  moving  coal 
in  the  mine. 

The  Handy  Bros.  Mine,  Thomas  L.  Handy,  manager;  John  Morris,  superintendent. 
At  the  last  inspection  a  volume  of  34,900  cubic  feet  of  air  per  minute  was  moving  at  the 
intake,  20,500  feet  being  distributed  north,  the  balance  south.  Ten  men  were  employed 
in  the  first  and  second  west  of  main  south  entries  with  2,700  feet  per  minute;  twelve  men 
in  the  first  and  second  north  of  first  west  entries,  with  2,880  feet;  nine  men  in  the  fifth  and 
sixth  east  of  main  south  entries,  with  6,040  feet;  thirteen  men  in  the  third  and  fourth  south 
of  sixth  east  entry,  with  1,600  feet;  nine  men  in  the  first  and  second  east  of  main  north 
entries,  with  4,160  feet;  thirteen  men  in  the  third  and  fourth  east  of  main  north  entries, 
with  2,400  feet;  four  men  in  the  third  and  fourth  north  of  fourth  east  entries,  with  240  feet ; 
eight  men  in  the  first  and  second  west  of  fourth  north  entries,  with  3,200  feet;  twenty-one 
men  were  in  the  third  and  fourth  west  of  main  north  entries,  w^ith  3,200  feet;  five  men  in 
the  first  and  second  west  of  main  north  entries,  with  1,600  feet;  and  thirteen  men  in  the 
third  and  fourth  north  of  the  fourth  west  entries,  with  4,900  cubic  feet,  circulating  at  the 
last  break-throughs.  During  November  the  mine  averaged  265  men,  and  they  kept  ten 
mules  moving  the  coal  to  the  pit  bottom. 

The  United  City  Mine,  John  Walsh,  manager;  Isaac  Jane,  superintendent.  At  the 
last  inspection  14,997  cubic  feet  of  air  was  moving  in  at  the  intake.  Twenty-two  men  were 
employed  in  the  first  and  second  north  of  west  entries,  with  4,000  feet  of  air  per  minute; 
thirteen  men  in  the  first  and  second  north  of  west  entries,  with  1,600  feet;  four  men  in  the 
third  and  fourth  north  of  main  entries,  with  8,000  feet;  four  men  in  the  main  west  entries, 
with  2,640  feet  and  five  men  in  the  first  and  second  south  of  the  main  west  entries,  with 
1,200  feet.    They  employ  120  men  and  work  five  mules  in  the  mine. 

The  Salzburg  Mine,  M.  J.  O'Malley,  manager;  Alphonse  VanDresschus,  superintendent. 
There  are  now  78  men  employed  in  the  mine.  There  is  no  entry  or  narrow  work,  nothing 
remaining  but  the  pillars,  which  are  being  taken  do^^  or  drawn  out.  At  the  time  of  last 
inspection  the  volimie  of  air  at  inlet  showed  13,400  cubic  feet  per  minute,  which  was  sup- 
plying each  miner  beyond  their  needs. 

The  Bay  Mine,  No.  2,  L.  M.  Davis,  manager;  John  Dous,  superintendent.  All  the  solid 
coal  has  been  taken  from  this  mine  and  forty-three  men  are  at  work  taking  out  the  pillars. 
At  the  last  visit  there  was  12,700  cubic  feet  of  air  well  distributed  from  tne  inlet,  so  that 
workmen  had  a  sufficiency. 

The  Vitrified  Brick  Co.  Mine. — ^This  mine  has  been  idle  since  January,  1907. 

The  Hecla  Coal  Co.  Mine. — ^This  mine  was  operated  a  few  months  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  but  only  produced  clay  in  the  operation  of  the  cement  plant  of  the  •same  name 
at  Bay  City.    Its  future  is  an  unsolved  problem. 

TUSCOLA  COUNTY  MINE. 

The  Akron  Mine,  Thomas  L.  Handy,  manager;  David  Jones,  superintendent.  This 
is  a  new  mine,  located  two  miles  west  of  the  village  of  Akron,  Tuscola  county.  A  shaft 
eight  feet  by  fourteen  feet  four  inches,  in  the  clear,  has  been  sunk  to  the  depth  of  233  feet. 
A  coal  vein  of  good  quality,  having  a  thickness  of  48  inches,  has  been  struck.  The  Pere 
Marquette  railroad  will  anord  transportation.  The  Harrison  Coal  cutting  machine  will 
be  used  in  operating.  Other  mines  and  railroad  facilities  are  being  contemplated  in  that 
section. 

SHIAWASSEE  COUNTY  MINES. 

The  New  Haven  Coal  Co.  Mine,  Chas.  Tarolli,  manager,  Corunna.  The  mine  employs 
About  twenty-four  men.  The  coal  is  drawn  in  wagons  to  Owosso  and  Henderson  on  the 
M.  C.  R.  R.    The  ventilation  method  is  the  exhaust  from  steam  pump6  and  gives  good 
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satisfaction.  The  company  expect  to  greatly  enlarge  their  business  and  are  erecting  a  new 
hopper  and  putting  in  a  battery  of  two  DoUers;  also  will  install  first  mbtion  hoisting  engines 
ana  a  new  ventilation  fan. 

The  Union  Coal  Co.  Mine,  Anton  Zambiasi,  manager.    This  is  a  new  shaft,  located, 
about  three  miles  northeast  of  Corunna.    The  shaft  is  down  52  feet  and  has  a  coal  vein  of 
about  36  inches  thickness.    They  will  use  exhaust  from  steam  pumps  for  ventilation. 
Twelve  men  are  employed. 

The  Peake  Mine,  Edward  Peake,  mani^er.  The  mine  is  located  on  a  branch  of  the 
Grand  Trunk  railroad,  north  of  Corunna.  The  shaft  is  only  30  feet  deep  and  they  have  a 
36  inch  vein  of  coal.  They  have  a  bed  of  fire  clay  under  this  coal,  17  feet  deep,  of  a  su- 
perior quality.  They  will  soon  manufacture  all  lands  of  brick,  including  those  for  street  *  # 
paving,  when  they  will  change  their  name  to  "The  Vitrified  Brick  Company."  The  mine 
IS  ventilated  by  exhaust  steam.    At  present  they  are  employing  nine  men. 

The  Eureka  Mine,  Humphrey  Gay,  manager.  This  mine  is  also  called  the  Owosso 
Coal  Company.    It  was  closed  down  in  May  and  is  still  idle. 

JACKSON  COUNTY  MINES. 

The  Gage  Mine,  Edward  Mallet,  superintendent.  This  is  a  small  mine  well  cared  for 
in  all  respects.  It  has  natural  ventilation  which  is  assisted  by  the  exhaust  from  the  steam 
pumps.    They  employ  twentynseven  men. 

The  Black  Diamond  Mine,  David  Jones,  manager.  The  mine  has  natural  ventilation 
and  employs  five  men.    The  coal  is  tirawn  to  Jaclraon  in  wagons. 

EATON  COUNTY  MINES. 

In  the  vicinity  of  Grand  Ledge,  coal  is  found  in  manv  places  near  to  and  under  Grand 
river.  It  varies  in  thickness  from  eighteen  to  thirty  inches.  Most  of  the  mines  are  what 
is  known  as  drift  mines,  only  one  shiDft  being  tised.  Thev  have  natuial  ventilation.  The 
several  mines  are  now  operated  by  Fargo  Boyle,  Allen  &  Widker,  Eben  Wri^^t  and  Frank 
Reed.  They  keep  about  twenty-five  men  employed.  There  is  no  question  but  what 
their  output  could  be  profitably  increased  as  they  cannot  supply  their  home  market  with 
coal. 


COST  OF  COAL  IN  HUMAN  LIVES. 

•  » 

Every  year  rather  more  than  2,000  men  are  killed  in  the  coal  mines  of  the 
United  States,  and  about  4,800  are  injured  by  accidents.  The  cost  is  one 
life,  according  to  the  figures  of  the  United  States  Geological  Survey,  for  every 
190,000  tons  mined.  For  every  two  men  killed  one  widow  is  made  and  thtee 
children  are  left  fatherless. 

Three  and  a  half  men  are  killed  in  a  year  for  every  1,000  coal-diggers.  The 
average  household  in  this  country  bums  five  tons  of  coal  per  annum,  with 
which  fact  in  mind  it  is  easy  to  reckon  that  the  fuel  supply  of  every  40,000 
families  costs  one  life  for  every  twelvemonth.  It  is  one  of  the  taxes  on 
civilization. 

Though  it  is  commonly  imagined  that  the  casualties  incidental  to  coal- 
digging  are  attributable  chiefly  to  explosions  of  gas  or  coal-dust,  such  is  far 
from  being  the  truth,  disasters  of  this  sort  being  accountable  for  only  about 
fifteen  per  cent  of  the  total  mortality.  News  of  great  explosions  always 
gets  into  the  public  prints,  whence  the  popular  error  on  this  point. 

The  main  cause  of  deaths  is  the  falling  of  material  from  the  "roof."  When 
the  coal  has  been  dug  away  the  rock  overhead  is  always  liable  to  drop  upon 
the  heads  of  the  miners,  imless  it  is  carefully  supported  by  adequate  props. 
It  is  true  that  the  law  requires  the  mine-owners  to  furnish  plenty  of  props, 
but  often  the  workmen  become  careless,  and  disaster  follows,    fii  some  in- 
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stances  the  greatest  precautions  do  not  avail  to  prevent  accidents  of  this 
kind. 

Thus  it  happens  that  about  fifty  per  cent  of  all  fatal  accidents  are  caused 
by  falls  of  the  roof.  Happenings  of  the  sort  kill  men  by  ones  and  twos,  and 
BO  are  not  reported  in  the  newspapers.  The  balance  of  the  casualties  is  put 
down  under  the  head  of  "miscellaneous,"  the  careless  use  of  powder  and  the 
improper  "tamping"  of  charges  for  blasting  being  conspicuous  among  the 
minor  death-dealing  agencies. 

As  ascertained  by  scientific  study  of  the  subject,  explosions  of  gas  (ordi- 
narily "marsh  gas")  in  mines  occur  only  when  the  percentage  of  gas  present 
in  the  air  is  not  less  than  7  and  not  more  than  14.  If  there  is  less,  it  is  nob 
enough  to  explode;  if  more,  it  will  smother  a  light,  instead  of  igniting.  With 
dust  (though  this  varies  a  good  deal  with  the  kind  of  coal)  it  is  much  the 
same  way,  explosions  being  liable  to  occur  only  when  there  is  a  certain  amount 
of  it,  neither  too  much  nor  too  little,  relatively  to  the  air  containing  it.  Of 
the  philosophy — the  reason  why,  in  physics — of  dust  explosions  nothing 
very  definite  is  understood,  though  at  the  present  time,  with  a  view  to  solving 
the  mystery,  an  elaborate  series  of  experiments  is  being  made,  coal-dust 
mixed  with  air  in  different  proportions  being  enclosed  in  metal  chambers 
and  set  off  by  a  flash.

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CHAPTER  XVL 

THE  FURNITURE,  BOOTS  AND  SHOES,  CORSET  AND  REFRIGER- 
ATOR INDUSTRIES. 

In  this  chapter  will  be  found  the  statistics  of  four  important  industries  of 
Michigan,  viz.:  the  manufacture  of  furniture,  boots  and  shoes,  corsets  and 
refrigerators.  These  statistics  were  collected  under  the  supervision  of 
Special  Agent  George  W.  Duncan,  who  made  a  personal  visit  to  each  es- 
tablishment, interviewing  those  in  charge  and  gathering  statistical  infor- 
mation which  could  not  be  otherwise  obtained. 

Mr.  Duncan's  personal  report  follows,  which  particularly  speaks  of  the 
manufacture  of  furniture,  it  being  one  of  the  greatest  industries  of  the  State* 
Following  this  report  will  be  found  tables  containing  the  names  of  the  vari- 
ous establishments  in  the  several  industries,  with  their  location,  names  and 
addresses  of  the  managers  and  the  number  of  people  each  employ.  In  each 
instance  the  statistics  of  the  industry  follows  the  list  of  establishments. 
These  statistics  are  commended  for  the  valuable  information  contained. 


PERSONAL  REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  AGENT  DUNCAN. 

Office  State  Labor  Bureau, 
Lansing,  Mich,,  Dec.  31,  1907, 

Hon,  M.  J,  McLeod,  Commissioner  of  Labor,  Lansing,  Mich.: 

Herewith  is  submitted  the  results  of  my  investigation,  under  your  direc- 
tion, into  the  manufacture  of  furniture,  boots  and  shoes,  corsets  an4  refriger- 
ators, the  two  last  named  industries  never  before  having  been  made  the 
subject  of  special  investigation  and  none  of  these  enumerated  have  been 
canvassed  as  fully  and  completely  as  this  report  shows. 

The  deductions  made  include  the  amount  of  capital  invested,  kind  and 
strength  of  power  used,  number  of  wage  earners,  classified,  and  their  wages; 
value  of  materials  used,  and  the  selling  value  of  the  products  in  each  industry 
canvassed. 

The  total  number  of  establishments  canvassed  was  188,  as  follows:  Fur- 
niture factories,  150;  boot  and  shoe  factories,  21;  refrigerator  factories,  10, 
and  7  corset  factories. 

The  investigation  was  carried  on  largely  by  personally  interviewing  the 
owners  or  managers  and  recording  their  answers  to  questions  contained  in 
the  schedules  furnished  by  the  department  for  this  work.  During  the  time 
that  the  canvass  was  made  only  two  or  three  factories  were  found  closed  and 
these  only  temporarily,  so  that  it  may  be  safely  said  the  figures  represent 
more  than  99  per  cent  of  these  industries,  according  to  the  best  information. 

The  figures  for  the  furniture  industry  suffer  slightly  by  reason  of  the  fact 
that  several  firms  making  refrigerators  (in  order  to  utihze  their  waste  ma- 
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terial)  also  produce  some  articles  which  can  be  properly  classed  as  furni- 
ture. The  figures  covering  this  branch  of  their  business  could  not  be  sepa- 
rated by  these  firms,  and  the  output  being  comparatively  small,  no  attempt 
was  made  to  estimate  the  amount  of  irregular  business.  Where  refrigerators 
were  made  to  any  extent  they  have  been  so  classified  and  returned. 

The  statistics  include  only  those  establishments  whose  product  is  sold  to 
the  retailer  or  jobber.  Reports  were  not  secured  from  retail  dealers  having 
a  department  in  which  repairing  and  manufac  luring  was  incidental  to  their 
regular  business  and  in  which  the  employes  were  engaged  exclusively  in 
manufacturing  as  distinct  from  mercantile  business. 

FURNITURE. 

Wherever  the  word  is  spoken  in  the  business  life  of  today,  Grand  Rapids  is 
invariably  connected  with  it  to  such  an  extent  as  to  make  the  two  synony- 
mous. Considering  the  magnitude  of  the  business  carried  on  there,  both  in 
the  manufacture  and  sale  of  furniture,  Michigan  can  well  be  proud  of  the 
distinction  achieved  by  her  "second  city  "  as  the  center  of  the  trade. 

In  striking  contrast  with  the  small  "cabinet  shops  "of  early  days,  when 
the  work  was  mostly  done  by  hand  and  the  tools  used  were  very  few  and 
simple,  are  the  immense  plants  which  are  now  found  in  many  of  the  state's 
industrial  centers.  A  visit  to  them  impresses  one  particularly  with  the 
amount  of  floor  space  required.  Improved  machinery  has  taken  the  place 
of  hand  work  and  numerous  kinds  of  labor-saving  devices  are  to  be  seen  on 
every  hand. 

While  the  growth  and  progress  of  this  important  industry  in  Grand  Rapids 
has  developed  steadily,  the  remainder  of  the  state  has  kept  pace  with  that 
city,  until  now  40  cities  and  villages  have  furniture  factories  within  their 
confines.  In  1904  the  38  establishments  in  Grand  Rapids  reported  pro- 
ducts valued  at  $9,409,097,  which  was  more  than  half  of  the  total  value  for 
the  entire  state.  The  statistics  collected  show  that  Grand  Rapids  factories 
have  increased  their  output  more  than  two  million  dollars  since  1904,  the 
actual  figures  being  $11,554,177,  while  the  establishments  outside  of  that 
city  increased  their  product  to  more  than  $26,000,000. 

Detroit  ranks  next  to  Grand  Rapids,  the  metropolis  having  36  firms, 
though  a  number  of  them  are  comparatively  small.  A  comparison  between 
these  two  cities,  showing  the  number  of  establishments,  capital  invested, 
number  of  employes  and  wages  paid,  will  be  seen  by  the  following  table:

WTiile  we  could  present  comparisons  for  all  of  the  cities,  we  do  not  do  so, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  in  many  places  there  are  but  one  or  two  manufacturers, 
and  we  do  not  wish  to  disclose  individual  statistics,  thus  confining  the  com- 
parisons to  the  two  leading  centers.  The  total  number  of  wage  earners  en- 
gaged in  the  manufacture  of  furniture  in  the  state  was  17,426,  an  increase  of 
4,166  over  1904.  The  average  daily  wages  is  shown  to  be  .?1.92  for  males 
and  81.40  for  females. 
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BOOTS   AND   SHOES. 

Without  speaking  specifically  of  the  three  other  industries  speeially  can- 
vassed, I  will  say  that  all  were  found  in  a  prosperous  and  healthy  condition. 
The  statistics  coIlect«d  for  each  follow,  and  will  be  found  interesting,  cov- 
ering as  they  do  three  of  Michigan's  important  industries,  ^-iz.:  boots  and 
shoes,  women's  corsets  and  refrigerators. 

To  close  this  report  without  acknowledging  the  uniform  kind  and  courteous 
treatment  given  me  by  those  in  authority  with  whom  I  met  or  had  corres- 
pondence during  the  canvass  would  be  ungrateful  to  say  the  least.  Only  one 
manufacturer  of  the  entire  number  embracing  the  four  separate  industries 
refused  to  make  replies  or  fill  out  a  blank  schedule  when  requested  to  do  so, 
and  his  was  only  a  partial  refusal.  It  was  necessary,  therefore,  in  only  one 
instancy  to  resort  to  other  means  in  order  to  secure  the  required  figures. 
Owners  and  managers  seemed  glad  to  aid  the  Bureau  in  its  efforts  to  present 
complete  and  accurate  information,  without  which  statistics  have  little 
value.

All  these  firms 
are  located  in  Detroit,  and  have  an  aggregate  capital  stock  of  $1,925.  They 
have  been  in  operation  for  15  years  and  during  that  time  only  one  has  in- 
creased its  capital  stock.  The  report  from  these  firms  show  that  they 
have  operated  the  whole  year,  giving  employment  to  nine  adult  males,  at  an 
average  daily  wage  of  $1.87iiiul  five  adult  females  at  an  average  daily  wage 
of  $1.50.  The  aggregate  cost  of  material  used  for  the  year  was  $7,000  with 
a  miscellaneous  ex|3ense  of  $850.  The  output  of  slippers  of  the  four  factories 
was  25,800  pairs,  the  value  of  the  manufactured  product  aggregating  $15,620.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  SMITH. 

DETRorr,  December  15,  1907. 

Hon.  Malcolm  J,  McLeod y  Commissioner  of  Labor ^  Lansing y  Mich,: 

Dear  Sir. — I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  work  done  through  the 
several  offices  of  the  Michigan  Free  Employment  Bureau  during  the  year 
ending  November  30,  1907. 

origin. 

Because  of  the  unscrupulous  methods  pursued  with  scarcely  an  exception 
by  the  private  employment  agents  of  the  larger  cities  in  the  state,  and  with 
the  object  of  at  least  partially  protecting  the  thousands  of  working  people 
against  the  fraud  and  deception  practiced  by  these  sharks,  the  legislature  in 
1905  passed  a  law  directing  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  to  establish  free  em- 
ployment bureaus  in  all  cities  of  the  state  having  a  population  of  fifty  thou- 
sand or  more,  arid  authorized  the  use  of  the  funds  of  his  department  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  for  advertising  purposes. 

THE   WORK   BEGUN. 

Under  the  provisions  of  this  act  an  office  was  established  in  Detroit  June 
12,  1905,  and  July  1  of  the  same  year  a  similar  office  was  opened  in  Grand 
Rapids — these  being  the  only  cities  having  the  population  prescribed  by  the 
law  referred  to. 

Although  from  the  beginning  the  department  was  seriously  handicapped 
by  the 

LACK   OF  FUNDS 

sufficient  to  properly  systematize  and  prosecute  the  work,  an  honest  en- 
deavor was  made  to  carry  out  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the  law  by  placing  in 
positions  the  greatest  number  possible  with  the  resources  available. 
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SYSTEM  AND   POLICY. 

To  this  end  the  system  adopted  was  so  simplified  as  to  permit  of  the 
prompt  handling  of  the  large  and  continually  increasing  number  of  employ- 
•ers  and  employes  seeking  to  avail  themselves  of  the  benefits  of  the  bureau. 
In  a  general  way  it  has  been  the  settled  policy  to  so  conduct  the  work  as  to 
inspire  the  greatest  degree  of  public  confidence  in  the  department,  to  the  end 
that  the  best  available  help  and  the  most  desirable  positioas  might  be  offered 
to  those  seeking  its  aid.* 

Misrepresentations  of  the  character  of  the  positions  offered  and  of  the 
applicants  for  emplojonent  have  alike  been  carefully  avoided. 

Female  help  has  not  knowingly  been  sent  to  places  of  questionable  char-- 
acter,  nor  children  to  positions  wherein  their  lives,  healths  or  morals  were 
placed  in  jeopardy. 

NO   DISCRIMINATION. 

has  been  made  between  union  and  non-union  concerns  or  labor.  All  ob- 
tainable information  concerning  the  position  offered  is  laid  before  the  appli- 
cant, leaving  him  the  option  of  accepting  or  declining  the  same.     The 

SUCCESS   OF  THE   WORK 

was  phenomenal  from  the  beginning.  The  number  of  persons  who  secured 
positions  through  the  Detroit  office  for  the  eighteen  months  ending  No- 
vember 30,  1906,  was  12,791 — an  average  of  711  per  month.  During  the 
same  period  3,621  persons — an  average  of  201  per  month — secured  employ- 
ment through  the  office  at  Grand  Rapids. 

THE   WORK   EXTENDED. 

The  showing  thus  made  convinced  the  legislature  of  the  merit  and  im- 
portance of  the  work;  and  in  1907  an  act  was  passed  providing  for  additional 
offices  at  Saginaw  and  Kalamazoo,  and  setting  aside  a  fixed  appropriation 
of  five  thousand  dollars  per  year  to  carry  on  the  work.  Pursuant  to  this  act 
the  office  at  Saginaw  was  opened  July  19,  1907,  with  J.  A.  McBratnie  as 
manager,  and  on  August  7,  1907,  the  Kalamazoo  office  was  opened  in  charge 
of  Isaac  Bloem. 

The  success  of  the  work  in  these  offices,  a  detailed  statement  of  which  is 
included  in  this  report,  has  been  such  as  to  fully  justify  the  action  of  the 
legislature. 

FARM   LABOR. 

Special  efforts  have  been  made  to  furnish  needed  help  to  farmers  during 
the  busier  seasons  of  the  year,  and  reference  to  the  accompanying  tables  will 
show  that  much  good  in  this  direction  has  been  accomplished.  There  is  no 
<iisguising  the  fact,  however,  that  the  supply  of  capable,  reliable  farm  help 
which  is  obtainable  in  Michigan  is  wholly  inadequate  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  farmers  of  the  state.  Not  only  is  the  number  obtainable  far  below  the 
requirements,  but  in  very  many  cases  the  quality  of  the  help  is  inferior  and 
would  not  be  accepted  at  any  price  were  better  men  to  be  had.  It  will  be 
readily  seen  that  the  only  effectual  remedy  for  this  situation  is  to  be  found 
in  the  adoption  of  some  plan  whereby  more  and  better  farm  help  can  be  in- 
duced to  come  to  Michigan.  It  was  hoped  that  the  legislature  of  1907 
would  see  its  way  clear  to  grant  the  full  amount  of  the  appropriation  asked 
for  by  this  department,  and  which  it  was  contemplated  would  be  partially

expended  in  efforts  along  this  line.  I  firmly  believe  that  with  sufficient 
funds  to  pay  necessary  expenses,  and  acting  in  co-operation  with  the  various 
farmer's  societies  of  the  state,  enough  men  can  be  induced  to  come  to  Mich- 
igan from  the  countries  of  northern  Europe  to  very  materially  relieve  the 
situation  here. 

The  work  of  the  offices  at  Detroit  and  Grand  Rapids  for  the  twelve  months 
ending  November  30,  1907,  and  of  the  offices  at  Saginaw  and  Kalamazoo 
from  their  inception  to  the  date  named,  is-shown  in  detail  in  the  tables  which 
accompany  and  are  made  a  part  of  this  report.

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CHAPTER  XVIII. 

STATISTICS   OF   ELECTRIC   RAILWAYS   AND    OF   THE   MOTIVE 
POWER  USED  IN  MANUFACTURING  IN  MICHIGAN. 


In  this  chapter  will  be  found  statistical  data  of  all  the  electric  railways  in 
Michigan,  and  also  of  the  motive  power  used  in  manufacturing  in  the  state. 
As  a  factor  of  labor  and  industry  the  electric  railway  lines  are  most  important. 
They  are  arteries  (so  to  speak)  reaching  out  from  every  great  labor  center 
and  connecting,  by  fast  transportation,  the  urban  population  to  these  centers 
of  industry.  The  data  given,  and  comparisons  made,  will  be  found  useful  and 
of  interest  to  all. 

The  subject  of  motive  power  has  always  been  one  of  vital  interest.  Very 
few  people  realize  the  combined  strength  of  the  power  used  in  turning  the 
wheels  of  manufacture  in  this  state.  If  evenly  distributed  every  factory 
and  workshop  in  Michigan  would  average  over  100  horse  power,  while  at  the 
same  time  over  2,000  of  these  workshops  are  operated  without  the  use  of 
motive  power.  The  table,  given  by  coimties,-  shows  the  amount  and  kinds 
of  power  used  in  each  county  together  with  other  interesting  statistics.  -  The 
entire  chapter  is  commended  to  the  careful  study  of  those  interested  in  the 
subject  matter.

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REMARKS  SUGGESTED  BY  THE  CANVASS. 

Statistics  show  that  the  use  of  electricity  is  rapidly  increasing  as  a  motive 
power,  especially  in  small  establishments. 

Michigan  is  developing  some  immense  water  power  plants.  Almost 
every  stream  of  note  is  receiving  the  attention  of  capitalists. 

A  much  larger  per  cent  of  steam  boilers  are  insured  each  year.  This  indi- 
cates that  these  boilers  receive  an  annual  inspection  from  insurance  compa- 
nies. Still,  the  danger  to  life,  limb  and  property  does  not  rest  with  these 
boilers,  but  with  those  not  insured  of  which  there  are  1,846.  The  fact  that 
they  are  not  insured  indicates  that  they  have  never  been  tested  by  expert 
inspectors.  Many  of  them  are  old  and  dangerous,  some  having  been  pur- 
chased from  dealers  ia  old  iron  and  junk.  It  is  from  such  as  these  that 
explosions  occur  and  loss  of  life  and  mangled  bodies  are  recorded. 

The  question  of  a  low  water  alarm  device  being  placed  on  all  stationary 
steam  boilers  has  passed  the  period  of  determined  opposition.  Most  manu- 
facturing establishments  now  recognize  the  usefulness  of  this  precaution, 
many  admitting  that  serious  calamities  have  been  avoided,  by  the  timely 
alarm  of  the  little  whistle.  Improvements  in  alarms  are  constantly  being 
made.  The  records  show  that  but  a  very  small  per  cent  of  the  standard 
de\'ices  are  found  in  poor  condition.

MICHIGAN  LAWS  COMING  UNDER  THE  JURISDICTION  OF  THE 

BUREAU  OF  LABOR. 

ACT  CREATING  THE  MICHIGAN  BUREAU  OF  LABOR  AND  INDUSTRIAL  STATISTICS 
AND    DEFINING    ITS    POWERS    AND    DUTIES    AS    REVISED    AND    AMENDED. 


Chapter  113  of  the  Compiled  Laws  of  1897. 
As  Amended  by  Act  No.  313,  Public  Acts  of  1907. 


AN  ACT  creating  a  Bureau  of  Labor  and  Industrial  Statistics,  and  defining 

the  Powers  and  duties  of  the  same. 

APPOINTMENT   OF  COMMISSIONER,    DEPUTY   COMMISSIONER,   AND  WHO   CONSTI- 
TUTES THE   BUREAU. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact: 

Section  1.  The  Governor  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  ap- 
point, within  sixty  days  after  this  act  shall  take  effect,  and  every  second  year 
thereafter,  in  the  month  of  February,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Senate,  and  also  within  thirty  days  after  the  occurrence  of  any  vacancy 
in  the  office,  a  suitable  person,  who  shall  be  a  citizen  of  this  State,  as  Com- 
missioner, who  shall  hold  his  office  until  his  successor  is  appointed  and 
qualified,  the  title  of  which  officer  shall  be  Commissioner  of  Labor.  The 
office  of  the  Commissioner  appointed  for  a  full  term  under  this  act  after  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-three,  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of 
March,  next  after  such  appointment.  Such  Commissioner  shall  keep  his 
office  at  the  Capitol,  in  the  city  of  Lansing,  and  shall  appoint  a  deputy, 
whose  term  of  office  shall  continue  during  the  pleasure  of  such  Commissioner. 
The  Commissioner  may  appoint  such  assistants  from  time  to  time  as  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  his  office.  Said  Conmiis- 
sioner,  with  his  deputy,  and  the  Secretary  of  State,  who  shall  be  ex. officio 
member  thereof,  shall  constitute  a  bureau  of  statistics  of  labor. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  BUREAU. 

(As  amended  by  Act  No.  313,  Public  Acts  of  1907.) 

Section  2.  The  duties  of  such  bureau  shall  be  to  collect  in  the  manner 
herein  provided,  assort,  systematize,  pfrint  and  present  to  the  Governor,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  February,  eighteen  hundred  eighty-four,  and  an- 
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nually  thereafter,  statistical  details  relating  to  all  departments  of  labor  in 
this  State,  including  the  penal  institutions  thereof,  particularly  concerning 
the  hours  of  labor,  the  number  of  laborers  and  mechanics  employed,  with  th^ 
nativity,  age  and  sex  of  such  laborers  and  mechanics,  whether  married  or 
single,  the  daily  wages  earned  and  savings  therefrom,  the  number  and  char- 
acter of  accidents,  the  sanitary  conditions  of  establishments  or  institutions 
where  labor  is  employed,  the  subjects  of  strikes,  co-operation,  labor  difficul- 
ties, organized  labor,  their  effects  on  labor  and  capital,  with  such  other 
matter  relating  to  the  industrial,  social,  educational  and  sanitary  conditions 
of  the  laboring  classes  and  to  the  productive  industries  of  the  State,  in- 
cluding the  names  of  firms,  companies,  or  corporations,  where  located,  capital 
invested  in  grounds,  buildings  and  machinery,  the  kinds  of  goods  produced 
or  manufactured,  the  time  operated  each  year,  the  amount  paid  annually 
for  materials,  rent,  taxes  and  insurance,  the  number  of  employes,  male  and 
female,  the  number  engaged  in  clerical  work  and  manual  labor,  with  a  clas- 
sification of  the  number  of  each  sex  engaged  in  each  occupation  and  the 
average  daily  wages  paid  each.  The  Commissioner  of  Labor  is  authorized 
to  appoint  special  agents  to  represent  the  bureau,  with  authority  to  visit 
firms  and  establishments  and  to  collect  such  statistics,  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  required,  with  like  power  as  if  conferred  on  said  Com- 
missioner: Provided,  That  the  Conunissioner  of  Labor  nor  any  one  con- 
nected with  his  office,  shall  not  publish,  make  public,  nor  give  to  any  indi- 
vidual or  to  the  public  the  separate  individual  statistics  obtained  from  any 
manufacturing  establishment,  but  all  such  statistics  must  be  published  in 
connection  with  other  similar  statistics  and  given  to  the  public  in  aggregates 
and  averages.  ^ 

RELATIVE  TO  EXAMINING  WITNESSES. 

Section  3.  Such  bureau  or  any  member  thereof,  shall  have  full  power 
to  examine  witnesses  on  oath,  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  the 
giving  of  testimony  and  the  production  of  papers  while  acting  in  any  part  of 
this  State,  and  witnesses  may  be  summoned  by  such  bureau,  or  any  member 
thereof,  by  its  process  in  the  same  manner,  and  paid  the  same  fees  as  are 
allowed  to  witnesses  attending  in  the  circuit  court  of  any  county.  Any 
person  duly  subpoenaed  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  who  shall  wil- 
fully neglect  to  attend  or  testify  at  the  place  named  in  the  subpoena  served 
for  such  purpose,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  before 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  may  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars  or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  exceeding  thirty  days,  or 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  discretion  of  the  court:  Provided,  No 
witnesses  shall  be  compelled  to  go  outside  the  county  in  which  he  resides  to 
testify. 

RELATIVE  TO  SALARIES,  APPROPRIATIONS  AND  SUPPUES. 

(As  amended  by  Act  No.  313,  Public  Acts  of  1907.) 

Section  4.  The  compensation  of  such  Commissioner  shall  be  two  thou- 
sand dollars  per  annum,  and  that  of  his  deputy  fiifteen  hundred  dollars  per 
annum,  which  compensation,  together  with  all  necessary  expenses,  includ- 
ing the  employment  and  the  paying  of  the  expenses  of  such  assistants  as  are 
provided  for  in  section  one  of  this  act,  also  the  expenses  provided  in  section 
three  of  this  act  shall  be  audited  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  the  salaries 
and  expenses  of  other  State  officers:  Provided,  The  amount  thereof,  ex- 
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elusive  of  the  compensation  allowed  to  said  Commissioner  and  his  deputy, 
shall  not,  in  any  one  year,  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars:  And 
Provided  further,  That  in  addition  to  the  above  allowance  for  expenses  said 
bureau  shall  be  authorized  to  have  printed  not  to  exceed  four  thousand 
copies  of  its  annual  reports  for  the  use  of  the  bureau,  for  general  distribu- 
tion, and  all  printing,  binding,  blanks  or  map  work,  and  all  supplies  shall  be 
done  or  furnished  under  any  contract  which  the  State  now  has  or  shall  have 
for  similar  work  with  any  party  or  parties,  and  thp  expense  thereof  shall  be 
audited  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  other  State  printing. 

RELATIVE  TO   COLLECTING   INFORMATION   OF   OFFICIALS,  ETC. 

Section  6.  Said  bureau  may  collect  the  information  called  for  in  section 
two  of  this  act,  or  such  information  as  shall  by  the  Commissioner  be  consid- 
ered essential  to  perfect  the  work  of  the  bureau,  from  the  several  State, 
coimty,  city,  village,  and  township  officers,  and  from  the  officers  of  prisons, 
penal  and  reformatory  institutions,  or  by  means  of  special  canvassers  under 
the  direction  of  the  Commissioner,  .and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  such  offi- 
cers to  furnish  upon  the  written  or  printed  request  of  the  Commissioner, 
such  information  as  shall  be  considered  necessary  for  the  bureau,  upon 
blanks  furnished  by  said  bureau. 

duties  of  supervisors,  etc. 

Section  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  supervisors  of  the  town- 
ships, and  the  supervisor  or  assessor  of  the  wards  of  cities  in  this  State,  at 
the  time  of  assessing  the  property  thereof,  to  obtain  the  facts  and  informa- 
tion determined  upon  by  said  bureau,  as  provided  in  section  five  of  this  iact, 
in  accordance  with  the  terms,  conditions,  and  requirements  of  said  blanks 
and  to  return  said  blanks  properly  filled  and  duly  certified  to,  by  such  officer, 
without  delay  to  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  at  Lansing. 

PENALTY  FOR  FALSELY  TESTIFYING. 

Section  7.  Any  person  who  shall  wilfully  and  intentionally  testify 
falsely,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be 
pimished  by  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  for  a  period  not  exceeding 
five  years,  and  any  person  who  shall  refuse  to  testify  before  said  bureau  or 
before  any  member  thereof,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  pimished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred dollars  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  sixty  days,  or  both  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court:  Provided,  That  no  person  or  corporation  shall  be  re- 
quired to  answer  any  question  that  shall  be  improper  subject  of  inquiry  or 
foreign  to  the  object  of  this  act. 

RELATIVE  TO   COLLECTING   STATISTICS   OF  INDIVIDUALS. 

Section  8.  The  Commissioner  or  his  deputy  shall  have  power  to  enter 
any  factory  or  workshop  when  open  or  in  operation,  for  the  purpose  of 
gathering  facts  and  statistics  relating  [to]  hours  of  labor,  wages,  industrial, 
economic  and  sanitary  questions  or  matters;  and  if  the  owner  or  occupants, 
or  his  or  her  agent  or  agents,  shall  refuse  to  allow  the  officers  of  said  bureau 
to  so  enter,  then  said  owner  or  occupant,  or  his  or  her  agent,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  before  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  one  hundred

dollars^  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt  to  be  instituted  by  the  order  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Labor  in  an  aQtion  wherein  the  State  of  Michigan  shall 
be  plaintiff.

ACT  PROVIDING  FOR  INSPECTION  OF  FACTORIES,  HOTELS  AND 
STORES  AND  DEFINING  THE  POWERS  AND  DUTIES  OF  THE 
COMMISSIONER  OF  LABOR  AND  HIS  DEPUTIES,  IN  CONNECTION 
THEREWITH. 


Act  No.  113  of  the  Public  Acts  of  1901. 
(As  amended  by  Acts  Nos.  169  and  140,  Public  Acts  of  1907). 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  inspection  of  manufacturing  establishments,  work- 
shops ^  hotels,  stores,  theatres,  schools,  halls,  apartment  hou^e^,  and  public 
buddings  in  this  State;  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  such  establishments, 
and  the  employment  of  women  and  children  therein;  to  regulate  the  conduct  of 
sweat-shops,  so-caUed;  to  provide  for  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act;  and  to  make  an  appropriation  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  same. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  FEMALES  AND   MINORS — HOURS   OF   LABOR. 

(As  amended  by  Act  No.  169,  Public  Acts  of  1907.) 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact:. 

Section  1.  No  male  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  and  no  female  shall 
be  employed  in  any  manufacturing  establishment  in  this  State  for  a  longer 
period  than  sixty  hours  in  any  one  week,  unless  for  the  purpose  of  making 
necessary  repairs  to  machinery  in  order  to  avoid  the  stoppage  of  the  ordi- 
nary running  of  such  establishments,  and  that  no  male  under  the  age  of 
eighteen  years  and  no  female  shall  be  employed  in  any  store  in  the  State 
employing  more  than  ten  persons,  for  a  longer  period  than  sixty  hours  in 
any  one  week:  Provided,  That  no  more  than  ten  hours  shall  be  exacted 
from  such  male  minor  or  female  on  any  day  unless  for  the  purpose  of  making 
B  shorter  workday  on  the  last  day  of  the  week. 

AGE   OF  CHILDREN — SWORN   STATEMENTS. 

(As  amended  by  Act  No.  169,  Public  Acts  of  1907.) 

Section  2.  No  child  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  shall  be  em- 
ployed, permitted  or  suffered  to  work  in  any  theatre,  concert  hall  or  place  of 
amusement  where  intoxicating  liquors  are  sold,  and  no  child  under  the  age 
of  fourteen  years  shall  be  employed  in  any  mercantile  institution,  store, 
office,  hotel,  laundry,  manufacturing  establishment,  passenger  or  freight 
elevator,  factory  -or  workshop,  telegraph  or  messenger  service  within  this 
State.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  employing  children  to  keep  a 
register  in  which  shall  be  recorded  the  name,  birthplace,  age  and  place  of 
residence  of  every  person  employed  by  him  or  her  under  the  age  of  sixteen 
65 
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years,  and  that  no  child  shall  be  employed  between  the  hours  of  six  o'clock 
p.  m.  and  seven  o'clock  a.  m.  in  any  manufacturing  establishment  or  work- 
shop in  this  State  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  mercantile  institution, 
store,  office,  hotel,  laundry,  manufacturing  establishment,  workshop,  tele- 
graph or  messenger  service  or  any  person  coming  within  the  provisions  of 
this  act  to  hire  or  employ  any  child  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  without 
there  is  first  provided  and  placed  on  file  a  sworn  statement  made  by  the 
parent  or  guardian,  stating  the  age,  date  and  place  of  birth  of  said  child  and 
that  the  child  can  read  and  write  the  English  language:  Provided,  however,. 
That  if  said  child  has  been  bom  in  a  foreign  country,  not  having  been  a  resi- 
dent of  the  United  States  for  three  years  prior  to  the  application  for  permit 
to  be  employed  between  the  age  of  fourteen  and  sixteen  years  a  permit  shall 
be  issued  to  said  child  upon  proof  that  said  child  can  read  and  write.  If 
said  child  have  no  parent  or  guardian  then  said  statement  shall  be  made  by 
the  child,  which  statement  shall  be  kept  on  file  by  the  employer,  and  be  re- 
turned to  the  child  upon  leaving  his  employ,  and  which  said  register  and 
statement  shall  be  produced  for  inspection  on' demand  of  any  factory  in- 
spector appointed  under  this  act:  Provided,  further,  That  in  the  city  of  De- 
troit and  the  city  of  Grand  Rapids  all  sworn  statements  shall  be  made  before 
a  deputy  factory  inspector. 

HEALTH,  SAFETY  AND  MORALS  OP  CHILDREN  AND  ^EMALES. 

(As  amended  by  Act  No.  169,  Public  Acts  of  1907.) 

Section  3.  No  female  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  and  no  male 
under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  shall  be  employed  by  any  person,  firm  or 
corporation  at  employment  whereby  his  or  her  life  or  limb  is  endangered,, 
or  health  likely  to  be  injured,  or  his  or  her  morals  may  be  depraved  by  such 
employment  and  that  no  such  male  or  female  shall  be  allowed  to  clean  ma* 
chinery  while  in  motion. 

MEDICAL  CERTIFICATE  OF  PHYSICAL  FITNESS. 

Section  4.  Factory  inspectors  shall  have  power  to  demand  a  certificate 
of  physical  fitness  from  the  county  physician,  who  shall  make  such  examina- 
tion free  of  charge,  in  the  case  of  persons  who  seem  physically  imable  to  per- 
form the  labor  at  which  they  may  be  employed,  and  shall  have  power  to  pro- 
hibit the  employment  of  any  person  that  cannot  obtain  such  a  certificate: 
Provided,  Tins  section  shall  not  apply  except  to  children  under  sixteen  years 
of  age. 

GUARDING   OF  ELEVATORS,   HOISTING  SHAFTS  AND  WELL  HOLES. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  owner,  agent  or  lessee  of  any  manu- 
facturing establishment  where  hoisting  shafts  or  well-holes  are  used,  to 
cause  the  same  to  be  properly  enclosed  and  secured.  It  shall  also  be  the 
duty  of  the  owner,  agent  or  lessee  to  provide  or  cause  to  be  provided  at  all 
elevator  openings  in  any  manufacturing  establishment,  workshop,  hotel  or 
store  such  proper  trap  or  automatic  doors  or  automatic  gates,  so  constructed 
as  to  open  or  close  by  the  action  of  elevators  either  ascending  or  descending. 
The  factory  inspector,  assistant  factory  inspector,  or  deputy  factory  in- 
spector shall  inspect  the  cables,  gearing  or  other  apparatus  of  elevators  in 
manufacturing  establishments,  workshops,  hotels  and  stores  at  least  once 
in  each  year,  and  more  frequently  if  necessary,  and  require  that  the  same 
be  kept  in  a  safe  condition. 
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FIRE   ESCAPES. 

(As  amended  by  Act  No.  140,  Public  Acts  of  1907.) 

Section  6.  Fire  escapes  shall  be  provided  for  all  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments, hotels,  stores,  theatres,  schools,  halls,  apartment  houses  and  public 
buildings,  two  or  more  stories  in  height,  if  in  the  opinion  of  the  factory  in- 
spector it  is  necessary  to  insure  the  safety  of  persons  in  such  places ;  said  fire 
escapes  or  means  of  egress,  or  as  many  thereof  as  may  be  deemed  sufficient 
by  the  inspector,  shall  be  provided  and  where  it  is  necessary  to  provide  fire 
escapes  on  the  outside  of  such  buildings  they  shall  consist  of  landings  and 
balconies  at  each  floor  above  the -first,  to  be  built  according  to  specifications 
provided  by  the  factory  inspector.  Factory  inspectors  shall  in  writing 
notify  the  owner,  agent  or  lessee  of  such  manufacturing  establishments, 
hotels,  stores,  theatres,  schools,  halls,  apartment  houses  and  public  buildings, 
of  the  required  location  and  specifications  of  such  fire  escapes  as  may  be  or- 
dered. 

STAIRWAYS  AND   DOORS. 

Section  7.  Stairways  with  substantial  hand  rails  shall  be  provided  in 
manufacturing  establishments,  and  where  in  the  opinion  of  the  factory  in- 
spector it  is  necessary,  the  steps  of  such  stairs  in  all  such  establishments 
shall  be  substantially  covered  with  rubber  securely  fastened  thereon,  for  the 
better  safety  of  persons  employed  in  said  establishments.  The  stairs  shall 
be  properly  screened  at  sides  and  bottom  where  females  are  employed,  and 
where  practicable  the  doors  of  such  establishments  shall  swing  outwardly  or 
slide,  as  ordered  by  said  factory  inspector,  and  shall  be  neither  locked, 
bolted  or  fastened  during  working  hours. 

safeguards  on  belts,  gearing  and  dangerous  machinery. 

Section  8.  It  shall  also  be^he  duty  of  the  owner  of  any  factory,  or  his 
agent,  superintendent  or  other  person  in  charge  of  the  same,  to  furnish  or 
supply,  or  cause  to  be  furnished  or  supplied,  in  the  discretion  of  the  factory 
inspector,  where  machinery  is  in  use,  proper  shifters  or  other  mechanical  con- 
trivances for  the  purpose  of  throwing  belts  on  or  off  pulleys.  All  gearing  or 
belting  shall  be  provided  with  proper  safeguards  and  wherever  possible 
machinery  shall  be  provided  with  loose  pulleys.  All  vats,  saws,  pans,  planers, 
cogs,  set-screws,  gearing  and  machinery  of  every  description,  shall  be  prop- 
erly guarded  when  deemed  necessary  by  the  factory  inspector. 

EXHAUST   FANS. 

Section  9.  Exhaust  fans  shall  be  provided  for  the  purpose  of  canying 
off  dust  from  emery  wheels  and  grindstones,  and  dust-creating  machinery, 
wherever  deemed  necessary  by  the  factory  inspector. 

toilet  rooms  and  closets. 

(As  amended  by  Act  No.  169,  Public  Acts  of  1907.) 

Section  10.  Every  manufacturing  establishment,  workshop,  hotel  or 
store  in  which  five  or  more  persons  are  employed,  and  every  institution  in 
which  two  or  more  children,  young  persons  or  women  are  employed,  shall  be 
supplied  with  proper  wash  and  dressing  rooms,  and  kept  in  a  cleanly  state 
and  free  from  effluvia  arising  from  any  drain,  privy,  or  other  nuisance,  and 
shall  be  provided  within  reasonable  access  with  a  sufficient  number  of  proper

or  sorted  in  whole  or  in  part. 
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DUTIES    OF    COMMISSIONER    AND    DEPUTIES — COMPENSATION — ^APPROPRIATION. 

Section  15.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
the  Commissioner  of  Labor  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  cause  at 
least  an  annual  inspection  of  the  manufacturing  establishments,  factories 
and  hotels,  also  all  stpres  employing  ten  or  more  persons,  in  this  State. 
Such  inspection  may  be  by  the  Commissioner  of  Labor,  the  Deputy  Commis- 
sioner of  Labor,  or  such  other  person  as  may  be  appointed  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Labor  for  the  purpose  of  making  such  inspection.  Such  persons 
shall  be  under  the  control  and  direction  of  the  Commissioner  of  Labor,  and 
are  especially  charged  with  the  duties  imposed,  and  shall  receive  such  com- 
pensation as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Labor,  not  to  exceed 
three  dollars  a  day,  together  with  ail  necessary  expenses.  All  compensation 
for  services  and  expenses  provided  for  in  this  act  shall  be  paid  by  the  State 
Treasurer  upon  the  warrant  of  the  Auditor  General:  Provided^  That  not 
more  than  twenty  thousand  dollars  shall  be  expended  in  such  inspection  in 
any  one  yea,! i-And  provided  further ,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  shall 
present,  to  the  Governor,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  February  of  each  year, 
a  report  of  such  inspection,  with  such  recommendation  as  may  be  necessary: 
And  provided  further ^  That  in  addition  to  the  above  amount  allowed  for  ex- 
penses, there  may  be  printed  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  copies  of  such  re- 
ports for  the  use  of  the  Labor  Bureau  for  general  distribution,  and  all  print- 
ing^ >binding,  blanks,  stationery,  supplies  or  map  work  shall  be  done  under  any 
contract  which  the  State  now  has  or  shall  have  for  similar  work  with  any 
party  or  parties,  and  the  expense  thereof  shall  be  audited  and  paid  for  in 
the  same  manner  as  other  State  printing. 

DUTY   OF   PROSECUTING  ATTORNEY. 

Section  16.  The  prosecuting  attorney  of  any  county  of  this  State  is 
hereby  authorized  and  required,  upon  the  complaint  on  oath  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Labor  or  factory  inspectors,  to  prosecute  to  termination  before  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  the  State,  ac- 
tions or  proceedings  against  any  person  or  persons  reported  to  him  to  have 
violated  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

tenement  house  work. 

(As  amended  by  Act  No.  169,  Public  Acts  of  1907.)-^ 

Section  17.  No  room  or  apartment  in  any  tenement  or  dwelling  house 
shall  be  used  for  the  manufacture  of  coats,  vests,  trousers,  knee  pants,  over- 
alls, skirts,  dresses,  cloaks,  hats,  caps,  suspenders,  jerseys  blouses,  waists, 
waist-bands,  underwear,  neckwear,  furs,  fur  trimmings,  fur  garments,  shirts, 
hosiery,  purses,  feathers,  artificial  flowers,  cigarettes  or  cigars  and  no  person, 
firm  or  corporation  shall  hire  or  employ  any  persons  to  work  in  any  room, 
apartment  or  in  any  building,  or  parts  of  buildings,  at  making,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  any  of  the  articles  mentioned  in  this  section,  without  first  obtaining  a 
written  permit  from  the  factory  inspector,  or  one  of  his  deputies,  stating  the 
maximum  number  of  persons  allowed  to  be  employed  therein  and  that  the 
building  or  part  of  building  intended  to  be  used  for  such  work  or  business  is 
thoroughly  cleaned,  sanitary  and  fit  for  occupancy  for  such  work  or  business. 
Such  permit  shall  not  be  granted  until  an  inspection  of  such  premises  is  made 
by  the  factory  inspector  or  one  of  his  deputies.  Said  permit  may  be  re- 
voked by  the  factory  inspector  at  any  time  the  health  of  the  community  or 
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of  those  80  employed  may  require  it:  Provided  further,  That  in  all  stores 
where  goods  are  manufactured,  altered  or  repaired,  work  rooms  shall  be 
provided  with  sufficient  light,  heat  and  ventilation  as  prescribed  in  this  sec^ 
tion.  It  shall  be  framed  and  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  room,  or 
in  one  of  the  rooms  to  which  it  relates.  Every  person,  firm,  company  or 
corporation  contracting  for  the  manufacture  of  any  of  the  articles  mentioned 
in  this  section,  or  giving  out  the  incomplete  material  from  which  they  or  any 
of  them  are  to  be  made,  or  to  be  wholly  or  partially  finished,  shall,  before 
contracting  for  the  manufacture  of  any  of  said  articles,  or  giving  out  said 
material  from  which  they  or  any  of  them  are  to  be  made,  require  the  pro- 
duction by  such  contractor,  person  or  persons  of  said  permit  from  the  factory 
inspector,  as  required  in  this  section,  and  shall  keep  a  written  register  of  the 
names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  to  whom  such  work  is  given  to  be  made, 
or  with  whom  they  may  have  contracted  to  do  the  same.  Such  register 
shall  be  produced  for  inspection  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  furnished  on  de- 
mand made  by  the  factory  inspector  or  one  of  his  deputies:  Provided,  That 
nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  emplo3rment  of 
a  seamstress  by  any  family  for  manufacturing  articles  for  such  family  use. 
None  of  the  work  mentioned  in  this  section  shall  be  done  in  any  room  or 
apartment  used  for  living  or  sleeping  purposes,  or  which  is  connected  with 
the  room  or  rooms  used  for  such  purposes,  and  which  has  not  a  separate  and 
distinct  outside  entrance,  except  by  members  of  the  family  dwelling  therein. 
Not  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  cubic  feet  of  air  space  shall  be  allowed 
for  each  person  employed,  and  all  work  rooms  shall  be  provided  with  suf- 
ficient means  of  light,  heat  and  ventilation  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  chief 
factory  inspector.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  local  boards  of  health,  health 
officers  and  physicians  to  report  within  twenty-four  hours  to  the  deputy 
factory  inspector  in  their  respective  districts  each  and  every  case  of  con- 
tagious or  infectious  disease  coming  officially  to  their  knowledge.  The 
chief  factory  inspector  or  any  duly  appointed  deputy  factory  inspector  shall 
have  power  to  seize  and  take  charge  of  all  articles  found  that  are  being  made 
or  partially  made,  finished,  cleaned  or  repaired  in  unhealthy  or  unsanitary 
places  where  there  are  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  in  violation  of  the 
law,  and  may  proceed  to  disinfect,  condemn  or  destroy  the  same  as  in  the 
*  opinion  of  the  local  board  of  (or)  health  officer,  the  public  health  or  safety  may 
require.  Whenever  it  is  reported  to  the  chief  factory  inspector  or  to  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  or  to  either  of  them,  that  any  of  the  articles  named 
in  this  section  are  being  or  have  been  shipped  into  this  State,  having  pre- 
viously been  manufactured  in  whole  or  in  part  under  unhealthy  conditions, 
said  chief  factory  inspector  shall  examine  said  goods  and  the  condition  of 
their  manufacture,  and  if  upon  such  examination  said  goods  or  any  of  them 
are  found  to  contain  vermin  or  to  have  been  made  in  improper  places  or 
under  unhealthy  conditions,  he  shall  make  report  thereof  to  the  State  Board 
of  Health,  which  board  shall  thereupon  make  such  order  or  orders  as  the 
public  health  and  safety  may  require:  Provided  further,  That  in  stores  where 
goods  are  manufactured,  altered  or  repaired,  workrooms  shall  be  provided 
with  proper  heat,  light  and  ventilation,  as  prescribed  in  this  section. 

PENALTY  FOR  VIOLATION  OP  ACT. 

Section  18.  Any  person  who  violates  or  omits  to  comply  with  any  of 
the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  act,  or  who  interferes  in  any  manner  with 
the  factory  inspector  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  or  who  suffers  or  permits 
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any  child  to  be  employed  in  violation  of  its  provisions,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment 
for  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  ninety  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and 
imprisonment  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.

AN  ACT  to  fix  the  respormbility  for  making  permanent  improvements  to  manvn 
facturing  establishments  in  Michigan^  where  ordered  by  factory  or  deputy 
factory  inspectors, 

OWNER  TO  MAKE  PERMANENT  IMPROVEMENTS  UNLESS  OTHERWISE  PROVIDED. 

» 

Tfie  People  of  the  Stale  of  Michigan  enact: 

Section  1.  Whenever  fire  escapes,  elevator  protection  or  repairs,  water 
closets  and  other  permanent  improvements  to  buildings  are  ordered  by 
factory  or  deputy  factory  inspectors  under  the  provisions  of  act  one  hundred 
and  t£drteen,  session  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  one,  said  improvements  shall 
be  made  by  the  owner  of  the  building  or  premises  where  such  improvements 
are  ordered:  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to 
interfere  with  any  contract  between  owner  and  tenant  whereby  the  tenant 
agrees  to  make  such  improvements  when  ordered  by  factory  or  deputy 
factory  inspectors. 

WHEN  TENANT  SHALL  MAKE  IMPROVEMENTS. 

Section  2.  Whenever  the  owner  of  any  building  or  premises  as  mentioned 
in  section  one  of  this  act  is  a  non-resident  of  this  State,  the  tenant  ^all 
make  such  improvements  and  may  deduct  the  cost  thereof  from  the  amount 
of  rent  for  use  of  said  premises. 
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ACT  PROVIDING  FOR  SEATS  FOR  FEMALE  EMPLOYES. 

Act  No.  91,  Public  Acts,  1893. 

AN  ACT  providing  that  all  persons  employing  Female  Help  in  Stares  shall 
provide  Seats  for  the  same  when  not  actively  employed. 

MUST   PROVIDE   SEATS  TO   USB  WHEN  NOT  AT  WORK. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact: 

Section  1.  That  all  persons  who  employ  females  in  stores,  shops,  offices 
or  manufactories,  as  clerks,  assistants,  operatives  or  helpers  in  any  business, 
trade  or  occupation  carried  on  or  operated  by  them,  shall  be  required  to  pro- 
cure and  provide  proper  and  suitable  seats  for  all  such  females,  and  shall 
permit  the  use  of  such  seats,  rests  or  stools  as  may  be  necessary,  and  shall 
not  make  any  rules,  regulations  or  orders  preventing  the  use  of  such  stools 
or  seats,  when  such  female  employes  are  not  actively  employed  in  their 
work  in  such  business  or  employment. 

penalty  for  neglect  or  refusal. 

Section  2.  If  any  employer  of  female  help  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pro- 
vide seats  as  provided  in  this  act,  or  shall  make  any  rules,  orders  or  regula- 
tions in  their  shops,  stores  or  other  places  of  business  requiring  females  to 
remain  standing  when  not  necessarily  employed  in  service  or  labor  therein, 
they  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  therefor,  in  a 
sum  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  dollars,  with  costs,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court. 


ACT  PROHIBITING  THE  EMPLOYMENT  OP  FEMALES  AS  BAR- 

IvEEFERS. 

Act  No.  170,  Public  Acts,  1897. 

AN^  ACT  to  prohibit  the  employment  of  Females  as  Barkeepers j  or  to  serve 
liquors^  or  for  dancing,  or  to  furnish  music  in  any  saloon  or  barroom  where 
spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors,  or  malt,  brewed  or  fermented  liquors  are 
sold  or  kept  for  sale. 

WOMEN  MUST   NOT   BE   EMPLOYJSD  IN  A   BARROOM. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact: 

Section  1.  That  no  person  shall  employ  any  girl  or  woman  as  barkeeper, 
or  to  serve  liquors,  or  to  furnish  music,  or  for  dancing  in  any  saloon  or  bar- 
room where  spirituous  or  intoxicating  liquors,  or  malt,  brewed  or  fermented 
liquors  are  sold  or  kept  for  sale. 

Section  2.  No  girl  or  woman  shall  be  employed  to  tend  bar,  serve  liquors, 
to  dance  or  furnish  music  in  any  saloon  or  barroom  where  spirituous  or  in- 
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toxicating  liquors,  or  malt,  brewed  or  fermented  liquors  are  sold  or  kept  for 
sale. 

Section  3.  No  keeper  or  proprietor  of  a  saloon  where  spirituous  or  in- 
toxicating liquors  or  malt,  brewed  or  fermented  liquors  are  sold  or  kept  for 
sale  shall  permit  any  girl  or  woman  to  tend  bar,  serve  liquors,  dance  or  fur- 
nish music  for  hire  in  his  saloon  or  barroom:  Provided,  That  this  act  shall 
not  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  wife  or  other  females  who  are  bona  fide 
members  of  the  family  of  a  proprietor  of  a  saloon  from  tending  bar  or  serving 
liquors  in  his  saloon. 

PENALTY  FOR  VIOLATING  THE  LAW. 

Section  4.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars  and  cost  of  prosecution, 
or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  term  not  to  exceed  thirty  days, 
or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 


ACT  PROVIDING  FOR  INSPECTION  OF  FOUNDRIES. 

Act  No.  152,  Public  Acts  of  1907. 

-4^  ACT  to  provide  for  the  regulation  and  inspection  of  foundries  or  estab- 
liahmenta  where  metal  castings  or  cores  are  made,  and  to  provide  for  the  wel- 
fare and  safety  of  persons  therein. 

CONSTRUCTION  OF  FOUNDRY   ENTRANCES. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact: 

Section  1.  All  entrances  to  foimdries  shall  be  constructed  ^d  main- 
tained so  ad  to  minimize  drafts. 

UNNECESSARY  OBSTRUCTIONS. 

Section  2.  All  passage  ways  in  foundries,  now  in  operation  or  hereafter 
to  be  built,  shall  be  constructed  and  maintained  of  sufficient  width  to  make 
them  reasonably  safe  for  the  workmen,  and  no  unnecessary  obstructions 
shall  be  allowed  in  such  passage  ways  during  the  hours  of  casting. 

EXHAUST  FANS. 

Section  3.  Whenever  a  foundry  is  so  constructed  or  operated  that  smoke, 
steam,  dust  or  noxious  gases  are  not  promptly  carried  off  by  the  general 
ventilation,  exhaust  fans  shall  be  provided.  No  salamanders  or  open  fire 
places  shall  be  used  unless  ample  provision  is  made  for  coftvejdng  the  gases 
arising  therefrom  directly  from  the  building. 

HEAT  AND   LIGHT. 

Section  4.    Foundries  shall  be  reasonably  well  lighted  throughout  work- 
ing hours,  and  reasonably  well  heated  during  the  cold  and  inclement  weather. 
Hot  water  shall  be  kept  available  for  washing  purposes  during  the  season  in 
which  artificial  heating  is  necessary.     When  it  is  thought  necessary  and  ad- 
66 
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visable  by  a  State  factory  inspector,  facilities  shall  be  provided  for  dr3ring 
the  clothing  of  persons  employed  therein. 

IRON  GRATINGS  AND  STAIRWAYS. 

Section  6.  All  pits  around  furnaces  in  any  such  foundry  shall  be  cov- 
ered with  substantial  iron  gratings,  unless  a  special  permit  to  use  wood  for 
such  purposes  is  granted  by  the  State  factory  inspector.  All  stairways 
around  such  furnaces  shall  be  constructed  of  iron. 

FOR  USE  IN  ACCIDENTS. 

Section  6.  There  shall  be  kept  on  hand  at  all  times  in  every  foundry  a 
reasonable  supply  of  lime  water,  sweet  oil,  vaseline,  bandages  and  absorbent 
cotton  for  use  by  the  workmen  in  case  of  burns  or  accident. 

enforcement  of  act. 

Section  7.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  each  and  every  State  factory 
inspector  to  enforce  a  reasonable  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

DEFINmON  OF  A  FOUNDRY. 

Section  8.  Any  place  or  establishment  where  metal  castings  or  cores 
are  made  shall  be  deemed  a  foundry  within  the  meaning  of  this  act.  The 
Commissioner  of  Labor,  or  his  deputy,  or  any  person  authorized  by  such 
Ck)mmissioner  to  act  as  factory  inspector,  or  deputy  factory  inspector,  shall 
be  deemed  a  State  factory  inspector  within  the  meaning  of  this  act. 

penalty   FOR  violation  OF  ACT. 

Section  9.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  whether  as  owner,  lessee,  manager,  agent,  servant  or  employe,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  on  conviction  thereof  in  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  ©ne  hundred  dollars,  and  costs  of  prosecution,  or  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  county  jail  of  not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  three  months, 
or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.

ACT  PROVIDING  FOR  FANS  AND  BLOWERS. 

Act  No.  202,  Public  Acts  of  1899. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  Fans  or  Blowers  wi  all  workshops  or  establishTnents  where 
wheels  composed  partly  of  Emery  or  Buffing  Wheels  or  Emery  Belts  are  v^ed, 

PROVIDE  FANS   OR   BLOWERS. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact: 

Section  1.  That  all  persons,  companies  or  corporations,  operating  any 
factory  or  workshop,  where  wheels  or  emery  belts  of  any  description  are  in 
general  use,  either  leather,  leather  covered,  felt,  canvas,  paper,  cotton  or 
wheels  or  belts  rolled  or  coated  with  emery  or  corundum,  or  cotton,  wheels 
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used  as  buffs,  shall  provide  the  same  with  fans  or  blowers,  or  similar  appa- 
ratus, when  ordered  by  the  Commissioner  of  Labor,  which  shall  be  placed  in 
such  a  position  or  manner  as  to  protect  the  person  or  persons  using  the  same 
from  the  particles  of  dust  produced  and  caused  thereby,  and  to  carry  away 
the  dust  arising  from,  or  thrown  off  by  such  wheels  or  belts  while  in  opera- 
tion, directly  to  the  outside  of  the  building  or  to  some  other  receptacle  placed 
so  as  to  receive  and  confine  such  dust,  and  the  same  shall  be  placed  in  such 
factory  or  workshop  within  three  months  after  this  act  shall  take  effect,  in 
the  manner  and  according  to  the  directions  and  specifications  as  herein,  in 
this  act  set  forth:  Provided,  That  grinding  machines  upon  which  water  is 
used  at  the  point  of  grinding  contact  shall  be  exempt  from  the  conditions 
of  this  act:  And  provided  further,  That  this  act  shall  not  apply  to  solid 
emery  wheels  used  in  saw-mills  or  planing-mills  or  other  wood  working 
establishments. 

CONSTRUCTION  OP  APPLIANCES. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person,  company  or  corporation 
operating  any  such  factory  or  workshop  to  provide  or  construct  such  appli- 
ances, apparatus,  machinery  or  other  things  necessary  to  carry  out  the  pur- 
poses of  this  act,  as  set  forth  in  the  preceding  section,  as  follows:  Each  and 
every  such  wheel  shall  be  fitted  with  a  sheet  or  cast  iron  hood  or  hopper  of 
such  form  and  so  applied  to  such  wheel  or  wheels  that  the  dust  or  refuse 
therefrom  will  fall  from  such  wheels  or  will  be  thrown  into  such  hood  or 
hopper  by  centrifugal  force  and  be  carried  oflf  by  the  current  of  air  into  a 
suction  pipe  attached  to  same  hood  or  hopper. 

SIZE  OP  SUCTION  PIPES. 

Section  3.  Each  and  every  such  wheel  six  inches  or  less  in  diameter  shall 
be  provided  with  a  three  inch  suction  pipe;  wheels  six  inches  to  twenty-four 
inches  in  diameter  with  four  inch  suction  pipe;  wheels  from  twenty-four 
inches  to  thirty-six  inches  in  diameter,  with  a  five  inch  suction  pipe;  and  all 
wheels  larger  in  diameter  than  those  stated  above  shall  be  provided  each 
with  a  suction  pipe  not  less  than  six  inches  in  diameter.  The  suction  pipe 
from  each  wheel,  so  specified,  must  be  full  size  to  the  main  trunk  suction  pipe, 
and  the  said  main  suction  pipe  to  which  smaller  pipes  are  attached  shall,  in 
its  diameter  and  capacity,  be  equal  to  the  combined  areas  of  such  smaller 
pipes  attached  to  the  same;  and  the  discharge  pipe  from  the  exhaust  fan, 
connected  with  such  suction  pipe  or  pipes,  shall  be  as  large  or  larger  than 
the  suction  pipe. 

RATE  OP  SPEED  FOR  PANS  OR   BLOWERS. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  person,  company  or  corporation 
operating  any  such  factory  or  workshop,  to  provide  the  necessary  fans  or 
blowers  to  be  connected  with  such  pipe  or  pipes,  as  above  set  forth,  which 
shall  be  run  at  such  a  rate  of  speed  as  will  produce  a  velocity  of  air  in  such 
suction  or  discharge  pipes  of  at  least  nine  thousand  feet  per  minute  or  an 
equivalent  suction  or  pressure  of  air  equal  to  raising  a  column  of  water  not 
less  than  five  inches  high  in  a  U-shaped  tube.  All  branch  pipes  must  enter 
the  main  trunk  pipe  at  an  angle  of  forty-five  degrees  or  less.  The  main 
suction,  or  trunk  pipe,  shall  be  below  the  polishing  or  buffing  wheels  and  as 
close  to  the  same  as  possible  and  to  be  either  upon  the  floor  or  beneath  the 
floor  on  which  the  machines  are  placed  to  which  such  wheels  are  attached. 
All  bends,  turns  or  elbows  in  such  pipes  must  be  made  with  easy  smooth  sur- 
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faces  having  a  radius  in  the  throat  of  not  less  than  two  diameter,  of  the  pipe 
on  which  they  are  connected. 

TO  INVESTIGATE  AND   PROSECUTE. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  any  factory  inspector,  sheriflf,  con- 
stable or  prosecuting  attorney  of  any  county  in  this  State,  in  which  any  such 
factory  or  workshop  is  situated,  upon  receiving  notice  in  writing,  signed  by 
any  person  or  persons,  having  knowledge  of  such  facts,  that  such  factory  or 
workshop  is  not  provided  with  such  appliances  as  herein  provided  for,  to 
visit  any  such  factory  or  workshop  and  inspect  the  same  and  for  such  pur- 
pose they  are  hereby  authorized  to  enter  any  factory  or  workshop  in  this 
State  during  working  hours,  and  upon  ascertaining  the  facts  that  the  pro- 
prietors or  managers  of  such  factory  or  workshops  have  failed  to  comply 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  make  complaint  of  the  same  in  writing 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  police  magistrate  having  jurisdiction,  who 
shall  thereupon  issue  his  warrant  directed  to  the  owner,  manager  or  director 
of  such  factory  or  workshop,  who  shall  be  thereupon  proceeded  against  for 
the  violation  of  this  act  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  and  it  is  made  the  duty  of 
the  prosecuting  attorney  to  prosecute  all  cases  under  this  act.

penalty  for  not  complying. 

Section  6.  Any  such  person  or  persons  or  company  or  managers  or  di- 
rectors of  any  such  company  or  corporation  who  shall  have  the  charge  or 
management  of  such  factory  or  workshop,  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  and  not  exceeding  one 
himdred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than  thirty 
days,  or  exceeding  ninety  days,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  contravening  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed.

MACHINES   TO   CARRY   AWAY   DUST. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact: 

Section  1.  All  persons,  companies  or  corporations  operating  any  up- 
holstering or  mattrgss  establishments  or  other  establishment,  factory  or 
place  where  hair,  moss,  tow,  or  cotton  is  used  for  filling,  shall  provide  the 
same  with  hair  picking  machines  when  ordered  by  the  Commissioner  or 
Deputy  Commissioner  of  Labor,  which  shall  be  placed  in  such  a  position  or 
manner  as  to  carrj"  away  the  dust  arising  from  or  thrown  oflf  by  such  ma- 
chines while  in  operation  directly  to  the  outside  of  the  building  or  to  some 
other  receptacle  established  so  as  to  receive  and  confine  such  dust,  and  the 
same  shall  be  placed  within  such  establishment,  place  or  factory  within  three 
months  after  having  been  ordered  to  be  so  placed  by  the  Commissioner  or 
Deputy  Commissioner  of  Labor. 

PENALTY  FOR  FAILURE  TO  COMPLY  WPFH  ACT. 

Section  2.  Any  person  or  persons  or  company  or  managers  or  directors 
of  any  such  company  or  corporation  who  shall  have  the  charge  or  manage- 
ment of  such  establishment,  factory,  or  place,  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon 
conviction  thereof  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars 
or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than 
ninety  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court.

ACT  PROVIDING  FOR  LOW  WATER  ALARMS  ON  BOILERS. 

Act  No.  209,  PubUc  Acts  of  1899. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  placing  of  Low  Water  Alarms  on  Steam  Boilers 
and  providing  a  peruiUy  for  a  non^ompliam^e  of  the  same. 

STATIONARY  STEAM  BOILERS  TO   BE   PROVIDED   WITH   LOW  WATER   ALARM. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact: 

Section  1.  That  all  stationary  steam  boilers  operated  or  used,  or  caused 
to  be  operated  or  used,  by  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  within  the  State 
of  Michigan,  shall  whenever  so  ordered  by  the  chief  factory  inspector  or  any 
of  his  duly  authorized  deputies,  have  upon  them  some  device  which  will 
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sound  an  alarm  for  the  purpose  of  calling  the  attention  of  the  engineer, 
fireman  or  person  in  charge  of  any  such  boiler  to  the  depth  of  water  in  the 
boiler  before  the  same  reaches  the  danger  point:  Provided,  That  the  kind  of 
device  or  alarm  so  used  shall  be  approved  by  the  chief  factory  inspector  of 
the  State;  and  he  or  any  of  his  duly  authorized  deputies  shall  be  authorized 
to  enter  upon  the  premises  of  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  within  this 
State  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  any  stationary  steam  boiler  so  used  or 
operated. 

UNLAWFUL  TO   OPERATE  BOILER  WTIHOUT   DEVICE. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  to 
operate  any  stationary  steam  boiler  without  its  having  a  low  water  alarm 
attached  thereto  after  the  chief  factory  inspector  or  any  duly  authorized 
deputy  has  ordered  the  same  to  be  used  as  specified  in  section  one  of  this  act. 

penalty  for  VIOLATION  OF  ACT. 

Section  3.  Any  person,  the  members  of  any  firm  or  the  board  of  di- 
rectors of  any  corporation  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  who 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  with  any  such  order  made  by  the  chief 
factory  inspector  or  his  duly  authorized  deputy  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  pimished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  ten  dollars  and  costs  of  prosecution,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county 
jail  of  the  county  where  such  conviction  shall  be  had,  or  in  the  State  House 
of  Correction  and  Reformatory  at  Ionia,  for  not  less  than  six  months  nor 
more  than  one  year,  or  by  both  such  fiine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  court,  for  each  and  every  offense. 


ACT  PROVIDING  FOR  THE  INSPECTION  OF  COAL  MINES. 

Act  No.  100,  Public  Acts  of  1905. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  act  number  fifty-seven  of  the  public  acts  of  the  year  one 
ihoiisand  eight  hundred  ninety-nine,  of  the  public  ads  of  the  State  of  Mich- 
igan, entitled  ^^An  act  to  provide  for  the  protection  of  the  hedUh,  lives  and 
interests  of  the  coal  miners  of  Michigan,  and  to  provide  for  the  inspection  of 
all  coal  mines  in  this  State.* ^ 

Act  Amended. 
The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact: 

Section  1.  That  act  number  fifty-seven  of  the  public  acts  of  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  ninety-nine,  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  entitled  "An 
act  to  provide  for  the  protection  of  the  health,  lives  and  interests  of  the  coal 
miners  of  Michigan,  and  to  provide  for  the  inspection  of  all  coal  mines  in  this 
State,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

commissioner  of  labor  to  appoint  inspector,  make  reports — compen- 
sation, APPROPRIATIONS,  ETC. 

Section  1.  That  an  inspector  of  coal  mines  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Labor,  whose  duties  shall  be  to  inspect  the  coal  mines  of 
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Michigan  and  from  time  to  time  report  the  results  of  his  inspections  with 
such  other  labor  statistics  as  he  shall  be  directed  to  collect,  to  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Labor,  upon  such  blanks  and  in  such  manner  as  the  latter  named 
official  shall  designate,  and  the  results  and  findings  of  said  coal  mine  in- 
spector shall  be  incorporated  in  the  regular  annual  report  of  said  Commis- 
sioner of  Labor.  Said  inspector  shall  receive  in  compensation  for  his  ser- 
vices four  dollars  per  day  and  his  necessary  expenses  of  travel  while  em- 
ployed and  under  instructions,  it  being  further  provided  that  the  expenses 
and  salary  of  said  inspector  shall  not  exceed  two  thousand  dollars  per  year. 
And  to  provide  for  this  expense  an  annual  appropriation  of  two  thousand 
dollars  is  hereby  authorized,  and  the  same  shall  be  placed  with  the  regular 
appropriation  of  the  Labor  Bureau  fund,  to  be  expended  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Labor  for  the  purposes  heretofore  provided,  and  as  he  shall  authorize 
and  direct. 

RIGHT  AND  POWER  OF  INSPECTOR. 

Section  2.  The  inspector,  when  properly  commissioned  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Labor,  shall  have  the  right  and  power  to  enter  any  coal  mine  for  the 
purpose  of  inspecting  or  collecting  statistics  relating  to  the  hours  of  labor, 
wages,  industrial,  economic  and  sanitary  questions  or  matters  of  scales. 

WHO  PERMITTED  TO  OPERATE  CAGES,  ETC. 

Section  3.  That  only  a  competent  and  trustworthy  engineer  shall  be 
permitted  to  operate  the  cages  and  hoisting  devices  in  all  coal  mines  of  this 
State. 

weighmen  to  make  oath. 

Section  4.  That  all  weighmen  who  shall  perform  the  duty  of  weighing 
the  coal,  shall  be  sworn  by  some  one  competent  to  administer  a  legal  oath, 
that  they  will  perform  their  duty  accurately  and  impartially  as  between  em- 
ployers and  employes,  and  that  they  will  honestly  report  and  record  all 
weights  of  coal  to  which  they  are  intrusted. 

EMPLOYES  TO  NAME  CHECKWEIGHMAN. 

Section  6.  That  the  coal  mine  employes  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a 
competent  and  fair  checkweighman,  who  shall  be  paid  by  the  employes, 
and  shall  be  sworn  by  anyone  authorized  to  administer  oaths. 

owner  to  keep  TIMBER  FOR  PROPS,  ETC. 

Section  6.  That  the  owner,  agent  or  operator  of  any  and  all  mines  shall 
keep  sl  supply  of  timber  constantly  on  hand,  of  sufficient  length  and  dimen- 
sions to  be  used  as  props  and  cap  pieces,  and  the  same  shall  be  delivered  to 
the  miner  at  his  respective  place  of  work,  of  such  dimensions  as  he  shall 
designate. 

ventilation — certain  mines  not  required  to  change  system  in  part. 

Section  7.  For  the  purpose  of  ventilation,  the  mines  shall  be  furnished 
with  one  hundred  cubic  feet  of  air  per  minute  for  each  person  employed 
and  three  himdred  cubic  feet  for  each  animal  used  therein,  measurements 
to  be  made  at  any  point  of  the  intake  airways.  It  shall  be  circulated  through 
the  mines  in  such  a  way  that  each  working  place  will  be  kept  in  a  healthy 
condition,  free  from  noxious  gases  or  deleterious  air.  To  secure  this  result 
the  current  shall  be  split  or  subdivided  when  in  the  judgment  of  the  mine 
inspector  such  is  necessary.    But  mines  that  have  been  in  operation  more 
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than  two  years  prior  to  the  passage  of  these  amendments  to  the  ''Inspection 
of  Coal  Mines  Act  No.  Fifty-seven,"  public  acts  of  eighteen  hundred  ninety- 
nine,  shall  not  be  required  to  change  their  system  of  ventilation,  in  so  far  as 
they  pertain  to  splits  and  subdivisions. 

VENTILATING  DOORS  TO  BE  TIGHT  AND  KEPT  CLOSED — PENALTY  FOR  VIOLATION. 

•  Section  8.  All  doors  set  on  entries  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  venti- 
lation shall  be  made  sufficiently  tight  to  effectually  obstruct  the  air  current, 
and  any  employe  of  the  coal  company  who  wilfully  or  maliciously  refuses  to 
keep  such  doors  closed  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  to  exceed  five  dollars,  or 
imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  to  exceed  thirty  days,  or  both,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  court. 

ENTRY  BREAKTHROUGHS  TO   BE   KEPT  CLOSED. 

Section  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mine  owners  to  close,  or  cause  to 
be  closed,  all  entry  breakthroughs  with  air  tight  bratices,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  breakthrough  nearest  the  working  place  of  the  employe,  unless 
the  area  of  breakthrough  is  too  small  to  permit  of  the  passage  of  air,  when 
two  breakthroughs  may  remain  open.  No  obstruction  of  any  kind  to  be 
placed  in  breakthrough  nearest  working  face. 

GASEOUS   MINES  TO   BE   EXAMINED    DAILY. 

Section  10.  Air  mines  generating  explosive  gases  shall  be  examined 
every  morning  by  a  duly  authorized  agent  of  the  proprietor,  to  determine 
whether  there  are  dangerous  accumulations  of  gas.  No  employe  shall  enter 
his  working  place  until  such  examiner  shall  have  reported  all  such  conditions 
safe  for  beginning  work. 

PROJECTED  SHAFTS  SUBJECT  TO  INSPECTION. 

Section  11.  Any  shaft  in  process  of  sinking,  and  any  opening  projected 
for  the  purpose  of  mining  coal  shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  State 
Inspector  of  Mines  for  the  district  in  which  said  shaft  or  opening  is  located. 

PASSAGE-WAY,  HOW  CONSTRUCTED. 

Section  12.  At  the  bottom  of  every  shaft  and  at  every  caging  place 
therein,  a  safe  and  commodious  passage-way  must  be  cut  around  said  landing 
place  to  serve  as  a  traveling  way  by  which  men  and  animals  may  pass  from 
one  side  of  the  shaft  to  the  other  without  passing  under  or  on  the  cage. 

LANDINGS,  HOW  PROTECTED. 

Section  13.  The  upper  and  lower  landings  at  the  top  of  each  shaft,  and 
the  opening  of  each  intermediate  seam  from  or  to  the  shaft,  shall  be  kept 
clean  and  free  from  loose  materials,  and  shall  be  securely  fenced  with  auto- 
matic or  other  gates  so  as  to  prevent  either  man  or  materials  from  falling 
into  the  shaft. 

CAGES,  HOW  constructed,  ETC. — EXAMINATION  OF.  ' 

Section  14.  Every  hoisting  shaft  must  be  equipped  with  substantial 
cages,  fitted  to  guides  running  from  the  top  to  the  bottom.  Said  cages 
must  be  safely  constructed,  they  must  be  furnished  with  suitable  iron  covers, 
not  less  than  three-sixteenths  inches  in  thickness  to  protect  persons  riding 
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thereon  from  falling  objects;  the  cages  must  be  equipped  with  safety  catches, 
which  catches  must  be  examined  daily  by  the  mine  owners  or  their  repre- 
sentatives. Cages,  catches  and  rope  fajstenings  shall  be  examined  daily,  and 
c^ges  tested  by  drop  quarterly  and  a  record  of  these  examinations  shall  be 
kept  by  the  companies,  and  said  records  shall  be  subject  to  examination  by 
the  mine  inspector, or  any  authorized  represeptative  employe. 

FnTED  WITH  HAND  HOLDS — NUMBER  OF  PERSONS,  LIMITED. 

Section  15.  Every  cage  on  which  persons  are  carried  must  be  fitted  up 
with  iron  bars  or  rings  in  proper  place,  and  a  sufiicient  number  to  furnish  a 
secure  hand-hold  for  each  person  permitted  to  ride  thereon.  That  no  more 
than  ten  men  be  allowed  to  ride  upon  the  cage  at. the  same  time,  and  no  one 
be  allowed  on  one  cage  while  a  loaded  car  is  on  the  other  cage.  . 

WHEN  LIGHT  REQUIRED   IN  SHAFF. 

Section  16.  A  light  shall  be  provided  at  the  top  and  bottom  of  the  shaft 
while  men  are  being  hoisted  and  lowered  into  the  shaft,  except  in  daylight, 
when  no  light  will  be  required  at  the  top  of  the  shaft. 

mines  to  be  equipped  with  two  means  op  egress. 

Section  17.  For  every  coal  mine  in  the  State,  whether  worked  by  shafts 
slope  or  drift,  there  shall  be  provided  and  maintained  in  addition  t«  the 
hoisting  shaft,  a  separate  or  escapement  shaft  or  opening  from  the  surface  to 
the  coal  vein  or  veins  and  commimicating  with  the  hoisting  shaft  through  api 
opening  in  the  mine,  so  as  to  constitute  two  separate  means  of  egress  to  all 
persons  employed  in  the  mine. 

WHEN  air  shaft  TO   BE   PROVIDED — SIZE. 

Section  18.  The  operators  shall  commence  the  sinking  of  an  escapement 
or  air  shaft  not  later  than  three  months  after  the  main  shaft  has  been  sunk, 
and  men  shall  not  be  employed  in  the  rnines  for  a  longer  time  than  three 
months  before  the  sinking  of  an  air  shaft  and  necessary  underground  ap- 
proaches are  begun,  and  when  begun,  the  work  in  both  air  shafts  and  ap- 
proaches shall  be  continually  prosecuted  until  completed.  The  area  of 
shaft  to  be  not  less  than  sixty-four  square  feet. 

ESCAPEMENT  SHAFT,  HOW   EQUIPPED. 

Section  19.  The  escapement  shaft  at  every  mine  shall  be  equipped  with 
safe  and  ready  means  for  the  prompt  removal  of  men  from  the  mines  in  time 
of  danger  and  such  means  shall  be  a  substantial  stairway  set  at  an  angle  not 
greater  than  forty-five  degrees,  which  shall  be  provided  with  hand  rails,  and 
with  platforms  or  landings  at  each  turn  of  the  stairway.  This  section  not  to 
apply  to  mines  already  opened,  further  than  to  provide  the  ready  meani^  for 
the  prompt  removal  of  the  men  in  time  of  danger. 

ESCAPEMENT  SHAFTS,  EXAMINED   WEEKLY. 

Section  20.     All  escapement  shafts  and  passageways  leading  thereto, 

or  to  the  works  of  a  contiguous  mine  must  be  carefully  examined  at  least 

once  a  week  by  the  mine  manager  or  a  man'  specially  delegated  by  him  for 

that  purpose.    If  obstructions  are  found  they  shall  be  immediately  removed.

POWDER,  PRECAUTIONS  USED  IN  HANDLING — PENALTY  FOR  VIOLATION. 

Section  29.  Every  employe  working  in  or  about  the  cQal  mines  of  this 
State,  and  engaged  in  the  handling  of  powder  shall  use  every  precaution  to 
prevent  premature  explosion.  In  the  preparing  of  blasts  the  following  rules 
must  be  strictly  observed  in  all  cases:  No  lighted  lamp,  pipe  or  other  article 
by  which  powder  can  be  ignited  shall  be  kept  within  four  feet  of  the  powder, 
and  said  lamp,  pipe  or  other  article  must  be  on  the  windward  side  of  powder. 
In  blasts  where  fuse  are  used  no  miner  or  other  person  shall  return  to  place  of 
blast,  when  cartridge  has  failed  to  explode,  before  four  hours  have  elapsed 
from  the  time  of  lighting  the  fuse.  Any  employe  or  other  person  violating 
these  rules  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  to  exceed  five  dollars  or  to  impris- 
onment in  the  county  jail  not  to  exceed  thirty  days,  or  both,  upon  convic- 
tiouj  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

ILLUMINATING  OIL.  * 

Section  30.  That  only  a  pure  animal  or  vegetable  oil,  or  other  oil  as  free 
from  smoke  as  a  pure  animal  or  vegetable  oil,  and  not  the  product  or  by- 
product of  resin,  shall  be  used  for  illuminating  purposes  in  the  mines  of  tlus 
State. 

INSPECTOR  OP  OIL  TO  MAKE  QUARTERLY  TESTS — ^PENALTY. 

Section  31.  An  inspector  of  oil  shall  visit  the  mines  at  least  four  times  a 
year  to  test  all  oils  used  for  illuminating  purposes  in  the  mines  of  this  State, 
and  any  person  or  persons,  firm  or  corporation  having  in  charge  the  opera- 
tion or  running  of  any  mine  which,  in  a  mine  under  his  or  its  charge,  uses  or 
permits  the  use  of  any  oil  other  than  that  prescribed  by  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  any  miner  or  mine  employe  who  uses  any  oil  other  than 
prescribed  in  this  act,  in  any  mine  in  this  State,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars. 

DUTY  OP  OWNERS  OP  ABANDONED   MINES. 

Section  32.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mine  owners,  previous  to  the 
abandonment  of  a  mine  to  make  or  cause  to  be  made  a  map  of  all  the  under- 
ground workings  of  the  said  mine,  and  to  file  the  said  map  with  the  State 
Inspector  of  Mines. 

notify  inspector — ^HIS   DUTY. 

Section  33.  When  the  operations  of  a  coal  mine  are  becoming  danger- 
ously near  an  abandoned  mine,  the  mine  inspector  shall  be  notified  by  the 
mine  management  and  he  shall  order  such  precautions  taken  as  in  his  judg- 
ment will  insure  safety  of  life  and  property. 

MUST  BE  CAREFUL  AS  TO  SANITARY  CONDITIONS. 

Section  34.  For  the  purpose  of  observing  the  best  sanitary  conditions 
possible  in  the  mines  of  this  State,  no  employe  therein  shall  use  any  portion 
of  the  mine  excavations  as  a  water  closet,  that  is  not  at  least  twenty-five 
feet  from  any  air  current. 
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DYNAMITE  AND   OTHER   EXPLOSIVES. 

Section  35.  For  the  greater  protection  of  mine  workers  and  the  better 
preservation  of  coal  mines,  the  use  of  dynamite  or  other  similar  explosives 
used  in  blasting  coal  loose,  except  the  ordinary  black  powder  commonly 
used  in  mines,  is  prohibited  unless  the  mine  management  and  miners  agree 
it  is  a  necessity.  But  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  preventing 
miners  from  using  dynamite  or  similar  explosives  in  coal  as  an  assistance  to 
shearing  in  narrow  work  where  mine  management  and  miners  agree  it  is  a 
necessity.  Any  \;^olation  of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  or  im- 
prisonment, or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

penalty  for  violating  provisions,  etc. 

Section  36.  Any  owner,  part  owner,  operator,  manager,  or  superintend- 
ent of  any  such  coal  mine,  or  director  or  officer  of  any  stock  company  owning 
or  operating  any  such  mine,  who  shall  wilfully  violate  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  law  by  omitting  to  comply  with  any  of  its  said  provisions,  after  a 
reasonable  length  of  time  after  notice  of  such  omission  by  the  State  Mine 
Inspector  shall,  if  not  otherwise  provided  for,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  fifty  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  ninety  days,  or  by  both  such 
fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

This  act  is  ordered  to  take  immediate  effect. 


ACT  PROVIDING  FOR  FREE  EMPLOYMENT  BUREAUS. 

Act  No.  281,  Public  Acts  of  1907. 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  free  employment  hureauSj  to  make  an  appropriatixm^ 
therefor,  to  provide  a  tax  to  meet  the  same,  and  to  repeal  act  number  thirty- 

.  seven  of  the  Pvblic  Acts  of  nineteen  hundred  five^  entitled  ^*An  act  to  provide 
for  the  establishing  and  maintaining  of  free  employment  bureaus,"  approved 
March  thirty,  nineteen  hundred  five, 

establishment  and  designation  op  bureaus. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact: 

Section  1.  Free  employment  bureaus  are  hereby  authorized  to  be  created 
in  cities  in  this  State  having  a  population  of  thirty  thousand  or  over,  for  the 
purpose  of  recei\'ing  applications  of  persons  seeking  employment,  and  appli- 
cations of  persons  seeking  to  employ  labor.  Such  bureaus  shall  be  desig- 
nated and  known  as  Michigan  free  employment  bureaus. 

REGULATION,    MANAGEMENT,   FEES,    ETC. 

Section  2.  The  Commissioner  of  Labor  shall  organize,  establish  and  con- 
trol the  free  employment  bureaus  authorized  by  section  one  of  this  act:  Pro- 
videdf  That  not  more  than  five  such  bureaus  shall  be  established,  and  that 
no  two  thereof  shall  be  located  within  a  radius  of  twenty-five  miles.  No 
compensation  or  fee  shall  be  charged  or  received,  directly  or  indirectly,  from 
persons  applying  for  employment  or  help  through  any  such  bureau.    It 
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shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Commissioner  of  Labor  to  use  all  diligence  in  se- 
curing the  co-operation  of  employers  of  labor  with  the  purpose  and  objects 
of  said  employment  bureaus.  To  this  end  it  shall  be  competent  for  said 
Commissioner  to  advertise  in  the  columns  of  newspapers  or  to  use  other 
mediums,  for  such  situations  as  he  has  applicants  to  fill,  and  for  such  help 
as  may  be  called  for  by  employers.  He  may  also  advertise  in  a  general  way 
for  the  co-operation  of  large  contractors  and  employers,  in  such  trade  journals 
or  special  publications  as  jreach  such  employers,  whether  such  trade  journals 
are  published  within  the  State  of  Michigan  or  not,  and  may  pursue  such 
other  methods  as,  in  his  judgment,  will  best  tend  to  accomplish  the  purpose 
of  this  act:  Provided  further,  That  one  such  bureau,  as  above  provided  for, 
shall  be  established  at  the  city  of  Kalamazoo,  and  one  at  the  city  of  Saginaw. 

BOARD   OF   STATE   AUDrPORS  TO   PROVIDE   OFFICES,   SUPPLIES,    ETC. 

Section  3.  When  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  shall  establish  a  free  em- 
ployment bureau  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  Board  of  State  Auditors 
shall  provide  a  suitable  office  for  the  same,  with  necessary  furniture,  and  all 
printing,  binding,  blanks,  stationery  and  supplies  shall  be  done  and  fur- 
nished under  any  contract  which  the  State  now  has,  or  shall  hereafter  have 
for  similar  work  with  any  party  or  parties,  and  the  expense  thereof  shall  be, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  State  Auditors,  audited  and  paid  for  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  State  printing  and  supplies  are  paid  for. 

assistants,    COMPENSATION   AND    EXPENSES. 

Section  4.  Said  Commissioner  of  Labor  is  authorized  to  appoint  such 
assistants  as  may  be  necessary.  All  such  assistants  shall  be  under  the  con- 
trol and  direction  of  the  Commissioner  of  Labor,  and  shall  receive  such  com- 
pensation as  he  shall  determine.  All  compensation  for  services  and  ex- 
penses provided  for  in  this  act  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer  upon  the 
warrant  of  the  Auditor  General,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  salaries  and 
expenses  are  paid. 

ANNUAL  APPROPRIATION. 

Section  5.  The  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary  by  the  Commissioner  of  Labor,  is  hereby  appropriated 
annually  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirty,  nineteen  hundred  eight,  and 
for  each  fiscal  year  thereafter  out  of  which  shall  be  paid  all  salaries,  adver- 
tising and  contingent  expenses  authorized  by  sections  two  and  four  of  this  act. 

authorized  to  levy  tax. 

Section  6.  The  Auditor  General  is  hereby  directed  to  add  to  and  incor- 
porate in  the  State  tax  for  the  year  nineteen  hundred  seven,  the  sum  of  five 
thousand  dollars,  and  for  each  fiscal  year  thereafter  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars,  which,  when  collected,  shall  be  credited  to  the  general  fund  to  reim- 
burse the  same  for  the  money  hereby  appropriated. 

FORMER   ACT  REPEALED. 

Section  7.  Act  number  thirty-seven  of  the  public  acts  of  nineteen  hun- 
dred five,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  establishing  and  maintaining 
of  free  employment  bureaus,"  approved  March  thirty,  nineteen  hundred 
five,  is  hereby  repealed.

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ACT  DEFINING  A  LEGAL  DAY'S  WORK. 
Act  No.  137,  PubUc  Acts  of  1885. 

PAT  FOR  OYBRTIME  WHEN  IN  EXCESS  OF  TEN  HOURS. 

The  Ptople  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact: 

Section  1.  That  in  all  factories,  workshops,  salt  blocks,  saw  mills,  log- 
^g  or  lumber  camps,  booms  or  drives,  mines  or  other  places  used  for  me- 
chanical, manufacturing,  or  other  purposes  within  the  State  of  Michigan, 
where  men  or  women  are  employed,  ten  hours  per  day  shall  constitute  a 
legal  day's  work,  and  any  proprietor,  stockholder,  manager,  clerk,  foreman, 
or  other  employers  of  labor  who  shall  require  any  person  or  persons  in  their 
employ  to  perform  more  than  ten  houns  per  day,  shall  be  compelled  to  pay 
such  employes  for  all  overtime  or  extra  hours  at  the  regular  per  diem  rate, 
imless  there  be  an  agreement  to  the  contrary.  (Compiler's  section  5453, 
Compiled  Laws  1897.) 

when  NOT  EXPRESSLY  MENTIONED. 

Section  2.  That  in  all  contracts,  engagements,  or  agreements  to  labor 
in  any  mechanical, .manufacturing,  or  other  labor  calling,  where  such  con- 
tracts or  agreements  are  silent,  or  no  express  conditions  specified,  ten  hours 
shall  constitute  a  day's  work,  and  the  contract  or  agreement  shall  be  so  con- 
strued.    (Compiler's  section  5454,  Compiled  Laws  1897.) 

BOSDEMEANOR,  PENALTY,  PROSECUTING  ATTORNEY. 

Section  3.  Any  individual,  firm,  agent  of  any  corporation,  or  other  em- 
ployers of  labor  who  shall  take  any  unlawful  advantage  of  any  person  or 
persons  in  their  employ,  or  seeking  employment,  because  of  their  poverty  or 
misfortune,  to  invalidate  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  preceding  section, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five  dollars,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars  for  eaeh 
offense,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  prosecuting  attorney  of  the  county  in 
which  such  offense  was  committed,  upon  receiving  complaint,  to  prosecute 
all  such  cases  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace  or  other  competent  court  of  jurisdiction.  (Compiler's 
section  5455 — Compiled  Laws  1897.) 

DISPOSITION  OP  FINES. 

'  Section  4.  All  fines  collected  for  violation  of  this  act  shall  be  turned  over 
to  the  school  board,  or  board  of  education  of  the  city  or  township  wherein 
such  fine  may  be  collected,  and  the  same  shall  by  them  be  disbursed  for' and 
in  benefit  of  the  public  schools.  (Compiler's  section  5456,  Compiled  Laws 
1897.) 

NOT  TO  APPLY  TO   FARM  LABORERS,  ETC. 

Section  5.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  domestic 
or  farm  laborers,  or  other  laborers  who  agree  to  work  more  than  ten  hours 
per  day.     (Compiler's  section  5457,  Compiled  Laws  1897.) 
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ACT  RELATING  TO  LABELS  AND  TRADE-MARKS. 

Act  No.  41,  Public  Acts  of  1891. 

UNLAWFUL  TO   IMITATE  TRADE-MARKS,    LABELS,   ETC. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact: 

Section  1.  That  whenever  any  person,  or  any  association  or  union  of 
workingmen  has  heretofore  adopted  or  used,  or  shall  hereafter  adopt  or  use 
any  label,  trade-mark,  term,  design,  device,  or  form  of  advertisement  for 
the  purpose  of  designating,  making  known  or  distinguishing  any  goods,  wares, 
merchandise  or  other  product  of  labor,  as  having  been  made,  manufactured, 
produced,  prepared,  packed  or  put  on  sale  by  such  person,  or  association  or 
union  of  workingmen,  or  by  a  member  or  members  of  such  association  or 
union,  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  counterfeit  or  imitate  such  label,  trade-mark, 
term,  design,  device  or  form  of  advertisement,  or  to  use,  sell,  offer  for  sale, 
or  in  any  way  utter  or  circulate  any  coimteifeit  or  imitation  of  any  such 
labels,  trade-mark,  term,  design,  device  of  form  of  advertisement.  (Com- 
piler's section  11,681,  Compiled  Laws  1897.) 

VIOLATION  AND  PENALTY. 

Section  3.  Any  person,  whether  a  member  of  a  firm  or  corporation,  or 
otherwise,  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  section  one  of  this  act, 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  committed  a  misdemeanor  thereby,  and  on  con- 
viction thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  ninety  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court.     (Compiler's  section  11,683,  Compiled  Laws  1897.) 


ACT  PROVIDING  FOR  COMPULSORY  EDUCATION. 

Act  No.  200,  Public  Acts  of  1905. 

(As  amended  by  Act  No.  74,  Public  Acts  of  1907.) 

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  compulsory  education  of  children,  for  penalties  for 
failure  to  comply  wUh  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  repeal  all  acts  or 
parts  of  acts  conflicting  with  the  provisions  of  the  same, 

children  of  certain  ages  required  to  attend  school. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Michigan  enact: 

(As  amended  by  Act  No.  74,  Public  Acts  of  1907.) 

Section  1 .  Every  parent,  guardian  or  other  person  in  the  State  of  Mich- 
igan having  control  and  charge  of  any  child  between  the  ages  of  seven  and 
sixteen  years,  shall  be  required  to  send  such  child  to  the  public  schools 
during  the  entire  school  year,  and  such  attendance  shall  be  continuous  and 
consecutive  for  the  school  year  fixed  by  the  district  in  which  such  parent. 
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guardian,  or  other  person  in  parental  relation  may  reside:  Provided^  That  in 
the  following  cases  children  shall  not  be  required  to  attend  the  put(lic  schools: 

EXCEPTIONS. 

(a)  Any  child  who  is  being  taught  in  a  private  or  parochial  school  in  such 
branches  as  are  usually  taught  in  the  public  schools  to  children  of  corre- 
sponding age,  or  who,  upon  the  completion  of  the  work  in  such  schools,  shall 
present  satisfactory  evidence  to  the  county  commissioner  of  schools,  and,  in 
appropriate  cases,  to  the  superintendent  of  schools,  that  he  has  completed 
sufficient  school  work  to  entitle  him  to  an  eighth  grade  diploma; 

(b)  Any  child  who  has  received  an  eighth  grade  diploma  from  the  public 
schools; 

(c)  Any  child  who  is  physically  unable  to  attend  school.  If  the  truant 
officer  is  notified  of  the  non-attendance  of  any  child  at  school  and  he  shaU 
find  the  one  in  parental  control  claiming  that  such  child  is  physically  unable 
to  attend  school,  the  truant  officer  may  secure  a  written  statement  of  a  com- 
petent physician,  certifying  that  such  child  is  physically  unable  to  attend 
school; 

(d)  Children  over  fourteen  years  of  age  whose  services  are  essential  to 
the  support  of  their  parents  may  be  excused  by  the  county  commissioner  of 
schools  or  city  superintendent  of  schools  from  attendance  at  school  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  board  of  education  of  the  district  in  which  such  chil- 
dren reside,  and  said  board  shall  certify  to  the  officer  herein  mentioned  the 
facts  in  all  such  cases; 

(e)  Children  under  nine  years  of  age,  whose  parents  do  not  reside  within 
two  and  one-half  miles,  by  the  nearest  traveled  road,  of  some  public  school: 
Provided^  That  if  transporation  is  furnished  for  pupils  in  said  district  then 
this  exemption  shall  not  apply; 

(f)  Any  child  twelve  to  fourteen  years  of  age  while  in  attendance  at 
confirmation  classes  conducted  for  a  period  of  not  to  exceed  five  months  in 
either  of  said  years. 

SHERIFF  TO  APPOINT  TRUANT  OFFICER — DUTIES,  PROVISIONS  AS  TO  CFFIES  AND 

VILLAGES,  COMPENSATION,  ETC. 

(As  amended  by  Act  No.  74,  Public  Acts  of  1907.) 

Section  2.  The  sheriff  in  each  county  shall  select  a  person  of  good  moral 
character  to  act  as  truant  officer  for  the  county.  The  person  so  selected 
shall  file  with  the  county  clerk  his  acceptance  and  oath  of  office,  and  a  bond 
in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  with  two  sufficient  sureties,  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  county  clerk.  The  person  so  selected  shall  be  known  as  the 
county  truant  officer,  and  he  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  a  deputy  sheriff, 
and  he  shall  perform  the  duties  of  truant  officer  in  all  school  districts  of  the 
county  when  directed  to  do  so  by  the  sheriff,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided: Provided f  That  in  cities  having  a  duly  organized  police  force  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  police  authorities,  at  the  request  of  the  board  of  edu- 
cation, to  detail  one  or  more  members  of  such  police  force  to  perform  the 
duties  of  the  truant  officer  in  such  city,  but  this  provision  shall  not  be  con- 
strued as  prohibiting  such  board  of  education  from  appointing  any  citizen, 
not  a  police  officer,  as  truant  officer:  Provided  further ^  That  in  graded  school 
districts  the  board  of  education  shall  have  authority  to  appoint  one  or  more 
truant  officers  and  fix  the  compensation  of  the  same,  said  compensation  to 
be  paid  by  the  district:  And  "provided  further ,  That  in  all  townships  of  the 
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Upper  Peninsula  organized  as  township  unit  districts,  the  board  of  education 
of  such  township  shall  have  authority  to  appoint  one  or  more  truant  officers 
for  said  township  and  fix  the  compensation  for  such  service,  said  compensa- 
tion to  be  paid  from  the  proper  funds  of  such  school  district.  For  all  town- 
ships of  the  Upper  Peninsula  not  organized  as  township  unit  districts  the 
county  truant  officer  appointed  as  herein  prescribed  shall  act:  Provided^ 
That  if  in  any  graded  district  or  township  the  board  of  education  does  not 
appoint  a  truant  officer,  the  county  truant  officer  shall  act  in  such  district 
or  township.  The  truant  officers  herein  provided  for  in  cities,  graded  school 
districts  and  township  unit  districts  shall  give  bonds  to  the  board  of  educa- 
tion in  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  said  bonds  to  be  approved  by  the 
board  of  education  and  filed  with  said  board,  and  such  officers  shall  have, 
within  their  jurisdiction  and  while  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  truant 
officer,  the  powers  of  a  deputy  sheriff.  The  compensation  of  the  county 
truant  officer  shall  be  three  dollars  per  day  for  every  day  actually  engaged 
in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  and  actual  expenses,  and  all  bills  for  such  ser- 
vice shall  be  certified  by  the  sheriff.  In  cities,  when  the  board  of  education 
appoints  a  truant  officer  other  than  a  police  officer,  said  board  shall  fix  the 
compensation  for  such  truant  officer  and  pay  such  officer  from  the  incidental 
fund.  The  compensation  and  actual  expenses  of  the  county  truant  officer 
shall  be  allowed  and  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  the  compensation  of  other 
county  officers  is  allowed  and  paid  by  the  county;  and  when  the  police  au- 
thorities detail  one  or  more  members  of  the  force  as  truant  officers,  they  shall 
receive  such  compensation  and  actual  expenses  for  such  service  as  the  board 
of  aldermen  or  police  commission  may  determine,  and  be  paid  from  the  same 
fund  as  the  police  authorities  are  usually  paid:  Provided^  That  this  act  shall 
not  be  so  construed  as  to  affect  any  existing  appointment. 

SCHOOL  DIRECTORS  TO   FURNISH  TEACHER   WPTH  CENSUS   LIST,  ETC. 

(As  amended  by  Act  No.  74,  Public  Acts  of  1907.) 

Section  3.  (a)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  school  director  of  all  school 
districts,  except  in  city,  graded  and  township  districts,  to  provide  the  teacher 
at  the  commencement  of  the  school,  with  a  copy  of  the  last  school  census, 
together  with  the  name  and  address  of  the  persons  in  parental  relation,  itlso 
address  of  the  county  commissioner  of  schools.  The  teacher  shall,  at  the 
opening  of  school  and  at  such  other  times  as  may  be  necessary,  compare 
said  census  list  with  the  enrollment  of  the  school  and  report  to  the  county 
commissioner  of  schools  the  names  of  the  parents  or  other  persons  in  parental 
relation  whose  children  of  the  ages  hereinbefore  mentioned  are  not  in  regular 
attendance  at  school,  also  the  names  of  parents  or  other  persons  in  parental 
relation  who  have  children  of  school  age  not  included  in  such  census  and 
who  do  not  attend  school ; 

VILLAGE  and  CrTY  DISTRICTS,  DUTY  OF  SECRETARY  OF  BOARD  OP  EDUCATION, 

(b)  In  all  city  graded  and  township  districts,  the 'secretary  of  the  board 
of  education  shall,  at  the  commencement  of  school,  furnish  a  copy  of  the  last 
school  census  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  in  such  city,  together  with 
the  name  and  address  of  the  truant  officer  under  whose  jurisdiction  they  act, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  superintendent,  at  the  opening  of  school,  to 
compare  said  census  list  with  the  enrollment  of  the  school  or  schools  and, 
from  time  to  time,  as  it  may  be  necessary,  report  to  the  proper  truant  officer 
the  names  and  addresses  of  any  parents  or  other  persons  in  parental  relation 
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whose  children  of  the  ages  hereinbefore  mentioned  are  not  in  regular  at- 
tendance at  the  public  schools,  also  names  of  parents  or  others  in  parental 
relation  whose  children  are  not  in  school  and  whose  names  are  not  included 
in  such  census; 

DUTY  OP  TBTTANT  OFFICER. 

(c)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  truant  officer  of  the  city  or  district,  when- 
ever notified  by  the  teacher,  superintendent  or  other  person  or  persons  of 
violations  of  this  act,  and  the  county  truant  officer,  when  notified  by  the 
commissioner  of  schools,  to  investigate  all  such  cases  of  truancy  or  non- 
attendance  at  school,  and  if  the  children  complained  of  are  not  exempt  from 
the  provisions  of  this  act  under  the  conditions  named  in  section  one,  then  he 
shall  immediately  proceed  as  is  provided  in  section  four  of  this  act; 

WHO  DEEMED  OmLTT  OF  MISDEMEANOH. 

(d)  In  case  any  parent  or  other  person  in  parental  relation  shall  fail  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor and  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  imprisoned  in  the  county  or  city  jail  for  not  less 
than  two  nor  more  than  ninety  days,  or  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment 
in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

DUTY  OF  COUNTY  COMMISSIONER. 

(As  amended  by  Act  No.  74,  Public  Acts  of  1907.) 

Section  4.  (a)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  conmiissioner  of  schools 
to  furnish  the  truant  officer  of  the  county,  at  the  opening  of  the  schools, 
with  a  list  of  the  teachers  and  superintendents  employed  in  his  county  or 
school  districts  other  than  in  such  city  graded  and  township  districts  as  are 
described  in  section  two  of  this  act; 

NOTICES  TO  PARENTS,  TEACHER  OR  SUPERINTENDENT. 

(b)  In  case  any  parent  or  other  person  in  parental  relation  shall  fail  to 
send  the  child  or  children  under  his  or  her  control  to  the  public  school,  the 
truant  officer,  upon  having  notice  from  proper  authority  of  such  fact,  shall 
immediately,  and  within  twenty-four  hours  thereafter,  give  formal  written 
notice  in  person  or  by  registered  mail,  to  the  parent  or  other  person  in  parental 
relation,  that  the  child  or  children  under  his  or  her  control  shall  present  him- 
self or  themselves  at  the  public  school  on  the  day  following  the  receipt  of 
such  notice,  with  the  necessary  text-books  for  instruction  in  the  proper  school 
or  schools  of  the  district  or  city.  Said  notice  shall  inform  the  parent  or 
other  person  in  parental  relation  of  the  date  that  attendance  must  begin  and 
that  such  attendance  at  school  must  be  continuous  and  consecutive  during 
the  remainder  of  the  school  year  as  taught  in  the  district.  The  truant  officer 
shdll,  at  the  same  time  the  said  formal  notice  is  given  to  the  parent  or  person 
in  parental  relation,  notify  the  teacher  or  superintendent  or  commissioner 
of  the  fact  of  notice,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  teacher  or  superintendent 
or  commissioner  to  notify  the  truant  officer  of  failure  on  the  part  of  the 
parent  or  other  person  in  parental  relation  to  comply  with  said  notice; 

COMPLAINT  AND   PROSECUTION. 

(c)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  truant  officers,  after  having  given  the  formal 
notice  hereinbefore  described,  to  determine  whether  the  parent  or  other 
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person  ui  parental  relation  has  complied  with  the  notice,  and  in  case  of  failure 
to  so  comply  he  shall  immediately,  and  within  three  days  after  having 
knowledge  or  being  notified  thereof,  make  a  complaint  against  said  parent 
or  other  person  in  parental  relation  having  the  legal  charge  and  control  of 
such  child  or  children,  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  city,  village  or 
township,  or  adjoining  township,  where  such  party  resides,  for  such  refusal 
or  neglect  to  send  such  child  or  children  to  school;  and  said  justice  of  the 
peace  shall  issue  a  warrant  upon  said  complaint  and  shall  proceed  to  hear  and 
determine  the  same  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  by  statute  for  other 
cases  under  his  jurisdiction,  and  in  case  of  conviction  of  any  parent  or  other 
person  in  parental  relation  for  violation  of  this  act,  said  parent  or  other  person 
in  parental  relation  shall  be  punished  according  to  the  provisions  of  section 
thiw  of  this  act:  Provided,  That  in  cities  having  a  recorder's  court  and  jus- 
tices of  the  peace,  the  truant  officer  shall  make  the  aforesaid  complaint 
before  the  magistrate  of  said  recorder's  court,  or  before  the  justice  of  the 
peace,  and  said  magistrate  or  justice  shall  issue  a  warrant  an4  proceed  to 
hear  and  determine  the  case  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  the  statute 
for  other  cases  under  his  jurisdiction; 

DUTY  OF  OFFICERS,  SUPERINTENDENT  AND  TEACHERS  TO  AID  TRUANT  OFFICER. 

(d)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  school  officers,  superintendents,  teachers  or 
other  persons  to  render  such  assistance  and  furnish  such  information  as  they 
may  have  at  their  command  to  aid  such  truant  officer  in  the  performance  of 
his  official  duty. 

B1A.T  ESTABLISH   UNGRADED   SCHOOLS.

Section  5.  In  any  graded  or  city  district  in  this  State,  the  school  board  or 
officers  having  in  charge  the  schools  of  such  districts  may  establish  one  or 
more  ungraded  schools  for  the  instruction  of  certain  children  as  defined 
and  set  forth  in  the  following  section.  They  may,  through  the  truant  officer 
and  superintendent  of  schools,  require  such  children  to  attend  said  ungraded 
schools,  or  any  department  of  their  graded  schools,  as  said  board  of  education 
may  direct. 

WHO   DEEMED   JUVENILE   DISORDERLY. 

Section  6.  The  following  classes  of  persons  between  and  including  the 
ages  of  seven  and  sixteen  years  residing  in  graded  school  districts  or  cities  as 
described  in  section  five  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  juvenile  disorderly  per- 
sons and  shall,  in  the  judgment  of  the  proper  school  authorities,  be  assigned 
to  the  ungraded  school  or  schools  as  provided  in  section  five  of  this  act: 
Class  one,  habitual  truants  from  any  school  in  which  they  are  enrolled  as 
pupils;  class  two,  children  who,  while  attending  any  school,  are  incorrigibly 
turbulent,  disobedient  or  insubordinate,  or  are  vicious  and  immoral  in  con- 
duct; class  three,  children  who  are  not  attending  any  school  and  who  habit- 
ually frequent  streets  and  other  public  places,  havidg  no  lawful  business, 
employment  or  occupation. 

FORMER  ACT  REPEALED. 

Section  7.  Act  ninety-five  of  the  public  acts  of  eighteen  hundred  ninety- 
five,  being  sections  four  thousand  eight  himdred  forty-seven,  four  thousand 
eight  hundred  forty-eight,  four  thousand  eight  himdred  forty-nine,  four 
thousand  eight  hundred  fifty,  four  thousand  eight  hundred  fifty-one,  and 
four  thousand  eight  hundred  fifty-two  of  the  Compiled  Laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  ninety-seven  is  hereby  repealed.
